Town Meeting 
February 13 


On Incinerator 

The Board of Selectmen voted Monday night for a special ses- 
sion of the Town Meeting to lie held Thursday evening, February 13, 
to deal with appropriations for the incinerator. 


The meeting will ask the Town 
for $82,215 for the purpose of 
extensive repairs to its incinera- 
tor plant. 

It is being called immediately 
so as to get the seriously needed 
work dope as soon as possible. 
Four or five weeks will be saved 
by not waiting for the annual 
Town Meeting in March. 

The repairs will be done accord- 
ing to the recommendations and 
designs of Fay, Spoft'ord and 
Thorndike, Engineers, with whom 
the Town commissioned a recent- 
ly completed study. 

Other articles are being con- 
sidered for incorporation into the 
special warrant, which will close 
next week Monday, January 6. 

The Selectmen also voted with 
pleasure the acceptance of the 
gift of the Glen Green property 
of Warren Witherel to the Town. 


Official action on this will await 
Town Meeting. 

Tunnel Will Re Ruilt 

The Board voted approval of the 
draft of an easement deed by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad 
to the Town in connection with 
the construction of a tunnel under 
the tracks joining the new high 
school to its playing fields. 

In approving this the Select- 
men, following the probing of 
Paul Amieo, noted that the docu- 
ment was written in such a way 
as to protect to the maximum 
the interests of the Railroad. 

Chairman Charles Doucette 
chaired the meeting and in addi- 
tion to Mr. Amico members John 
Sullivan, Ralph Swanson and Ed- 
mund Williams were present.

Town Puts Into Effect 
Anti-Pigeon Program 


The anti-pigeon program voted at the November Special Town 
Meeting lias already been put into elicit according to Michael Saraco, 


director of die Board of Health. 

Subsequent to the unanimous 
vote on the unopposed motion to 
(start such a program, the Health 
Board recommended and the Se- 
lectmen authorized the so-called 
“Rid-A-Bird” perches which have 
the dual effect of eliminating 
roosting habits where they are 
installed and doing away with 
those birds which do roost upon 
them. 

The Health Board contracted 
with the Safety Fumigant Com- 
pany of Boston and Hingham and 
the perches were installed just 
before Christmas. 

They are now in place at the 
five railroad underpass bridges — 
all favorite nesting places of 
droves of pigeons: at the two 
center circle overpasses; ait Bacon 
Street, Waterficld Road and at 
the Skillings By-Pass. 


Tile metal perches are mounted 
on the bridge girders. They are 
filled with a chemical known as 
Kntrex, an organo-phosphatc 
ompound The chemical is drawn 
up into wicks which protrude on 
their exposed side and contam- 
inates the feet of the pigeons. 

At the Town Meeting which 
voted the monies for the pigeon 
control program no discussion or 
opposition was heard. 

Dr. Warren Taylor, chairman 
of the Board of Health, singled 
out as better than others two 
possible ways of pigeon control 
to the Town Meeting — that of 
erecting nettings to keep the 
pigeons from nesting on the over- 
passes and the Rid-A-Bird pro- 
gram.

Severe Christmas Week Vandalism 
Discovere At Saint Mary’s Church 


Vandals desecrated the altar and the sacristy of the oldest Roman 
Catholic Church in Winchester two days before Christmas in an un- 
explained act of aggression still under investigation. 


Officer John Oliver investigat- 
ed the break and entry ut Saint 
Mary’s on Washington Street 
after it was reported to Police 
headquarters at about 6:45 p.m. 
December 23. 

Police reports indicate that in- 
truders, who had gained entry to 
the church by breaking a window 
on its north side and unlocking it, 
ransacked the building. 

Vandalism inside the sacristy 
of the church, included ransack- 
ing of the cabinets containing the 


priests’ personal effects. Also, 
chalices were thrown on the floor 
and candles were broken. 

At the altar the intruders took 
the crucifix down, threw it on 
the floor, and they broke the altar 
candles. 

The tabernacle door was pried 
open and a chalice was knocked 
over. The Host was also thrown 
on the floor. 

Order was installed in time for 
all Christmas week services.

Power, Phones 
Knocked Out 
By Thousands 

Tlie freezing rain and icc whidi hit town Saturday on the heels 
of t lie sub-zero weather spell caused widespread power and telephone 
service loss, severe damage, accidents and even flooding. 

Extreme danger from fallen high power electric wires existed for 
many hours Saturday night and Sunday, laical police were kept busy 
guarding tlie danger spots. Area Boston Edison men working out of 
Woburn were on duty around tlie clock to repair the damage. 

In some places svires were down and broken, in many others arc- 
ing low and sparking as they arced. 

The storm had great beauty too and scut photographers scurrying 
in the early Sunday morning hours. Each tiny branch of shrubs all 
over town were encased in ice. Birches hung low like priceless cut- 
glass chandeliers. Tlie thawing of iced lawns and trees oil Sunday 
made music witli eerie, unfamiliar sounds.

The Boston Edison Company reported Monday that about 1,200 
homes had lost t heir power in Winchester commencing witli tlie 
storm's onslaught late Saturday noon and continuing for just over 
21 hours. 

Residents in areas as separated as Forest Street. Jefferson Road. 
Westland Avenue, Salisbury Street, and Everett Avenue were among 
many others who suffered tlie loss. The average time they were without 
all electrical service was from one to six hours. 

Emergency calls on power loss went direct to tlie Boston 
Edison lines or came into Police headquarters. I lie first one recorded 
by the polite was at 7 p.m. Saturday. I hey continued well into Sun- 
day as tree limbs went on snapping witli die ice load, bringing down 
tlie wires, or they fell from their own accumulation of ice. 

Police lines were jammed. They were a message center lor every 
kind of trouble from accidents to limits down to power loss. At about 
9 p.m. oil Saturday they also recorded a Hood on Johnson Road, near 
tlie Swim Club. All personnel available was out to check on road con- 
ditions and reports of wires down.

The New England Telephone Company reported 66 percent of 
local service out. Tlie problem started Saturday evening and mounted 
rapidly through Sunday. 

l'lic phone wire problems also were all over tlie town. 1 lie Tele- 
phone Company polled in all available repairmen and installers to 
restore service. By Monday afternoon all but the biggest cable prob- 
lems were cleared up.

Tree Warden Richard Horn reported bis men on round die clock 
duty with many calls coining direct, others through the police. Some 
larger trees down involved sawing before road passage could lie re- 
stored. Many of the limbs, both small and large, had treated serious 
danger from live electrical wires.

Tlie Water Department had no time to recover from the broken 

pipe siege of the sub-zero freeze before being hit by the icc storm. 
Harold McKinley, assistant superintendent, reported the "no water” 
calls to be Lite most frequent— their causes to be multiple.

The Fire Department reported that the Saturday night storm and 
ice conditions caused trouble in some fire alarm circuits due to fallen 
brandies. Extra crews went on to keep the systems under constant 
watdi.

Highway Department administrators were appreciative of the 
public's understanding of their problems. " I hey probably realized 
what it was doing out from what was happening on their own side- 
walks," said Edward Murphy, assistant superintendent, as he described 
the losing iigitt tlie men had against tlie freezing rain. 

‘We would put on salt but it would almost immediately coat with 
rain and freeze over it," he said. The department tried sand also, but 
witli no lasting results. 

The Department started with samlers at 9:30 Friday evening— and 
worked until 1:30 Saturday. 

The full force of man-power under the department, augmented 
as always in emergencies by Bark and Water and Sewer Department 
personnel was out from 5 a. m. Saturday through to 2 a. in. Sunday. 
They came back, many of them at 5 a. m. Sunday, and went through to 
4. By Monday they were down to spot sanding and a salting.

We Look Back At 1968 


The elements set an appropriate background (or an 
action-filled 1968 in Winchester— they sent it every- 
thing in the book. Schools went into single sessions 
in early January and stayed there until spring va- 
cation. Heavy snows accumulated throughout Febru- 
ary. Severe cold started the year— in January causing 
alxmt 200 calls in two days to service stations to start 
stalled cars. It came again in last week's freezes. To 
welcome spring the town suffered the worst Hooding 
recorded, topping Hurricane Diane in 1955. It 
settled into a comparatively fine spring and early 
fall as possible recompense.

Perhaps the mosi far-reaching local government 
action of the Winchester year was the completion of 
the town-wide property valuations at the new full 
cash value. In the mail in late August, the new 
values caused a chorus of reaction— with strident 
notes coming especially from Precinct 6. After weeks 
of adjustment hearings, die lax rate settled at 537.40 
—computed from last year's estimated 72.85 without 
revaluation.

Town-oriented political action peaked with thq 
September METCO referendum in which citizens 
voted (in an advisory vote only) against participa- 
tion in the widely accepted inner city-suburb edu- 
cation plan. 2300 to 1922. The vote followed a 97-17 
(also petitioned) Town .Meeting acceptance. It led 
to the Town being the first in the Commonwealth 
to have so rejected the program. In October the 
February vote to build the new High School on Shore 
Road Field was introduced lor Town Meeting vote 
and sustained, 175 to -1. A petition to bring a referen- 
dum on the subject did not materialize.

Lively national political action was reflected here 
throughout the year beginning with the April pri- 
maries in which Winchester voted lor the first lime 
for 7lh District Congressional candidates. November 
winner Congressman Torbert Macdonald begins of- 
ficially to serve the town this month. September and 
November saw hot campaigns across the board on 
Slate and National candidates.

biggest budget in history: ',3.959.200. It enrolled the 
largest number ever— over 6,000— in September. In 
addition, after two decades ol postponing, the Town 
voted S10.070.000 lor a new high school on Shore 
Road Field (this will add about $5.20 to the tax 
rate lor 20 years beginning next year).

Planning Board Review 

The Board spent a good deal 
of time discussing in a general 
way Planning Board warrant: ar- 
ticles and plans. The emphasis 
was on contemplated land takings 
for schools and on the anticipated 
Planning Board report on town- 
wide re-zoning. 

Chairman William Chapman 
reported his Board still aiming 
at late February for a formal 
presentation of the re-zoning. He 
and the Selectmen agreed, how- 
ever, on the importance of a com- 
plete scrutiny of the plan first. 

The Board will contact the 
Town’s State legislative repre- 
sentatives to request more infor- 
mation on Medicaid procedures, 
this in conjunction with the Mas- 
sachusetts Selectmen’s Associ- 
ation.

BOOK REVIEW

SEWING MADE EASY 

by Mary Lynch and Dorothy Shea 

We at the library pride ourselves on writing re- 
views on all kinds of subject matter. We have had 
literature, philosophy, religion, economics, all kinds 
of history, all kinds of science, reviews of mystery 
hooks and light fiction, humor, fashion — you name 
it, but I don’t think anyone yet has written on a “how 
to” book. This is too bad beenuse it is a type of ma- 
terial that is asked for frequently, and we would 
like others who don’t ask, to know about it. 

The “how to” book. Sewing Made Easy, is strictly 
for the ladies, or almost strictly — men have been 
known to dip into it on occasion, here and there, and 
express wonder at all the kinds of sewing there are. 

It is not a new book, having gone through several 
printings, but this edition has been thoroughly re- 
vised and carries a 1969 copyright date. 

Anyone who has a high school or college daughter 
or who has much to do with girls in this age group 
knows that it is the “in” thing to sew. (Many of 
them also knit and we have some new books on that.) 
Some of the clothes they produce are really profes- 
sionally done. At the high school proms each year, 
several of the girls have made their own formals. 
And they don’t look “homemade” either. 

Sewing Made Easy is a basic book. It is for these 
girls and also for girls and women who have never 
done any dressmaking. It starts, basically enough, 
at buying the pattern. If you are new at the job, 
there are patterns that are easy to make, and most 
designers have a good choice of these, so marked, in 
their pattern books. In this section there is also 
advice on choosing a style that will be becoming to 
your particular build. Figure faults can be camou- 
flaged by a judicious choice of a pattern. For exam- 
ple, if you have large hips, “Always wear your skirts 
slightly flared, smooth fitting from the waist to the 
fullest pnrt of the hips, where the skirt then spreads 
out to hide the. fact that you are spread out! Have 
any decorations or trimmings at the top of your 
dress, so that the hips will not attract attention.” 

Ther are clear explicit directions for every step 
of making a garment, placing the pattern, marking 
it, cutting it, and on through the assembling and 
stitching. Problems for tho unskilled sewer, such as 
attaching the collar smoothly, keeping armhole 
seams flat, inserting a zipper, or making professional- 
looking buttonholes are explained and illustrated 
with clear-cut step-by-step diagrams. For the more 
experienced seamstress the author goes into sewing 
for the home — the making of draperies and slip- 
covers, etc., hints on how to make over or restyle tired 
garments, mending, special embroidery stitches. 
There is a chapter on accessories and gifts to be 
made with the sewing machine. Several simple hats 
and bags arc illustrated. 

The final chapter is entitled “Taking Care of Your 
Clothes” and starts out with the stern admonition, 
“You may buy the most beautiful clothes in town, 
but if you treat them carelessly you still won’t look 
your best wearing them.” Directions on pressing 
techniques of different types of fabrics are given, 
removal of various kinds of stains is explained, and 
it is pointed out that mending a garment as soon as 
possible is as important as keeping it clean and 
pressed. 

As a more or less experienced sewer and as a moth- 
er of daughters and aware of the cost of clothing 
them, I find this book excellent.

The refusal of the Finance 
Committee to recommend for the 
expenditure deterred the Select- 
men from making the authoriza- 
tion at that time and led to the 
article before the Town Meeting. 

At Town Meeting Dr. Taylor 
listed five possible methods of 
pigeon control: shooting, trap- 
ping (which Winchester attempt- 
ed in 1965); repelling with sticky 
substances, mechanical devices or 
netting; scare devices; and poi- 
son bait and perches. 

The poison bait idea was not 
recommended as the bait is dan- 
gerous to humans and since birds 
often die in the area, other ani- 
mals who might feed on the car- 
casses are also endangered. 

Although the Rid- A- Bird chem- 
ical used is injurious to any bird 
attracted to the perches, the ha- 
bits of other birds are such that 
they usually do not nest in prox- 
imity to pigeons. 

The chemical used was reported 
by Dr. Taylor not to be injurious 
to humans unless ingested inter- 
nally in quantity. Secondary poi- 
soning is not a problem as do- 
mestic animals may feed on in- 
fected carcasses and not incur in- 
jury, his presentation stated. 

The Selectmen authorized $2,- 
600 dollars to initiate the Rid-A- 
Bird program. The perches must 
be refilled approximately every 
six months at a cost of about 
$700.

TV: ‘Fasten 
Your Seatbelts’ 

Remember those interminable de- 
lays in plane flight schedules last 
summer? It looks like more of the 
same — maybe even worse — for 
the I960 tourist season, say the ex- 
perts. 

The inside story, carefully re- 
searched by a N.E.T. Journal team, 
will be on Channel 2 Monday, Jan- 
uary 13, at 9 a.m. (repeat Wednes- 
day, January 15, at 9 p.m. by Chan- 
nel 44, and Saturday, January 18, 
at 9 p.m. by Channel 2). It’s called 
“Fasten Your Seatbelts.” 

The N.E.T. reporters have no in- 
tention of frightening away the air 
traveler, but they feel the facts of 
the case should come to light. They 
put on camera the airport traffic- 
controllers, and let them explain 
how they handle the crowd in the 
skies. 

It’s the controllers themselves 
who plead for the redesigning of ob- 
solete airports, reduction of the 
margin for human error, and above 
all for action in straightening out 
the problems of plane traffic con- 
gestion. 

Evidence of the increasing dan- 
ger emerges from the work of the 
N.E.T. Journal people who piece to- 
gether the causes of three fairly 
recent air crashes. One was caused 
by improper conditioning of the 
plane’s power controls; another oc- 
curred because the plane lacked a 
cockpit voice recorder. The third 
crash — everyone aboard was killed 
— happened because a pilot appar- 
ently misread the altimeter. 

“Fasten Your Seatbelts” is an 
hour-long documentary special pro- 
duced jointly by National Educa- 
tional Television and the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation.

Second Class 
Mail Rales 
Up January 1 

Postal rates for newspapers and 
magazines and other material marl- 
ed at the seeond-elass rate are in 
creased on January 1, Postmaster 
Charles R. Hill reminded second- 
class mailers today. 

The increase results from the 
postage rate law enacted in Dece- 
mber 1907, which raised most sec 
ond-elass rates in three annual 
steps, Postmaster Hill pointed out. 
The January I hike is the second 
phase of the increase. The first 
phase took effect January 7, 1908. 
and the third step WiH go into 
effect January 1, 19?0. 

The second-class rate increase 
affects general’ interest, non-profit 
and classroom publications. 

Rates also will go up January 1 
for controlled circulation publica- 
tions. These are primarily trade, 
technical and industrial Journals 
which generally do not charge a 
subscription fee and are not eligi- 
ble for second-class rates. The 1967 
postal rate law called for a three- 
step raise for controlled circula- 
tion publications, to be effective 
the same dates as the second-class 
increases. 

Except for home-county mail- 
ings, postal rates for newspapers 
and magazines mailed second-class 
are based on the weight of the 
publication, the amount of adver- 
tising it contains, and the distance 
it is mailed. 

Effective January 1, rates for 
editorial or non-advertising matter 
in commercial publications will be 
increased from 3 to 3.2 cents per 
pound. Rates for advertising con- 
tents depends on the distance the 
publication is mailed. These zone 
rates now range from 4.6 to 15 
cents per pound of advertising con- 
tent. The new advertising zone rate 
range will be 4.9 to 16 cents. 

There are special lower second- 
class rates for classroom publica- 
tions and publications of non-pro- 
fit organizations. These rates also 
will be increased January 1. 

Postmaster Hill said that second- 
class or controlled circulation mail- 
ers who need more detailed infor- 
mation on the new rates should 
contact the Post Office where their 
publications are mailed. 



“When you stop your car for a 
stop sign or signal on icy or snow- 
packed streets, be careful how you 
start out again,” advises Police 
Chief Joseph Derro.

Incinerator 

The incinerator also figured in 
a vote of the Board which request- 
ed the Finance Committee in- 
crease the sanitation - personal 
services budget by $21,148.00 (a 
tentative figure). The need for the 
increase (to be offset to some ex- 
tent by a reduction in the present 
overtime budget) would be con- 
tingent upon the acceptance of 
the Town of the plan for inciner- 
ator repairs. It is aimed at provid- 
ing more adequate maintenance of 
the incinerator after repairs have 
been made. 

Money for the incinerator will 
be asked in the line of the recom- 
mendations of a recent engineer- 
ing study done by its designers. 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike. The 
study is reportedly missing an an- 
alysis on one incinerator item and 
therefore has not yet been official- 
ly accepted by the Town. 

Subsequent to its discussion 
Monday night, attendant Arthur 
1-Iewis challenged the Board on its 
procedure of setting up the 
wheels for action on a report not 
yet published. 

“You’ll wait till the day before 
Town Meeting to accept the re- 
port,” said Mr. Hewis. 

Yesterday Chairman Charles 
Doucette told the Star that he ex- 
pected his Board to be able to 
make the engineering report offi- 
cial within two or three weeks. 

Elementary Troubles 

"They’re in a jam with the ele- 
mentary school building space and 
something’s got to be done,” said 
Mr. Littleton at the end of his 
hearing before the Board. 


The Selectmen had asked him to 
come before them relative to their 
authority over the warrant ar- 
ticles for Town Meeting. 

But his report gave no indica- 
tion that an overall plan for ele- 
mentary school additions was any 
closer. 

Mr. Littleton told the Board 
that he had postponed a meeting 
of his committee originally sched- 
uled for Tuesday night in order 
first to talk to the the School 
Committee. 

He said that he had met infor- 
mally with Superintendent Don- 
ald Klcmer and Assistant Super- 
intendent William Clark.

It is also important to know the 
tax consultant with whom you are 
dealing. Only when you deal with 
reliable people can you minimize 
the risk of losing time and pay for 
a tax audit and the burden of ow- 
ing additional tax money.

Sailors Beware 


"Fresh breeze in the Senate" was the title of the 
Boston Globe's lead editorial Saturday in which it 
applauded the victories of Ted Kennedy and H itfih 
Scott and said. ", . What is important is that because 
ol Kennedy the forces of liberalism among Senate 
Democrats have prevailed over the forces of reaction, 
thus restoring public confidence in the capacity of 
the political process to adjust to the urgent demands 
of these parlous times." 

Well maybe. But from here it looked like more 
of a pull than a breeze— more of a hold-on-to-your- 
hopes than a hold on-to-your-hats kind of wind stir- 
ring. Senator Russell Long of Louisiana, prototype ol 
old-line, wheeling-dealing politics who has consistent- 
ly fought civil rights legislation and spoken out time 
and again about the Vietnam war in irresponsible 
catch phrases, came within six votes of beating led 
Kennedy of Massachusetts. One of Longs votes rep- 
resented the final disillusionment of hundreds of 
thousands across the 'country who this year fought 
hard for a new look in politics— that of Eugene Mc- 
Carthy. It was clearly a squeaker and Mr. Kennedy 
would not have won had not other more powerful 
and even more entrenched Southern senators than 
Mr. Long turned against him for reasons hardly re- 
assuring to anyone looking for a change. 

Globe columnist Mary McGory spoke the mind of 
many when, elsewhere in the Globe, she talked 
about Morris I dall's unsuccessful attempt to unseat 
another Massachusetts man. House Speaker John 
McCormack. McCormack, said Mary, "represents the 
high button-shoe gas-lit era of machine politics, and 
his \ ision is as dead as the cigar he always clasps when 
he sits in the front row down on his spine and scans 


his charges for signs of party irregularity." McCor- 
mack of course won his office back. 178-51. in action 
which the eloquent Miss McGrory called a little 
rumble in the schoolyard, which, at the first sound 
of the bell, saw the boys settling down quietly at 
their desks and greeting the teacher as they always 
have." 

Even more inclusively critical of the outlook lor 
the Hist Congress were Drew Pearson and Jack 
Anderson, also in Sunday’s Globe: "Despite the 
clamor for a change in the country. . .the basic 
Congressional power structure is almost certain to 
remain blissfully unperturbed. . . . Congress has 
become over-age. out-of-date, pompous, negative, 
corrupt, inefficient and, occassionally. irresponsible. 
Its procedures arc undemocratic, contrary to the 
speeches that fall so easily from congressional lips. . 
Or. "A course in geriatrics may prove more valuable 
than a degree in political science (for eager young 
congressmen) .” 

Our national law makers carry fearful responsibili- 
ties in the nation and abroad. The 91st Congress will 
define for us our action on most of the issues. Mas- 
sachusetts at present has a highly regarded experi- 
enced duo in the United States Senate. Senators 
Edward Brooke and Edward Kennedy are informed 
and action inclined. Senator Brooke's hand is steadily 
strengthening and should peak under President- 
elect Nixon. Senator Kennedy has won himself the 
number two job in the Senate. He is a sailor of no 
mean experience. If the organizational changes in the 
Senate are in fact only puffs, not breezes, if in fact 
the top legislative hotly is nearly becalmed the 
junior man from Massachusetts may know exactly 
what to do. 


Macdonald Now At Bat 


Despite quite regular telephone calls and letters- 
to-the-editor telling us of our error, the Star has 
stood stubbornly with its researched spring decision 
to print the name ol Bradford Morse as Winchester's 
Representative in Congress until the convening of 
the 9 1st Congress. 

This contradicted the actions of both Mr. Morse 
anti our new Representative. Torbcrt Macdonald, 
each of whom told constituents that Mr. Macdonald 
was it after the tote of the Massachusetts Court. But 
it went along with the opinion of State Elections 
Division head Norman Gleason, who felt the April 
and subsequent voting along the newly structured 
district lines to be totes looking ahead to legal eflects 
as of January 1, 1909. 


In a, March 28 story. "Who's On 5th?”, the Star 
quoted' Mr. Gleason as calling the question “a two 
sided one with a two-sided answer and reported 
that he indicated that “no matter how the legislators 
arc cutting up the pic." if he had to hold an election 
in the event of the death of Mr. Morse, he would 
have to hold it in within the old 5tli district lines. 

Mr. .Macdonald is starting his eighth term in Con- 
gress from the 7th District. His major votes in the 
past have represented an outlook not dissimilar to 
those of Congressman Morse. Winchester will watch 
his future votes with high interest. In a letter last 
week a correspondent to the Star suggested that the 
Star keep a Ijox score of the new Congressman's 
record and of his attendance. This is an excellent 
idea and we shall try to implement it. 


Participation Begins At Home 


It's the year for participation politics and one 
doscn'l have to be under 20 to participate in political 
action in the 1908-09 sense. Recently a Winchester 
student working on a college political science paper 
asked our opinion of the local system ol government— 
the Winchester representational Town Meeting. His 
questions took us back several years to our own 
German-born political science professor and how 
completely sold he was on New England Town 
Meetings— direct or representational— as about the 
purest form of democracy around. His enthusiasm 
always gave perspective and appreciation— the kind 
best expressed by Winston Churchill when he said 
that democracy is a perfectly awful system of govern- 
ment— except for all those other systems that exist. 
(As an aside— and applicable this week on Washing- 
ton Street— is the recollection that our professor also 
used to use as an example of one of the most ir- 
revocable acts of a town, one most deserving of the 
vote of every citizen— that of cutting down a tree). 

Town meetings and town administration are 
only as good as the quality and breadth of citizen 
participation. The system is good. The Winchester 


government has worked at least adequately over the 
years. We have a reputation across the State to be 
proud of. Municipal problems are multiplying fast 
however. This year three of the elements of State- 
wide crises arc perfectly illustrated here: heavy 

school building costs: rising service costs: property 
lax overload. It is imperative that our best minds 
and most understanding local spirits keep with it in 
Town government. It will only happen if the 
citizenry as a whole interests itself on every level 
—is well informed and then ready and willing to act. 

Today’s paper announces the first step in the local 
election process. Some papers have been taken out 
lor major offices. But on the most immediate level 
of town politics— that of voting for precinct Town 
Meeting members, as of Tuesday only one man had 
taken out papers to run for the first time. Last year 
ol 53 candidates lor re-election for Town Meeting 
representative, only three were defeated. Of 37 new 
candidates, only I I were elected. These figures point 
up that campaigning on this level takes work and 
time. Before January 22 we hope many more in- 
terested residents, both men and women, will be- 
come involved in the process of managing their town. 


Adult Drop-Outs 


Self analysis has been forceil on us this year from 
every direction. What kind ol a people are we that 
violence is so prevalent in the laud? W hat kind ol a 
national policy do we have that our men young men 
can go on dying in an undeclared war so far from 
home? How much sacrifice do we want to make to 
educate our children? What is our 'relationship and 
responsibility to Boston? 

Add another question: what kind of a town are 
we when out of a population of some 22,000 our 
student. initialed, student-run Drop-In Center tnav 
have to close because it cannot gel enough persons 
over 21 to volunteer as chaperones? What kind of 


a town are we when there are not enough adult 
drivers to support an Ecumenical Youth Association 
inner city aid program? 

Week by week our pages are lull of meeting 
notices— political groups; church groups; fraternal 
groups; parents' groups; etc; etc. These seldom lack 
for attendance. Week after week we have people- 
come in here and tell us how outrageous are the 
yottug people today, l hey always have plenty of time. 
Maybe some ol the people who meet could do so one 
alicrnoon at the Drop-lit Center. Maybe sonic of the 
people who talk could do their talking at the Drop- 
lu Center or while driving to Boston on Saturday. 
1 hat way everyone could he happy.

Fatigue Study 
At Liberty 

Picture a man driving down a 
shadowy, winding road at dusk. He 
is tired, begins to tloze and the ear 
plummets off a cliff at the edge 
of the road. Normally, this would ! 
be a harrowing experience but it 
happens frequently at Liberty 
Mutual Insurance Com panics’ Hop- 
kinton Research Center. 

The result, however, is not death 
for the driver nor demolition for j 
the car. At wor3t, it is a broken 
light bulb. At Liberty’s Research 
Center the man may fall asleep at 
the wheel and get nothing more 
than just a good rest. 

The reason for it all is because 
the man is not sitting in a real 
ar or driving on a real highway, 
but he certainly has the feeling 
that he is when participating in 
fatigue tests in Liberty’s driving 
simulator. 

The simulator is an arrangement 
that gives a man a total feeling of 
driving on a curvy road at dusk. 
The driver is in full control. The 
car’s speed depends on how heavy 
foot he puts on the accelerator 
and the direction depends on how 
he turns the wheel. 

The drivers who use the simula- 
tor are subjects in an ergonomics 
(work study) project directed by 
Stover H. Snook of Liberty’s Hop- 
kinton research team. Mr. Snook 
hopes to find answers to the fati- 
gue problems which result in high- 
way -tragedies and industrial ac- 
cidents. 

The subjects in the simulator 
project are professional drivers 
who are tested after they have 
completed a normal driving day 
on the highway. They are asked 
to drive the simulator until they 
become extremely fatigued, doze 
off or feel that their driving per- 
formance is unsafe. 

Basically, the two-fokl purpose 
of the testing is to develop a sys- 
tem to induce fatigue and then to 
test and evaluate countermeasures. 

In the second subjects who work 
in industrial jobs near the research 
center aTe brought in and asked ito 
perform a variety of basic physical 
tasks in an environmental chamber. 
Mr. Snook is aided in this experi- 
ment by research associates 
Charles H. Irvine and Samuel F. 
Bass. 

The chamber, which is 14 feet by 
10 feet by 10 feet, has a constant 
temperature of 70 degrees and a 
controlled humidity of 40 to 50 per 
cent. Inside are a treadmill, a lift- 
ing device and tables. The control 
area is outside the chamber. 

The six basic tasks the men are 
asked to do are pushing, pulling, 
lifting, lowering, carrying and 
walking. These are motions which 
are basic to almost all manual 
handling jobs. Physiological, as 
well as performance measures, are 
taken. 

A total of 30 subjects will be 
tested in the current experiment 
during the five eight-week testing 
periods. The subjects are asked to 
perform each of the basic tasks 
with two major variables envolved. 
The first is the amount of weight 
to be handled or speed walked. 
This, the subject must determine 
for himself. The object is for the 
man to subjectively determine 
what weight he can handle without 
straining or fatiguing. The second 
variable, controlled by the research 
team, is the frequency of task 
operation. 

The hope in the environmental 
chamber testing is to find the max- 
imum acceptable work load, with 
the accent on acceptable. The re- 
sults should be men and jobs better 
matched, more stable production, 
better employer-employee relation- 
ships and far fewer accidents. 

The two programs are related 
though they have very different 
practical applications. The simula- 
tor is being designed to cut down 
the slaughter on the highway while 
the environmental chamber is aim- 
ed at cutting down the number of 
crippling accidents that occur in 
industry each year. 

On one hand is the problem of 
too little stimulation and on the 
other is the problem of too much 
work. But in both eases the results 
which are drawn from Liberty’s 
research tests will help man deter- 
mine his own capabilities, some- 
thing he is fearfully poor at now.

O’NEILL: 

SON AND PLAYWRIGHT 


by Louis Sheaffcr 

"I want to be an artist or nothing,” were the sig- 
nificant words that Eugene O’Neill wrote in a letter 
of application to George Peirce Baker’s playwriting 
course at Harvard in 1914. He continued, “If varied 
experience ho a help to the prospective dramatist I 
may justly claim that asset for I havo worked nty 
way around the world as a seaman ...” 

This letter to Baker was to be the end of a long 
nightmare: to find himself. Born in 1888 in a hotel 
room, he was the son of the actor, Janie O’Neill. His 
mother was to become a drug addict soon after his 
birth. His unsettled home life along with so many 
other factors made him uncertain, rebellious, and an 
early adventurer. 

Louis Shcaffer’s research for this new biography 
of O’Neill has brought many things to light. One of 
these is the previously not well-known ambition of 
young O’Neill: to become a poet. Idling in South 
America a couple of years before Harvard, it would 
have seemed that writing was the farthest thing from 
his mind. “I wanted to he a two-fisted Jack London 
he-man sailor,” he said later, “to knock ’em cold and 
eat ’em alive.” 

The author writes “. . .he was consciously ab- 
sorbing the life around him with poetry in mind. 
Behind his dissipations in the Tenderloin and Hell’s 
Kitchen, his touching bottom in Buenos Aires, was a 
drive, among others, to see life whole, unflinchingly, 
to experience everything, the highest and the lowest, 
and then to project the essence of himself into en- 
during verse.” 

In 1913, O’Neill was a tubercular patient at Gay- 
lord Farm in Connecticut. It was here that he de- 
cided to write for the theatre. Coming to this aware- 
ness, ho achieved an identity that answered to his 
deepest needs. His convalescence gave him the op- 
portunity to saturate himself in modern drama, fer- 
vently admiring August Strindberg. Years later, in 
1936, he said to a friend, “I wish immortality were 
a fact, for then some day I would meet Strindberg.” 
Whon his friend said this would not be enough to 
justify immortality, O’Neill replied, “It would be 
enough for me.” 

Recovering and returning to his home in New Lon- 
don, he soon wrote his first play, “A Wife for a Life,” 
a talo of prospectors, their wives, one being the oth- 
er’s great love. “What tricks Fate plays with us,” 
says one of the prospectors, a theme which would 
recur in O’Neill’s writings. Before his admission to 
Harvard, his father financed a volume of his short 
sea plays, “Thirst.” 

His stay at Harvard was for one year. In the two 
years since he turned playwright, he had written 
eleven one-act plays, a number of film scenarios, three 
full-length plays, but for all this he had no material 
success. The newly formed Washington Square Play- 
ers in New York had accepted none of his plays. 

Discouraged, he sought refuge in Greenwich Vil- 
lage. Here he stayed, drinking, in his favorite haunt, 
Hell Hole, where the crowd was mixed: thugs, art- 
ists, sneak thieves, writers, and others. This locale 
was one of three that lent its environment to the 
making of Harr Hope’s bar in “The Iceman Cometh.” 

His Village friends extolled to him about the sea 
at Provincetown, and providentially, ho and Terry 
Carlin arrived at the opening of the Provincetown 
Players season. His trunk full of plays was soon 
heard of. Susan Glaspell told Carlin, “Well, tell Mr. 
O’Neill to come to our house tonight at eight and bring 
some of his plays.” O’Neill was too nervous and shy 
to read to strangers, but after the script of “Bound 
East for Cardiff” was read it was accepted. It was 
produced. Susan Glaspell wrote years later, “I may 
see it through memories too emotional, but it seems 
to me I have never sat before a more moving per- 
formance . . . when Eugene O’Neill was produced 
for the first time on any stage.” 

Louis Scheaffer’s book is dramatic biography. 
This volume ends with O'Neill’s first Broadway suc- 
cess, “Beyond the Horizon,” which had the tribute of 
being watched without “a whisper in the house from 
start to finish, but many in tears.” Eugene O’Neill 
had made it at last.

The question is frequently asked whether Doos freedom of the press 
really exisc in Germany today? 

On paper there is no doubt that press freedoms exist. The Con- 
stitmion of the Federal Republic contains the important idea in Ar- 
ticle V. It states: 
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“Everyone has the right to free 
ly express and disseminate his 
opinions by speech, writing, or by 
picture and the right of free ae 
cess to generally available sources 
of information. Press freedom and 
the freedom to report by radio 
and film are guaranteed. There is 
no censorship.” 

This was accepted and adopted 
when ithe Constitution of the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany was es- 
tablished in May 1949. 

In addition <to the national con- 
stitution, each of the 11 German 
states has a freedom of the press 
clause in their respective consti- 
tutions. The state of Hesse was the 
first to adopt such a law in June 
of 1949, with additions made in 
19158 and 1966. 

From 1949 to May I960 the 
states debated the matter and one 
by one they passed press freedom 
laws. The state of Rhine- Westpha- 
lia was the last state to adopt such 
a law in May 1966. The city-state 
of Berlin passed its law in June 
1965. 

The Constitutional Court of 
Germany, in a landmark decision 
in 1959, supported by other de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court and 
the Federal High Court, strength- 
ened and affirmed Article V. 

But all laws, no matter how 
good, really meet their test in the 
work-a-day, everyday world. 

In 1964, for instance, a weekly 
nows magazine called “Der Spie- 
gel” was actually closed down for 
a period of days for publishing in- 
formation “contrary to national de- 
fense policies.”

It was a black day for -the news 
magazine, which incidentally has a 
remarkable resemblenee to the 
U.S. “Time” magazine. It was the 
blackest day in post war Germany 
for press freedoms. 

The shut-down and rifling of 
“Der Spiegel” files caused a major 
crisis in the federal government. 

The individual responsible was 
Defense Minister Franz- Josef 

Strauss. He was forced to resign 
amid much embarrassment and 
many red faces. This event, cer- 
tainly not forgotten among press 
and other circles, is referred to as 
“Der Spiegel Affair.” 

The seized editor was appointed 
to a high post in the Federal Press j 
and Information office soon after 
the “affair.” He is in that post 
now where one may be certain he 
exeats great influence in prevent 
ing any recurrence of another “Der 
Spiegel Affair.” 

At the present time another sit- 
uation is in the making that sonic 
regard as a definite encroachment 
on Article V. Others look at this 
same situation and applaud it as a 
defense of freedom of the press. 

The matter itself is a study of 
so called “press concentration” in 
Germany and the immediate “tar- 
get” is Axel Springer, publisher 
of the largest circulated newspaper 
in the country.

gures. Because the figures appear 
to be large, the Commission makes 
the assumption that size is auto- 
matically “bad” and therefore 
some kind of law should be passed 
to prevent further growth of such 
figures. 

This kind of thinking is of con- 
cern to editors and publishers in 
Germany. If a law is passed to 
limit the size of Axel Springer’s 
circulations at some magic point, 
then why not u law, or the same 
law to limit any newspaper? Or 
any magazine? Or any publica- 
tion ? 

Why wouldn’t such a law apply 
to the “Hamburger Anzeigen und 
Nachrichten,” a 20,000 circulation 
newspuper that has 80',;, circula- 
tion in its own community, a su- 
burb of Hamburg. Or what about 
the largest newspaper in Frank- 
furt, the “Frankfurter Allgemeine 
Zeitung” with a circulation of 268,- 
000, small compared to Axel 
Springer’s largest newspaper, but 
yet the largest in Frankfurt? Or 
the “Suddeutsche Zeitung,” “Stutt- 
ganter Zeitung” and others ? 

Without any question, the Ger- 
man press now has protection 
against governmental interference. 

The roots of freedom are begin- 
ning to grow. In just a few short 
years the roots have not yet bad 
an opportunity to grow deep and 
take hold. This takes time. 

The real question is: will enough 
time be allowed to give the new 
found press freedoms a chance to 
mature and grow strong?

Beware Of 
Easy Credit 

In a consumer news report At- 
torney General Elliot Richardson 
warns that consumers should be 
cautious with credit buying. 

Today, the consumer often does 
not need to ask whether he has the 
money for purchase for the grow- 
ing use of credit and the easy 
availability of loans have helped 
to create a cashless society in 
which individual consumers are 
encouraged to “buy now and pay 
later.” 

Unfortunately, this easy credit 
frequently leads consumers to over- 
extend themselves financially, by 
assuming greater financial burdens 
than they can carry. 

What can an individual do when 
he finds that his debts are greater 
than his ability to pay? Bank- 
ruptcy is distasteful, borrowing 
from loan sharks an invitation to 
even more serious difficulties and 
garnishment of wages, particular- 
ly to the wage earner in the lower 
income groups, frightening. 

One answer to this problem is 
professional credit counseling. Cre- 
dit counseling is a system which 
aims at the economic rehabilita- 
tion of the debtor, and has worked 
well in 38 states and Canada. 

Joined by a bipartisan group of 
legislators, the Attorney General 
has legislation to allow credit 
counseling in Massachusetts to the 
1969 General Court. 

Families in debt would go to a 
credit counseling center, where an 
experienced counsellor would ex- 
amine their complete financial sit- 
uation. The counsellor would then 
determine which payments should 
be lowered or adjusted and work 
out a comprehensive budget for the 
family. He would then make ar- 
rangements to pay off - the family’s 
debts through the counseling cen- 
ter. 

Credit counseling should not be 
confused with “debt pooling,” 
which is illegal in Massachusetts. 
Debt pooling companies promise 
to pool an individual’s debts into 
one monthly payment and to make 
arrangements with creditors to re- 
ceive a portion of the monthly pay- 
ment until the debt is paid. How- 
ever, many of these companies 
charge extremely high rates, some 
take the first two or three pay- 
ments as their fee, and others fail 
to make the promised arrange- 
ments with creditors. The result 
of these praotices is that no one 
is served except the debt pooling 
company. 

Whenever he buys on credit, the 
wise consumer will not only ask 
himself how much he must pay per 
month, but whether he can econo- 
mically add another monthly pay- 
ment to those he already has. If 
the answer is no, the consumer 
will save himself and his family a 
great deal of difficulty by passing 
up the purchase.

Is Closed 

One of the oldest (and smallest) 
businesses in town has discontin- 
ued operations effective with the 
beginning of the year. 

Started in 1015 by the late Mrs. 
Edith B. Larrabee the Winchester 
Registry for Nurses has served the 
Winchester Hospital and Winches- 
ter and neighboring community 
residents with private duty nurses 
continually since that time.

South bids five no 
trump which asks partner to bid 
seven in the agreed suit if he has 
two of the top three honors in the 
suit. If not, he signs off at six. 
With the King and Queen ol' 
hearts. North can bid seven which 
makes easily, despite a combined 
high point count of eighteen. 

At our table the early bidding 
was as above, but sitting South I 
bid four no trump from force of 
habit, received a five spade bid 
from West and then bid six hearts.

Fascinating and little-known 
facts about life in Rome are re- 
vealed in a new National Geo- 
graphic Society book, “Greece and 
Rome: Builders of Our World.” 

Emperor Nero is notorious for 
fiddling while Rome burned. “In 
fact, however,” the book points 
out, “Nero was at the sea resort 
of Antium (Anzio) and hastened 
back to fight the fire.” 

Romans sometimes carried po- 
litical heckling to extremes. In 
Republican days Senate meetings 
touched off great debates, even 
battles. Rioters ripped apart ben- 
ches, awnings, and documents to 
feed bonfires, while politicians fled 
for their lives.

Beginning in January, an older 
person who goes to the hospital 
under Medicare will be responsible 
for the first $44.00 of his hospital 
bill (now running about $600.00 
for the average hospital stay by a 
Medicare beneficiary), John E. 
Lonergan Jr., manager of the 
Social Security District Office in 
Cambridge, said. 

The $4.00 increase (from the 
present $40.00 deductible) results 
from a provision in the law re- 
quiring an annual review of the de- 
ductible amount. 

The first such review the law 
provided was to be made in 1968 
The law specifies that if this an- 
nual review shows that hospital 
costs have changed significantly, 
the hospital deductible amount 
must be adjusted for the following 
year. Necessary increases in the 
deductible amount are to be made 
in $4.00 steps to avoid small an- 
nual changes. 

Following the formula in the 
aw, and figuring the ratio of in- 
patient hospital costs under Medi- 
care in 1966, with those in 1967, 
the deductible amount for 1969 
worked out to $46.36. Rounded to 
the nearest multiple of $4.00, this 
will make the deductible $44.00 
for 1969. 

The results of the annual re- 
iew of the inpatient hospital tie 
duotible also apply to the dollar 
amounts a Medicare beneficiary 
pays toward a hospital stay of 
more than 60 days, or a post- 
hospital extended care stay of 
more than 20 days. 

These amounts, therefore, will 
also increase by 10 percent, effec- 
tive January 1, 1969— to $11.00 a 
duy for the 61st through the 90th 
day of a hospital stay; to $5.50 for 
the 20th to the 100th day of a stay 
in a posthospital extended care 
facility; and to $22.00 a day for 
each day of the “lifetime reserve 
of 60 days, the reserve account a 
beneficiary can draw upon if he 
ever needs more than 90 days of 
hospital care in the same benefit 
period. 

The changes in these amounts 
apply only to the hospital in- 
surance part of Medicare and do 
not affect the financing of the sup- 
plementary medical insurance (the 
voluntary program which covers 
doctor bills and a wide variety of 
other medical services).

The High School planners met 
Thursday night and were told by 
architect Frank Crimp 'that he 
was not certain when the job 
would be ready to go out for bids.

1968 was for 
the fall of 1968 for the contract. 

This Committee meets again 
a week from tonight ait the Mc- 
Call School lounge. 

The Elementary School Build- 
ing Committee meets tonight at 
7:30 in the McCall Library. Join- 
ing them for discussion for the 
overall elementary school build- 
ing planning will be their parent 
committee and the School Com- 
mittee and administration. 

The Elementary Committee 
met for the first time in over a 
year at McCall on December 10. 

Chairman Earle Littleton ait 
this time presented a progress re- 
port pointing to 1969 Town Meet- 
ing action. 

Subsequently, pressed for 
specifics, he has appeared before 
the Selectmen. 

Last Thursday night the land- 
scaping plan for the high school 
proposed by Moriece and Gary, 
designers, was accepted.

Sergeant Ronald P . Zenga 
Killed In Vietnam Air Crash 

The Air Force this week officially announced the death in Viclrthm of Sgt. Ronald Paul Zenga 
of 20!) Cambridge Street. Sgt. Zenga, 23, the holder of an Air Forte < ommcndaiion medal, was 
killed while flying in a combat mission out of the Nha Trang Air Base. His plane was reported 
crashed after being hit by enemy fire. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 

Daniel W. Zenga, had been 
earlier notified that he was re- 
ported missing in action and 
presumed dead. They received 
official notice of his death on 
Monday. 

Arrangements for a funeral 
Mass for the sergeant are still 
incomplete and will be an- 
nounced in the press as soon 
as final. 

Sgt. Zenga was an aerial 
gunner, but had also trained 
as a helicopter mechanic. He 
was graduated from the Air 
Force Technical School at 
Sheppard Air Force Base in 
Texas this summer. He had 
been in Vietnam since early 
August. 

The sergeant was born in 
Medford on June 9, 1945. He 
moved to Winchester when 13 
and attended schools here, 
graduating from the High 
School with the claps of 1963. 

Subsequently he attended the 
Maine Central Institute and 
studied also at Northeastern 
University before enlisting. 

Sergeant Zenga was well 
known and well liked in High 
School. He was a varsity letter- 
man in football. He played also 
at MCI and Northeastern. He 
was also an intra-mural 
wrestler. 

In Vietnam, he had interest- 
ed himself and volunteered to 
work with and 'teach South 
Vietnamese children. Two 
nights a week he would walk 
five miles back and forth from 
the nearest hamlet to the air 
base to do this. In November 
his family had collected and 
sent to him a large bundle of

primers to help with this ob- 
jective. 

In addition to his parents 
the sergeant is survived by one 
brother. Daniel W. Jr., 25, of 
Arlington and by a sister, 
Susan Ann, 18, a student at 
the Mount Auburn Hospital 
School of Nursing in Cam- 
bridge. 

The Town’s flags will be at 
half maist in honor of the 
sergeant, who is the third 
Winchester serviceman to be 
killed in Vietnam.

5 feet 9 (inches tall, but not more 
than 6 feet 6 inches, without shoes, 
and weigh between 150 and 240 
pounds, with weight in proportion 
to height. 

Prospective troopers must have 
a valid, unrestricted Massachusetts 
drivers license, be able to swim at 
least 50 yards, and have a high 
school diploma or an equivalency 
certificate. 

Starting salary for a State Po 
lice trooper is $122.10 weekly, with 
maximum of $154.50 weekly after 
six years service. All uniforms and 
equipment are supplied and a 
trooper may retire after 20 years 
service at one-half salary.

At Lesley College 

Dr. George Miller of 22 Thorn- 
berry Road is a member of thc 
Lesley College campus planning 
committee whose work recently re- 
ceived acclaim in a national re- 
port on urban colleges and uni- 
versities. 

The 20 page report, entitled 
“Campus in -the City,” urged high- 
er education in cities to “build 
neighborhoods, not campuses.” It 
was prepared by Educational Faci- 
lities Laboratories of New York, 
a non-profit corporation establish- 
ed by the Ford Foundation. 

Dr. Miller and other members of 
the committee have been working 
closely with the college’s archi- 
tect to determine ways in which 
Lesley, a teacher’s college for wo- 
men, can completely rebuild its 
campus on the college’s four acres 
of land in the heart of Cambridge. 

Results of a four-year study 
call for the replacement of the 
college’s renovated frame houses 
with a self-contained “urban aca- 
demic village,” that will integrate 
college housing, learning facilities 
and administration and faculty 
areas in a closely-knit education 
community. 

Dr. Miller is Dean of teacher 
education at Lesley College.

Report On 
Incinerator 
m Due Monday 
For Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen will 
consider accepting the “Report on 
Municipal Incinerator” by Eoy, 
Spofford and Thorndike, Inc., con- 
sulting engineers, at its regular 
meeting of January 27. .Accept- 
ance of the report is contingent 
upon receipt of more detailed in- 
formation on the need and extent 
of overhauling the existing crane 
at the incinerator, according to a 
spokesman for the Board. 

At the Special Town Meeting 
called for February 13, an article 
asking action upon a report of 
the Board of Selectmen relating 
to the ^own incinerator will he 
considered. 

As a result of frequent break- 
downs and the generally unsatis- 
factory operation of the incine- 
rator, the firm of Fay, Spofford 
and Thorndike, Inc., were retain- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen in 
September, 1968, to make a gen- 
eral survey and study of the con- 
ditions and operation of existing 
equipment to determine what had 
to be done to bring it up to its de- 
signed operating efficiency and re- 
liability. 

In addition, the engineering 
firm was to recommend modifica- 
tions to increase the refuse stor- 
age capacity and to facilitate ma- 
terial handling. 

Cost estimates on carrying out 
any recommendations were to be 
included as part of this report. 
The fee for the report was to be 
between $4,000 and $(’>,000. 

The consultant’s report was for- 
warded to members of the Board 
of Selectmen on December 3. It 
indicated that the consultant had 
retained Robert Abel & Co., Inc., 
the manufacturer of the existing 
crane at the incinerator, to have 
their factory expert examine it 
and determine the extent of the 
work necessary to overhaul the 
crane. 

The findings of this factory ex- 
pert were to be made available to 
the Board of Selectmen. The crane 
was not examined until January 
9. The consulting engineers have' 
indicated that the results of this 
examination with cost estimates, 
the last portion of the overall 
study, will be available some time 
this week to allow for formal ac- 
ceptance of the completed report 
by the Board of Selectmen. 

The engineering consultant has 
billed the Town for $3,615.61 for 
the report as originally submitted. 
Payment has been withheld pend- 
ing receipt of that section of the 
report relating to the crane and 
formal acceptance of the entire 
report by the Board of Selectmen.

“At its meeting January 7, the 
Town Government Study Commit- 
tee completed plans for a special 
article to be presented at the An- 
nual Town Meeting, recommend- 
ing creation of a Department of 
Public Works, with the Board of 
Selectmen serving as the Board 
of Public Works, and appointing 
a director of Public Works. 

“Present departments that 
would be included in the Public 
Works Department are the High- 
way Department, Sanitation De- 
partment, Forestry, Water and 
Sewer, Cemetery, and Park De- 
partments, and the Custodians of 
the Town Hall. This would in- 
clude about 110 permanent em- 
ployees, plus well over 30 tempo- 
rary summer employees. 

“Years ago such activities as 
street construction and mainte- 
nance, water and sewer services, 
garbage disposal, park services, 
and cemetery care and mainte- 
nance were not supplied by the 
Town. As needs for these services 
developed, Town Meetings often 
created a new entity to assume 
the responsibility, rather than 
give it to an existing official or 
board. 

"As the job grew bigger, or if 
one official were assuming undue 
importance, some duties would be 
divided and given to another new 
official or board. This resulted in 
a greater number of officials and 
boards created with limited du- 
ties, answerable only to the Town 
Meeting which was responsible for 
their creation or election. One ob- 
vious weakness of this method of 
growing was the apparent lack of 
any built-in means for securing 
coordination and cooperation be- 
tween departments performing re- 
lated functions and using similar 
equipment. 

“Since 1900, this lack of coor- 
dination has become increasingly 
evident to those communities 
which have separute departments 
such as street, water and sewer, 
park, cemetery, etc. In Winches- 
ter, in the past, wo have followed 
the above-mentioned pattern of 
taking care of our services, and 
because of the many public-spirit- 
ed citizens working with many 
boards doing a good and, many 


times, inspiring job. As far as I 
know, there never have been any 
actions but those motivated by 
what is good for Winchester. Our 
proposal is being put forward, not 
because what has been done by the 
individual boards has not been 
A-l, but for other reasons. 

“Winchester has been growing 
rapidly, and there has been an 
increasing demand among the cit- 
izenry for better services. Fur- 
thermore, the budgets of the de- 
partments providing these serv- 
ices have been increasing slowly 
and steadily each year, so that 
their total has become a sizable 
figure. In 1968, these departments 
and boards were allocated $1,326,- 
742. With annual budgets of this 
size, we sincerely think there can 
be sizable savings by centraliza- 
tion. We feet that this is where 
the biggest impact can be made at 
the present time to help check the 
ever-mounting tax rate in Win- 
chester. 

“The Town government Study 
Committee has met regularly since 
it was formed last spring, and has 
conferred ait length with all the 
various boards and officials in- 
volved. We feel that under the 
Public Works concept it will be 
possiblo to obtain more efficient 
operation by utilizing Town em- 
ployees’ skills and Town equip- 
ment on any related Town proj- 
ects, scheduling the work of the 
various departments so that max- 
imum use of Town equipment can 
be obtained, and centralizing the 
purchasing of supplies and equip- 
ment used by all departments. 

“We feel that there are many 
other advantages which will be 
realized as time goes on, such as 
better long-range planning, better 
maintenance of equipment, and 
better maintenance of Town prop- 
erty (the Town has been acquir- 
ing substantial real estate) while 
the centralization of responsibil- 
ity for all public works functions 
will reduce the frustration on the 
part of residents in determining 
where inquiries and complaints 
should be made. We also foresee 
centralization of maintenance and 
repairs for Town motor equip- 
ment and, last but not least, more 
opportunity for advancement for 
talented and industrious employ- 
ees.

“We have two departments cut- 
ting grass and doing landscaping 
work and, in that the Highway 
Department also plants grass 
when building sidewalks, one 
might say, three departments. We 
have two departments digging up 
the streets, nnd we can nil appre- 
ciate how important coordination 
is in this area. We have four de- 
partments doing purchasing, and 
many other examples could bo 
cited. 

The combined budgets for the 
Highway, Forestry, Water and 
Sewer, Park and Cemetery De- 
partments, total as follows: 
Personnel $ 865,000 

Other Expenses 388,000 

Equipment 65,000 

Outlays 7,500

“A 10tf- saving in Personnel 
and Other Expenses would mean 
$125,300 per year; 5'i would be 
$62,65*0. We sincerely think that 
such savings are very possible af- 
ter the Department of Public 
Works has been in operation for 
a brief time. We know there 
have been glaring examples of du- 
plication of purchases for differ- 
ent departments at widely , differ- 
ing prices caused, perhaps, by 
lack of information or because of 
a failure to take advantage of 
quantity discounts. 

“Here are some interesting de- 
velopments which could come 
about through a Department of 
Public Works: 

“1. The Selectmen have many 
buildings under their control, and 
would have more with the consol- 
idation of these departments. This 
could be the nucleus of a Build- 
ings and Grounds Department un- 
der Public Works management. 
This would save many outside 
contractual expenses at later 
dates, for some .of this work could 
be done by Public Works person- 
nel when seasonal factors reduce 
their regular work loads. 

“2. The existing garages and 
equipment maintenance facilities 
are inadequate and will have to be 
improved eventually. This should 
be done on an integrated basis, 
and could include taking care of 
police cars, and possibly, fire 
equipment. 

“3. This would be a first step 
towards centralizing purchases. 

“4. This could also be a first 
long step toward more efficient 
and better ppraoqne ^Bcrui tment. 


In the past, a large'' part of 

various board meetings was con- 
cerned with policy-making, but 
with the Town fairly well devel- 
oped now, the time of the boards 
is spent more on administrative 
detail, rather than on policy- 
making. A professional adminis- 
tration can better perform these 
managerial functions. 

“The Town Government Study 
Committee has been concerned, 
and it is particularly true this 
year, about the lack of candidates 
running for the various boards. 
AH present candidates are unop- 
posed as there is no competition 
for the Water and Sewer Board, 
Park Department, Cemetery Com- 
mission, and up to the present 
time, for the Board of Selectmen. 
This is quite a change from past 
times, and it is not a healthy 
trend. Hopefully, with more power 
centralized under the Board of 
Selectmen, there will be more can- 
didates, and the able candidates 
will be less diffused among the 
many boards. 


Collective Bargaining 

“There is another new dimen- 
sion in Town Government today, 
and that is collective bnrgnining. 
The Selectmen hnve the respon- 
sibility to carry on collective bar- 
gaining with the Town employees’ 
group, but after the eollortive bar- 
gaining is over, under the present 
organization, the Selectmen have 
no real authority to enforce the 
rules and regulations ns worked 
out in collective bargaining. 

“Therefore, even though the 
Selectmen work out the details of 
collective bnrgnining, the provi- 
sions are administered by the in- 
dependent boards, and this has 
caused confusion. The groups 
which would be centralized under 
the Department of Public Works 
would include nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Town Employees’ As- 
sociation which bargains with the 
Selectmen on wages and condi- 
tions of employment. This is an- 
other reason why it makes sense 
to centralize the administrative 
management of these services. 

“If the Town Meeting votes fa- 
vorably on this special article, it 
then goes to the Massachusetts 
Legislature for action, and then 
would lie placed on the ballot for 
the citizens to give their final ap- 
proval. Shortly thereafter the Se- 
lectmen would assume the duties 
of the Department of Public 
Works and appoint a Director of 
Public Works who would bo riv- 
sponsible to the Selectmen for the 
operation of this department. 

By Attrition Only 

“It should be stressed that all 
present employees would bo re- 
tained, and only as efficiency de- 
velops would the labor force be 
reduced, and then only by attri- 
tion. 

The key, of course, to the suc- 
cess of the centralization concept 
is a competent professional for Di- 
rector of Public Works. We have 
every confidence that the Select- 
men would recruit a top notch 
man for this job and that the 
Personnel Board would set a sal- 
ary range which would attract 
qualified candidates. 

“The Town Government; Study 
Committee sincerely feels that 
Winchester has reached the point 
now where a Department of Pub- 
lic Works will give the citizens of 
the town a more responsive and 
efficient operation.”

Disease of the heart and blood 
vessels — far from being a remote 
and distant abstraction — constitute 
what must be considered essential- 
ly a local problem. 

Physicians, nurses and members 
of bereaved families can testify 
that this is true. So can newsmen, 
who write the obituaries so often 
containing the words “heart dis- 
ease," “heart attack" and “stroke.” 

Here in Greater Boston, as else- 
where in the nation, the heart dis- 
eases and stroke exact a frighten 
ing toll. No one. no family i 
immune. Grandparents, fathers, 
mothers, young adults and children 
could be— and frequently are — 
among the victims. 

Nationally, deaths from the 
heart and blood vessel diseases 
occur in what has come to be 
reasonably predictable pattern — 
one which varies but little from 
year-to-year. 

Breakdown 

With figures rounded, the break- 
down within the cardiovascular 
spectrum is as follows: Of each 
1000 deaths, about 559 are from 
coronary artery disease, chiefly 
heart attack: about 201 are from 
stroke, 67 from hypertension and 
hypertensive heart disease, 10 from 
congenital heart disease. 15 from 
rheumatic heart disease, and 148 
from all other forms of heart dis- 
ease. 

The most recent figures indicate 
the cardiovascular diseases were 
responsible for about 56 per cent

A different picture emerges, 
however, when we consider the 
prevalence of cardiovascular dis- 
ease. Nationally, of 200 million 
Americans, about 25 million ( 12 
percent) are living with some form 
of heart and blood vessel disease 
that may be diagnosed as such. 
And of them, nearly half (45.7 
percent) have hypertensive heart 
disease, and nearly a third (32.2 
percent) have high blood pressure 
without heart involvement. 

Checkups Important 

All of this puts a high premium 
on the desirability of periodic medi- 
cal checkups, which enable your 
physician to begin immediate 
treatment of any disorder the ex- 
amination may disclose, thus bring- 
ing to you the benftts of the great 
fund of new knowledge that has 
been accumulated over the past 
several years. 

An excellent case in point is 
hypertension and hypertensive 
heart disease, which afflict about 78 
of each 100 living Americans suf- 
fering from some form of cardio- 
vascular disease. If high blood 
pressure is found, the chances are 
excellent that after appropriate 
diagnostic studies the physician can 
bring it under control by prescrib- 
ing drugs. 

Physicians also are in a better 
position than ever before to identi- 
fy coronary-prone individuals. For 
the high-risk person, a program 
to reduce the risk of heart attack 
is vital; for all of us, it is highly 
desirable. The recommended steps 
may include maintenance of normal 
weight, avoidance of cigarettes, 
lass saturated fait and fewer choles- 
terol-rich foods, meaningful physi- 
cal activity, and, of course, control 
of any high blood pressure that 
might be found. 

Regular physical checkups also 
may disclose either inborn or ac- 
quired heart defects in children 
I and young adults. If the young 
j person has suffered rheumatic 
fever, the doctor can almost al- 
| ways guard against repeat attacks. 

I thus lessening the chance of fur- 
I ther heart damage. And if a child 
l has an acutely sore throat, get him 
to the physician right away. It may- 
be “strep” throat, frequent fore- 
runner of rheumatic fever, and, if 
| so, the doctor can take prompt and 
effective steps to reduce the 
.damage. 

’ Another way to reduce the risk 
of heart disease is by generously- 
supporting the 1969 Heart Fund 
Campaign, being conducted here 
and throughout America during 
February.

Starred by the Star: 

Theology vs. Humanism: 
Part Of The Dilemma 


Last week Pope Paul termed the current world- 
wide thrust for changes in the Roman Catholic 
Church a contemporary Reformation. He took note of 
what he called tire tendency of modern man to pay 
more attention to man than to God. 

In the fall one of John Ciardi's "Manner of Speak- 
ing" columns in the "Saturday Review" cam>'* to 
grips with the theme, “Birth Control: Theology vs. 
Humanism." 

We feel Mr. Ciardi's article to point up in a 
graphic manner the dilemma faced by much of the 
Catholic priesthood in this controversy. With the 
permision of the magazine we excerpt it here: 

Mr. Giardi starts by suggesting that the Pope's re- 
cent encyclical has settled nothing but the lines 
of a continuing conllict one side of which may be 
labelled that of the “humanistic priesthood," the 
other that of die "theological priesthood." 

“Love must find its means." he says. "So it is 
that the priest who is especially drawn to giving 
family assistance may Ire drawn away — be modified 
away — from purest doctrine. If one of the family’s 
problems is the presence of too many children, the 
priest mav well be given a humanistic mjdge toward 
thinking birth control might help his people. Doc- 
trine. of course, tells hint to preach abstinence, or 
at least to insist on the rhythm method which he has 
long since had categorized for him as a dangerous 
game called 'Vatican roulette’ . . . 

Coming home after giving a lecture at a Catholic 
college, Mr. Ciardi tells of a night's conversation 
with a young priest. 

“ Let's say Bill Smith comes to tire,’ the (young 
priest) said. 'Five years ago I married him. Today 
lie has live children. That's already more than he can 
buy shoes for, and lie is, let's say a garage mechanic. 
If lie can manage live somehow, what will he do in 
live more years at this rate? 1 don't have to ask these 
questions: He comes and asks them ol ine. "Father.” 
lie says, “What should I do? Not just now. I mean 
night after night. We re young. We love one another. 
We get into bed together. There she is and there I 
am. and we don't dare touch one another. Maybe a 
saint could say no. and God knows I try. Inn I'm not 
a saint. And what are we going to eat il we keep 
having kids? Do 1 pass out bread and water and say 
I’m sorry but 1 had to do il this way because I am 
a good Catholic?" ’ 

"My priest had taken another man's devil to wres- 
tle as his own," says John Ciardi “and his priestly 
doctrine was clear on one point— that the greatest of 
graces is charity, which is to say enritas, the active 
and outgoing love ol others. I liked him not simply 
lor caring but for caring mud). 'What do you tell 
sudt a man?' 1 said.” 


" 'What can I tell turn?’ he said. 'I tell him to pray 
for guidance and then to obey his conscience.’ 

"Clearly my priest was of the humanistic priest- 
hood. 'That's the answer I would have given,' I said, 
'assuming I were qualified to guide anyone clse's con- 
srience. But— and 1 mean no sarcasm— when did you 
become a Protestant and tlecide that conscience, when 
prayed for. is a better guide than doctrine?' . . . 

"In some ways my priest-morc-humanist-than-theo- 
logi.iti is an American phenomenon. It is hard for a 
spiritual young man to grow up in the United Stales 
without a social worker’s concern lor the kind of life 
people live on this earth. If sudt a man liecomes a 
priest, that priest must tend at times to think of 
earthly welfare before Heaven’s waiting bliss . . . Sudt 
a priest would Ire a decent person of a sort Americans 
would approve, but if lie has not fallen into heresy, 
lie is certainly walking a tightrope across a theologi- 
cal abyss. 

"It is for the theological priesthood dial Pope Paul 
has spoken. And though any given priest will exist 
within himself on both sides of the line at once, 
that line between the theological and the humanistic 
priesthood can still be drawn. 

"The basic view of the theological priesthood is 
that Coil lias set down rules for man’s behavior on 
earth, and that what a man suffers in observing those 
rules, though it dots matter ... is trivial in the face 
of eternity, and that suffering is in fact a blessing if 
in bearing it a man may win to Heaven. The ques- 
tion must lie scaled against the enormity of damna- 
tion. Life is a moment: Hell, an eternity, an'- mo- 
ment of which is infinitely more painful than all a 
man could suffer in a lifetime of torture . . . 

"Sudt a priest would have told the young man who 
was tortured by desire that God’s will was clear and 
dearly greater than his own, and that he must bow 
to it in prayer, hearing his soul's burden graceful- 
ly .. . 

“The humanist priest would not. in conscience, be 
able to drive from his mind a sense oj the futility of 
edging a swollen family into such marginal existence. 
He loves his children now as ivdl as toward eternity 
and' would rejoice in their present happiness. The 
theological priest still in conscience, would not be 
able to drive from his mind the thought that lie 
would be endangering the souls of his people were 
he to counsel them out of false pity, to act against 
the laws oj Cod . . (itals ours) 

In this provocative article Mr. Ciardi went on to 
(list uss the fundamental anti-sexual bias ol all Chris- 
t unity, its contrast with its predecessor Greek the- 
ology. die concept of God as sexless. Me concludes, 
"Pope Paul has. in effect, put off to his own success- 
ors the challenge of world statesmanship that must 
he met il the voice ol the Vatican is to remain rele- 
vant to the needs of American Catholics."

The Revolution Of The Young: 

Mr. Albiani Has Some Suggestions 

Editor of the Star: 

Many people are upset and uncertain about the current wave of 
revolt that scorns to lie sweeping through the current younger generation. 
May I say that at present only a small number of activists arc involved 
hut I think things will get worse unless something is done. 


The problem comes down basi- 
cally to the schools. Although the 
country has changed drastically in 
every other respect our schools are 
almost exactly as they were 100 
years ago. 

When people think of a modern 
school all they think about i 3 the 
physical plant. But a new building 
with better lighting doesn’t begin 
to solve the problem. 

We have seen in America an 
abdication by parents. They have 
left the throne of authority so that 
they could be buddies with their 
children. In poorer families this 
has been brought about because 
of the need for both parents to 
work and because of the rather 
low levels of morality. In wealth- 
ier communities social commit- 
ments many times take parents 
away from the children and the 
end result is that the only authori- 
ty that the child is constantly ex- 
posed to is the school authorities. 

The unfortunate part of this is 
that the school authorities don’t 
wanrt the responsibility. They also 
abdiaate and you end up with the 
anarchistic generation which is 
looming on America’s horizon. The 
blame for the current state of af- 
fairs rests upon the parents, for 
not encouraging the schools to do 
more, and upon the school depart- 
ments, for not demanding more. 

Education must include the 
practical aspects of how to live 
in modem society as well as how 
to conjugate a verb. Our education- 
al institutions are failing miserably 
although there is still time left. 

I would like to suggest a few steps

Is It Aberjona Or Odorjona? 
Asks The League Of Women Voters 


The Winchester League of Wo- 
men Voters is preparing to work 
together with the Leagues of 
neighboring towns in the interests 
of clean water here. 

Following the example set by 
the Leagues of the Charles River 
Valley communities, the Winches- 
ter League has contacteil those 
of Woburn, Arlington, Medford 
and other .towns in the Mystic 
River basin for the purpose of 
forming uin inter-League commit- 
tee. 

fit is hoped that thus group will 
lie effective in keeping the general 
public informed on such mo titer® 
as ownership and land use dong 
■the I mi nks of the Aberjona and 
Mystic rivers and itheir associated 
wetlands as well as the Mystic 
hakes, on conservation legislation 
and available Federal and stute 
assistance programs, as well as 
the general condition of the river 
waters. 

For some time the local group 
has studied tile variety of prob- 


lems thsilt beset the river as it 
reaches 'town, i.e., organic and 
chemical pollution of its water, 
thermal pollution, debris and weed 
growth in the river, and its chronic 
low flow condition. 

Some of these problems, such as 
littering of 'the stream bed and 
excessive weed growith, can be and 
should be alleviated on a local basis 
by proper policing and maintenance 
of ithe river. 

itcgionul Outlook 

In /the December study units, 
however, the League dealt with 
the Aberjona in a regional rather 
than a local context, for the simple 
reason that pollution of a stream 
starts upstream and in its tribu- 
taries. Wanning of water pollution 
control measures bus to he done 
in terms of entire river basins or 
watersheds. 

Oue such example of regionul 
planning, the Leugue learned, is 
tilie combined effort of the City of 
Woburn and the Town of Win- 


chester to apply for Federal funds 
for the purpose of flow augmenta- 
tion of the Aberjona. 

A pilot project will test the 
feasibility of drawing water, by 
means of deep wells along the 
river, from the buried preglacial 
valley of the Merrimack River. 
This water will be pumped into the 
Aberjona at .times of low (low. 

The Aberjona watershed is an 
integral part of the Mystic River 
basin, which — 'together with the 
Charles and Nepoiwet River basins 
— Can provide a great variety of 
recreational resources for the Bos- 
ton metropolitan area. 

Once i these rivers are rebabili- 
twlted, and their hanks publicly 
owned or proteoted they could serve 
us green corridors of open space 
in some ol' our most densely popu- 
lated communities. In order to keep 
up with the ever-increasing de- 
mand for water-oriented recrea- 
tional facilities, the League feels 
that our region must invest now in 
lUte provision of such facilities. 


BOOK REVIEW

LONG BEFORE FORTY 

brj C. S. Forester 

C. S. Forester was the fifth and youngest child of 
his family, and his recollections of his early child- 
hood, adolescence and youth give a picture of the 
middle-class in England at the beginning of the 20th 
century. They were not perhaps ontirely typical, 
because his father had very down-to-earth ideas on 
the subject of education and sent all his children to 
the local secondary school on the strict understand- 
ing that they would work hard enough and be bril- 
iant enough to win scholarships to take care of their 
higher education. None of them disappointed him. 

It is interesting to note that among the games 
played by young Cecil with his much older brothers 
were 

“Long battles with lead soldiers on the playroom 
floor ... or still more complicated naval cam- 
paigns with highly conventionalized paper ships 
. . . representing battleships and frigates of 
Nelson’s time.” 

He followed the pattern laid down by his father 
and the example of his brothers until at 18 he was 
rejected by the Army for service in the first World 
War because of a heart condition. He entered hos- 
pital as a medical student but was desperately un- 
happy. In some ways the pattern is familiar — the 
clever young man who pursues the goal suggested by 
other members of the family having blazed the trail, 
the self-doubts, the gradual lessening of achievement 
and then the striking out on an entirely different 
career. His family received the news of his desire 
to become a writer in the way which has become fa- 
miliar to many of today’s young rebels. 

“The practice of literature was a quite unknown 
profession to the Family, despite the fact that 
every member of it was a voracious reader . . . 

No one in the family knew any authors, or pub- 
lishers or reviewers . . . and that made the re- 
spectability of the profession of literature ex- 
tremely suspect ... to have an author as a son 
or brother or nephew was asking too much of 
their forbearance, it would incarcerate a skele- 
ton in the family cupboard, and family cup- 
boards are flimsy places of concealment.” 

“I had the bit between my teeth now, and I broke 
away rejoicing in my hard-won freedom ... if 
their sadness was somewhat relieved by the 
thought that inevitable failure would soon bring 
me back under control, submissive to rein and 
spur . . . they could not be expected to realize 
that I would genuinely much sooner prefer to 
die than to admit failure now that I had won 
my point.” 

Knowing nothing of the procedures to be followed 
in putting a novel together and presenting it to a 
publisher. Forester started to write. 

“For me to take pen and paper at that time and 
try to write a novel was comparable with my 
ordering a truckload of bricks now and trying to 
build a house without stopping to think." 

He completed his first novel and sent it off to a 
publisher whom he had selected; then for two weeks 
he endured exhausted inactivity while he recovered 
from the effort. Rejection of his manuscript by the 
first publisher chosen was followed by rejections from 
those next on his list, but in spite of his disappoint- 
ment he pressed on with another novel. For years as 
he learned his trade in this way he suffered poverty 
and privation. 

“Even bills were not quite as worrying as the in- 
fernal shoe question. I believe the most degrad- 
ing sensation on earth ... is the feeling of icy, 
filthy water leaking in and out of one’s shoes ut 
every step.” 

The first part of the book ends with the acceptance 
of Forester’s first novels and his establishment as 
an author. It continues with notes written thirty 
years afterwards when his Hornblower novels had 
brought him fame. In some cases these sound more 
like a man remembering a previous existence than an 
author composing a story, and Hornblower and his 
doings have such an authentic ring that one is almost 
ready to believe them an actual chronicle of one 
man’s endeavors in history. However, Forester points 
out — 

“I can be quite conscienceless about history if it 
is necessary . . . Relative to this subject I 
might mention ... in the writing of that book 
(The Commodore) I imperilled — almost ended 
— a valued friendship. For an eminent histor- 
ian — a friend for years — wrote to me . . . 

“I knew there were British forces engaged at the 
siege of Riga, but I have never been able to find 
out much about them. What were your sources?” 

I could only reply lamely that I had no sources, 
that I had decided that Riga could not have been 
besieged without British forces arriving to help, 
and Hornblower (as usual) hud been handy.” 
Forester says that he had great fun and enjoyment 
from writing these novels, so this is an account of 
a rebel overcoming difficulties, justifying his rebel- 
lion, and ending up with fame, money and content- 
ment. What more could he desired?

After two passes North probably 
opened the bidding with a forcing 
bid of one club, two clubs, or two 
diamonds, depending upon the sys- 
tem. East can muddy the waters 
with an unusual two no trumph bid 
which asks his partner to bid the 
best minor. This must have happen- 
ed at least once, since one final 
contract was three clubs doubled 
by West. 

The only slam ithalt can be made 
is six hearts, but only three tables 
out of eleven arrived at this con- 
truot. The problem of course is to 
find the four-four fit. At our table 
sitting North and playing with a 
new partner, I opened the bidding 
with 'two clubs (our only forcing 
strong bid), heard two spades from 
my partner, and then bid three dia- 
nvmds (showing a diamond suit).

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Heat On In Center 


Smoke Damages 
Four Businesses 
I In Center Fire 

A stubborn cellar fire thwarted Winchester Firefighters for about 
an hour and caused smoke damage to four businesses in Winchester 
Center on Tuesday night.

The first alarm for the fire was 
called in at 9:45 when a staff 
member of the Richard Donovan 
eleatrical engineering firm locat- 
ed in the second story of the 
LocateUi building alerted Harold 
Allen, building superintendent. 

The smell of smoke caused the 
call and by the time the apparatus 
arrived smoke Could be seen seep- 
ing from below the building at 
its apex, where Thompson Street 
adjoins Main. 

Damage from the smoke was 
suffered largely at the Gift Bouti- 
que shop at the comer, but also 
at Peck and Peck’s, the Barber 
Shop and the Handcraft Shop. 

Estimates of damage had not 
been made yesterday morning 
when the Star went to press. The 
cause of the fire was still under 
investigation. 

On their arrival Winchester 
Firefighters found a fire in the 
basement, confined ito the cement 
room under the Boutique. 

According 'to Chief Francis 
Amico, who arrived when the 
second alarm was rung at 10:05, 
the superior construction of the 
building prevented the fire from 
travelling. 

The confined quarters, however, 
contained the heavy smoke and 
made it difficult for the men to 
get at the source and to the area 
to eject the smoke.

Leo Beranek Heads 
TV 5 Take-Over Group 

Dr. Leo L. Beranek of 7 Ledgcwood Road is president of the 
Boston Broadcasters Incorporated, the group to which the Federal 
Communications Commission last week awarded the license to operate 
Channel 5. 

Since 1957 Channel 5 has been 
operating on a temporary license 
by the Boston Herald Traveler 
Corporation. Action last week was 
another in a series of multiple le>- 
gal rulings and steps which start- 
ed in 1954. 

The FCC ruling is expected to 
be appealed. 

Dr. Beranek heads a corpora- 
tion, now know as the BBI, which 
includes nearly 30 Boston area 
leaders in business, the arts and 
sciences. 

In an interview granted this 
week to the Boston Globe, he was 
reported as being a “man appal- 
led at the quality of America’s 
commercial television program- 
ming.” But he indicated that it 
would be some time before pro- 
gramming could be “upgraded.” 

Well known here as a patron of 
the Boston Opera Group and as 
head of the world’s best-known 
acoustic firm, Bolt Beranek and 
Newman in Cambridge, Dr. Ber- 
anek was quoted as saying: 

"I feel that much of the feeling 
of dissatisfaction in today’s young 
people is caused by so much going 
on in the world that does not seem 
related to national and local social 
needs. So they protest. We (BBI) 
would like to establish that rela- 
tonship through our program- 
ming.” 

An Iowan educated at Cornell 
College there and at Harvard for 
graduate degrees. Dr. Beranek di- 
rected Harvard’s electro acoustic 
laboratory during World War II 
and helped develop a soundproof- 
ing system for bombers that re- 
duced noise fatigue of crews and 
a communications system used by 
crews of high-altitude planes. 

Since then he has been on the 
MIT staff, lecturing there and all 
over the world in acoustics.

Report On 
Incinerator 
Is Accepted 


The Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night voted formal acceptance 
of the report and recommenda- 
tions on the Town Incinerator 
made for them by the engineering 
firm of Fay, Spofford and Thorn- 
dike. 

The report is now publicly 
available at that office so that 
any interested citizen may study 
it. 

The articles for the Special 
Town Meeting of February 13 are 
based on its recommendations and 
before that date a summary is 
expected to be available. 

Final bill for the study has not 
yet been submitted by the con- 
sulting engineers. Monies voted 
for it were estimated earlier to 
be between four and six thousand. 
A spokesman for the Board noted 
their guess is for a fiinal bill 
in the vicinity of five. 

Now being built at the 
incinerator site is the construc- 
tion of an enclosure over the con- 
veyor. This is being financed from 
available funds. 

Looking ahead from the recom- 
mendations of the engineers there 
are several categories of im- 
provements and repairs, the bill 
for which the Town will be asked 
to foot. 

At the February 13 meeting 
the cost of immediate repairs 
should be the subject of one ar- 
ticle, with an appropriation of 
about $91,000. 

Monies for a second shift of 
personnel, the better to operate 
the structure — or about $21,148 — 
are to appear in the regular Town 
Mooting warrant. 

In the future will be extensive 
reconstruction — including that of 
a storage pit — which could come 
to about $194,000; and the con- 
struction of a second crane, esti- 
mated at about $62,500.

Crittenton 
Hears From 
Roxbury 
On Problems 

What do black people in Bos- 
ton really want? “We want to 
control our owii community,” 
Frances Hill Gelber of Roxbury 
told members of Winchester Jr. 
Circle of Florence Crittenton at 
its meeting January 21. 

“It’s not that we don’t want to 
be involved with the white com- 
munity,” said Mrs. Gelber, who is 
supervisor of social services at 
Roxbury Multi - Service Center. 
“We just don’t want to be told 
what to do.” She said that they 
want more blacks in jobs such as 
teachers, social workers, police- 
men. 

The Multi-Service Agency was 
started four years ago. It pro- 
vides advice and legal aid, espe- 
cially in domestic and landlord- 
tenant cases, employment, mental 
health, neighborhood service, and 
help with family and individual 
problems. 

The Agency works on areas of 
community concern, such as hous- 
ing, clean streets, recreation. 

Mrs. Gelber says that many 
blacks are suspicious of gifts and 
help, even from other blacks. She 
said that at a community Christ- 
mas party, a black Santa gave out 
candy to the children. “Before the 
evening was over, someone had 
torn down the Christmas tree,” 
she said. She felt it was because 
many of her people mistrust gifts. 

Housing Is one of the biggest 
problems for urban families. 
“The program urging families to 
purchase homes is good,” she said. 

Since the Crittenton League 
helps support Crittenton-Hastings 
House in Brighton for unwed 
mothers, Mrs. Gelber touched on 
the illegitimacy problem. 

“Black unwed mothers differ 
very little from white unwed 
mothers,” she said. She feels that 
the enforced vacation caused by 
the closing of Martin Luther King 
School could contribute to more 
illegitimacy. “The majority of 
youngsters have been out of school 
for several months,” she said 
“What are they doing with their 
time?” 

Mrs. Gelber said that many 
black unwed mothers go to work 
as soon as they can find day-care 
for the baby, but that adequate 
day-care is a major problem.

Area Mental Health Association 
Hears Bad News At State House 


A discouraging note was heard 
last week by Winchester partici- 
pants in the Leadership Conference 
sponsored by the Massachusetts As- 
sociation of Mental Health in Bos- 
ton. 

Winchester MHA President Mrs. 
H. Kimball”Xrehibald and Neil H. 
Borden of the local Association, 
who is this year’s president of the 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
parent group, heard that the De- 
partment of Mental Health’s bud- 
get for 1970 has received drastic 
cuts which will adversely affect 
both community-based programs 
and State hospital programs. 

The cut, the MVMHA represen- 
tatives felt, would have an effect 
on the area group’s recent request 
for additional staff for the Mystic 
Valley Children’s Clinic which it 
sponsors. 

Together with volunteer leaders 
and staff of the Massachusetts 
MHA and its 24 chapters, Mrs. Ar- 
chibald and Mr. Borden shared a 
two-day look at developments cur- 
rently under way in the State De- 
partment of Mental Health’s plan 
to provide comprehensive mental 
health services and the role that 
the mental health association has 
and will have during this period of 
hoped-for major growth. 

More Positive 

A more positive note was ndded 
at the Saturday sessions, where the 
groundwork was laid for the State 
Association and its chapters to con- 
tinue to work together towurd the 
provision of better services to the 
mentally ill, and the enactment of 
more humane laws governing the 
civil and criminal commitment of 
patients to institutions. 

Key bills in the 1969 Legislative 
Session can bring long-overdue 
changes in the commitment laws 
which will insure patients’ rights 
from commitment to release. 

In a look at major Chapter pro- 
grams, Mrs. Archibald joined Mrs. 
Barbara Good, executive director of 
MVMHA, in describing the Case 
Aide Program at Metropolitan 
State Hospital, which is jointly 
sponsored by the MVMHA. Mrs. 
Archibald gave a lively account of 
her participation in the program as 
a volunteer case aide.

New Advances 
Could Cut 
Heart Toll Here 

A closer look at the heart dis- 
ease situation in Winchester is in 
order just now because next month 
will be Heart Disease Month. 

The latest government figures, 
detailing the 33 principal causes of 
death in each community, show 
that heart disease continues to 
rank first in the local area. 

It represents the greatest threat 
to human life, more so than cancer, 
accidents, pneumonia and all other 
diseases combined. 

The report, released by the 
U.S. Public Health Service, reveals 
that fully 57.0 percent of all deaths 
in Winchester are due to some 
form of heart disease. This in- 
cludes all ailments of the cardio- 
vascular system. 

Nationally, by way of compari- 
son, the <lisease accounts for 54.8 
percent of the total mortality. The 
average is 56.9 percent in the New 
England States and 56.6 percent 
in the State of Massachusetts. 

What is baffling to medical re- 
searchers is the fact that heart 
disease is considerably greater in 
some sections of the country than 
in others. Also, that it is more 
prevalent among men than among 
women. 

Smoking Cited 

In a study of 50,000 men and 
women, conducted by the National 
Heart Institute, high blood pres- 
sure, excess weight and cigarette 
smoking were listed as causative 
agents in the development of heart 
disease. 

Smoking 10 or more cigarettes a 
day, it found, increased the ns) 
by 62 percent. High blood pres- 
sure raised it 58 percent and 
obesity, 33 percent. 

Among residents of Winchester 
out of a total of 193 deaths from 
all causes, 110 were the result 
of heartailments, according to th- 
Public Health Service. This j„. 
eludes all deaths of local peopii. I 
wherever they may have occurred ! 
It excludes, however, local death 
of non-residents. 

And, for every one who die 
from heart disease, there are - > m ,’ 
22 others who are suffering f r ,, m 
it or who have a heart abnormality 
the American Heart Association 
abates. 

Progress is being made, however 
in the war on the disease. During I 
the past year the number of heart 
deaths dropped 3.3 percent he!, n . 
the 1967 total. (Park Row New 
Service) 


Nurserymen Give Points 
On Ice-Damage Repairs 


Many local landscapes have been 
damaged by one of the worst ice 
storms in recent years. The Mas- 
sachusetts Nurserymen’s Associ- 
ation suggests that home owners 
have an opportunity now to help 
their outdoor plants recover from 
storm damage by taking the fol- 
lowing few simple steps: 

Trees receiving the greatest 
damage from broken branches have 
been the soft-wooded Chinese elm, 
silver maple, swamp red maple, 
linden, willow, flowering dogwood, 
and the clumps of birch and lilac. 
Several of these trees were planted 
for their rapid growth and itheir 
ability to provide shade and pri- 
vacy. The MNA does not condemn 
the use of these trees for these 
reasons, but it does recommend 
that they be planted safely away 
from homes, streets, and utility 
wires. 

The greatest damage from bro- 
ken branches and cracked bark will 
be infection from decay which can 
eventually destroy the tree. Brunch 
stubs and jagged wounds should be 
cut smooth and flush with the 
trunk, or with the next largest 
branches. These wounds should be 
protected from infection by cover- 
ing them properly with treo-heal- 
ing paint. 

Tying Helps 

Many branches which have bean 
bent or cracked can be saved if 
they are tied securly and positioned 
properly and if exposed wood along 
the cracks is painted. Large bran- 
ches which have been cracked 
slightly should be pruned so there 
will be less weight to support dur- 
ing the years needed for complete 
healing. 

Evergreens with weak or multiple 
trunks have shown the usual bend- 
ing and breaking. Arborvitae, juni- 
per. and columnar yews are most 
often injured by ice or snow. Most 
of these injured branches will be 
saved by tying them to each other, 
to a stick, or to a building after 
the ice and the branches have thaw- 
ed. Frozen or ice-covered branches 
may be damaged if handled care- 
lessly before thawing. Serious in- 
jury can also result from pouring

Heart Assn. 
Reviews Progress 

Progress is a funny thing: at 
once, it is relevant; often, it is 
fickle. 

Take, for instance, the gradual 
betterment the Heart Association 
has achieved against heart and 
blood vessel diseases in 20 years 
of concerted effort to know and 
conquer these enemies: 

— Since 1950, the rate of deaths 
from all cardiovascular diseases 
has decreased 16.5 percent among 
persons between the-ages of 45 and 
64. 

—Great strides have been made 
against heart diseases afflicting 
children, assisted by refined diag- 
nostic methods, improved open 
heart surgery procedures, and im- 
plnrttable pacemakers. 

— Medications have been develop- 
ed Ito dissolve blood clots, reduce 
high blood pressure, and prevent 
rheumatic fever. Mechanical inno- 
vations — the hyperbaric chamber, 
the heart-lung machine, heart ac- 
tion monitors, facilitate patient 
care. 

That’s a rough capsule of how 
two decades of Heart Fund dollars 
have been spent, through Heart As- 
sociation programs of research, ed- 
ucation, and community service. 

That’s progress, but. . .heart and 
related diseases still stand as this 
nation’s worst orippler and killer. 

However, based on, and coupled 
with, the progress already made in 
this battle, here’s what the Heart 
Association — granted continuing 
support — envisions over the hori- 
zon: 


Octave Of Unity Programs End; 
Group Formed To Continue Study 


About 276 men turned out for 
the men’s dinner program held at 
St. Eulalia's Church last Thursday 
as part of the Octave of Unity — 
and as a result, a group has been 
formed to further study the pro- 
gram topic "Technical Frontiers 
and Moral Dilemmas.” 

According to the Rt. Rev. Joseph 
W. Lyons, pastor of St. Eulalia's, 
the evening's discussion centered 
on .the depersonalization of the in- 
dividual in a computerized society. 
The men discussed how the indi- 
vidual was “swallowed up” in an 
industrial complex and what was 
being done in industry to prevent 
it. 

Almost all the members of the 
Winchester Ecumenical Associ- 
ation, sponsors of the Octave, at- 
tended the meeting. 

Panelists for the meeting were 
the Rev. John Bryan, a Methodist 
chaplain involved in industrial re- 
lations; Prof. Joseph O’Donnell of 
the Harvard Business School and 
John Ingalls, a director of indus- 
trial relations. 

A capacity audience in the 
Church of the Epiphany hall Sun- 
clay night heard the Rev. William 
E. Alberts of the West End Ecu- 
menical Ministries speak on “Hip- 
piedom and Suburbia,” in the final 
program of the Ootnve of Unity. 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the Ecumenical Association and by 
CONCERN. 

Dr. Alberts, who spent much of 
his time last summer in the Boston 
Common with the hippies, gave a 
detailed insight into 'the hippie 
philosophy. 

He told the group too many peo- 
ple were turned off by the hippie 
clothes and actions, especially the 
drug problem, and do not look into 
their philosophy deeply enough. 


Veterans Receive 
Added Benefits 

Increased benefits are on the 
way for Middlesex County veterans 
and their dependents. 

Thoir monthly compensation and 
pension checks will be bigger than 
ever, thanks ito two laws passed 
by Congress during the past year. 

In addition, for those who are 
veterans of World Wars .1 and II 
and hold G.I. insurance policies, 
there will be an increase in divi- 
dend payments. 

One of the laws provides for a 
new schedule of compensation pay- 
ments 'to veterans who were dis- 
abled while in active service. 

It increases, by $235 million, the 
annual amount to be pakl to the 

1.952.000 veterans now getting such 
aid. They had been receiving $2 
billion a year, which averaged out 
to $1,025 per person. The new 
average will be $1,145. 

Just how much any particular 
veteran will receive will depend 
upon the extent of his disability. 
Those with 100 percent disability 
will now got $4,800 a year, as com- 
pared with $3,600 previously. For 
those with 20 percent disability, 
on the other hand, the compensa- 
tion will be $516. 

Approximately 14,830 of Middle- 
sex County’s veterans will be get- 
ting bigger compensation checks as 
a result. Payment to them will 
total $16,980,000 this year, it is 
estimated. 

The increased nates will show up 
in (the checks for January, which 
will be arriving in February. The 
Veterans Administration states 
that recipients will get the in- 
creases automatically, without ap- 
plication . 

The second action taken by Con- 
gress will boost payments ito other 
M'kldlesex County veterans who are 
getting pensions for total disability 
that wus not incurred while in 
active service. 

The average increase, for the 

1.100.000 throughout the country 
who are getting such pensions, will 
be $110 -a year. 

Their increase will be based upon 
a new formula that relates the 
amount they will get to other in- 
come they are receiving. 


$140,000 Raised 
By WEEI 
For Biafra 

WEEI Radio’s annual “Penny- 
a-Month” campaign has raised a 
total of $140,000 for the starving 
children of Biafra. 

The money will be divided equal- 
ly between the Catholic Relief Serv- 
ices and the Church World Service, 
the overseas agencies of the Cath- 
olic and Protestant churches in the 
United States. 

Contributions to the 1968 “Pen- 
ny-a-Month” came from all six New 
England states. In addition to the 
thousands of individual contribu- 
tions, special campaigns were con- 
ducted by school children, clubs and 
fraternal organizations, business 
and industry, and religious groups 
of every persuasion. 

The money collected will be used 
by Catholic Relief Services and the 
Church World Service to purchase 
desperately needed food and medi- 
cine and to help defray the cost of 
nightly mei'cy flights from the is- 
land of Soa Tome to Biafra. 

Massachusetts Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy said a short time ago 
that without emergency relief, an 
estimated 25,000 Biafrans will die 
each day. 

Father Joseph McHugh, an Irish 
Holy Ghost missionary who spent 
over seven years in Biafra, said on 
WEEI, “Biafra is the catastrophe 
of the century. They (the Biafrans) 
are totally dependent on help from 
the outside world.” 

According to Father McHugh, 
twenty flights per night carrying 
two hundred tons of food and medi- 
cine leave Sao Tome Island for Bi- 
afra, a distance of about three hun- 
dred miles. As soon as it arrives in 
Biafra, it is loaded into cars and 
trucks and sent out to the areas 
where it’s most needed. 

WEEI has conducted its “Penny- 
a-Month” campaign since 1965. The 
amount collected in this year’s 
campaign is almost six times the 
total raised in last year’s drive, and 
more than twice the total collected 
in all previous campaigns combin- 
ed. It is believed that the amount 
of $140,000 sets a record for char- 
itable campaigns conducted by a 
radio station over a four-week per- 
iod.

Something To Think About; Something To Watch 


"Reading took a positive step toward a municipally 
owned and operated package store. . .with the un- 
veiling of a plan to create a five-man Municipal 
Package Store Board to be elected by Town Meeting. 

"The plan, submitted to Reading Selectmen by 
Representative Nils L. Nordberg. already has the 
tentative blessing of the Attorney General's ofiice. . . 

"Creation of such a board would make Reading 
unique among the 351 cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth— the only community to sell packaged 
liquor and reap the harvest, however great or small, 
therefrom. . . (The plan) calls for an elected board 
to oversee the establishment of a municipal store, the 
stocking of it. and regulation of the sale of liquor. 

"The hoard would be elected by Town Meeting. 
The Moderator would appoint a nominating com- 
mittee to submit a slate of officers. Town Meeting 
would then elect the five-man board. . .” 


The Reading Chronicle reported the above in an 
issue early this month. At the moment Reading's 
Town Counsel is preparing two articles to effect 
this plan for the Town's March Town Meeting and 
awaiting a written opinion from the Attorney Gen- 
eral's office. 

All this activity has ensued after, to the apparent 
surprise of its citizenry. Reading voted itself wet 
in the November State election. The Town will 
have package stores anyway. The idea of the Town 
running them was initiated by two citizens and has 
been acted on by its State Representative. 

And Winchester? Estimates on what this cotdd 
mean in municipal revenue have been vague and 
it may well be that as a business proposition for a 
town the plan has no merit at all. However, the 
state is broke; the Town is heading in that direction: 
Property taxes are at an all-time high and expenses 
are mounting. What goes on in Reading is worth 
watching and worth thinking about.

BOOK REVIEW

THE ENGLISH SENSE OF 
HUMOR AND OTHER ESSAYS 

by Harold Nicolson 

The Dropmore Press of London originally pub- 
lished this small but distinguished volume in 1946, 
comprising lectures and essays by the well-known 
British writer, diplomat and statesman. Perhaps 
because of the success of Mr. Nicolson’s ‘‘Diaries & 
Letters” published in 1967 the American publishers 
have now brought out these brief essays. Time mag- 
azine has said ‘‘he is one of the last of a vanishing 
species of Englishmen and a master of English 
prose.” And now since his death early this year, 
these essays are a welcome addition to his works. 
Regardless of the lapse of time the subject matter 
is timeless and the style particularly readable. 

The title essay takes up the greatest proportion of 
the book. The author concerns himself with the occa- 
sions which seem laughable to Englishmen but not 
necessarily to men of other races. In discussing the 
physiology of laughter of savages as compared to 
that of civilized man he relates from personal know- 
ledge "I met a Dinka once in Malakal who, being en- 
tranced by the spectacle of a white man falling prone 
upon the sand from the step-ladder of an aeroplane, 
emitted a low hoot, raised his hinds on high so that 
his bracelets rattled down his arms like rings upon a 
wooden curtain rod, and then unsmilingly resumed 
his heron-like pose.” All who laugh do not necessarily 
do so in the same way. 

Mr. Nicolson describes the English sense of humor 
as kindly, sentimental, reasonable and fanciful. 
Whether it is true that the English above all other 
races have the ability to laugh at themselves, as he 
seems to believe, can be argued. Certainly their na- 
tional love of nonsense cannot be denied. Who else 
has produced an Edward Lear, Lewis Carroll or A. 
A. Milne. 

Lord Chesterfield, who must have been a very dour 
individual claimed that “frequent laughter is the 
characteristic of folly and ill manners.” He confessed 
“that since I have had the full use of my reason, no- 
body has ever heard me laugh.” The author does not 
in any way share this distaste and regards the Eng- 
lish sense of humor as a “charming attribute and one 
which serves as a valuable lubricant in a machine 
of society.” Taine, the French historian and thor- 
oughly familiar with the English temperament, wrote 
of British humor as “the irruption of violent jovial- 
ity, buried under a heap of melancholy, to which are 
added flashes of unexpected imagination.” 

The title of the essay, “The health of authors” 
sounds innocuous enough but is really an amusing 
account of the behavior and temperament of various 
writers, their phobias and often self deluded insist- 
ence that they were mentally deranged. We learn that 
Milton could only write well between October and 
March. Schiller found it necessary to stimulate the 
unconscious by keeping rotten apples in the drawer 
of his writing-table. William Cowper was sometimes 
sadly confused in the head. Samuel Johnson suffered 
from strange delusions such as the belief that he 
would get drunk if he ate an apple. 

Mr. Nicolson was a great observer of human nature 
and evidently a most amiable entertainer as these 
essays attest.

Some Timely Aid To Harried Tax Payers

"tips” in the preparation of the 10-10 Federal Individual Income Tax Return.) 


Did you goof in figuring your 
tax last year and end up paying 
the Government more than neces- 
sary? 

Did you overlook the sick-pay 
exclusion you were entitled to? 
Did Aunt Habtie finally turn out 
to be a bona fide dependent, entitl- 
ing you to a $600 exemption which 
you didn’t claim? 

Not Too Late 

It’s ndt too late to ask for a 
refund. Under the three-year stat- 
ute of limitations, you can tile an 
amended return for any overpay- 
ment on the 1967 tax year, as well 
as for overpayments on the 1966 
and 1965 tax years, according to 
Robert Boyer, CPA, president of 
the Massachusetts Society of CPAs. 

Ask bhc Internal Reveune Ser- 
vice for Form 1040x. It’s short 
and sweeit, and even provides three- 
quarters of a page of blank space 
for explanation of the changes in 
income, deductions and credits for 
which a refund is claimed. 

Surcharge 

New on this, year’s return is the 
ton percent surcharge which went 
into effect last April 1st, s ince it 
was in effect for only three-quar- 
ters of the 1968 tax year, the 
actual surebange rate is 7.7 narcent 
additional on the tax iiorntully due 
on or before April 1.7. Many tax- 
payers will probably find that their 
withholding was not enough to 
cover the additional ur luu'ge, 
however, and will have , make 
an additional payment their 

return. 

Generally, married couple filing 
a joint return will pay , na ller 
tux than if they tile separately 
because of the lower tax i-,te used 
in figuring the tax duo. This isn’t 
always true, however. If both 
husband and wife hud approxi- 
mately the same income and sold 
stock or other property which they 
owned jointly at a li>oo g. 


they can deduct up to $2,000 
($1,000 each) as a capital loss 
from income by filing separate re- 
turns. On a joint return, the max- 
imum capital loss allowable would 
be $1,000 for them both. 

In the event that either husband 
or wife had extraordinary medical 
expenses in 1968, it might ulso be 
to their advantage to file separate 
returns. _ ^ » 

A Break? 

Widows and widowers with a de- 
pendent child or children are given 
a tax break which is sometimes 
overlooked. If the death occurred in 
1968, 'the surviving spouse is en- 
titled to file a joint return for the 
1968 tax year. This net only re- 
sults in a hxye. tax. but in the 
event the child or children remain 
dependents, entitles the survivor 
to use the joint return tax table 
in figuring his tax for two addi- 
tional years, in this instance for 
the 1969 and 1970 tax years. 

Tests for determining depend- 
ency exemptions arc tricky and 
frequently cause confusion in the 
minds of 'taxpayers. 

According to the IRS, a depen- 
dent entitling you to a $600 ex- 
emption must meet the following 
requirements; 

(a) receive more than half his 
support — food, lodging, clothes, etc. 
— from you; 

Ob) have less than $600 in in- 
come during the year, unless he 
is under 19 or is a full-time stu- 
dent attending school or college ait 
least five months during -the year; 

(c) be related to you by blood 
(or -to your wife in the event you 
file a joint return) or be a mem- 
ber of the household for the en- 
tire taxable year; and 

(d) be a citizen of the United 
Status or a resident alien. 

Social Security benefit payments 
are not included in determining 
whether a de|»eiideiit laid an income 
of $600 er more. They are included, 


however, in establishing whether he 
wits dependent on you for more 
than half his support. 

Full-Time Students 

In determining whether you pro- 
vide more -than half the support 
of a child who is a full-time stu- 
dontt, disregard funds and othet 
assistance provided by scholarships. 
A child who goes to school at night 
and works full-time during the day 
does not qualify as a student to 
entitle you to a dependency ex- 
emption. Neither does enrollment 
in a correspondence school or em- 
ploy ee-trai n ing program. 

As a general rule, in the ab- 
sence ol' a specific agreement to 
the contrary, a divorced parent 
who has custody of a child for the 
greater part of the year can claim 
ithe exemption even though the 
other parent contributes more -than 
half the child’s support. However, 
if ithe lion-custodial parent con- 
tributes $1,200 or more of support, 
tlve parent with custody of the 
child must prove payment of a 
greater amount for support in 
order to claim -the deduction. 

Returns must be filed for minor 
children in -the event they had 
incomes of $000 or more. 

Interest credited to a minor' 
child's savings account is consider- 
ed income. However, if the parent 
opened the account in his own 
name "in trust for” the child, in- 
terest must be included in the 
parent’s return, and not the child’s.

Heart Assn. 

To Campaign 
During February 

It is quite possible that the Heart 
Fund, totaling about 416 million 
dollars over the past 19 years, has 
already yielded one of the greatest 
investment returns ever realized by 
the American people. 

Although diseases of the heart 
and circulation continue to bo our 
number-one killer, accounting for 
more deaths than ail other causes 
combined, there has been a decline 
of 18.4 per cent in the cardiovascu- 
lar death rate for persons below 
65 since the year 1950. 

This is no coincidence. The year 
1950 also marked the start of a 
planned, massive assault upon the 
heart and blood vessel diseases. 

What has happened since 1950 
falls into sharper focus for per- 
sons below 65 when we compare the 
present-day toll of about 251,000 
deaths with the 301,000 we would 
be experiencing if the 1950 mortal- 
ity rates had persisted. 

The people of Greater Boston 
participated in the last 19 Heart 
Fund campaigns, and thus are en- 
titled to share the credit for a 
health achievement of dramatic di- 
mensions. 

The Heart Fund, which is to be 
conducted here and throughout the 
nation through February, under- 
writes research, professional and 
public education and community 
heart programs of the Heart As- 
sociation. 

The 18.4 per cent decline is a 
combined figure applying to persons 
of both sexes under 65. 

Among men aged 45-64, the over- 
all decline since 1950 has been about 
8.4 per cent, despite an increase of 
about 5 per cent in the death rate 
from heart attack. 

Beyond 65, the outlook is less en- 
couraging. It is among the elderly 
that the cardiovacsular diseases al- 
ways take their greatest toll. 

Behind statistics which indicate 
a far brighter picture for those 
aged below 65 are many tangible 
achievements. For example: 

* Rheumatic fever, once more 
prevalent than polio at its worst, 
now is on its way to becoming a 
rare disease. By knocking out the 
“strep” infection which precedes it, 
the door can be closed on rheumatic 
fever and at the same time on 
rheumatic heart disease. 

. Most inborn heart defects yield 
to surgical correction, made possi- 
ble by development in the 1950’s of 
the heart-lung machine, which has 
enabled surgeons to cross what once 
was thought to be an ultimate fron- 
tier — heart transplantation, now in 
clinical trials. 

* Artificial heart valves, synthet- 
ic artery grafts and implanted 
pucemakers to sustain heart rhy- 
thm are increasingly successful. 

* Coronary care units improve 
by as much as 30 per cent the sur- 
vival rate among hospitalized heart 
attack victims.

Mrs. Gelber feels that very lit- 
tle is shown of the good, construc- 
tive side of Roxbury, Dorchester 
and the South End. She emphasiz- 
ed that all blacks are not alike. 
“All blacks in Roxbury are not 
poor,” she said. “Some even own 
summer homes.” 

Mrs. Gelber said that there will 
continue to be riots and stress if 
people continue to lump Negroes 
together and consider men such as 
Ralph Bundle, Roy Wilkins, etc., 
as mutations, not typical of the 
black man. She finds that whites 
often generalize that all blacks 
are poor or uneducated. Mrs. Gel- 
ber herself has degrees from Bos- 
ton University and Simmons Col- 
lege. 

What can people in Winchester 
do? “You can work at attitudes in 
yourself to develop a realistic view 
of black people,” said Mrs. Gelber. 
“You can help other people deal 
with their prejudices. Perhaps you 
could involve your community in 
a summer learning program such 
as Operation Exodus.” 

The meeting at which Mrs. Gel- 
ber spoke was held at the home of 
Mrs. Robert McNamara, 14 Dix 
Street.

Four-Year Sales 
Rise In County 

The Middlesex County economy 
moved ahead in sturdy fashion in 
the four-year period since 1964. in 
line with advances nvqrfle at the 
national level. 

The progress was especially evi- 
dent in the increased volume of 
business done by local retail stores. 
Their sales rose 20.5 percent in 
the period, according to figures 
released by the Standard Rate and 
Data Service. 

The overriding credit for the 
gain goes to the local consumer 
and to his ability and his willing- 
ness to spend freely. 

Neither the talk of a possible 
recession, nor the hike in Federal 
'taxes, nor the various national 
problems at home and abroad de- 
terred him. 

He spent confidently, with the 
feeling that he had a job he could 
fount on, an income that was 
steadily rising and a future that 
was financially protected, thanks 
to pensions, health insurance and 
personal savings. 

In the four years, as a result, 
the sales volume in Middlesex 
County retail stores rose from $ 1 ,- 
723,221,000 to a total of $2,081,- 
631.000. Part of this increase is 
attributed, of course, to higher 
prices for merchandise. 

Related to the local population, 
the retail sales were equivalent to 
spending at the rate of $5,475 per 
family, which was well over the 
$5,290 per family elsewhere in the 
United States. 

Nearly every branch of retail 
business shared in this growth. 
People bought more cars, more and 
better clothing, finer furniture, 
food, cosmetics, household equip- 
ment and electrical gadgets. 

Directly affected were the 5,883 
retail stores in the local area and 
the 73,475 people employed by 
them. Their payroll rose from 
$217,048,000 a year to $274,228,- 
000 in the period. 

With the beginning of the new 
year, the consensus among econo- 
mists is that the American economy 
will continue on its upward course 
in 1969, :is it hits for the last eight 
years, but at a somewhat slower 
rate during the first few months. 

Much depends upon the progress 
made in settling the Vietnam situ- 
ation and upon putting the brakes 
on inflation, they say. 

The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board expects the gross na- 
tional product to reach $915 billion 
this year, as against $8*50 billion 
in 1968.

The Plante purpose is to help the 
child and family to become self- 
supporting through improved 
health, nutrition, and educational 
opportunities.

$3.80 a month for rent. 

Seung Jin lives with his wiclowe 1 
mother, his 10-year-old brother, 
Seung Chul, and their 5-year old 
sister, Bo Keun. 

Both boys go to school. Their 
mother supports them because their 
father is dead. He used to deal in 
used clothing, and the parents 
lived in Pusan in ;the early years 
of their marriage, both working in 
this second-hand goods business. 
They fared meagerly, and decided 
to come to Seoul, sure they could 
do better in this capital city of 
South Korea. However, uneducated 
and unskilled, they found earning 
a living just as hard. 

The father got work in a radio 
Shop and managed to keep his 
family from hunger. He was strick- 
en with high blood pressure, and 
died, very suddenly in 1964. 

The mother became a lanudress, 
md earns an average 56c a duy. 

The adopted parents and the 
ehild exchange letters approximate- 
ly once a month. Mrs. Wiirterson 
has had three letters from Seung 
Jin.

Association For 
Mental Health 
Proposes Bill 

Legislative action this year to al 
leviate glaring inequities in State 
pay scales for all levels of profes 
sionals working in State mental in- 
stitutions has been called for by the 
Massachusetts Association for Men- 
tal Health. 

Results of a salary survey under- 
taken by the Association show that 
mental health professionals in State 
service are woefully underpaid in 
comparison with other states. 

Positions and top salaries paid 
by other states in comparison with 
Massachusetts follow : 

Hospital Supt. — New York $31,- 
000, Mass. $17,160 (14th) 

Director of Nursing — Califor- 
nia $13,200, Mass $15,777 (15th) 
Director of Psychological Research 

— Now York $17,370, Mass. $10,- 
169 (9th) 

Head Psychiatric Social Worker 

— New York $13,355, Mass. $7,392 
(15th) 

Head Occupational Therapist — 
Indiana $8,820, Mass. $7,392 (15th) 

Similar disparities exist among 
middle and low-level positions. 

For example, attendant nurse, 
the person on the ward with front- 
line responsibility for the care and 
welfare of the patients, top salary 
is California, $5,760, and Massa- 
chusetts is $4,449 (7th). Assistant 
psychiatric social worker in New 
York receives $8,220 and in Massa- 
chusetts $5,242. 

“There is a nation-wide shortage 
of personnel in all these profes- 
s i o n a 1 categories,” Association 
President Irving Chase wrote Sen- 
ate and House Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman Janies Burke 
(D-Brockton) and Anthony Seibel- 
le (D-Springfield). “If Massachu- 
setts public facilities are to attract 
their share they must he able to 
compete in compensation." 

The Association has been press- 
ing for higher pay scales to help 
implement the Community Mental 
Health Services Act passed by the 
Legislature in 1966. The act called 
for a vast expansion of community 
services requiring a large increase 
of the professional manpower pool 
in all categories.

The winter meeting of the Win- 
chester Historical Society will be 
held on Saturday, February 8, at 
2:30 p.m. in the meeting room at 
the Winchester Public Library. 

The meeting will be presided over 
by Wellington L. Caldwell, presi- 
dent and curator. Harold K. Gold, 
direotor of the Society, will speak 
on "Count Rumford — Scientist and 
Adventurer.” Mr. Gold is associat- 
ed with the American Meteorologi- 
cal Society. 

Count Rumford was a contempo- 
rary of Benjamin Franklin, and 
was born in Woburn as Benjamin 
Thompson. His early upbringing as 
a farm boy gave no indication of 
the fame and power that he would 
achieve. He was a close boyhood 
friend of Lianuni Baldwin, also of 
Woburn, who later was the engin- 
eer in charge of the construction of 
the Middlesex Canal. 

Benjamin Thompson chose to re- 
main a Tory during the American 
Revolution, becoming at an early 
age British Under-Secretary of 
State; a general of the Bavarian 
army, an inventor and scientist, 
and a count of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire. 

He was one of the greatest phy- 
sicists ever born in America. An ac-

In the two weeks the Center has been open, the most popular items 
rented have been vibrators and cxer-cycles. According to Earl Peck, 
store manager, only one of the 11 vibrators stocked by the Center wais 
in the store on Tuesday. 


The score, which will have its 
grand opening in April, is a com- 
pany store of the Taylor Rental 
Centers of New England. Their 
main offices are in Springfield and 
the stores are nationwide. 

Mr. Peck, a resident of 10 Chest- 
erford Road, is assisted by Thomas 
Joslin of 2 Wildwood Terrace. 

The Center rents everything 
from dishes to contracting equip- 
ment. Among the popular items in 
the Winchester store are the sham- 
poo machines for rugs. The Center 
has four, and, according to Mr.

Incinerator 


Tops Bill For 
Town Meeting 


Town Meeting members convene Thursday night, February 13 
for their second special meeting since the 1968 rcgtilar session. Head- 
ing the list of articles is that for which the meeting wds initiated— 
the request of the Board of Selectmen for a 391,140 appropriation) 
and authority to repair and improve the Town's nine-year-old in- 
cinerator. 


There are four other articles, 
all also sponsored by the Select- 
men: 

— Article 2 asking for $3,000 
to be expended by the Board of 
Selectmen for real estate ap- 
praisals; 

— Articles 3 and 4 asking 
amendment of the Town by-laws 
which restrict political pamphle- 
teering to no closer to election 
than two weeks; and 

— Article 5 asking $24,000 and 
the authority to purchase for the 
Town the land and house at 26 
Highland Avenue — this for ex- 
pected use for Washington School 
enlargement purposes. 

The Selectmen Monday night 
unanimously and officially accept- 
ed the report made for the Town 
by the consulting engineering 
firm of Fay, Spofford and Thorn- 
dike of Boston. 

The repairs for which the 
Board is asking money -next week 
include some, but by no means all, 
of those recommended by thi3 
firm. 

The firm was engaged in Sep- 
tember after a series of break- 
downs had closed the incinerator 
several times during the past year 
or two. 

The incinerator cost the Town 


$500,000 to construct in 1960. It 
has been in constant use since 
that time. Its present condition is 
such that Town officers agree a 
complete overhaul to be impera- 
tive. 

The 30-page engineering report 
Includes diagrams and has a nine- 
page supplement done on the 
crane alone by Shepard Niles 
Crane and Hoist Corporation of 
Montour Falls, New York. Copies 
are available at the Library. A 
summary is 'to be mailed to Town 
Meeting Members. 

“There has been little or no 
preventative maintenance,” the 
report says in one place of the 
present crane. 

In speaking of the building it 
says, “It has been neglected in 
so far as housekeeping and repair 
are concerned.” 

A pant of the overall recom- 
mendations of the Selectmen rela- 
tive to the incinerator include 
monies for a second shift of per- 
sonnel ito be put on as soon as 
the major repairs have been com- 
pleted in order to assure the pre- 
ventive maintenance the report 
indicates heretofore lacking 

This money, however, will ap- 
pear in the 1969 department bud- 
get. 


Engineers’ Report 
Asks For Big Outlay 


The summary of the recommen- 
dations to the Town by Fay, Spof- 
ford and Thorndike, engineers, 
recommended a nine-point pro- 
gram to the Town. 

The consultants were directed to 
provide the necessary information 
and cost data on the following 
items which were of major con- 
cern: a, to reduce soot and dust 
hazards to a minimum; b, to pro- 
vide for a more reliable crane op- 
eration; c, to increase the burning 
efficiency of the plant; d, to pro- 
vide for increased storuge capa- 
city; and in general to place the 
incinerator back in a safe and re- 
liable condition. 

Items four to eight arc those to 
be considered at the Town Meet- 
ing next week. They include (in 
an order rearranged from that of 
the report) : 

1. Rebuild the entire dust-col- 
lecting system from the spray 
chamber outlets to the chimney. 
This system, as its name implies, 
removes dust and fly ash from 
the exhausted gases before enter- 
ing the glass-lined chimney. 
(Cost estimate $38,300) 

2. Overhaul the existing crane. 
(Cost $16,800) 

3. Repair tho furnace and cham- 
ber refractory. This item is pri- 
marily replacing fire brick with- 
in the furnace complex. ($12,500) 

4. Repair the draft and tem- 
perature control system. ($1,250) 

5. Repair the existing building 
and improve the lighting. ($18,- 
750) 


Total estimated cost for the 
above items 1 through 5 is $91,- 
140 (a figure which includes con- 
tingencies at varying percent- 
ages). 

Tho consultant's report also in- 
cludes the following recommenda- 
tions: 

1. Construction of an additional 
storage pit. 

2. Installation of a second mono- 
rail crane. 

3. Enclosing the existing con- 
veyor. 

4. Additional personnel to allow 
for a second-shift operation. 

The construction of an addition- 
al storage pit and monorail crane 
are being held for further consid- 
eration. These two items concern 
increasing the capacity of the 
plant at an estimated cost of 
$256,500. No appropriation is re- 
quested at this time, but rather 
support for proposed legislation 
to be filed allowing the Town to 
issue bonds for remodeling, recon- 
structing or making extraordi- 
nary repairs to the incinerator at 
a later date. 

Any bond issue for this purpose 
would require the additional au- 
thorization of a Town Meeting. 

The recommendation to enclose 
tho existing conveyor is to mini- 
mize the debris blowing into sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. This is 
presently being accomplished with 
funds still available from the ori- 
ginal 1960 construction appropri- 
ation.

Marycliff Closing 
Sparks Town Action 
Toward Acquisition 


The weekend announcement of die plan io dose Maryclilf Academy in June initiated a flurry of 
action on the part of Town officials in the direction of taking steps to keep the doors open for a 
possible acquisition of the school and its property. 


The 55-year-old private girls’ 
academy, staffed by the Religious 
of Christian Education, is expect- 
ed to terminate its service to the 
Catholic youth of the area due to 
“problems common to all religious 
orders today: personnel shortage 
and financial strain,” according to 
official announcement by Mother 
Agnes Sharry, Provincial Supe- 
rior, at the order’s Milton head- 
quarters. 

The school moved from its orig- 
inal Arlington campus in 1950 to 
its present site on High Street, 
the former Sanborn estate. 

It was built about 20 years ago 
by the John Volpo Construction 
Company. It comprises a 20-class- 
room academic building and two 
other adjoining buildings (one the 
original Sanborn house). 

Enrollments have increased and 
elementary grade instruction has 
been added in the past few years, 
and Monday night alumnae and 
parents gathered to try to take 
steps to preclude the action of the 
order. 

Under the leadership of Lex- 
ington attorney David Walsh, sup- 
porters have pledged to take over 
the financial responsibility of 
keeping the academy going. 

However, officials of the order 
have not qualified their original 
position, stated by letter, with 
regret, to parents and friends last 

Board Of Appeal 
Gives Approval 
For Rest Home 
On Main Street 

The Board of Appeal has noti- 
fied owner George Rothman of 
Cambridge of its decision to al- 
low the construction and opera- 
tion of a rest home at 605 Main 
Street, a half-block north of the 
Center Circle on the west side 
of the street. 

Mr. Rothman expects to start 
building in May. 

He plans a three-story plus 
ground floor brick colonial build- 
ing. His pre-plans have been filed 
with the Building Commissioner. 

“Lt should cost over a million, 
be an asset to the Town, and 
bring it needed revenue,” the 
Cambridge businessman reported 
to the Star Tuesday. 

Mr. Rothman is in the process 
of applying for a license from the 
State Department of Public 
Health. 

Fourth Try 

Mr. Rothman has made 'three 
prior requests for building per- 
mission in Winchester. He was 
turned down first when he asked 
to erect an apartment house. The 
Boa nl of Appeals next refused 
his petition to run a car wash 
in this area (this involved two 
hearings in which the Board re- 
versed its decision in the second). 
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week. The real estate involved, 
which includes nine-and-one-half 
acres of flat land, is known to be 
already in the hands of realtors. 

The present assessment on the 
property totals $724,000 — $631,- 
500 on tho buildings, $92,500 on 
the land. 

Town Interest High 

On Monday morning represen- 
tatives of the Winchester Public 
School Department, led by Super- 
intendent Donald A. Klemer and 
School Committee Chairman Bar- 
bara Walsh, ware taken through 
the school to appraise its possible 
use for the Town. 

On Monday night the School 
administration and full School 
Committee appeared before the 
Selectmen to request advice on 
what steps could be taken legally 
to acquire for tho Town an option 
to purchase. 

They were joined by Elemen- 
tary School Building Committee 
Chairman Earle Littleton, Plan- 


and ilic Teachers’ Association. 

The 1969 salary figures were 
accepted by a unanimous vote of 
the Asosciaition. Lt followed four 
months of negotiations. 

The minimum is for a begin- 
ning teacher with a bachelor’s de- 
gree. A teacher with 14 years of 
experience and n master’s degree 
will receive a salary of $12,358. 

"The new scale should keep 
Winchester in a competitive posi- 
tion with other suburban commu- 
nities in teacher recruitment,” 
said a spokesman for the admin- 
istration. 

Winchester hires approximately 
50 now teachers a year. 

Area reports indicate that Lex- 
ington teachers are still negoti- 
ating, having turned down an of- 
fer of $6,800; Brookline has set- 
tled at $6,875; and Newton at 
$6,900. 

Negotiation agreements were 
also reached with the Winchester 
School Secretaries’ Association 
and the Committee, said to in- 
clude a 6'/< wage increase. The 
Winchester School Food Services 
Association (cafeteria workers) 
negotiated for a 2% increase as 
agreed to by the School Commit- 
tee. 

According to statute municipal 
employees may bargain collective- 
ly for wages, hours and working 
conditions. Negotiations have 
been in progress since early Octo- 
ber with four organized school 
groups as well as the Winchester 
Principals’ Group.

Germany Now 
Could It Happen Again ? 

timrge Speers, general chairman of the .Wic England Press A«- 
soeh ' (SEPA) and chairman of the Journalism Department at 
Northeastern University, spent several weeks in Germany this past 
sunnier. at the invitation of the German government, studying the 
pres tin re. The fallowing is one of a series of articles on his trip 
written for the members of S' E PA. 

By George S peers 

What about attitudes toward some of the “old politics" of Germany, 
Nnziism. for example? Or anti-semitism? 

Having participated in World War II, I was nnturally on tfic look- 
out for sufh signs. Everywhere I went I kept my eyes open and ears 
listening for leads. None liecume apparent to me.

Is this to say thnt such sympa- 
thies are extinct in Germany? No, 
I don’t think so. But I would add 
quickly that neither are they ex- 
tinct in the U. S. or anywhere for 
.hat matter, I suspect. 

What did impress me with re- 
gard to these delicate ami sensi- 
tive matters was how thoroughly 
unacceptable they are now. I ex- 
pected to hear some rationaliza- 
tions or justifications for past ac- 
tions. I didn’t. To me this meant 
that the old Third Reich concepts 
are discredited and disgraced in 
mainstream thinking. 

Then, there is another fact of 
life that has a great deal to do 
with it. What remains of German 
leadership of World War II days 
and before, is now in the 70 or 80 
year age bracket. Some could pos- 
sibly be in the 60’s. But the ranks 
are essentially depleted or gone. 

The newer generations don’t 
identify with the Nazi thinking, 
and are repelled by it. The young 
adult generation and student age 
group weren’t even born during 
that period. In fact, 52' < of the 
present German population was 
not born then. 

But the myths of Nazi Germany 
still go on in movie houses all over 
America and on TV screens in mil- 
lions of homes. The stereotypes of 
“Hogan’s Heroes” or “Rat Patrol” 
or countless other programs and 
movies do nothing to bring Amer- 
ican thinking up-to-date. They 
obstruct understandings and clear 
thinking. They are 25-30 years be- 
hind reality. And, surely, this is 
dangerous, and increasingly so, to 
the best interests of America and 
a free Europe. 

Another question that might well 
be asked about modern Germany 
is whether or not the German peo- 
ple are interested in democratic 
values ? 

My answer to this is yes. I base 
such a conclusion on four main 
factors: young generation think- 
ing (students in particular, since 
they represent future leadership), 
the German press, Marshall Plun 
aid and economic recovery mea- 
sures, -and .the built in safeguards 
in the Constitution (thanks to the 
foresight and guidance of the 
American Occupation lowers after 
World War II). 

Youth and Democracy 

To me there is little doubt that 
the younger generations want de- 
mocracy and do not want Nazism 
to happen again in their country. 
They are very sensitive to concent- 
rations of power and react nega- 
tively to them. During their entire 
lifetime they have heard about de- 
mocracy and have seen it take root 
and become established in their 
own country, a phenomenon new in 
German history. I could find no 
distaste or rejection of democracy 
among younger people. A criticism 
of some American policies, yes, but 
a rejection of what we consider 
democratic values, no. 

With respect to the German 
press, I am encouraged by whut I 
have seen. Most editors and pub- 
lishers, after 20 years of publish- 
ing under a new concept of little 
governmental interference, have 
adopted the idea with enthusiasm. 
Newsmen frankly tell you they like 
>t and take pride in explaining how 
they no longer have to accept the 
dictates of governmental officials. 


They arc perfectly willing to crit- 
icize government policies, nnd do. 
More than 80' l of the German 
press wns taken over directly by 
Nazi officials during the 30’s and 
World War II. Some publishers 
can tell you how they were closed 
down. Such memories are still vivid 
and press leaders want no more of 
the “old days.”

Economic Recovery 

Without U. S. Marshall Plan aid 
and other economic support. West 
Germany certainly would never 
have recovered from almost com- 
plete devastation as rapidly ns it 
did. I don’t .think anyone questions 
this. Certainly the Germans do not. 

With Marshall Plan and other 
U. S. aid, it was inevitable that 
other values would be involved. 
Trade, commerce, business ex- 
changes help to bring about better 
understandings among peoples and 
countries. The U. S. and Germany 
are no exceptions. From these re- 
lationships other cultural values 
followed: music (including rock 
and roll), clothing styles, litera- 
ture, a variety of information, de- 
mocratic values, etc. 

Without such vital economic aid, 
who knows where Germany would 
have had to turn for help? And 
the consequent political thinking 
might very well be far different 
from what it is today. It probably 
would not be along democratic 
lines. 

Occupation Forces 

Certainly a most critical factor 
in helping post war Germany to 
develop along democratic political 
lines, are the many, many mea- 
iately after the war nnd even now 
to some extent. The period from 
1945 to 1950 were especially crit- 
ical years. Keeping old leadership 
out of sensitive posts and putting 
new leadership in these positions 
was certainly not easy. Results to 
date tell us that this problem was 
handled quite well on the whole. 

Great progress has been made, 
not only in the reconstruction of 
the cities, but in the political sys- 
tem. The Constitution of the Fed 
oral Republic is working, the Par- 
liament and election system are 
functioning more effectively with 
each passing year, and the political 
system seems to be responsive to 
criticism and suggestion. 

For these and other reasons, one 
can make a good case for Ger- 
many’s new political look. The 
signs do point to a growing open 
society and a representative one. 

Could it happen again? 

Yes, it could. There are no guar- 
antees, certainly, when it comes 
to political thinking and national 
attitudes. 

We have only to look to our 
own country and what seem to be 
growing forces from the new left 
and far right. The seeds are right 
here in the U. S., as they are 
everywhere, Germany included. 

We all know that a house can 
catch fire without any ap|>arent 
reason if we neglect it. But we all 
know that there are reasons for 
such disasters. And we know, too, 
that with constant und patient ob- 
servations, and the willingness to 
be ever watchful, such calamities 
can be eliminated. 

The same principles apply to 
the house next door, our own town, 
to countries, and to the world, it 
seems to me.

Mary cliff: An End And A Beginning? 


The sadness of the probable closing of the 
Catholic girls' academy on the Wcslside hill has 
realistically to he mitigated in many minds here by 
the possibility that its buildings and lands can con- 
tinue service in public education. A reflection of the 
national church education problem of “personnel 
shortage and financial strain." the announced closing 
of the school is quite likely only the first in the 
Winchester area. 


Responding to the sudden announcement Win- 
chester School officials rallied quickly and with an 
astonishing unanimity of interest. A compromise 
with program planning ideals seemed very palatable 
throughout elected and appointed school ranks, if 
the fine site and good buildings could be acquired. 
If when studied the move appears to be able to 
serve die Town well, one hopes it can be effected 
quickly. 


A Year For Heroes 


Unaccustomed as they are to being heroes, this 
may be the year for Finance Committees across the 
State. Winchester's is no exception. 

The background for Winchester's woes is the fiscal 
nighimare building on the State level. "The situation 
is glint." says Governor Francis Sargent. It is indeed. 

The word “revolt" is in the air. The Governor has 
said he would lead one himself. 

Monday night our Finance Committee dug in to 
demand more economies still from an already pared 
11*69 School Committee budget. A new superinten- 
dent, trying to guide the Town's educational system 
toward practicality with improvement, is finding him- 
self up against some adamant, tax-dollar-minded fi- 
nanciers. Both have their jobs to do. Both are in the 
right. 

Superintendent Klemer reminds that Massachusetts 
rates one of the lowest slates in the country— about 
•list— in amount of State aid to local schools. He re- 
minds of its current Welfare load and its inadequate 
long range planning for ways and means. He points 
to collective bargaining— it has an aulonymous quali- 


ty; to anticipated increase in students this year— 
about 90 without potentials from Maryclifl. 

He's in the middle of the squeeze. 

Finance Chairman Ormond Hessler puts it this 
way; "Remember that the base to absorb the lax 
levy increase averages al>out 2% with no new major 
projects. This year in Winchester that would put our 
tax rate up about 13% or about $4.80 . . . We antici- 
pate about $500,000 less revenue from the State.” 

Need he say more? 

Priorities must be set. And, we believe personnel 
services in all areas of town business should come 
first. Planning for the future— taking those steps with- 
out which future projects cannot materialize— should 
come second. 

The Finance Committee is a tough bunch. On the 
wall behind its chairman there hangs a mean-looking 
axe. If they swing it meaningfully and with their 
eyes open to the future as well as the present, they 
could still end up as heroes. 

Maybe they will. 


Off Our Rockers? 


In half a century America has moved from thej 
rocking chair age inLo the rocket age. In the process] 
can we have gone oil our rockers entirely? 

The Sentinel Missile site controversy raises many! 
questions of far reaching impact. Top scientists dis-1 
agree. It is hard for the layman to sort out the an-J 
swers. 

Two things stand out crystal clear, however: the” 
subject is of prime and immediate interest to Win-] 
diester. One of the dues to something wrong in the] 
situation is that so many of us knew so little aboutj 
sudi an important thing going on. 

Our first due-in was a Public Broadcasting Labor-, 
atory (PBL) program put on by Channel 2 aboutj 
three weeks ago entitled, as we remember, "Defense] 
Decision Making Process." We intended to leave it toj 
do something else. We could not. 

It was comprehensive, revealing, careful, compelling' 
and very scary. It portrayed the tight circle of itt- 
Congressinen where defense decisions are concerned. 1 
It had a short but sharp view-in of a Reading resi- 
dent's total surprise when the bulldozers started in 
next to his house. It concluded with President Lisen- 
hower's farewell speedt warning against the military- 1 
industrial complex in our country. It should lie 
shown again— perhaps with a follow-up of a two-sided 
panel. For it gives the national-international frame- 
work of consideration of this imperative local issue. 

In a full-page presentation Monday the Boston 
Globe quoted ABM: Yes or No?" by Dr. Jerome 
Wicsncr. Mi l s provost and former science adviser to 
President Kennedy. 

“There are people . . . who say that it is better to ' 


sspend your money on ABM than on more destructive 
(power. If one could do this, that is, freeze the offen- 
tsive power on both sides and build defenses— this 
(might make ABM a good thing . . . But 1 do not bc- 
(licve that this is a tenable solution ...” 

There are plenty of defense arguments for ABM. 
But if it is i\ e best thing for the country, then, 
should it be situated in the middle of heavy popu- 
lations? Should it be set down on a town with no 
advance warning? 

Dr. Wiesner calls the Sentinel system a "kind of 
electronic Maginot Line. The defender sits and 
guesses about the attacker's tactics. He guesses that 
this is going to happen, he invents a technology to 
deal with it. . . But maybe something quite unexpect- 
ed happens ..." 

He outlines the intricate, multiple steps involved 
in the interception of ballistic missiles in detail as to 
what they are designed to do. He then says, "This 
has been demonstrated to be possible, both by an- 
alysis and in field tests. No one questions that if you 
set up this kind of an ideal situation it will work.” 

Granted that we must be ready to defend ourselves. 
Chanted that it costs billions to do it. Granted that 
’ sacrifices must be made. Granted that all the sup- 
positious in the theory of Sentinel defense could 
.work out to protect us if attacked. Granted that the 
danger ol accidental detonation of the stored nuclear 
monsters is minimal. 

But let's ask our defense decision makers to let 
us in on some ol all this. Let's pressure our leaders 
for a stop, look, listen. 

Let's see that we get our light to know. Let's do 
it fast.

(2) The range ol complete destruction of the 
above weapons is 5 to 10 miles, with blast fire 
damage extending out to a radius of 20 miles or 
more. 1 here is, in additiuu, a radiation hazard, which 
will chttse more deaths than blast or fire. 

(3) Winchester residents live from four to seven 
miles flout the ptoposed construction siLc. 

Without entering into a discussion of the usefulness 
or expense of the ABM system, 1 suggest that all 
Winchester has an immediate interest in this poten- 
tially dangerous situation. Our Congressmen and 
President should be made aware ol our feelings.

Arthur Hewis Calls Attention Quotes ‘Herald’ 

To Metropolitan School Action On Alcoholism 


Editor of the Star: 

METCO — the Second Step is 
here. 

This Metropolitan School System 
that we alerted our people about, 
nearly two years ago, is still brew- 
ing in Boston. 

H-1885 this year, Rep. Long of 
Westwood is the sponsor. 

At the legislative hearing before 
the Joint House anti Senate Com- 
mittee on Education, the bag was 
opened. Mr. Long wants this bill 
passed to have the State take over 
METCO. 

He sees 15,000 children, at $500 
per pupil, being bused out to the 
suburban areas at a cost of seven 
and one half million dollars. Some 
of us can see an additional two or 
three million dollars for transpor- 
tation. 

It is proposed to get this money 
out of the Local Aid Fund, and to 
relieve racial imbalance. 

Now let’s look ait recommenda- 
tion 13 of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, H-92, this is a plain nnd 
simple proposal for reverse busing 
— in these words “or a school com- 
mittee of any town may adopt a 
plan for attendance in public 
schools of said 'town where such 
racial imbalance exists of students 
from another town where such ra- 
cial imbalance does not exist." 

The local School Committee, by 
this legislation, could have the 
power to assign pupils from Win- 
chester into Boston, adding anoth- 
er seven and one half millon dol- 
lars at $500 per pupil, plus two 
and one half million for transpor- 
tation. 

Between these two bills, every 
parent in Massachusetts will lose 
his parental control of his children. 

The Board of Education will very 
soon own your children, and move 
them as pawns on a chess board. 

A-nd — 

The General Court last year vot- 
ed that as of January 1, 1969 Town 
clerks, doctors, hospitals etc., can 
no longer denote race on a certifi- 
cate of birth.

Official Action 
Urged on ABM 
Sentinel Site 

Editor of the Star: 

An anti-bnllistic missile system 
is being installed in the Reading 
I.ynnfield-North Andover area as 
part of a "thin” deployment 
throughout the U.S. This site is 
further along in construction pre- 
paration than other areas. Bids 
on Phase 1 will be opened March 
12 . 

Since thermonuclear warheads 
(some kiloton, some megaton size) 
will be associated with this missile 
site and since eminent local scien- 
tists have predicted that 100 per- 
cent casualties would be expected 
within a radius of five miles and 
massive damage, death and de- 
struction for much greater dis- 
tances if a nuclear detonation ac- 
cidentally occurred at the site, all 
residents of Winchester have a 
very significant interest. 

This system is strongly opposed 
by four prominent scientists who 
served as science advisors to Presi- 
dents Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson; by three outstanding men 
who served as Directors of Re- 
search for the Defense Dept.; and 
by many qualified persons in scien- 
tific and educational circles. 

Reasons for opposition are (1) 
doubtful reliability and effective- 
ness, (2) potential excessive cost 
of 5-7 billion dollars now and pos- 
sible increase to 50 billion dollars 
or more later, (3) de-stabilizing 
effect on the current attempt to 
reach an arms control agreement, 
(4) location of sites near popula- 
tion tenters making these areas 
prime targets for any adversary 
and exposing these population cen- 
ters to the hazards of accident. 

Although we have not yet had a 
nuclear detonation accident, it is 
reliably reported that five or six 
safety systems failed ito function 
properly on the nuclear device 
which was accidentally dropped on 
North Carolina some time ago. 
Since maximum warning time will 
range from five to fifteen minutes, 
it is obvious that the safety pre- 
cautions will have to be minimal 
and the risk of accident will in- 
crease substantially. 

Congress approved 500 million 
dollars in 1968 to start deploy- 
ment. Apparently, no witnesses 
outside the administration were in- 
vited to testify. Sen. John Stennis 
has promised a full and open air- 
ing of the ABM this year when the 
appropriations are up for review. 

I urge the Board of Selectmen, 
as representatives of the town, 
and also every resident to com- 
municate with their local Congres- 
sional delegation (Senators Ed*- 
ward Brooke and Edward Kennedy 
and Representative Torbert Mac- 
donald) urging them to apply all 
their influence with Army Secre- 
tary Resor, Defense Secretary 
Laird and President Nixon to halt 
any further construction on this 
local site — at least until the full 
hearings have been held. These are 
apparently the only men in the 
government who can give such an 
order and it should be given to 
allow Greater Boston to share with 
ether sites in the country the op- 
portunity for a full and fair hear- 
ing.

BOOK REVIEW

AFFECTIONATELY, T. S. ELIOT 

bp William. Turner Levy 

This is an account of a personal association with 
one of the twentieth century’s most distinguished 
literary figures, the late Thomas Stearns Eliot. T. S. 
Eliot has always seemed a remote, rather inaccessible 
figure not concerned with everyday life, and this 
rather pleasant little chronicle confirms that impres- 
sion. It states that Eliot was known to only a very 
small circle as “Tom” and that the author was ac- 
quainted with him for several years before he attain- 
ed the privilege of addressing him thus familiarly. 
He was born in St. Louis but was a member of the 
illustrious Eliot family of New England. He was the 
youngest of seven children. After a notable career 
at Harvard, he continued his studies in England, 
eventually married an English woman and became a 
citizen of that country. 

The friendship between the two men, who were 
almost thirty years apart in age, was like the rela- 
tionship between an uncle and a favorite nephew who 
did not often see each other but who corresponded 
frequently. William Turner Levy has based his 
narrative on these letters and on notes made at the 
times of their meetings. 

T. S. Eliot had a strong interest in religion, and 
as William Levy was an ordained Episcopal priest 
this was one reason for their friendship. They made 
an effort to attend services together every time Eliot 
came to America. Noting the number of young peo- 
ple attending church he remarked that “the young 
brought up in homes where God is actively disap- 
proved of are better off. They might react. It is the 
indifference that kills.” At one service the rector’s 
wife introduced Eliot to each of her three children 
as “Mr. C. S. Lewis,” adding that they would always 
remember the occasion. Mr. Eliot was much amused. 

He had a wry sense of humor. Levy was always 
somewhat surprised that such a decorous gentleman 
should be moved to tell a joke. He was very funny. 
This was partly due to the fact that his Negro dia- 
lect sometimes sounded more like the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

Walt Kelly, who draws the cartoon Pogo, was one 
of Eliot’s favorite writers. Having sent the latest 
Kelly book to England the author received a note 
from Eliot which, after expressing his appreciation, 
had this to say, “Mr. Kelly must have been influenced 
directly or indirectly by James Joyce’s Finnegan’s 
Wake. The type of wordplay and punning, although 
skillfully adapted to a more popular audience than 
Joyce ever enjoyed, seems to me of the same order.” 
This is an unusual comment about a comic Btrip. 

The sensitivity of T. S. Eliot is illustrated in the 
following episode. Levy had given him a valuable 
and historic plate used by the Roosevelt family at 
Hyde Park and bearing the initials of the president’s 
father. Eliot refused the gift. He explained that he 
knew how much it meant to the donor, who had a 
deep respect and affection for F.D.R. and for his 
widow. He felt that he would be obliged to accept 
the gift in the same spirit, and since he did not ad- 
mire Franklin Roosevelt his conscience would not 
allow him to keep the plate. 

This is the first memoir of T. S. Eliot to be pub- 
lished since his death. It is appropriate that a close 
personal friend and admirer give us this glimpse of 
one of the most outstanding modern poets.

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National Scouting Week 
Points To Ideals, Aims

The Roy Scout movement is mov- 
ing with determined strides to keep 
up with the (times and to serve more 
boys in the four Musket District 
towns of A rlington, Stoneham, 
Winchester and Woburn. What is 
happening in Scouting and prog- 
ress already made will bo apparent 
during several major events of Roy 
Scout Week, February 7 through 
13. 

In addition to the World of 
Scouting Show Saturday and the 
Sunday rededicntion service, “Fire- 
side Chats" will be hold with groups 
of volunteer Scouters in each of the 
towns to explore ways of improving 
Scouting’s financial ability to ex- 
pand and provide more effective 
programs serving more boys. 

Nolan T. Jones of Winchester, 
chairman of the Musket District 
Committee, observes: “Scouting in 
our communities is moving into an 
exciting era. We are now putting 
into action an ambitious and impor- 
tant program in tune with the 
times, with objectives that will en- 
able our more than 1.100 volunteer 
adult lenders to deliver a far more 
valuable Scout experience than in 
the past and to make it available to 
more boys than the 2,780 we are 
serving now. 

Attitudes 

Chairman .Jones continues. 
“Scouting has been concerned about 
attitudes for the past 00 years — at- 
titudes toward one’s self, one’s 
neighbor, the community, the na- 
tion and God, as well as toward 
property, authority and the nation’s 
resources. We know we must im- 
prove our efforts considerably, and 
now. Wo arc developing plans to 
strengthen those attitudes and to 
expand the Scouting experience to 
meet the growing and desperate 
needs of today's youth.” 

Mr. Jones notes that sweeping 
changes already have been made 
in the Cub Scout program for boys 
8 to 10 years old, with the result 
that more boys in the four towns 
are involved in Cub Scouting than 
ever, anti more of them want to go 
into the Scout and Explorer pro- 
grams for older boys. The new Cub 
Webelos program, especially, is put- 
ting the pinch on the need for more 
and larger Roy Scout Troops anti 
Explorer posts. 

Today, there are 2,780 boys be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 18 in the 62 
Scouting units of Arlington, Stone- 
ham, Winchester and Woburn; 28 
Cub Packs, 31 Scout Troops and 
three Explorer Posts. The Musket 
District Organization and Exten- 
sion goal for years just ahead is to 
provide three Boy Scout Troops for 
every two Cub Scout Packs, and 
to have 10 percent of total boy 
membership in Explorer Scouting 
for older boys. This program is well 
under way, headed by Chris Gal- 
lacher of Arlington, chairman of 
District Organization and Exten- 
sion. 

A number of new District Boy 
Scout Troops have been organized 
in recent months, and the commit- 
tee is proceeding with development 
of others. 

There is one in Arlington and two 
in Woburn (with Paul Apostolou 
Winchester Scoutmaster of one). 

The Winchester Lodge of Elks 
now sponsors the new Troop 508 in 
Winchester. Guy Mafera, Exalted 
Ruler, announced the following ap- 
pointments: Royce A. Bailey, in- 
stitutional representative; Archi- 
bald J. MacDonald Jr., committee 
chairman; Francis A. Lawton, who 
has been active as Cubmaster of 
Cub Pack 508, is serving as Scout- 
master, assisted by William Ora- 
vetz and Edward Jones. 

With more organized units come 
greater need for more trained vol- 
unteer Scout unit leaders, den moth- 
ers and committeemen. Musket 
District has an outstanding leader- 
ship training program that is pre- 
paring leaders now for the future.

selected, the Boston installations 
have been approved and federal 
funds appropriated for construc- 
tion scheduled to start in early 
March. Construction plans are to 
be carried out in two phases. They 
call for megaton Spartan missiles, 
kiloton Sprint missiles, and site 
radar (to be located at Camp Cur- 
tis Guild, former Massachusetts 
National Guard training facility. 

Long-range radar will occupy 
at least 100 acres of the Boxford 
State Forest in the North An- 
dover area. 

Hostile Crowd 

The Army-sponsored meeting 
quickly became a confrontation 
and then a protest, as the au- 
dience learned that Army spokes- 
man Brig. Gen. R. P. Young. Di- 
vision Engineer, Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, Army Corps of Engineers 
was present to discuss technicali- 
ties of construction and did not 
intend to entertain questions 
about the decision to deploy the 
Sentinel system. 

Hostile reaction spread through- 
out the hall as Gen. Young was 
unable to provide answers to 
some questions concerned with 
construction costs, land acquisi- 
tion, and the probability of un- 
usual noise levels resulting from 
special equipment at the base. 

No member of the audience 
spoke in defense of the project 
during the three hour meeting. 

Questions soon focussed on the 
consequences of a nuclear acci- 
dent. Asked bo describe the area 
of destruction in the event of an 
on-site hydrogen explosion, Gen. 
Young stated that he was not an 
expert in nuclear science and was 
not prepared (to answer. 

In response to angry shouts of 
“druw the circle” and indication 
that qualified experts were in the 
audience, Gen. Young recognized 
Prof. George Rathjens, former 
presidential science advisor. Prof. 
Rathjens stated that, depending 
on various factors, there could be 
total destruction within a radius 
of five miles and subsequent de- 
struction for as much as 100 
miles. He went on to say that 
while (the chance of accident is 
remote, it does exist; and he ques- 
tioned the decision to construct 
any such facility near centers of 
population. 

Other opposition questions and 
statements were based on fears 
that the system will be ineffec- 
tive against cheap penetration de- 
vices, readily available to the 
Chinese; it makes Boston a prime 
target for attack and is only the 
beginning of an expansion pro- 
gram which could total $50 to $80 
billion and seriously escalate the 
arms race with Soviet Russia. 

Goodwin Asks Review 

Mrs. Karl Terzaghi of Win- 
chester called attention to the 
presence of Richard Goodwin, 
former presidential aide. 

Responding to Gen. Young’s in- 
vitation, Mr. Goodwin stated that, 
in view of the proponderenee of 
doubt among political, scientific, 
and .technical experts regarding 
the desirability und efficiency of 
the Sentinel system, he would 
urge suspension of construction 
and immediate re -evaluation of 
the program by Congress. 

Michael Barrett, 19-year-old 
Reading High School graduute, 
asked the audience to remain in 
the hall to formulate plans for 
grass roots opposition, and more 
than 500 responded to his plea at 
the conclusion of the meeting. 

Mr. Goodwin announced for- 
mation of the New Englund Citi- 
zens Committee on ABM, which 
he will co-chair with Robert Pi- 
rie of Hamilton, a Boston attor- 
ney. 

As an initial action, he and 
others in the local group, recom- 
mended a campaign of letters to 
President Nixon, Secretary of 
Defense Laird, and members of 
the Massachusetts Congressional 
delegation.

lie then went before the Se- 
lectmen in early August to test 
out his chances of getting an 
acquiescence to build old- age- 
housing units. 

Subsequently the Selectmen 
have been researching the State 
and Federal ramifications of this. 
They have postponed an answer; 
but they never refused his re- 
quest. 

In the meantime the petitioner 
asked for the rest home at a 
hearing held December 17 in the 
Town Hall and received his an- 
swer last week. 

Not a Nursing Home 

In its written opinion, the Ap- 
peals Board restricted the per- 
mission “ ... to the petitioner and 
is not transferable. It covers the 
construction and operation of a 
rest home only and docs not cover 
the cnstruction or operation of a 
nursing home or apartment 
hotel.” 

Other conditions were: 

— that the building be com- 
pleted and occupied within two 
years from January 22; 

— that no auto entrance or 
driveway be placed on Main 
Street; 

— that the lot be laid out and 
building constructed in substan- 
tial conformity to the plans sub- 
mitted (to the Board; and 

— that no less than 18 parking 
spaces be maintained at all times 
on the property. 

“The Board finds that the con- 
struction of the building in ques- 
tion will not adversely affect the 
health or safety of persons living 
in the neighborhood and will not 
be injurious to the neighborhood 
or detrimental to the public wel- 
fare,” the opinion stated. 

It was signed by Frederick D. 
Herberich as acting chairman and 
by Daniel T. Chane Jr. and Wal- 
ter E. Fisher. 

Mr. Rothman plans 18 bed- 
rooms per floor with two persons 
in each; a kitchen, dining and 
laundry rooms; lounge; and 
therapy and sick room. 

He expects to hire a profession- 
al manager.

Heart Fund 
Aids Fight 
Against Disease 

Certain heart disease mortality 
rates are dropping — and Heart 
Fund income is rising. What’s the 
connection ? 

“Thousands of Americans have 
already been saved from premature 
death and restored to productive 
and happy lives through advances 
in the field of heart and blood ves- 
sel diseases. Dollars voluntarily 
contributed by the public. . .have 
helped speed practically every 
major advance in cardiovascular 
medicine in the pas* 20 years,” 
according to Dr. Walter B. From- 
meyer Jr., president of the Ameri- 
can Heart Association. 

In 1946, the first year volunteers 
went out seeking funds from their 
fellow citizens they netted $2,655,- 
776. Last year they brought in 
$11,277,426 on their Heart Sunday 
house-to-house requests. 

And the total 1968 Heart Fund 
figure reached $37,774,436 — the 
first time that Heart Sunday in- 
come passed the $11 million mark. 

The Bay State is generous — the 
fifth largest amount comes from 
here. Last year the Heart Fund 
raised $1,488,009 and in 1967 it 
raised $1,347,429. 

The 1968 Massachusetts figures 
are thus divided: 41.9 percent from 
Heart Sunday; 20.2 percent from 
memorials; 20.5 percent special 
gifts; 9.8 percent from business 
and 3.6 percent from other sources. 

Since 1950 the mortality rate for 
cardiovascular diseases in people 
below 65 dropped 18,4 percent. 
Deaths associated with high blood 
pressure, in this same grouping, 
dropped 58.9 percent. 

Thuse deaths associated with 
stroke were down 32.8 percent; 
those from heart attack declined 

1.5 percent, und those from all other 
cardiovascular diseases were down 

25.5 percent. 

Still, an estimated 1,059,400 
Americans will die of diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels in 
1909. The Heart Fund dollars col- 
lected this yeair will help research 
which inuy decrease these figures.

Heart Assn. 
Offers Books 

“Cholesterol, schmeregterol,” har- 
rumphed Mr. Rotund, slamming his 
newspaper into a wastebasket. 
“I’m tired of what I shouldn’t eat 
because it will turn to cholesterol 
inside me. Who cares?” And he 
reached for a wedge of cheesecake, 
washing it down with a quart of 
chocolate milk. 

It is tiresome to read and hear 
so much about saturated fats, 
cholesterol, polyunsaturated fats, 
hydrogenation, ertc. and not really 
understand them. 

To save everyone’s heart the 
Massachusetts Heart Association 
suggests a reading of “The Way 
to a Man’s Heart” and “Recipes.” 
Both booklets explain the terms 
thi«t one is likely to meet. 

Cholesterol, C27 H45 OH, is a 
waxy substance found in all animal 
fats, in blood, ithe brain, milk, egg 
yolk, the liver, kidneys and the 
adrenal glands. Since the body also 
manufactures this substance. 

The booklets give more than 
definitions and documented warn- 
ings: They advise people what 
foods to eat instead of those full 
of saturated faits and cholesterol. 

Saturated fats by the way, come 
in (two types: animal and vegetable. 
The animal variety include fats 
from beef, lamb, pork and ham, plus 
that in butter, cream, whole milk 
and cheese made from cream and 
whole milk. 

Saturated vegetable fat3 are 
found in coconut oil, chocolate and 
many solid and hydrogenated 
(changed from liquid to solid) 
Shortenings. 

The Heart Association suggests 
that the family cook choose poly- 
unsaturated fats, instead. These 
are farts which are usually liquid 
oils or vegetable origin such as 
corn, cottonseed, safflower, sesame 
seed, soybean, and sunflower seed 
oils. 

The American Heart Associ- 
ation’s Committee on Nutrition re- 
leased a statement on diet in 1908 
which said: “It has been repeated- 
ly documented that in populations 
with high concentrations of serum 
cholesterol, the frequency of ather- 
osclerotic coronary heart disease is 
high, whereas in populations with 
lower concentrations of serum 
cholesterol, the frequency of coro- 
nary disease is lower.”

The disease has been found to be 
significant cause of many birth 
defects in the child-to-be if it is 
contracted by the mother early in 
pregnancy. 

Distribution of the vaccine is 
expected to start sometime during 
1969.

Before anyone can find out, the 
King’s Horses pranced on stage 
with manes and tails swinging to 
form a high-kicking line that would 
do credit to the Rockettes. 

Vincent Minichiello was next as 
Dr. Doolittle with his friends — 
Wolf, Fox, Rabbit and Tiger, and 
the entire Vocal Ensemble. 

Every good fairy story has at 
least one witch. “Once Upon a 
Time” had no less than 13 — just 
the number to sit down around a 
cauldron after Sue Armstrong and 
Beth Welles debated in song wheth- 
er to be good or bad. 

Lynda Nanry Cowles singing “In 
a Blaze” tipped the scales and 
sweetness and light flew out the 
window. 

In its place Betty Vallee flew on 
stage on a broomstick bringing with 
her 10 more evil-looking, bent-over 
old hags with long pointed hats and 
black capes.

Finally Melissa and the Prince 
returned. Our heroine had changed 
from her picture-pink little girl 
dress onto a beautiful full-length 
blue gown. William Towner led the 
assembled cast in a toast to the 
bride and groom, after which the 
entire company joined in singing 
“Fairy Tales Can Come True — Once 
Upon A Time.” 

And, they all lived happily ever 
after.

New Aids For Dentists 
Outlined In Report By Percy Hill 


Americans suffer from 700 mil- 
lion unfilled holes-in-their-heads. 

New fulfillment for these 700 
Million unfilled cavities in America 
today is seen by Professor Percy H. 
Hill of 11 Stratford Road, chair- 
man of the Department of Engine- 
ering Graphics and Design at Tufts 
University. 

At the recent annual mid-year 
meeting of the Engineering Graph- 
ics Division of the American So- 
ciety for Engineering at Louisana 
State University, Prof. Hill pre- 
sented a paper outlining his find- 
ings in biodental research. 

He and a Tufts team of engineers, 
psychologists, architectural plan- 
ners and dental educators, under a 
five-year grant from the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health .Service, have pooled their 
efforts to master-mind the “dental 
office of the future.” 

“Probably the greatest demand 
upon dental service will be made 
through the effects of socio-econo- 
mic changes. 

“Higher levels of education, 
greater family purchasing power, 
prepaid dental plans and federal 
treatment programs all contribute 
to an increased demand for regular 
comprehensive dental care,” Prof. 
Hill specified in his research re- 
port. 

The report recommended dele- 
gating more functions to auxiliary 
personnel, leaving the dentist free 
to act as an oral diagnostician 
while the dental nurses prepare 
and fill the cavity. 

“The dentist can then treat four 
patients simultaneously,” asserts 
Prof. Hill. 

To shed more light on the prob- 
lem, the Tufts design engineers 
devised new light sources in the 
form of miniature spotlights perch- 
ed on the dentist’s glasses and on 
the operatory instruments. 

In the area of patient comfort, 
the team designed a three-way 
chair, which could be set in a 
lounge position, a seated position 
or in an almost vertical stance. 

Prof. Hill reported these and 
other findings at the recent mid- 
year meeting in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, attended by representa- 
tives from engineering colleges 
throughout the U.S. and Canada.

As 7 Others At WHS Commended 


Winchester High School was well 
represented in the results of the 
State Math Contest, received this 
week. 

Over 6500 students in Massachu- 
setts participated in the Fifth An- 
nual Olympiad Hiph School Prize 
Competition in Mathematics con- 
ducted on November 7, by the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of Mathe- 
matics Leapues and Sponsored by 
the Actuaries’ Club of Boston. 

Eiphty-four Winchester Hiph 
Students took the exam, one is a 
state finalist, seven were commend- 
ed. 

One hundred fifteen out of the 
6500 participants have been de- 
clared Finalists or elipible to com- 
pete in a second round examination 
consisting of 5 problems — these to 
be done within a 3 hour time limit. 

“Needless to say, it is a difficult 
and highly competitive examina- 
tion,” reports Math department 
head, John Waite.

Power, Phones Hold Quite Well 

Beginning at 5:45 p.m. Sunday 
power lines were reported sagging 
or already down. Within the next 
few hours 35 such calls had been 
received at Police headquarters 
alone.

Hundred Dollar- Wise, Thousand-Dollar Foolish? 


Like a lot of oilier ugly questions raising their 
monetary heads these days, that of the incinerator is 
one of alternatives: if we don't spend the huge 
amount of money to put it in proper shape, if " c 
don’t budget for proper maintenance, we 11 he in 
worse and more expensive trouble than if we do. 
Indications are clear that up to now we have been 
remiss in care of the mechanical monster without 
which we cannot keep the Town clean. 

Winchester’s incineration troubles have been build- 
ing a long time. So have those of Arlington, Somer- 
ville. Cambridge, and some eight towns to our cast 
which have been desperate for the past few months. 
A solution will go before the Town Meeting tonight 
that could start things in the right direction for the 
future— and that means for the far future. We re 
lucky we have one to look at. 

Arguments as to priorities of repairs for the 
incinerator should be heard tonight. Some have 
questioned the scheduling of the second shift person- 
nel— actually a subject for the March meeting. Is it 
the most economical? Is it out of order again to 
talk over the idea of control burning— or a back yard, 
one-section-of-Town-a-day. door to door collection 
which would equalize the machine’s hurden over the 
working week days? These questions may come in 
March. 

Whatever the answer, however harsh the outlay, 
it must be adequate for the situation. Or again will 
Winchester find itself luindrcd-dollar wise and thou- 
sand-dollar foolish. 


Accolades 


Without exception persons driving back into town 
from municipalities in all directions have said— 
“Hat’s off to Winchester,’’— and, “Was I glad to get 
back!’’ 

Nature was vindictive. The Highway department 
is vindicated. 

Last year's sticky early storm caught the Depart- 
ment a little off-balance under new leadership. The 
rest of the year compliments came grudgingly— tlsough 
for our money they did a fine job from there on out. 

Judgement during this storm is based on observa- 
tions brought into the Star from all areas, the 
general tenor of which was “Until I saw in what 
tough siiape other towns arc in. . .” 

What most people were saying was that the storm 
was too much to be coped with quickly anil efficient- 
ly; but given its magnitude we did fine here. 

Yes there were calls to complain. And some seemed 
valid indeed. It appears that pockets of the town 
hadn't been reached (“not even once”) by Tuesday 
morning— they were mostly at its edges and mainly 
in areas with inclines. 

For safety sake no truck is allowed out without 
two men— this is so that one is responsible for 
watching (or cars, persons and other hazards. There 
are 30 plows in town. Administrators hire as many 
more as they can (in competition of course with 


all surrounding towns). Trucks plow regularly on _ 
established routes. If the department started pulling 
some off here and adding them there, they’d be in 
trouble. Things go wrong in given areas and it is 
some time before oversights can be corrected. The 
men did their best. According to area standards it 
was superb. We congratulate them. 

And the police and firemen. 

The police station was the town’s message center, 
taking and giving emergency information. Life and 
death hung on many of its actions. They too did a 
superior job. And so many calls have come in to 
compliment them on specific instances of cptick and 
kindly action that it is impossible to list them. They 
are not supermen with supercars— they had to ac- 
complish their tasks within all the handicaps of the 
average citizen. We congratulate them. 

The job of the Firefighter’s was less overt, less 
easily seen. However, theirs is the terrible responsi- 
bility of working to keep every option ready for 
action when needed. The captain in charge of the 
station said that on Sunday night he simply prayed 
that no fire would be called in. It waisn’t. But had 
it been all men in the department were at the ready. 
In addition they were on the alert guarding live 
wires — about 30 — throughout the crises. We con- 
gratulate diem. 

The town can be proud indeed. 


Opprobrium. And Is It Manslaughter? 


It is hard to find the words strongly enough to 
condemn those who insist on railing the police and 
lire stations for no-school information. 

On Sunday afternoon prior to 2 pan. the calls 
started at the police station. At that hour one out 
ol every three calls was a school information call. 
The others involved: emergency medical, emergency 
highway, emergency power anil fire hazard calls. It 
was the same story in different words widi the fire- 
men. 

On Monday evening we visited and watched the 
boards. Five lines into the police station. All lit 
lip. Lvery one a school question. Was someone dying 
in need of the ambulance? Who could tell? And the 
most outrageous thing is that many were adults and 
in some instances they used subterfuge and called 
again. Such as. lor instance, a second call from a 
prior voice, “lliis is station WBZ. We didn't get 
your no school information. ” And when the officer 
in charge asked on what street the station was located, 
the caller didn't know. Many get angry when they 
get no answer. 

The Fire Chief said: "I implore these people not 
to call. What else can 1 say? . . .In one two-hour 
stretch 331 calls on schools were logged.” 

For our money die protection officers are too 


polite. They should say “no school information and 
don't ever call again.” 

The School Department is strongly considering a 
recording system to inform on this subject. 1 his may 
be the answer but this is not the point. At present 
there is no such system. And the point now is that 
grown persons all over town are pulling what has 
to be their convenience — or that of their children 
above the life, limb, health and welfare of 
their fellow citizens. Persons listening to the radio 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday were bombarded with 
the no-school announcements whether or not they 
had any interest therein. Persons who couldn’t wait 
the hour to listen before they planned something 
different for the next day were callous and irrespon- 
sible. 

Did someone die because of their impatience? Not 
manslaughter in any legal sense maybe; but the in- 
direct causing ol a death? Had last week s five* 
family house fire been Sunday night and hail one 
of the several small children and babies living there 
been home alone, it is likely one of them would 
have died. So Johnnie could know if he was lice to 
go to the movies with Joe on Monday? So life mother 
would know whether she could plan to go shopping 
with Joe’s mother? 

What price this kind of action? The price could 
be responsibility for a death.

BOOK REVIEW 

Winchester Public Library 
by Elvtt L. Nelson 


THE LITERARY LIFE 

a scrapbook almanac of the 
Anglo-American literary scene from 1900 to 1950, 

by Robert Phelps and Peter Deane 

This book is full of pictures, “gossip, homages, 
warnings and clues together with laurels, letters, lists 
and whispered asides,” the whole having been rever- 
ently “garnered and arranged" to give a whiff of our 
recent literary heritage. Perhaps the first quotation 
is an apt one — “Literature is that writing which 
most reveals the personality of the writer.” 

The authors are the happy victims of hero-worship. 
Their book admittedly grow in a homemade private 
fashion, beginning with poets, their portraits, fam- 
ily, their love affairs, and caino to include other cre- 
ative artists, their sayings, their doings, a so-called 
what-happened-when, which lias finally emerged .in 
this public event. 

The literary nineteen twenties! The year 1921 has 
pictures of Aldous Huxley, Edna St. Vincent Millay, 
Walter dela Mare, Marianne Moore, Ford Madox 
Ford, and E. M. Forster. It lists fiction, verse and 
drartia, and non-fiction of Great Britain anil the 
United States published that year and now widely 
known. Important foreign language books, deaths, 
and marginalia have been added. 

Its gossip: "Sherwood Anderson (with expenses 
paid by Paul Rosenfcld) visits Paris and meets Ger- 
trude Stein . . . After the failure of his short-lived 
dry-goods store, Robert Graves moves to a cottage in 
Islip purchased by his mother and rentcil to him for 
ten shillings a week. He is also helped by T. E. Law- 
rence . . ” 

Notes Ezra Pound for tho year 1922, “It is after 
all a grrrreat littttttterary period.” That year mark- 
ed the death of Marcel Proust, who died of exhaus- 
tion and chronic asthma aggravated by bronchitis. 
James Joyce’s “Ulysses” appeared, and oh! how some 
of the other novelists did look at it! Virginia Woolf: 
“I finished “Ulysses” and think it is a mis-fire. Gen- 
ius it has, I think; but of the inferior water. The 
book is diffuse. It is brackish. It is pretentious. It is 
underbred ...” 

D. H. Lawrence: “My God, what a clumsy olla 
putrida James Joyce is! Nothing but old fags and 
cabbage-stumps of quotations from tho Bible and 
the rest, stewed in the juice of deliberate, journal- 
istic dirty-mindedness — what old and hard-worked 
staleness, masquerading as the all-new!” 

Nineteen twenty-three marked the death of Kath- 
erine Mansfield and the publication of poetry by Con- 
rad Aiken, Louise Bogan, Robert Frost, Edna St. 
Vincent Millay, Marianne Moore, E. A. Robinson, 
Wallace Stevens, William Carlos Williams and Elinor 
Wylie. It was Edna^ Millay who won the Pulitzer 
Prize. The Nob.ej Prize in literature went to W. B. 
Yeats. And William Faulkner, 26, with a file full of 
poems and stories, went to New York looking for 
literary connections. After clerking for a few months 
in a bookstore, he returned to Oxford, Mississippi. 

Langston Hughes, working as a busboy in the 
Wardman Park Hotel in Washington, D. C. (so the 
marginalia has it for 1925) and unable to get into 
the hotel’s “White Only” theater to hear Vachel 
Lindsay recite, paid homage by leaving three of his 
own poem’s beside Lindsay’s plate. 

Flughes relates, “I looked back once and saw Mr. 
Lindsay reading the poems, as I picked up a tray of 
dirty dishes.” That evening Lindsay read Hughes’ 
poems and next morning Hughes found himself sur- 
rounded by reporters. 

The literary 1920’s ends with the publication of 
Thomas Wolfe’s “Look Homeward, Angel,” and Hem- 
ingway’s “Farewell to Arms.” Boston was banning 
thirty current books, among them Bertrand Russell’s 
“What I Believe,” Sinclair Lewis’ “Elmer Gantry” 
and Hemingway’s “The Sun Also Rises.” Maybe 
Boston didn’t take to heart Mencken’s adage, “The 
great artists of the world are never Puritans, and 
seldom even ordinarily respectable.” 

* * * 

If you want a book of a different color, but also 
entertaining, try “An Exaltation of Larks,” by James 
Lipton. Maybe the expression, “a pride of lions,” or 
“a parliament of owls” will put you on the track of 
its contents. Or what about “a wince of dentists,” “a 
wrangle of philosophers,” or “a shush of librarians ” 
What is your guess?

Mental Health 
‘Family Care' 

Is Supported 

Editor of the Star: 

Hundreds of chronic patients in 
the mental hospitals of the Com- 
monwealth no longer require hos- 
pitalization, but have no house of 
their own to which to return be- 
cause they have been out of touch 
with the world for many years. 
They are unable to live independ- 
ently. 

As an alternative to letting them 
spend the rest of their lives in 
hospital wards, the Department of 
Mental health Family Care Plan 
uses selected, supervisfd foster 
homes as a sheltered environment 
for appropriate mental patients, 
paying the foster family for the 
room, board and care. The freedom 
of the community and the warmth 
of a smaller living unit speed the 
patient’s rehabilitation. Often 
this proves to be the stepping stone 
to employment and independent liv- 
ing, thus removing the individual 
entirely from the tax burden. 

The I960 deficit budget current- 
ly under review by the Ways and 
Means Committee contains a re- 
quest by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Mental Health for 
funds to permit the immediate 
placement and support in Family 
Care homes of 150 more patients. 

This is only a stop-gap measure, 
for five times that number of pa- 
tients are likely to need community 
placement within the next 15 
months; however, it is a vital first 
step towards the rehabilitation of 
some of our most neglected citi- 
zens. 

It will bring incalculable bene- 
fits, not only bo those who can 
thus return to a life of dignity, 
hope and health, but will permit 
more scarce professional staff time 
to be devoted to the hundreds of 
patients remaiiig in hospital 
care. 

We urge support of this item.

But, balance this with the 
vulnerability and the fact that two 
of the twelve points are in Jacks, 
and a pass seems in order. 

How about East? Again twelve 
points, counting two for the single- 
ton. Again borderline, but in first 
and second position, it usually pays 
to be solid on a vulnerable opener. 
So — pass. 

Now as the wheel turns we have 
the third and fourth positions 
where you can shade your points 
knowing your partner may have 
passed with eleven or twelve. But 
frankly South is too low to upgrade 
when vulnerable. Again let's pass. 

West might, however, cogitate 
a bit longer; though in the modern 
point count there are only ten high 
card points and one for a. double- 
ton, if you are old enough to have 
learned via Culbertson, there are 
2 Vi quick tricks which merits an 
opening bid. In short, points in 
Aces demand a second thought. So 
I would open with the West hand, 
although with considerable trepida- 
tion.

Eugene G. Rochow of 37 Squire 
Road is a member of the panel 
of 15 students representing Red 
China on the five-part series to be 
seen by more than 40,000 students 
from Maine to Washington, D.C. 

Based on a hypothetical 1975 
Congo crisis involving three super 
powers, the series requires stu- 
dents in the classroom to pretend 
they are citizens of a nation in- 
volved in the crisis. Each nation 
has its representatives (all local 
high school students) in the 3tudio 
who will receive telephoned advice 
from classroom “constituents” dur- 
ing the program, and written sug 
gestions following it. 

Majority vote by classroom view- 
ers will determine all policy de- 
cisions of the great powers: Red 
China (TV spokesmen at Channel 
representing all New England); 
the United States (headquarters 
in Syracuse, New York at WCNY- 
TV) ; and the Soviet Union (with 
a capital in Philadelphia at WNYY 
and a team of classroom students 
in Pennsylvania and Washington, 
D.C.). 

“Crisis: Congo” has been writ- 
ten by three students who partici- 
pated in “Cabinets in Crisis” last 
spring when they were seniors at 
Boston Latin School. The three, 
new college freshmen, are Richard 
Clarke, University of Pennsylvania; 
Bill McQueeney, Johns Hopkins 
University, and Stephen Smith, 
Boston University. 

In each area the TV spokesmen 
will attend regional meetings at 
which the classroom students may 
ask them questions and meet face 
to face with the young people they 
will be advising by phone and 
letter.

Enrollment Period 
For Insurance 
Under Medicare 

An enrollment period is nov, 
open to those over 65 who do not 
have medical insurance under the 
Medicare program. March 61 is the 
deadline. 

Those who enroll will have this 
protection beginning July 1. 

John E. Lonergan Jr., manager 
of the Social Security district of- 
fice in Cambridge, cautions those 
born before October, 1901, who 
have not yet .signed up, that this 
is their last chance to enroll. 

This insurance covers doctor bills 
for treatment in the doctor’s office, 
in the hospital, or in the home. 
Other items covered are: (hospital 
out-patient services; x-rays or 
other radiation treatment; surgical 
dressings, splints, casts and braces; 
ami physical therapy furnished by 
an approved agency. 

Medical insurance also helps pay 
the cost of the rental or purchase 
of necessary hospital equipment. 

The first $50 of the year’s medi- 
cal bills are not covered by medical 
insurance. It does pay 80% of 
reasonable charges for all covered 
services over the first $50. 

If the doctor orders nursing care 
or physical therapy at home, up to 
100 home health visits in a year) 
by an approved agency will bo paid j 
for by medical insurance without 
any charge. 

“Most private health insurance 
plans do not duplicate Medicare 
coverage, so those who do not 
enroll will find themselves without 
valuable basic health insurance pro- 
tection as medical bills pile up,” 
Lonergan said.

Area Rates Higher Than Most 
In Golden Wedding Anniversaries 


Of the 279.950 or so married 
couples in Middlesex County, how 
ninny of them are likely to bo to- 
gether to celebrate their golden 
wedding anniversaries? 

What are their chnnces of mark- 
ing their silver anniversaries? 

Interest in these matrimonial 
milestones has Iwnm aroused at this 
time because of the fact that one 
of America’s most famous couples, 
Dwight and Mamie Eisenhower, 
have just celebrated their 50th year 
of married life. 

That marital landmark will also 
be reached this year by no less than 
160,000 couples throughout the 
United States. 

According to figures worked up 
by insurance company statisticians 
here, based upon data taken from 
their own records and from govern- 
ment sources, the chnnces are now 
1 in .1 that a young Middlesex 
County couple, just married, will be 
able to reach the 50-year mark. 

That is the expectation, unless 
divorce or annulment intervene. In 
that event, all bets are off. 

Locally, there is less likelihood 
of such split-ups than in many com- 
munities. People in the area tend 
to get married young and to remain 
married for a longer time thnn is 
the case generally. 

The latest government findings 
show that some 63.8 percent of the 
local population over age 14 are 
now married. This includes 66.7 
percent of the men and 60.8 percent 
of the women in that age bracket. 

In 1916, when the Eisenhowers 
were married, the chances were only 
1 in 6 that they would live out their 
50 years together. Since then, with 
the great medical advances of the 
last half century, the odds have 
been brought down to 1 in 3. 

That is what Pat and Luci John- 
son Nugent now have going for 
them. And, with the further gains 
to be expected in the next 50 years, 
their chances will probably become 
considerably better than that. 

As for celebrating a silver wed- 
ding anniversary, the likelihood is 
excellent for today’s newly mar- 
rieds. Even when a man marries as 
late as age 34, if his bride is not 
appreciably older, their chances of 
living together for 25 years are 


better thnn 7 in 10. (Park Row 
News Service) 


Suffolk Law 
To Award 
Doctor's Degree 

Suffolk University Law School’s 
board of trustees, departing from a 
63-yenr tradition, has approved a 
change calling for the awarding of 
the degree of juris doctor instead 
of the familiar bachelor of laws 
degree. 

The change will take effect with 
the mid-year commencement Febru- 
ary 23 and follows the recommenda- 
tion of the law school faculty and 
90 per cent of Suffolk's law school 
students. It means that all future 
first degree law school graduates 
will have the designation J.D. 
(Juris Doctor) after their names 
instead of the traditional LL.B. 
(Bachelor of Laws). 

Suffolk thus will become the first 
New England law school to award 
the new degree in a growing na- 
tional trend. At present, 106 out of 
136 law schools approved by the 
American Bar Association confer 
the degree, and more than half of 
these institutions have switched 
since 1964. 

The American Bar Association 
has led the move to the juris doctor 
degree, which is the academic equi- 
valent of the bachelor of laws. How- 
ever, the Association notes that in 
the early days of formal legal edu- 
cation, an undergraduate degree 
was not necessary for study, while 
today the profession demands at 
least three years of study beyond 
the baccalaureate level. 

The Student Bar Association of 
Suffolk University Law School 
urged the change, declaring it 
would be in keeping with a uniform 
system of awarding professional 
degrees as in the case of students 
graduating from medical and dental 
school.

Future Town Planners P urposefu l Dunking^ 
At Work At Muraco 


Third and fourth grade students 
from Winchester's Muraco School 
have been scouting the area, snap- 
ping photos, shaping “Match Box" 
cities, nnd studying the Planning 
Board and Town Meeting actions 
on land usage iin the unit, “Plan- 
ning for Better cities.” 

When completed, their collection 
of pictures and write-ups will be 
exchanged with a class in the city 
of Boston as they expand from a 
study of their own town to metro- 
politan Boston. Joint field trips 
with the city children are planned 
to urban renewal projects nnd the 
Model Cities Program with joint 
discussions to follow. 

Part of the unit on cities em- 
bodies photography by the child- 
ren using inexpensive cameras to 
produce their own “learning ma- 
terials.” This part of the project 
is funded under the auspices of Or. 
John S. Gibson of 20 Cabot Street 
and the Lincoin-Filene Center for 
Citizenship and Public Affairs of 
Tufts University. 

40c Cameras 

Field trips have been taken in 
Winchester with 40c cameras is- 
sued to all children. Fact-finding 
sheets were given to every four to 
six-member team. The students 
were asked to record types of 
buildings in residential, industrial, 
commercial, private or public ar- 
eas. In their explorations the shut- 
terbugs snapped pictures which best 
illustrated the buildings found in 
each type of area. 

On their return from the field 
trip the students, under the gui- 
dance of photographer Major Mor- 
ris used easy and inexpensive ways 
to develop their film and produce 
pictures. The students used de- 
veloping paper sensitive to sun- 
light by holding their negatives 
up to the windows. Dunking the 
paper in hypo and developer pro- 
duced photographs for the ama- 
teurs. Mr. Morris assisted in the 
project. He has worked with the 
Educational Development Center in 
Newton in photography. (EDC is 
the New England Regional Labor- 
atory involved in exploring new 
ideas and tools for use in educa- 
tion.) 

The basic social studies project 
thus offers experiences with pho- 
tography as well as language arts 
and science. A camera is used to 
help the children to look more care- 
fully at what they see by focus- 
sing on only a small part of their 
world. 

City Planning 

Another facet of the unit in- 
volved use of the Children’s Mu- 
seum “Match Box,” “The City.” 
This “Match Box” is a collection 
of books, tapes, and articles for 
use in teaching about the city. 
Each day a city was planned and 
wooden buildings resembling fac- 
tories, homes, churches, etc. were 
arranged by different groups of 
students to demonstrate their un- 
derstanding of good land usage. 

In direct application of planning 
methods to Winchester the stu- 
dents learned about the elected five- 
man planning Board which studies 
the town and makes suggestions 
for placement of buildings, etc. 
Study included listening to a tape 
recording that was made at a re- 
cent Special Town Meeting invol- 
ving debate over apartment zon- 
ing and on an article requesting 
sidewalks for a particular area. 

Students have the opportunity 


to lenrn arguments for and again?* 
zoning changes and to debate thosi 
issues themselves. The unit will 
progress from studying these as- 
pects of their own community to 
the study of the city. 

According to Miss Clara Halver- 
son, social studies writer at Mu- 
raco School and author of the unit 
on “Planning for Better Cities.’ 
“In order to prepare young people 
to be effective voters and lenders 
of tomorrow, we must teach them 
not only to understand their en- 
vironment, but also to shape it. — 
It is not enough that students 
learn about the structure and func- 
tion of the city now; they need also 
to deal with problems and with is- 
sues which have conflicting points 
of view. Such a unit must be de- 
signed so that students have num- 
erous opportunities to restructure 
present reality.” 

“It is not enough to clear away 
the mythology and deal with is- 
sues which are sometimes left hid- 
den (i.e. some functions of cities 
do not satisfactorily provide for 
all people as in the case of hous- 
ing and employment for members 
od some minority groups). If we 
are not to leave students with only 
a sense of guilt and frustration, 
we must, in teaching (this) unit, 
equip the student with the tools to 
plan for change.”

Baby Cough ing- 
Parent Smoking 
Tie-In Reported 

“An interesting story from the 
January 5-Day Plan to Stop Smok- 
ing alt New England Memorial 
Hospital in Stoneham, was the re- 
port of a young married couple 
with a five-moruth-old baby,” states 
Walter E. Kloss, director of the 
plan. 

Both mother and father had been 
two-paek-a-day smokers, and dur- 
ing rthe wife’s pregnancy, she 
smoked even more than two packs 
per day. 

Since birth five months ago, their 
baby has suffered from colds, snif- 
fles, and even pneumonia, hut at 
the close of the five evening ses- 
sions, they told Mr. Kloss that their 
baby had stopped coughing, the 
sniffles ended, and it is now ex- 
periencing better health. 

The sessions started with a reg- 
istration of 156 on January 19, and 
on the 23rd, 104 finished the pro- 
gram with only 14, or 86.6%, not 
completely kicking the habit,. 

“This is above the average suc- 
cess rate of 80%, ” said Mr. Kloss. 

The 14 unsuccessful participants 
all indicated that they had signifi 
carvtly reduced their smoking 
habits. 

Assisting the director of the 5- 
Day Plan were Drs. Robert Roy, 
Roger Nelson, Ernest Horsley, and 
Edgar Latimer, llie Middlesex 
County' Tuberculosis Society again 
performed vital capacity and pul 
momiry function screening. 

Follow-up meetings for members 
of the January 5-Day Plan are 
continuing each Thursday evening 
at the hospital.

Homemaker Of Tomorrow Awards 
Announeed Bv General Mills 


Winners in local high schools in 
the 1969 Betty Crocker Search for 
the American Homemaker of To- 
morrow, an annual nation-wide 
competition with $110,000 in scho- 
larship awards, were announced re- 
cently. They are Jane E. Williams, 
a student at Marycliff Academy, 
and Jane Gayle Roberts, a student 
at Winchester High School. 

Each will receive a special Betty 
Crocker silver charm, and their pa- 
pers will be entered with those of 
other school winners in the state 
competition for the title, State 
Homemaker of Tomorrow.

Local Case Aides 
Boost Area 
Volunteer Service 

Interviews are now being ar- 
ranged at the Mystic Valley Men- 
tal Health Association office for j 
Case Aide Volunteers. And Win - 1 
Chester volunteers can attest that | 
for a personally satisfying commu- j 
nity service this program to assist 
individual mental patients is hard 
to beat. 

The Winchester Mental health 
Association is an affiliate of the 
Mystic Valley. And the Case Aide 
program at the Metropolitan State 
Hospital in Waltham is co-sponsor- 
ed by the Mystic Valley MIIA and 
the Mental Health Association of 
Central Middlesex. It is now in its 
founth year. 

The program has been success- 
ful in the resocializing of both men 
and women patients. Some have 
gone into foster homes, apartments, 
nursing homes, to work, or to their 
own homes. The Case Aides also 
have benefited by the program in 
broadening their knowledge of 
mental illness and the hospital. 
Some have gone on to further their 
education. 

A large number have continued 
in the program since the beginning 
and are working with their third 
or fourth patient. Another out- 
growth of the program is a social 
club for patients in and out of the 
hospital called “The Happies,” 
meeting three hours weekly in the 
Church of Our Redeemer in Lex- 
ington with varied programs in 
grooming, cooking, sewing, game 
playing and field trips. 

The Case Aide Program requires 
of the volunteer (men or women) 
one morning a week for a year, 
to work on a one to one basis 
with a patient supervised by a 
psychiatric worker. The qualifica- 
tions for a Case Aide include warm- 
th, understanding and the ability 
to care. 

A recent patient letter to a Case 
Aide tells a story by itself: 

Dear Mrs. Smith: 

“I called your home twice yes- 
terday and got no answer so I 
called today with the same re- 
sult. I assumed you were sick 
probably in bed and did not hear 
the phone. So if you are able to 
make it up here Friday to see her 
she is going to call me over and 
we will settle things definitely 
about my new job. 

“But Mrs. Smith don’t push your- 
self. If you don’t feel able don’t 
try you have your own health and 
family to consider. I hope you will 
be fully recovered by then but if 
you aren’t I will understand. You 
have already done lot more than 
I expected, but I have waited 35 
years and a few more days won’t 
matter. Give my regards to Jasper 
and the kids.

NET Studies 
Drug Prices 

The public is getting more and 
more bewildered and even down- 
right provoked over the cosit of 
medicine — when the same drug has 
a price tag of 99 cents in one 
pharmacy and $9.95 at another, 
for instance. 

National Educational Television’s 
reporters for “Your Dollar’s Worth” 
have just completed some very 
careful research and will broad- 
cast their findings on Channel 2 
Wednesday, February 26 at 9 p.m. 
(repeat Saturday, March 1 at 6 
p.m.). 

Several of the research team’s 
conclusions will only confirm what 
the ordinary citizen has long sus- 
peoted — that the markup on most 
drugs is about twenty percent 
above the wholesale cost, or about 
twice the national average for all 
retailing. In the case of some drug 
products the increase could go as 
high as 100 percent if the brand 
name instead of the generic name 
is used. 

Drug company representatives 
claim the price markup is neces- 
sary to finance research, while Dr. 
Philip Lee, assistant secretary for: 
Health and Scientific Affairs un- 
der President Johnson contends the 
companies don’t do enough research 
to justify the high profit margin.

Police Sign; 
Firemen Hold 


A preliminary report this week to Town Meeting members re- 
cords Personnel Board negotiating for I 969 Town salaries as complete 
except for that with the International Firelighters Local 1564. 

Police here have accepted a V/< 
raise which would bring base of- 
ficers’ pay to $8,350. They received 


a 12.3'ir raise last year — the first 
budget in which their pay was 
boosted over that of Firefighters. 

Firefighters here went up to 
8.2') in 1968. There is no report 
from either side, as negotiation 
continues. The delay is, however, 
interpreted by many .to mean that 
Local 1564 is asking again to be 
on an equal base scale with the 
police. 

Lack of agreement at this date 
means, according to Personnel 
Hoard Chairman Robert Ericson, 
that the annual Town Meeting 
session will not provide funding 
for the 1969 Fire Department 
salaries and that a special ses- 
sion will have to be called. This is 
because all bargaining commit- 
tees agreed prior to this year’s 
negotiations that agreement must 


be final 30 days prior to Town 
Meeting or he excluded from the 
Board’s 1969 annual session re- 
port. 

The Town Employees Associa- 
tion — affecting some 100 local 
workers — has signed for raises 
ranging from 7 to 9 r /r . School 
custodians break down at 6 and 
7", and food service workers at 
( a 2 r /r upgrading. 

The School Secretaries Associa- 
tion which bargained to the wire 
last year and received 12.4'/, , 
again will receive a wage raise: 
6 %. 

The Personnel report was sent 
in the nnme of Mr. Ericson and 
members Nelson Bell, Alexander 
Fay, Samuel Reid and Ralph Wil- 
helm. They will report to Town 
Meeting members once more be- 
fore the March 13 opening session.

Teens Need Aid 
In Winter Driving 

Many new drivers arc gotting 
their first taste of winder traction 
from behind the wheel of a oar — 
newly licensed teenagers, for ex- 1 
ample. This group is the special | 
concern of Police Chief, Joseph J. | 
Derro. 

According to the records, the 
Chief pointed out, younger drivers 
consistently arc involved in more 
than their share of traffic mishaps. 
And winter hazards only add to 
the problem. 

Chief Derro cited several reasons 
for this disproportionate involve- 
ment of youngsters in accidents — 
particularly during winter. 

Many of these newly licensed 
drivers, even those with the bene- 
fit of a high school driver educa- 
tion course, take their training in 
good weather. The result: while 
they can qualify for a license, they 
have never really experienced slip- 
pery pavements — until now. Con- 
sequently, they have not developed 
a sense of feel for driving on slip- 
pery surfaces, and when confronted 
by this situation for the first time, 
the result can be tragic. 

“The best suggestion I can make,” 
Chief Derro said, "based on re- 
commendation’s of the Internation- 
al Association of Chiefs of Police, 
is for these new drivers to prac- 
tice getting the feel of slippery 
surfaces on empty parking lots 
where there is plenty of room to 
maneuver. They should be accom- 
panied by a parent or other ex- 
perienced driver, of course.” 

The parent can also restrict the 
driving privilege until the teen- 
ager has demonstrated his ability 
to handle winter skid and traction 
problems adequately. 

The Chief said efforts are being 
made by the national Safety Coun- 
cil’s Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards to provide this kind of 
instructional opportunity through 
regular high-school driver educa- 
tion courses. 

For the past several years the 
committee has given professional 
instruction in winter driving tech- 
niques to selected driver education 
teachers so that they, in turn, can 
provide this type of instruction at 
the high-school level.

His report brought the only 
surprise of the evening ami led to 
the only differences between his 
lionrd and the Finance Commit- 
tee: 

The pre-publishpd request was 
for $91,140 to rebuild the dust- 
colleoting system ($38,300); over- 
haul the crane ($1(5,800); repair 
the furnace and chamber refrac- 
tory ($12,500); repair the draft 
and temperature control system 
( $1,259) ; and repair the existing 
building and improve the light- 
ing ($18,750). 

Surprise 

Mr. Doucette added a surprise 
request: $10,000 mo-re to raise the 
chimney stack 25 additional feet 
(it is now 60) in order better to 
disperse the smoke, and also to 
augment the draft. 

Ormond Hessler, Finance Com- 
mittee chairman, jumped to his 
feet with a disapproval of the ad- 
ditional monies. 

“We just learned of this on the 
floor here tonight,” he said. “We 
are in favor of the main project.” 
He affirmed Mr. Chadwick’s in- 
terpretation that his committee 
would like to amend the motion 
to delete the $10,000. 

No Evaluation 

“I know nothing about 'this and 
the Finance Committee hasn’t 
been able to evaluate it,” he said 
answering Mrs. Sally Kincaid as 
to whether the objection was bas- 
ed solely on the Committee’s ig- 
norance of the subject. 

William Kramer, Fay Spofford 
and Thorndike consultant answer- 
ed a first question from Mrs. 
Marcella Smith emphasizing that 
the added height would be only 
to disperse the dust better. 

He felt it would clear the Mu- 
raco School yard easily with this 
height. 

Air. Kramer told Edward Conley 
that improvements in the dust 
collector system should also blit- 
ter the situation. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Hcrberich asked 
if, since the Selectmen envisaged 
future improvements other than 
those to be voted on that night, 
the new height to the chimney 
could be constructed later. Mr. 
Doucette said yes, but the cost 
would be less if attached to the 
first improvement authorization. 

Contingency Funds? 

Richard Thurna ncxit asked Mr. 
Kramer for his outfit’s record 
over the post 10 years on keeping 
within its estimates and was told 
that excepting for where jobs in- 
cluded demolition there was no 
overrun. 

He next queried whether, since 
the chimney’s height is empirical 
and a seven and one-half percent 
contingency is projected, the ex- 
tra work could not be done with- 
in the contingency. 

Mr. Kramer disapproved of 
this and pointed out that many 
of the Winchester incinerator 
areas do include demolition. 

Other Means 

In answer to Edward Bingel’s 
question about other means of re- 
ducing smoke and soot the en- 
gineering specialist described an 
air “scrubber,” and an electro- 
static precipitator. Either would 
be major projects and expensive. 

One questioner noted prior 
freezings of exposed outside pipes 
anil asked had correction of this 
problem been included. He was 
told no. 

“If we raise the chimney 25 
feet, outsiders will know sooner 
than Winchesterites (when we 
are burning)...” said Mr. Kra- 
mer to bolster his estimate of 
the efficiency of the contemplated 
chimney height rise. 


run, and was told by Mr. Kramer 
that it should be run not less than 
1(5 hours a day, six days a week 
to keep heat constant. 

The question of an appropri- 
ation for periodic checkups elicit- 
ed an estimate of about eight to 
10 .thousand dollars a year. 

Michael Saraco reviewed the 
history of the initial project look- 
ing back with a turn-down at a 
Town Mooting due to site and a 
•two-year-la ter acceptance. 

Support 

Joseph Riga was the first to 
state support of the total pack- 
age. 

“I was surprised that there was 
at first no mention of the raising 
Df the stack,” he said, speaking 
of the many problems to the per- 
sons who live in the area. 

“If it would help, lett’s quit 
talking and vote the extra $10,- 
000 . 

Henry Heitz seconded these 
thoughts. 

Mr. Hessler repeated that his 
group went for the original pro- 
posal and pointed to the future 
expenditures to come on the in- 
cinerator. 

Sherman Snltmansh, former Se- 
lectman anil present candidate for 
the Board spoke as a member of 
the Board at the time of the in- 
cinerator construction in 1959. 

He praised the engineers and 
stated when the $500,000 mech- 
anism was being built they had 
said that the Town would have 
to come in for repairs about five 
years later. 

Despite his sympathy for the 
position of the Finance Commit- 
tee, he urged the full appropri- 
ation. 

Vote Whole 

The first vote — on the amend- 
ment to subtract the money for 
raising the stack — was a heavy 
no vote. There were no nays 
heard on the main motion. 

Authorization to the .Selectmen 
to petition the Legislature for 
borrowing in connection with “re- 
constructing and making extra- 
ordinary repairs to a municipal 
incinerator” under General Laws 
Chapter 44, Sections 7 and 10, 
was next voted through without 
discussion or opposition. 

Appraisals 

Article 2 asking for $5,000 to 
be expended by the Selectmen in 
appraising real estate, was next 
voted subsequently to Mr. Dou- 
cotte’s explanation that some 18 
parcels of property would be con- 
sidered at the annual Town Meet- 
ing anil that monies for apprais- 
ing Marycliff alone could come to 
$3,000. 

Questioned by John Bradley as 
to why the. just-published. Town- 
wide tux appraisals couldn’t be 
used, Mr. Doucette pointed out 
that it would not be legal to use 
them for the Town in event of 
litigation. 

Amend By-Laws 

Articles 3 and 4 followed, 
amending the by-laws of the 
Town relative to the distribution 
of political pamphlets, and pla- 
cards. 

Mr. Doucette pointed out that 
the laws involved have been found 
unconstitutional on the grounds 
that they violate the free speech 
amendment. 

The Finance Committee ap- 
proved. 

Town Counsel Leonard Mullen 
was asked whether this related to 
sound trucks and suid no, they 
were still prohibited. 

The amendments passed unani- 
mously.

Land Approved 

Article 5 authorizing the Se- 
lectmen to purchase about 14,473 
square feet of land and a single 
residence house at 26 Highland 
Avenue for $24,500 was also sup- 
ported by the Finance Committee 
as “consistent with” Town plan- 
ning policy.

Because of tol- 
erance, the residents (foreigners) and natives are nil 
individuals. There is no conformity. Stereotypes and 
proselytizers do not last long in Tule, as you will see. 

Among the residents are “gardeners, the house- 
proud, the lechers, the gamblers, the readers, the 
artistics, the talkers and Roque!.” Raquel de Castana 
is a Spanish aristocrat turned Communist and does 
her best to help people. She is impermeable to jokes 
but often very funny herself. She is nobly built and 
wholly in love with Bartolo, an unregenerate peon 
silversmith. 

The nthere is the honorable Freddie Winyard, 75 
years old and determined to die in the arms of a vir- 
gin Indian maiden. When he claims to be on his 
death bed, the residents all flock to visit him, bearing 
gifts. They are not amused to discover his terminal 
state is a ruse to get free liquor but they haven’t the 
energy to stay mad. 


Color It Black

Monday they took to the blackboards in the Se- 
lectmen's room and reported the story to the T own’s 
unpaid administrators. It was a presentation which* 
all departmental heads should have heard. 

|aines Costello, the Town comptroller, reported 
the squeeze in which the Town finds itself. There is 
a one million dollar revenue gap ahead here— or a 
live dollar increase on the local tax rate— without 
a single special item coming before next month’s 
Town Meeting. Seventy-one percent of the local 
budget comes from the property tax as against a 
national average of 50%. 

There has been a 69'” increase in the municipal 
services spending since 1965, according to Executive 
Secretary Edward Donnelly's figures stated Monday. 


In 1967 the State returned S965.000 to the I own 
on the local aid— via the so-called cherry sheet. In 
1968 it was S706.000 What can we look for this 
year? Mr. Costello believes it likely to lie going to 
Ire done to about S205.000. 

Radical solutions are needed. In what direction 
do they lie? 

Long range inter-municipality, master tax plan- 
ning reported by Mr. Donnelly looks to taking 
welfare and leathers retirement costs away I torn 
the local aitl fund and putting them into the State's 
general fund: tightening definitions of medical as- 
sistance needs; getting the Federal Government to 
take over medical assistance and welfare and the State 
to take over education. 

But immediately? No answers— unless from Gov- 
cnor Sargent’s reported look to a few years of “cou- 
solodation and appraisal.” 

The Fall Rivers. Lowells, New Bedfords are hav ing 
it tough enough. But the Westons, Wellesleys. Win- 
chesters are in the biggest squeeze. Single residence 
tax payers wanting lop quality services with no tax 
base relief. 

Something's got to give.

So many people here in town 
have raised questions about the 
interim tax proposals «f Governor 
Sargent that I would like, through 
your columns if I may, /to offer 
some answers. 

The Governor has stressed that 
the .tax proposals are not partisan 
proposals, nor would they be per- 
manent, nor does he insist that the 
Legislature pass them unchanged 
if the legislators have any better 
ideas. 

The Governor was simply re- 
quired by state law to submit a 
balancer! budget by January 22. 
only days after he assumed the 
governorship. He hnd to deal with 
'the state fiscal situation as he 
found it. 

Having met that legal require- 
ment by the deadline, Governor 
Sargent is now seeking to sot the 
state’s financial house in order. 

He has already announced plans 
in a cutback of the burgeoning 
Medicaid program which should 
save $35 million, half in state 
funds, half in federal. He has an- 
nounced that he and his staff are 
looking for more “fat” /to trim, 
and he will have more cuts to 
suggest in coming weeks. 

Furthermore, the Governor has 
made clear that he shares ithe 
view of many other citizens that 
our whole /tax structure needs an 
overhaul. His proposals, subject to 
legislative changes, are intended 
only to bridge the gap in time while 
the special commission studying 
the overall tax picture finishes its 
work and makes its report, hope- 
fully by this summer. The impor- 
tant state government reorganiza- 
tion plan is also pending. 

This interim period is an awk- 
ward time, particularly for a new 
governer suddenly taking charge. 
T am sure the people will give him, 
the /tax commission, and the Leg- 
islature the £pw months they need 
to do a proper job.

Dear Voter, 

In the February 13, 1969, issue of the Winchester Star, 
I discussed my reasons for running for the Winchester School 
Committee us well as my qualifications for that elective 
office. In this letter to you, the voters of Winchester, I will 
discuss the two major functions of the School Committee. 

First, the School Committee must he concerned with the 
financial guidance and supervision of the school system’s 
budget. The Committee shares this responsibility with the 
Finance Committee and the Superintendent of Schools. This 
is a constant and important function for our School Commit- 
tee. 

The second function — setting policy guidelines for the 
school system — is, in my estimation, the most important 
activity of the School Committee. Once a policy has been 
established, all other factors: budget, curriculum, and pro- 
gram full into line. Consequently, a School Committee 
should devote substantial effort to the process of policy 
guidelines that affect our children and the taxpayers. 

What are the elements in this policy-making process? 1 
believe there are three: 

— the Law 

— the Individual 

— the Publ ic 

Let us consider these elements. First, the Law: each School 
Committee is hound by certain legal regulations — local, 
slate, and federal — with which it must comply. No policy 
can he altered or formulated without cognizance of these 
laws. Second, the Individual: each School Committee offi- 
cial must make the best professional and personal judgment 
while working with the rest of the Committee to set policy 
guidelines. 

Third, the Public: no decision for policy guidelines can 
he complete without consideration of the attitudes and 
opinions of the citizens. This, in my opinion, is the most 
important part of the process whereby policy guidelines 
are created. 1 1 is the citizen who. by his vote, elects indi- 
viduals to the School Committee. It is the citizen who there- 
fore has the right to he consulted before any policy can he 
set. I believe it is the duty of the School Committee, us 
elected representatives, to listen closely to the citizens on 
matters regarding education policy and operation of the 
school system before setting any policy guidelines. 

When each of these factors: the law, the individual, 
and the public are thoughtfully considered, policy guidelines 
most appropriate for the Winchester School System will 
result. 

If elected as your representative to the Winchester 
School Committee, 1 will he sensitive and responsive in 
currying out these two major functions of the School Com- 
mittee.

Me have recently bought a house 
in Winchester. This is our first — 
and probably our last — home. I 
regret that this very important 
decision was made solely on the 
basis of academic and economic 
reasons. I think that one should be 
able to feel a warmth from a town. 
In the past year this has been 
sorely lacking. I have traveled and 
resided throughout N. E. and 
never have I encountered the dis- 
interest, ignorance, rigidity, rude- 
ness and insularity that one finds 
here, ir the people that I have 
met— with some few exceptions — 
are any criteria of the rest of the 
populace, I feel very sorry for 
Winchester. 

One other thing that I feel I 
mast bring up, small as it may 
seem.

1 have had the opportunity 
to see for myself how the eliildren 
have been corrected. The flag is 
still rolled in a ball and fossed on 
the top of the lockers. 

To most of the good citizens of 
this town this may seem a petty 
subject but I think otherwise. My 
"ffltVTren can sec enough disrespect 
for this country by watching the 
evening news without finding it in 
school, deliberate or not. I was 
brought up in a strong patriotic- 
atmosphere and I apologize to no 
one for my feelings in this matter. 

I .realize that what I have had 
to say may seem harsh but it is 
the result of 11 months of living, 
observing and learning. I might 
add that this opinion has advocates 
other than myself. I have heard it 
expressed by newcomers and 20- 
year residents alike, to one degree 
or another. 

Finally, it seems to me that a 
town with the potential of Win- 
chester should do much more for 
and with its so obvious assets. If 
it does not it is a town in shame. 
I find it particularly saddening that 
human communication on all levels 
— except the essential — is ap- 

parently something to fear.

Refinery Topic 
For Macdonald 

Congressman Torbert II. Mac- 
donald has announced he has sent 
letters to both the Secretary of 
Commerce and the Secretary of the 
Interior urging speedy approval of 
the proposals which would enable 
an oil refinery to be buillt in 
Machiasport, Maine. 

Approved recently was an ap- 
plication for the creation of a 
foreign trade zone at Machiusportt 
by the committee of alternates of 
the Foreign Trade Zone Board. 

Mr. Macdonald termed the de- 
cision by the alternates “a crucial 
first stop” but warned that the 
toughest battle may remain to be 
fought. He was referring to the oil 
import quota application which 
must be approved by the Secretary 
of Interior. 

Mr. Macdonald noted that In- 
terior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
bad, as governor pf Alaska, joined 
a suit to block the creation of the 
Maine trade zone, but the Con- 
gressman added that “as Secretary 
of the Interior he now represents 
the interests of the entire country 
and I am hopeful that he will re- 
view the situation in a fair and 
impartial manner.” 

Mr. Macdonald, one of the ear- 
liest advocates of the proposed re- 
finery project and chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Com- 
munications and Power, said the 
purpose of this letter to the Sec- 
retary of Commerce is to request 
final approval of the alternates’ 
decision by /the full Foreign Trade 
Zone Board just as soon as j>os- 
sible. 

The assistant Majority Leader 
for New England predicted that 
“the going will begin to get tough" 
and expected that tremendous pres- 
sure will be brought to hear on key 
figures involved in the final phase 
of approval, especially the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

Mr. Macdonald stated “those of 
that favor tho project must 
join together in a coordinated effort 
to speuk loudly and clearly fori 
the consumer of New England who I 
is currently paying the highest | 
prices in the country for refined ] 
jil products.”

Driving Tips 
For Winter 

Chief of Police Joseph J. Derro 
has reviewed February 9’s storm 
in terms of traffic problems re- 
sulting throughout the town. 

Chief Derro listed lack of fore- 
sight, impatience, and failure to 
adjust to conditions among the 
main driver errors that caused vast 
tieups and fender-bender collisions. 

He ottered the following tips 
provided by the International As- 
sociation of chiefs of Police to 
help keep traffic moving in severe 
weather: 

Keep check on winter weather 
reports. When a storm’s reported 
brewing, even before it hits, ad- 
just driving schedules ito give more 
time to reach the destination. 

— Keep alert to announcements of 
snow emergency routes as desig- 
nated by your town officials Avoid 
streets and intersections where tie- 
ups commonly occur. 

— Allow considerably more dis- 
tance between cars. Slow down on 
slippery streets. 

— Plan every maneuver well in 
advance. Accelerate, steer, and 
stop smoothly. Pump brakes when 
stopping to maintain both steer- 
ing and stopping control. 

— Get the feel of the road. Know 
just how slippery that surface real- 
ly is. Watch for temperature 
changes. Ice at 30 degrees is twice 
as slick as it is at 0 degrees. 

— Be alert for icy spots. Ice lasts 
longer on bridges and in shaded 
areas. 

— Equip you car with snow' tires 
or studded tiros and use reinforced 
tire chains for severe conditions, 
— Keep al! windows clear — inside 
and out. 

— Park off the street during a 
storm. Let the snow plows get 
through. 

The Chief concluded with this 
reminder: 

“Using safety belts is never out 
of season.”

Many taxpayers have forgotten 
to compute the 7.5 percent sur- 
charge on -their 1968 Federal tax re- 
turn, Noriar Pahigian, statistician 
at the Internal Revenue Service, 
told members of the Winchester 
Rotary Club recently. 

Not only are some taxpayers for- 
getting to add the surcharge but 
others are subtracting it, Pahagian 
said. Taxpayers who fail to com- 
pute the surcharge are being sent 
corrected bills or refunds, the IRS 
statistician explained. 

He told members of the Rotary 
Club that the IRS this year is mak- 
ing a concerted effort to have Fed- 
eral taxpayers due refunds file 
early so IRS ean process the re- 
fund speedily. Normally a refund 
check is delivered in five to six 
weeks after a taxpayer files a cor- 
rect return. 

Of the 18 million returns pro- 
cessed at the IRS Center in An- 
dover last year, more than 8 million 
received refunds totaling $1,446,- 
000,000 he said.

Government Pays 
$50 Million For 
Recreation 

More than $50 million has been 
obligated by the Federal Bureau of 
1 Outdoor Recreation's Northeast Rc- 
' gionnl Office for the planning, ac- 
1 quisition and development of out- 
door recreation areas and facilities 
I in the Northeast. 

The announcement was made by 
Rolland B. Handley. Regional Di- 
rector of the Bureau’s Northeast 
I Regional Office in Philadelphia. 

According to Handley. 658 pro- 
jects hnve been approved for more 
than $50 million in matching 
grants from the Land and Water 
‘ Conservation Fund between Jan- 
uary 1, 1965 and February 7, 1969. 

The Land and Water Conserva- 
tion Fund Act was passed by Con- 
! gress in 1964 and became opera- 
tional in January, 1965. Since that 
time it has become an effective 
'force in helping the States, their 
i political subdivisions, and the Fed- 
eral agencies provide outdoor rec- 
reation opportunities for the coun- 
try's expanding population. 

The $50 million mark was sur- 
passed when a project proposal 
from Manchester. New Hampshire 
was approved. The Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation has obligated some 
$154,350 to aid the community in 
the acquisition and development of 
a ski slope.

Dr. Alpert Seeks State Support 
To Continue Work At Poison Center 


The Boston Poison Information 
Center is seeking: support of a bill 
in the Legislature to convert to a 
State public agency, says Dr. .Tool 
J. Alpert of 6 Partridge Lane, 
secretary of the Center. 

Use of the Center has gone bo 
20,000 persons in 1068 over 200 
in .10, 64, when it was established. 
This is making the cost prohibitive 
to the four Boston hospitals which 
now absorb it. Dr. Alpert explained, 

A hearing on the bill was held 
Tuesday in the Stoote House. “I 
urge citizens to call or write their 
representatives in support of this 
bill,” said Dr. Alpert, who also is 
chief of the Family and Child 
Health Division at The Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center in Boston. 

One In Five 

“One in five children are ac- 
cidentally poisoned once by the age 
of five,” according to Dr. Alpert. 
“Accidental poisoning of children, 
who are the prime victims, can 
result in their denth or disability. 
Batter methods of treatment and 
prevention are mandatory. 

If the Center became state sup- 
ported it would cost about $150,000 
the first year, according to Dr. Al- 
pert. With further Federal govern- 
ment commitments in the next five

years, however, the Massachusett s 
Poison Center, hooked into a re- 
gional computer system, could 
serve the entire northeast, ho said. 

Realignment of the Boston Cen- 
ter, now located at The Children s 
Hospital, 300 Longwood Avepue, 
Boston, could eliminate duplication 
within the State. For example, 
three poison centers serve the 
Springfield area, where but one is 
needed. Dr. Alpert pointed out. 

Growing Hazard 

Crowing numbers and various 
kinds of toxic drugs, coupled with 
insufficient labeling and inadequate 
explanations of ingredients, hamper 
a physician’s ability to cope with 
accidental poisoning. “A cost-con- 
scious State cannot afford to over- 
look this growing hazard,” Dr. 
Alpert said. 

Under State sponsorship, the 
Poison Center in Boston would 
serve as a back-up for Centers in 
Springfield. Worcester, New Bed- 
ford, Fall River and Pittsfield. A 
full-time staff would be mandatory 
with four hospitals providing phy- 
siean coverage as needed. 

Currently, coverage of the Poison 
Center is provided by Children’s 
Hospital, City Hospital. Massachu- 
setts General and the Boston Float- 
ing. Resident pediatricians answer 
calls for information, and a part- 
time medical director, clerk and 
secretary, in addition to the re- 
sources of the four hospitals, are 
available. Dr. Alpert explained. 

In addition to providing informa- 
tion, according to Dr. Alpert, the 
Center involves all the teaching 
pediatric services in Boston, the 
Department of Legal Medicine of 
Harvard Medical School, the Mas- 
sachusetts Chapter of the American 
academy of General Practice, the 
Massachusetts Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, the Massachusetts Chap- 
ter of the Americal Academy of 
Pediatrics, and the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health,

trumps, play the Aeo of clubs and 
ruff the suit until ho cwi discard 
his losing spades on the remaining 
good clubs. 

With a little extra thought, how- 
ever, by South, when the dummy 
goes down, there is a safer way to 
make the seven. For if hearts break 
3-1, there aren’t enough leads to the 
North hand to set up the clubs with- 
out the possibly losing finesse. Just 
concentrate on getting rid of the 
losers in the South hand, namely 
three spades. One will go on the 
Ace of diamonds, and two can be 
ruffed by North. Cheek first of 
course for enough loads, and away 
you go. 

There are vnriatons to the play 
depending on the opening lead, but 
the general nppronch is ns follows. 
Take out one round of hearts with 
the Ace before leading toward the 
Ace of spades and ruffing n spade. 
Then over to the King of diamonds 
and ruff the second spade, back to 
the South hand with the Queen of 
diamonds. Now take out the trumps 
with two leads if neressary, lead 
to the board with the Ace of clubs 
and discard the last spade on the 
Ace of diamonds. (If a club is led 
originally, you have to discard the 
spade on the Ace of diamonds the 
last time you are in the North 
hand, which involves playing the 
Queen of diamonds first; you come 
back to the South hand with a 
club ruff to lead out the trumps.) 

Now back to the bidding. Pick 
your favorite partner and see if 
you would reach the slam in hearts. 
In actual competition no one bid 
•the cold seven, and only three of 
the ten pairs bid six. Ail of which 
•only proves wliat any bridge player 
knows, — a partner you can com- 
municate with so that you know 
where the cards are, whether by a 
straightforward system, a compli- 
cated one, or varying degrees of 
E.S.P., is a joy and delight and 
worth his weight in milled gold.

Behind the State law is the be- 
lief that persons afflicted with men- 
tal illness or retardation should 
be eared for and treated, whenever 
possible, in their own community. 

Too often due to the lack of faci- 
lities close -to home, patients must 
be sent to distant hospitals, cut off 
from families, friends and jobs. As 
a result they are forced to cope 
not only with their mental condi- 
tion, but also with the strangeness 
and loneliness of a large institution. 
Long-term, in-patient care often 
has adverse effects, especially 
where custodial care has not been 
supplemented by programs of re- 
habilitation and training. 

Mystic Valley Community 

The Commonwealth has been 
divided into 37 areas. Winchester’s 
is the Mystic Valley. In addition 
to a director, each area is ad- 
ministered by the area hoard com- 
posed of 21 citizens who live and 
work within the area and who have 
demonstrated an interest in the 
problems of the mentally ill and the 
mentally retarded. 

The concept of community care 
will establish in each area a com- 
prehensive program eventually to 
provide 24 hour day and night 
care, both in-patient and out- 
patient, for long or short periods 
of time, for children and adults. 

In establishing comprehensive 
services in each area, the emphasis 
is on care, not on buildings. Exist- 
ing community facilities will be 
used and expanded wherever feasi- 
ble. 

The area boards serve as official 
agencies of the Commonwealth, 
within the Department of Mental 
Health to represent the citizens. 

Mystic Valley’s board members 
have been meeting monthly asses- 
sing the needs of the five communi- 
ties and planning for future ser- 
vices. 

To assist in this direction, there 
are now two sub-committees: the 
Mental Health Services Advisory 
Committee and the Mental Retard- 
ation Services Advisory Commit- 
tee. 

1970 Budget 

The Mental Health Services Ad- 
visory Committee has had the 
availability of a State-wide direc- 
tory of services published by the 
Massachusetts Mental Health As- 
sociation — a help determining all 
on-going programs in Mystic Val- 
ley. This committee, working to- 
gether with Dr. Morton B. New- 
man, director of the Mystic Valley 
Children’s Clinic, submitted to the 
State a specific proposal to ex- 
pand the services offerer! by the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Cen- 
ter and to offer needed adult out- 
patient sendees here.

Superintendent of Streets Rob- 
ert O'Brien asked the same. 

“We have had more difficulty 
hiring outside equipment during 
this storm than that on February 
10 . . . also the snow has drifted 
and is wet.” He repeated that his 
men are getting very tired. He 
asked anyone with mechanized 
plows or bulldozers to get in touch 
with his department. 

Fire Chief Francis Amico is 
seriously disturbed: 

“This is very, very serious for 
tha whole town. I pleat I with the 
people to clear their hydrants and 
ta mark them . . . Also they must 
clear two exits from their homes 
and do their best to keep paths 
round the houses clear. 

“Most important is exceptional 
fire prevention care . . . H’e can 
have such a serious situation if 
we do have a fire . . . loss of power 
could briny the use of candles and 
other fire hazards.”

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Massachusetts CPA Society Offers 
Timely Help To The Taxpayer 

Vocational School Opening 
To Be Delayed Six Months 


(This is one of a scries of articles 
prepared by the Massachusetts So- 
ciet> of CPAs on money-saving tav 
“tips" in the preparation of the 
1010 Federal Individual Income Tax 
Return.) 

Did you deduct 50 percent of 
your premiums (tip to a maximum 
of $150) for medical and hospital- 
ization insurance policies on your 
return last year? 

Many taxpayers overlooked this 
deduction, according to George 
Rrody, CPA. chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Federal Taxation of the 
Massachusetts Society of CPA 
who adds that a similar allowance 
for such premiums paid during the 
19(58 tax year is permitted on re 
turns due on or before April 15. 

The balance of such payments 
in excess of $150 are to be treated 
ns ordinary medical expenses, en- 
titling you to a further deduction 
in the event your total medical 


expenses are in excess of three 
percent - ‘ your adjusted gross in- 
come. 

He ’• haw it works: 

You n: d $280, for example, foT 
Blue C and Blue Shield cover- 
age in 1908. Your adjusted gross 
income was $0,000. You also paid 
$20 in -tor’s bills for your 67- 
yo.'-r- id dependent father who was 
not coi red by insurance or Medi- 
care. 

You can deduct $140 (50 percent) 
of the $280 paid in insurance pre- 
miums. This is your total allow- 
able medical deduction, since the 
halancp of premiums ($140) and 
the payments to your father’s doc- 
tor ($30) are less ($170) than 
three percent ($180) of your ad- 
justed gross income. 

Assume, however, that your 
father's doctor bills were $300. In 
this case, you can claim a deduction 
of $400. ($140, as before, plus $260 
representing the balance when $180 
(3 percent of your adjusted gross 
income) is subtracted from the 
$440 total of the rest of your in- 
surance payments ($140) and the 
$300 paid your father’s doctor.) 

Taxpayers frequently fail to take 
other allowable medical deductions, 
overlooking such expenses as: 
Transportation charges for visits 
to the doctor’s office, such as taxi 
fare, or a mileage allowance of five 
cents a. mile when driving your 
own car. Airline and railroad fares 
are also deductible for visits to a 
specialist in another city for diag- 
nosis or treatment of a specific 
illness or disability. 

The cost of artificial teeth, eye- 
glasses, hearing aids, orthopedic 
shoes and braces, elastic hosiery, 
etc., areoalso deductible. 

If your wife lost) her crowning 
glory as the result of an illness, 
the cosit of a wig or artificial hair- 
piece will he allowed by the IRS. 
The costs of hairpjeces or toupees 
for men are not deductible, how- 
ever, since Ualdneaa is a natural 
condition for men, according to the 
IRS, and nc-t one that is likely to 
be seriously injurious to the male 
ego. 

Vitamins If Special 
You cannot deduct payments for 
funerals, illegal operations or nar- 
cotics. 

The cost of birth control pills are 
deductible when prescribed for a 
woman whose mental or physical 
health would be endangered by 
having a child. 

The cost of whiskey, when pre- 
scribed for a,patient suffering fixup 
a chronic heart condition, is de- 
ductible. The cost of a special diet 
for the same patient, even though 
ordered by a physician, is not, since 
it is considered a substitute for the 
food he would normally eat. 

The cost of installing an elevator, 
which does not increase the value 
of a home but is ordered by a 
physician for use by a cardiac 
patient, can be deducted as a medi- 
cal expense. The cost of swimming 
lessons to improve the patient’s 
general health is not deductible, 
however, since the regulations hold 
that deductible medical expenses 
must be incurred in the cure and 
treatment of specific illnesses and 


A six-month delay in the open- 
ing of the Northeast Metropoli- 
tan Regional Vocational High 
School is announced this week in 
an official release put out under 
the name of its chairman. George 
E. Lodgen of Malden. 

Originally planned to open next 
September for 1,200 students 
f rom 1 1 area towns in addition 
to Winchester, the school will not 
be ready before January. 1970. 

A breakdown in work schedules 
was blamed by the chairman, who 
said that “the failure of the gen- 
eral contractor. Frnscn Construc- 
tion, Inc. of Lynn, and some sub- 
contractors to complete scheduled 
work in the fall caused the post- 
ponement. Since then, the situ- 
ation has been complicated by ad- 
verse weather conditions.” 

Budget Reductions 

His announcement pointed to 
small reductions in the 1969 bud- 
get assessments to the commu- 
nities which could bo looked to 
due to the delay. 

Marshall Kincaid of 12 Pros- 
pect Street, has been Winches- 
ter representative on the area 
School Committee for the past 
four years and is due to be re- 
placed - next week by Edward 
Sharkey of 220 Forest Street 
running for the office Mr. Kincaid 
did not seek again. 

Mr. Kincaid repeated, as he was 
reported thinking by the Star of 
September 12, that in his opinion 
the delay in cons-truotion was due 
primarily to a hold-up in a sewer 
easement through the property of 
a Wakefield abutter. 

He also told the Star that the 
delay in the appointment of a di- 
rector amounts to “a complete 
state of impass,” due to State red 
tape relative to the choice of 
out of State personnel in this job.

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Editorial *: 

Up To The Individual 


As this last piece of copy for today's paper is being 
written (2 p.m. Wednesday) the large interest, the 
spectacle and the fun of the storm are disappearing 
fast and the nightmare aspects are taking over. 

It would seem likely that the State will go under 
Civil Defense regulations as soon as severe situations 
build. If it hasn't, it should have. 

Oldtimcrs are more accustomed to fending for 
themselves .and less accustomed to depending entire- 
ly upon the public services. They arc not usually the 
ones first to call in the complaints to the police, the 
highwaymen, the selectmen. 

The magnitude of the storm is making oldtimcrs 
of all of us in the sense that we must for the sake of 
our own and our neighbors' families take on respon- 


sibilities as though we had no fire department, no 
police, no public plows. 

The pleas of the Fire Chief today seem to us of 
highest priority. The men can no longer do it for 
you: clear your hydrant, clear around your home, but 
most important of all. -tec that no fire gets storied. 

Each citizen must also see that his own and his 
neighbor's car is not blocking plows and therefore 
police cars and fire engines. 

Young people have a lot to say these days about 
their elders' faults. They have been reported very 
helpful in many ways and places in the last few (lavs. 
Today they should all be out shovelling their own 
and their neighbors paths not for money but as 
though their lives depended on it. 


The Candidates 


In Monday's vote Town-wide offices will be elected. 
Of these.- there arc contests for three: Selectman. 
School Committee, Library Trustee. On Monday 
night all but one of the candidates were present at 
the League of Women Voters' Candidates’ Night. 

Our impression there was. that the good, strong, 
fiveway run for the school board had done what it 
should do— sharpen the attitude of the candidates and 
the interest of the attendants. The candidates took 
turns getting a good hand— many times with almost 
equal response. 

There were many areas of agreement— many of 
difference. Messrs. Del Rossi, Kline, Lawrance and 
Whitten appeared to stand the closest together when 
asked what their attitude would be if asked, as 
school board members, for more guidance people and 
psychologists. It is a reflection of the growing under- 
standing of what Mr. Lawrance called "the nub for 
many children,” that realization of the importance of 
this adjunct to education is increasingly understood. 

Mr. Kline articulated the background for need 
when he said, "the kids are searching . . . they are 
saying will somebody please help me” and expressed 
his feel for the importance of building better adults. 
The guidance services appeared to fit into Mr. Whit- 
ten's overall pleas for aid to the underachievter. 


It is also a highlight on the dilemna of the services 
vs. fiscal crisis situation in many Town municipal de- 
partments that, as Mr. Del Rossi cited, already $9,000 
of I960 Winchester School Department budget allo- 
cation has been deleted from the budget (at tlte in- 
sistance of the Finance Committee) . 

Mr. Del Rossi had earlier stated that Winchester is 
using I.Q. tests dated 1936 and has a 300 to 1 coun- 
selor ratio in the secondary schools and an 1100 to 
one ratio for elementary students. 

The office of Selectman is being sought by a mem- 
Izcr of the present Finance Committee and by a for- 
mer member of the Board. When Mr. Saltmarsh first 
announced his candidacy the Star erroneously said 
he would be the first to run for office a second time. 
We had in mind since 1938, when three-year terms 
were initiated and must qualify now to say that dur- 
ing the war years there were irregular terms and 
some second terms. 

The im|K>rtant fact is that in the present race there 
arc two qualified men running. Mr. Saltmarsh's prior 
service should not be held against him. Traditions 
are going by the board in other areas too, as chal- 
lengers appear to question the establishment. This is 
to the good. Monday's vote for Selectman oilers two 
good candidates. The Town is fortunate. 


A Tip In Time 


Two-way radios, inter-town police teletypes and 
alert police officers still can't apprehend looters if 
clues to their identity are missing. But given a nice 
clear registration number and a description of a car 
and the inter-organizational communications work 
well. 

Last week Tuesday a young Winchester teenager 
told her mother about the suspicious feeling she had 
about a group of young men driving a light blue 
Cadillac and asking questions about Myopia Hill 
Road. I he mother did what Police Chief Joseph 
Dcrro has been asking citizens to do for a long time: 
site acted on die hunch. 

Her call came into the desk at Police headquarters 
here just about the time Officer Roland Roy was 


recording the story of a break and theft from a 
householder on Myopia Hill. A few hours, several 
town boundaries, one police chase and several gun- 
shots later three young men (two from Medford and 
one from Somerville) were arrested by Newton police 
in Weston. They were the ones about whom the 
young lady here had felt suspicious. The Cadillac was 
running on plates from a car previously stolen in 
Newton. Many of the items missing from the West 
Side Hill home here were found among the posses- 
sions of the young men. 

The area-wide epidemic of breaks and thefts has 
every police officer and every householder worried. 
It is increasingly serious. Chief Dcrro repeats again 
that his men would rather follow up a lead to nothing 
than miss one which gets their man. 


But A Shooting Chase? 


Commendations go unqualified to the teenager 
mentioned above and to the Winchester Police. 

But— what about the high speed chase from Newton 
into Weston with, apparently, guns ablaziug? A 
Newton police car lacing up Commonwealth Avenue 
(Route 30) . through Auburndale Septate, across 
Route 128 ami into Weston, \ccording to the Globe, 
"A two-utile, highspeed, bullet-punctuated tar chase?” 

Just one of the cats going out of control could 

have killed five or sL\ people. A stray bullet? Aren't 


they all stray under those conditions? And had there 
been a latai accident, was it worth it to apprehend 
the young men anil recover some TV sets and fur 
coats, etc.? 

This is the dilemma of the police all over and the 
answers arc not easy. But we still contend that all 
|rolice auto-chases must be condemned and outlawed 
and that not until it is done will the law protection 
departments tlevelop belter the alternatives to catch 
their prey.

Mr. Armstrong 
Responds To 
Mr. LaTorella 

Editor of the Star: 

This letter is in response to a let- 
ter from Frederick LaTorella pub- 
lished in the Star last week, ques- 
tioning the report of the. Town Gov- 
ernment -Study Committee as pre- 
sented at a meeting at the Town 
Hall on January 21, 1969. 

To go hack a bit, the Town Gov- 
ernment Study Committee unani- 
mously voted to present to the An- 
nual Town Meeting an article fa- 
voring the creation of a Depart- 
ment of Public Works. Before this 
was publicized, we thought it would 
be only fair to inform the members 
of the boards which would be af- 
fected, as to exactly what our plans 
were, before it was presented to the 
Annual Town Meeting. 

We invited the board members of 
the Park, Cemetery, and Water and 
Sewer Departments to a meeting, 
as well as representatives of the 
Finance Committee, the Planning 
Board, the Personnel Board, the 
Town Counsel, the Town. Controller, 
and the Town Moderator. 

At this meeting, I read a draft 
of a report which was printed in 
the Star on January 23. After f 
read this report, the meeting was 
thrown open to general discussion, 
and there were quite a few com- 
ments from the Park and Cemetery 
Commissioners, and front others 
present. The Winchester Star had a 
reporter there who took notes and 
reported some of the comments of 
the speakers in an article which ap- 
peared in the Star on January 23. 

Around nine o’clock that night, 
the invited members left, but the 
members of the Town Government 
Study Committee remained, along 
with the reporter from the Star. At 


that time, several technical changes 
were made in the text to clarify the 
wording, but no substantive chang- 
es whatsoever were madev This was 
an open meeting throughout. When 
the changes were completed, a copy 
was given to the reporter from the 
press, and the meeting was ad- 
journed. 

We did not make a transcript of 
what was said nt this open meet- 
ing, and Mr. LaTorella was present 
at the meeting, as was the reporter 
from the Star, to report anything 
she thought pertinent. 

Mr. LaTorella now has the re- 
port of the Town Government 
Study Committee which was read 
at the meeting, and I trust he has 
had time to compare it with the 
report as printed in the Star, to put 
his mind at ease that there were no 
substantive changes whatsoever 
made in the report. 

I am at a loss to understand what 
further information Mr. LaTorella 
wants, especially since he told me 
he was essentially in favor of a 
Department of Public Works.

The firefighters prevented a much 
greater spread of the fire than did 
take place. Not only that, but they 
cleaned up much of the refuse af- 
terwards. 

My neighbors wore also very 
kind and helpful — offering a place 
to sleep and eat for my dog and me. 
It certainly meant a lot.

ABM Meeting Planned For March 6 
At Hadley Hall, Church Of Epiphany 


The information meeting plan- 
ned to present the pros and cons 
of the controversial Sentinel An- 
tiballistic Missile System will he 
held March 6 whether or not there 
arc subsequent announcements on 
the part of the government indi- 
cating a slow-down or cancellation 
for the system. 

The meeting will be at 8 p.m. 
in Hadley Hall of the Church of 
■the Epiphany. 

Plans call for speakers repre- 
senting both sides of the issue, 
followed by a question and answer 
period. 

Local opponents of the system, 
are however, reporting difficulty 
finding qualified speakers, from 
the Boston area or elsewhere, who 
will speak in favor of the nation- 
al project. 

Already scheduled to .peak in 
opposition are Prof. George W. 
Rathjens of MIT and Prof. Edgar 
M. Babtome of the Boston Uni- 
versity government department. 
Prof. Bottome resides here at 3 
Chesterford Road East. 


According to Mrs. Robert Dan- 
ley of 2 Fenwick Road, the spon- 
soring group has spent more than 
two weeks of effort directed at 
locating supporting speakers. 

Government agencies, the aca- 
demic community, private groups 
engaged in defense research, and 
businesses engaged in defense re- 
search and development have all 
been approached with no success 
as yet. 

First requests were made to the 
Defense Department and the Ar- 
my Corps of Engineers. Accord- 
ing to a spokesman in the De- 
fense Department public relations 
office at the Pentagon, present po- 
licy prevents that department 
from debating or discussing mat- 
ters of established national po- 
licy, such as the Sentinel Anti- 
ballistic System. 

The same reply was received 
from Walter Mackey, information 
officer at the Army Corps of En- 
gineers in Waltham, who relayed 
the request to headquarters in 
Huntsville, Alabama. Both agen- 


cies also rejected the offer of a 
platform, rather than a panel dis- 
cussion or debate, with no ques- 
tioning permitted from the au- 
dience. 

One prominent member of Ithe 
Hudson Institute, a research 
group which has been a leader in 
antiballistic missile development, 
has indicated he will address citi- 
zen groups for an honorarium of 
$500. Others, who have been pub- 
licly critical of colleagues opposi- 
tion to the $5.5 billion project, 
are also expected to request a fee 
to defend the system. The local 
group 'has rejected the possibility 
of attempting to raise the sum. 
Equally prestigious opponents 
are speaking all over the country 
for no fee, they point out. At- 
tempts will be made, however, to 
pay travel expense for a willing 
speaker from outside the Boston 
area. 

Mrs. Danley states that efforts 
to obtain protagonists will con- 
tinue until next week. In addition, 
■the possibility of a “devil’s ad- 
vocate” is being investigated.

BORN TO TROUBLE 

hit Joyce Stranger 

In these days when the novel seems to take the 
form of a number of explicit sexual adventures tenu- 
ously strung together by the maunderings of tor- 
mented minds “telling it like it is,” it is almost sur- 
prising to find a story of people whose lives are not 
all grief nor all joy, who cope with the one and savor 
the other. 

The action of the story takes place on a farm in 
Cheshire, England, where the kitten, Casey, who is 
“born to trouble,” arrives as one of the four offspring 
of a pedigreed Siamese cat and his farmyard mate. 
"The world fascinated him from the moment he 
opened hazed baby eyes, flexed minute but sturdy 
claws, rolled over his smallest sister, stretched, 
and fell out of the box in which Midge had so 
carefully placed him. From then onwards it was 
a battle between Casey and Life . . . Sometimes 
Tartar would obligingly lift his small son out 
of danger by the scruff of his neck, but for the 
most part he left Casey to learn the hard way.” 
Joe and Liz Wnyman are the farmer and his wife. 
Their joy is that they love each other and their farm, 
their grief that Liz was frightened by the farm bull 
when carrying her first child, lost it and can never 
have another. The bull, Sultan, is a pedigreed Jersey, 
very valuable and bad-tempered, only soothed by the 
simple Lew, a young farmhand. 

“The bull was sleepy. Lew had fed him and sooth- 
ed him . . . Casey, bored with the yard, and 
seeing Lew, sidled up to him. Lew bent to stroke 
him, but the kitten wanted more than that and 
leaped to the boy’s shoulder. Here, startled, he 
gazed straight at the bull, and the bull started 
back. Lew was paralyzed, waiting for disaster. 
He moved away, but Casey leaped to the half- 
door and putted the bull’s face with in inquisitive 
paw. Sultan snorted and glared at the kitten. 
Liz, turning, saw the pair of them and caught her 
breath. One more second, and the bull would 
sweep Casey out of the world with his horn . . . 
Casey started to purr . . . The bull closed his 
eyes. The companionable noise pleased him. Ca- 
sey sensed warmth. Tho bull’s hide was soft. 
His neck looked comfortable. The kitten jumped 
and, landing, curled himself up small, his purr 
throbbing even more loudly . . . Sultan turned 
and eyed the cat. Ho could just reach the little 
animal. He stared at tho kitten for a moment 
and then his long tongue came out and licked 
Casey’s head . . . That night, Casey slept on 
the bull’s back, and from then onwards, if ho 
was ever missing, he was sure to be found in the 
bull’s pen, the pair of them utterly content. Ca- 
sey’s blissful purr filled tho air, and the bull 
• every now and then would turn and lick the little 
beast, finding in him the companion he had al- 
ways lacked.” 

The relationship of humans and animals is affec- 
tionate but seldom sentimental. Michael Flynn, a 
retired mounted policeman, who has lately come to 
live in the neighborhood, settles down with pleasure 
to help Joe with the horses. 

“He hud taken over Starlight for Joe and kept the 
big hunter exercised, which was a blessing for 
everyone, as his long treks every day not only 
kept him fit but kept him placid. Liz was always 
afraid that Joe, riding the horse after a break 
of a week or more, would be thrown. Starlight 
was both determined ar,d frisky when he had a 
mind.” 

Joe and Liz become attached to the two children 
of their neighbors, a family named Fenton, and when 
the parents are killed in an accident, leaving the chil- 
dren with no close relatives, Liz takes them in. 
“Often, too, Jane woke up in the night, and Liz 
found herself exhausted by a screaming child 
who alternately clung to her and hit her, as if 
unable to resolve her own feelings at all. Some- 
times Joe could quiet her, and sometimes Peter 
came in and stood wide-eyed and silent, and then 
crept back to his own bed and lay staring into 
the darkness. 

“On one of the worst of these nights the bull be- 
gan lowing, and Liz carried Jane downstairs and 
out into the yard, anxious to find out what was 
wrong. Unusually, Casey was outside, prowling, 
unable to get to his companion because Joe had 
shut the half-door. Jane watched quietly as Liz 
opened the door and let the cat inside, and grin- 
ned in spite of her tears when she saw Casey 
settle comfortably in the straw and start to wash 
the big beast. ‘Sultan was lonely,’ she said, 
‘I’m lonely in the night too.’ ” 

The story ends when Casey himself becomes a 
father. 

“A bird sang from the coppice, and Casey chatter- 
ed at him and then picked up his smallest son 
and returned him purposefully to the dark sanc- 
tuary of the stable. Casey had had a lot of 
trouble in his own short life . . . He put the 
kitten, down in the straw and sauntered towards 
Liz, aware of a job well done.. Behind him, a 
small and enthusiastic fluff of black fur stagger- 
ed out of tho stable and yowled. Casey turned 
and smacked the kitten with an angry paw and 
picked it up again . . . Joe came from the field. 
‘Have you ever thought,’ he asked, ‘what life here 
is going to be like with Tartar and five Caseys?’ ”

Selectmen Open 

Selectmen’s candidates led off 
with formal statements. 

Both Frederick LaTorelln and 
Sherman Saltmarsh Jr. led with 
their personal and experience 
qualifications. 

Mr. LaTorolla emphasized the 
need for cooperation within de- 
partments and of “adjusting our 
spending to our ability to pay.” 
He mentioned the importance of 
programming better for the elder- 
ly. 

In question period he reiterat- 
ed his feelings that there is con- 
siderable waste and the import- 
ance of interdepartmental coop- 
eration in answer to a question 
about broadening the tax base. 

Sherman Saltmarsh had 
brought with him two charts, one 
demonstrating the climbing Town 
budget over the past 10 years, 
the second the ups and downs of 
returns from State monies, with 
the anticipated continuing cut- 
back for 1969. 

He, too, emphasized the serious 
fiscal situation. He cited his ex- 
tensive experience locally, as a 
former Selectman and member of 
sevoral Town committees. “I feel 
I have good knowledge. I don’t 
have all the answers. . .but I 
think experience counts.” 

On taxation, he answered the 
questioner that locally he looked 
to austerity and central purchas- 


ing. He added that he felt we 
must force the State toward a 'to- 
tal reform of the tax structure. 

Asked to review his position on 
overturning the long-standing lo- 
cal policy of Selectmen not run- 
ning for a second term, he noted 
ho was strongly against any offi- 
cer perpetuating himself in office 
hut that he felt the job had 
changed and become more com- 
plex and that he could now con- 
tribute quite a bit. 

Citing a Star article of Jan- 
uary 1968 in which the past 10 
chairman of the Board were quot- 
ed taking differing positions on 
the one -term tradition, Mr. Salt- 
marsh said that all 10 were sup- 
porting his candidacy. 

Mr. LaTorelln did not comment 
on this issue. 

A query asked Mr. Saltmarsh’s 
comment on Mr. LaToreiln s 
oharge.s that ithe Town Govern- 
ment Study Committee report had 
not been given him. He said he 
felt the final report was in his 
opponent’s hands. Mr. LaTorella 
reported that he had received it 
just that morning.

He empha- 
sized his interest in the “end pro- 
duct." the Child, and the need to 
make education more relevant in 
the world .today; 

—Richard Lawrance looked to 
find the balance between desir- 
ability and feasibility in school 
planning; he noted his attendance 
over the past year of a high per- 
centage of school and school 
building committee meetings, and 
his work with young people as a 
Scout leader; 

—George Whitten asked the 
voter consider the need for a 
businessman on the school board; 
stressed better attention to the 
underachiever and the “lack of 
discipline.” He also looked to his 
own Scout leadership as of value. 

McCall? 

Asked about the future use of 
the McCall JHS, candidate Whit- 
ten asked more non-school use 
and particularly for underachiev- 
ers; Mr. Lawrance wanted it kept 
for educational purposes; candi- 
dates Del Rossi and Kline stood 
against it being used for elemen- 
tary schools, the former suggest- 
ing a passible “swing school,” the 
latter stating the need for whole- 
Town. not just school planning to 
be in on the decision. 

To a questioner wanting his 
new school committee member to 
look for better education for no 
lower costs, Mr. Del Rossi and 
Mr. Kline both stressed improving 
teacher training. Mr. Del Rossi 
wanted each program looked at 
from the point of view of under- 
achievers and accepted if for them, 
rejected if not. Mr. Kline cited 
better use of improved method- 
ology and “the exciting ways of 
relating today’s problems.” 

Mr. Whitten said Winchester 
could save on building costs and 
administration but must not cut 
back on teachers; Mr. Law ranee 
felt it difficult. “There is no pana- 
cea,” he said. 

Lunches? 

Would they favor in-school 
fciBiches for elementary school 
Children? Mr. Whitten: no, it’s 
the parents job. Mr. Lawrance: I 
think there is some justification, 
especially for working mothers. 
Mr. Kline: basically a parents’ 
decision, if they want it, it will 
be done and can be aided by 
State and Federal monies. Mr. 
Del Rossi: Federal monies are 
for lunch, not facilities. It’s hard 
for the children in the snow, but 
the cost is also hard. 

On long hair and dress codes. 
Mr. Del Rossi: parents’ job, not 
schools. Mr. Kline agreed and saw 
no connection between long hair, 
etc., and education. Mr. Law- 
rance: School Committee must 

set rules and they should be fol- 
lowed. Mr. Whitten: neatness 

stunts in the schools. 

On their vote for more guid- 
ance and psychological help: 

Mr. Whitten would first ask lo- 
cal professionals what they think, 
acknowledging the aid this can 
be to students; Mr. Lawrance 
would give sympathetic considera- 
tion to such suggestions; Mr. 
Kline would consider combining 
with other Towns once the need 
was proved; and Mr. Del Rossi 
cited rthe very low ratio Winches- 
ter now has in this area and the 
fact that $9,000 has been cut from 
the present budget for this kind 
of aid. 

For Library 

Library Trustee candidajto 
Robert Whitman pointed to his 
experience as a Hopedale trustee 
and his high commendations for 
Winchester's facility and his de- 
sire to keep it this way as quali- 
fications. 

Andrew Nichols, also going for 
re-election as is Mr. Whitman, 
spoke of his value as an attorney 


and his particular interest in per- 
sonnel matters, particularly his 
aim to keep the local staff at its 
heat without going overboard as 
regards current dictates for de- 
grees. 

Challenger Edward O’Connell 
noted he has been a college admin- 
istrator and is presently study- 
ing further. He spoke of the 
importance of new ideas and his 
feeling the town i3 receptive to 
them. 

At question time Mr. O’Connell 
suggested Saturday summer 
houra as a possibility to extend 
Library use and wanted consider- 
ation of high school student em- 
ployment in this area. 

The evening ended with infor- 
mal discussion over coffee in the 
McCall lounge. Town Meeting 
members present were questioned 
here. 

Mr. Carroll’s statement rends: 

“Being in the field of education 
very naturally makes me keenly in- 
terested in the education of our 
young people. This is our primary 
concern as parents. There is noth- 
ing of greater importance to us 
than the total welfare of our child- 
ren. 

“Today we are faced with a ma- 
jor problem of education in the 
Metropolitan urea. Our new Com- 
missioner of Education, Dr. Neil 
Sullivan, has stated recently that 
he proposes a Metropolitan School 
District. I am opposed to this be- 
cause I firmly believe that this 
multi-million dollar educational 
program, in Winchester, should be 
administered by locally elected 
school official. 

“We are all concerned about our 
schools — we want to have and 
maintain the best school system 
possible. Yet we are aware of the 
rising taxes which affect us all. 
Since half of our tax dollar is spent 
on schools, it is necessary that we 
receive a dollar’s worth of educa- 
tion for every tax dollar spent. 

“We want the best education for 
our young people but we must face 
the problems realistically and de- 
cide what is really important, while 
we eliminate any wasteful or un- 
necessary practices. This realistic 
approach brings us to a very time- 
ly issue that is of great import- 
ance to the people of Winchester; 
the possible acquisition of the 
Marycliff Academy property. At 
thus time I will say that there will 
lie a Special Town Meeting on the 
Murycliff situation, and I am in full 
agreement with the School Com- 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen nmi 
the Planning Board in the approuch 
they have taken. 

“Our main purpose should be to 
concentrate on good teaching and 
good teaching methods; which are 
the fundamentals of education. 
There should be more omphasis 
placed on a basic curricula fitted 
to the needs and abilities of the 
average student; with sufficient 
latitude to continue our accelerated 
program for advanced students, this 
is to encourage each student to 
achieve his full potential. 

"With this brief statement of my 
position I ask for one of your two 
votes for School Committee. I 
want to thank the League of Wo- 
men Voters for allowing me the 
opportunity to speak ito you to 
night.”

Although the factor of luck is 
lessened in duplicate by having 
everyone sitting in a given direc- 
tion play the same cards, you still 
need a rabbit’s foot in your pocket. 
Board 19 in Section A is a good 
illustration. East-West is vluner- 
able with South the dealer.

South with his excellent 18 points 
opens the bidding with one no 
.trump. West overcalls with two. 
hearts, and North has to decide 
whether to double West After all, 
with his partner’s 16 to 18 points 
plus his own 10 and the four hearts, 
isurely North-South can gamer 500 
points for setting West two tricks 
doubled while a non-vulnerable 
three no trump game North-south 
is worth only 400 points. Still, 
North figures distribution can be 
tricky and surely his clubs will be 
worth more in no trump, everyone 
else will be in game North-South 
anyway, so North bids three no 
trump, and everyone else passes. 
If North says two no trump, South 
will bid the three. 

There is no problem on the play. 


West leads the Ace. King of hearts 
ami a third heart, planning to gelt 
in with the diamond Ace and run 
his good hearts. But South has the 
heart Queen, five clubs and four 
spades to make four no trump be- 
fore lotting West take n trick. 

And as North-South put their 
■cards back in the board for the 
next unsuspecting pair, they feel 
they were in the right spot, until 
they open the traveling score slip. 
Alas, making four no trump for 
430 points is a sorry result. Of the 
nine Nonth-Souths playing the 
hand, four are in three no trump 
making four, but are doubled, thus 
making more; four contracts are 
in hearts by West, doubled and 
bating set from 500 to 1100 points, 
again hotter than the mere game; 
and the ninth contract was in five 
clubs by North, down one. They 
thus score only one match point for 
the hand, because they did better 
than only one other North-South. 

Oh well, you may as well shrug 
your shoulders and hope for a 
gift later on to make up. It’s just 
your hard luck you didn’t have a 
doubling player in the West sport. 

On the other side of the coin, I 
was sitting East with not even one 
Jack in my hand, not too conducive 
to a good board, you would think. 
However, possessing ai partner who 
deckled not to double the three no 
trump bid was worth most of the 
match points in this case.

Tax Credit 
For Gasoline 
Is Available 

People who use gasoline on 
farms, for boating or any other 
non-highway use are entitled to a 
credit for Fedoral gasoline excise 
tax they pay. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has said ithis credit can bo taken 
when taxpayers file their 1968 
Federal income tax returns. 

The credit is two cents for every 
gallon of gasoline bought for use 
in boating and other non-highway 
uses. Farmers are entitled to four 
cents a gallon credit for gasoline 
used on a farm for farming pur- 
poses. 

The IRS said that the gas tax 
credit is computed on Form 4136, 
computation of credit for federal 
tax on gas and lubricating oil. This 
form should be attached to income 
tax returns. 

Bus systems which provide regu- 
lar service may also be entitled to 
a gas tax credit. 

Additional information on the 
gas tax credit is contained in IRS 
Publication 308, Farmer’s Gas Tax 
Credit, and Publication 378, Federal 
Gas Tax Credit, or Refund for Non- 
Highway and Transit Users. Send 
a post card to District Director, 
Internal Revenue Service, J.F.K.

A misconception about Social ' 
Security is: Since at least five I 
years of Sociul Security covered 
work in the 10-year period before 
disability are needed if .payments j 
are to be made, the young disabled 
worker who never had a chance to 
work that long is left out in the 
cold. “This lias not been so since 
the 1907 amendments to the Sociul 
Security Law,” Mr. Lonergan of 
the Cambridge office has suid.

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Farrell Was Native 


Town Worker Dies 
Aiding Snow Removal 

William [. Farrell, -17, a well-known native temporarily working for the Town on the snow removal 
force was killed early in the morning a week ago today on the east side of Church Street, between the 
junctures of Waterfield and Rangeley Roads. 


Mr. Farrell, who was found in 
a snow bank suffering from muli- 
ple injurios including a fractured 
skull, crushed chest and lacera- 
tions, was last seen alive while 
directing the 6 a.m. traffic so as 
to assist the snow removal work 
of a snow blower, a Gradall and 
one or two other vehicles working 
together in the Center. 

Police, Highway and medical 
authorities have worked together 
trying to construct exactly what 
happened that led to Mr. Farrell’s 
death. They have been unable to 
come up with a definitive answer. 

The son of retired Police Officer 
James E. Farrell and the late 
Angelina (Drapeau) Farrell was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the 
Winchester Hospital, where he 
was taken by police ambulance 
just as soon as the accident was 
discovered. 

Large Family 

Mr. Farrell had been living 
in Woburn. Flags here were at 
half-mast for Mr. Farrell how- 
ever, who had been educated in 
the Winchester schools and later 
served in the European theater of 
World War II. 

He was active in veteran’s 
affairs and a member of the Loyal 
Order of Moose in Woburn. 

The father of a daughter, 
Denise, 11, Mr. Farrell is also 
survived by his wife Rita (Cini- 
cola) and by eight brothers, all 
well known in the area; Edward, 
Richard and John, all of Stone- 
ham; Clarence of Wakefield; 
Francis of Brookline; Robert of 


Melrose; Joseph of Woburn and 
Louis of Miami, Florida. His one 
sister, Mrs. George Wells, makes 
her home in Woburn. 

Many Town officials attended 
the solemn high Mass celebrated 
for him at Sainlt Mary’s Church 
on Monday morning.

This has just been announced 
by the Winchester Citizens Com- 
mittee on ABM, a group of resi- 
dents opposed to the controversial 
Sentinel anti-ballistic missile sys- 
tem, who have set up the meet- 
ing. 

Although qualified opponents 
were immediately available, ef- 
forts to obtain proponents took 
three weeks of intensive effort, re- 
ports the group. 

Appearing tonight as a pro- 
ponent will be Patrick J. Freil, 
vice-president of Block Engineer- 
ing, a Cambridge firm. Mr. Freil 
was recently deputy assistant 
secretary of the Army for Bal- 
listic Missle Defense, and is a 
former director of the Army Ad- 
vanced Ballistic Missile Defense 
Agency. He advocates a “thin, 
thin” ABM us a realistic and 
adequate deterrent to Soviet mis- 
siles. 

Also supporting missile defense 
is Prof. Paul Keeskemeti, a socio- 
logist and political scientist teach- 
ing at Brandeis and MIT. Prof. 
Keeskemeti was with the Office 
of War Information during WWII 
and is a former member of the 
Rand Corporation He has publish- 
ed books correlating international 
political developments with mili- 
tary strategy.

It is also 
supported by the Selectmen, who 
voted four to one Monday night 
with Chairman Charles Doucette, 
and members Paul Amico, John 
Sullivun and Ralph Swanson affir- 
mative, Edmund Williams voting 
against DPW.

Though not a native, Mr. Law- 
rance has long-time association 
here. His grandfather held the 
pastorate at the Unitarian Church 
at the turn of the century. His 
father, later to become a superin- 
tendant, grew up here and remem- 
bers helping to tend the goats 
which at that- time grazed on the 
present McCall School site. 

Businessman George Whitten 
and Stoneham government teacher 
David Kline ran fourth and fifth 
for School Committee, with 513 
and 474 votes respectively.

He said a new 
tax bill should require the im- 
mediate establishment of a joint 
executive-legislative review com- 
mittee to examine the levels of 
existing social or other governmen- 
tal programs, establish priorities 
consistent with the Common- 
wealth's resources and adopt ap- 
propriate methods to strictly con- 
trol expenditures. 

Mr. Speers is also serving on the 
special Ten-Year Master Tax Plan 
Study Commission. 

Look To Sales, Income 


"The needed revenue,” he argued, 
“must be sought in those areas 
where the Massachusetts tax bur- 
den is relatively light in compari- I 
son with comparable industrial 
states and where increases would 
not have the effect of driving tax- 
paying capacity — individual or cor- 
porate — out of the state. These 
conditions are met only in the case 
of the sales tax and the personal 
income tax.” 

Attorney Speers said the elimi- 
nation of the deduction now al- 
lowed for one half of the federal 
income tax paid on earned income 
should be a “primary target” of 
any .tax program. 

The Chamber commended Gov- 
ernor Sargent for recognizing the 
need for $77.3 million for the Local 
Aid Fund for the cities and towns 
and supporting his recommenda- 
tion to add two cents to the cigar- 
ette tax (to meet debt service re- 
quiremens. 


To meet the fiscal needs of Mas- 
sachusetts. the Chamber suggest- 
ed that increases and adjustments 
in the sales and personal income 
taxes be explored and called for 
the elimination of the deduction 
presently allowed for one-half of 
the federal income tax paid. 

Mr. Speers said the Chamber was 
in “serious disagreement” with 
some aspects of Governor Francis 
W. Sargent’s tax recommendations, 
"primarily the tax on business 
corporations and on unearned in- 
come.” 

The Governor’s bill (H. 4628) he 
said, “contemplates rates so far 
out of line with those prevailing in 
many comparable industrial states 
that Massachusetts would be placed 
at a serious competitive disadvan- 
tage in the constant struggle to 
maintain and expand its tax base. 

“The most important require- 
ment of any tax program for Mas- 
sachusetts is that it place the smal- 


I’riorities Needed 

Mr. Speers said there were two 
solutions to the fiscal dilemma con- 
fronting Massachusetts — federal- 

state ‘tax-sharing and the establish- 
ment by the state of priorities 
wherby spending programs would 
be evaluated in terms of the state’s 
ability to pay for them. 

While the latter means harsh de- j 
mands, “we must always keep be- 
fore us one most important and 
often overlooked fact. Nowhere 
does the full force of government’s 
dominion over the affairs of the 
citizen so clearly demonstrate itself 
as when it takes money, through 
the tax structure, from some citi- 
zens and spend -the money to benefit 
others.” 

“This ultimate power of govern- 
ment must be used with the great- 
est restraint and with the fullest 
understanding of the extent to 
which it is being utilized,” he con- 
cluded.

Legislation On 
Tax Reform 
Filed By 
Cong. Macdonald 

Congressman Torbert H. Mac- 
donald announced today that he has 
introduced tax reform legislation 
aimed at reducing the tax burden 
on low — and middle — income fam- 
ilies. 

Cong. Macdonald’s bill seeks ito 
close 13 existing tax loopholes in 
an effort to raise an additional $9 
billion which would make the pro- 
posed extension of the 10% income 
tax surcharge unnecessary. 

The Congressman [minted out 
that more was at stake thun merely 
achieving a reasonable degree of 
equity in the tax laws. 

He, said that “many of the loop- 
holes .themselves cause inflation 
in the very sectors of the economy 
which are most inflation-prone.” 
lie cited the 7% investment credit 
as an example of this type of loop- 
hole and as one which his legisla- 
tion would eliminate. 

Among Its other provisions, Mac- 
donald’s bill would reduce the oil 
and minerul depletion allowances, 
eliminate special tax treatment for 
stock options, eliminate benefits 
derived from multiple corporations, 
und tux capital gains presently un- 
taxed -at death. 

Hearings on Mucdonuld’s bill and 
other tax reform measures were 
scheduled to start February before 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee.

But most Americans 
are unaware that noises at home 
can be just as harmful. Measuring 
home noises, Dr. Lee E. Farr of’ 
the University of Texas found the 
kitchen to be the loudest room of 
all. 

“The sound is at such a level of 
intensity,” Dr. Farr reported, “that 
if one were exposed to it for a full 
working day over an interval of 
time, -acoustic damage would re- 
sult.” 

Noise, defined -as an unwanted 
sound thalt irritates, is measured in 
decibels, units that describe levels 
of acoustic pressure, power and in- 
tensity. About 35 decibels (db) is 
acceptable for a classroom; 60 for 
a sports arena; 90 can be tolerated 
only for short periods; 100 can 
cause physical discomfort. 

According to a survey made by 
the makers of Bayer Aspirin, a 
power mower alone has 107 db; 
a kitchen blender, 93. In a “quiet” 
suburban home, a blender, an auto- 
matic dishwasher (60-70 db), gar- 
bage disposal unit (70 db) and re- 
frigerator (30-40 db)— as well as a 
radio, air conditioner and washing 
machine — may be “sounding off” all 
at once. 

While some sounds drown out 
others, the typical result is an 
average decibel level of 80, much 
higher than that of a sports arena 
and equivalent to that of a big 
city street corner. 

Cacophony 

To help quiet down our caco- 
phonous world, Congress is ponder- 
ing bills to control aircraft decibels 
and various noises in industry. 
California has led the way in limit- 
ing motor vehicle noise, urnl New 
Jersey may pass similar legisla- 
tion. But -these are drops in the 
noise bucket. 

What can you do about offset- 
ting or preventing the decibel 
bombardment? Dr. John D. Dough- 
erty of tire Harvard School of Pub- 
lic Health, suggests that we -think 
about the noise level of tiny appli- 
ance we might buy for our home, 
and cut down the time we spend 
in any noisy environment. One 
noise researcher also recommends 
that we wear ear plugs when using 
a power mower or an outboard. 

To achieve a heavenly hush in 
your home, acoustical engineers 
quietly offer these practical hints: 

1. Be sure your home has suffi- 
cient carpeting. Carpeting can ab- 
sorb more than half of your in- 
ternal and airborne noise. Uphol- 
stered furniture likewise soaks up 
sound. 

2. Curtains or draperies can be 
helpful in preventing hard wall 
surfaces or a large expanse of 
glass (such as a picture window) 
from reflecting noise. 

3. Acoustical ceilings in the kit- 
chen and playroom may absorb up 
to 75 per cent of excess noise 
energy. 

4. Air conditioners, which keep 
out much outdoor noise, should 
have proper vibration mounts to 
prevent rattling. 

6. If your dishwusher or washing 
machine is causing sound pollution, 
mount it on a felt, cork or rubber 
mat, -to absorb vibration. Make sure 
the appliance is level on the floor. 


Tax Deductions 
Average $2,380 

Residents of Middlesex County 
who are working on their federal 
income tax returns and itemizing 
their deductions may find it od- 
vantngeous ito compare their fig- 
ures with those of other people at 
the same income level. 

Are their deductions above or be- 
low (the average ? Are their list- 
ings of charitable contributions, 
interest, taxes and medical expend- 
itures relatively high or low? 

For the individual taxpayer, to 
know how his deductions compare 
with those of other people in his 
income bracket could be helpful. 

Some light is shed on the sub- 
jeot by the Commerce Clearing 
house, national authority on tax 
and business law, and by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. They have 
released data showing what the 
deductions have generally amount- 
ed to in recent years at each in- 
come level. 

Where average earnings are 6f 
the size of those prevailing in Mid- 
dlesex County, it is found that -the 
deductions come to approximately 
$2,380, or about 17 percent of the 
adjusted gross income. 

In families with lower-th-an-aver- 
age earnings, the amounts deduct- 


ed represent a larger portion of 
their income. Conversely, for those 
with higher incomes, the percent- 
age deducted is smaller. 

For example, those -that gross 
$5,500 a year deduct about 22 per- 
cent normally. The ones th-ait are 
in the $17,500 class, on the other 
hand, have deductions of only 16 
percent. 

Local families who are in the 
$6,500 income category will be de- 
ducting about $1,380 this year if 
they have had average outlays. At 
the $12,000 income level, the de- 
ductions will be around $2,160. 

A breakdown of the $2,380 in 
deductions claimed by most tax- 
payers with incomes equal to the 
Middlesex County average shows 
that $365 of it represents contri- 
butions, $785 is for interest on 
loans and installment debt, $805 
for local taxes and $425 for medi- 
cal expenses. 

It is pointed out that the figures 
are solely a guide to what most 
people are listing as deductions 
and the proper records must be 
available to back up all claims.

Water Gardening 
To Be Shown 
At Flower Show 

Spring comes early' with the ar- 
rival of 98th annual New England 
Garden and Flower Show at Suf- 
folk Downs in East Boston on Sat- 
urday, March 15, and continuing 
for nine days through March 23 

This early arrival brings many 
facets of gardening and landscap- 
ing' as well as all the innovations 

equipment and methods to New 
Englanders. 

For instance, many people with 
a lack of backyard space have turn- 
ed to a new indoor hobby — water 
gardening. 

Paradise Gardens of Whitman, 
specialists in aquatic plants, will 
illustrate all forms of this new hor- 
ticultural trend including indoor 
water gardening, growing plants 
around pool outdoors, and in mar- 
shy soil. 

Large plastic pools may be uti- 
lized for indoor gardening, or may 
be sunk into the ground for out- 
door units. Waterplants and gold 
fish are usually the first addition 
to the filled pool. 

Shallow water plants should be 
placed near the edge of the pool. 
Imperial taro, papyrus and water 
iris are excellent for this purpose. 
Parrot feather can be used to climb 
over the edge of the pool, conceal- 
ing the plastic container. 

To keep the water of an indoor 
pool clean, use oxygenating plants 
such as anacharis and cabomba, 
which grow beneath the surface. 

The location of the indoor pool 
is very important. Full sunlight is 
desirable, since most water lilies 
will not bloom with less than six 
hours of direct sunlight. 

An indoor gardener finds that 
moving water accents any pool. 
This can be done with the use of a 
-mall recirculating pump. No 
plumbing is necessary, and this 
pump can operate a fountain, filter 
old even spout forth a charming 
miniature waterfall.

Unseasonal Wins By Seasoned Winners 


It was a flood, drench and drears sort of day, 
Monday. Voters who got out were the very commit- 
ted: the relatives of the nominees :and persons out of 
bread. 

There were only three town-wide contests for of- 
fice. which is disappointing. The School Committee 
race was the best. Next to that, the contest for Town 
Meeting Member in Precinct 5 deserves credit. On 
the whole many reasoned there was just not that 
much to lease the house for. Eleven offices went 
automatically. 

Some good things came out of the vote: 

— Laid to rest for good is likely to be the 'Win- 
chester tradition that a Selectman will not run for 
a second term of office. Mr. Saltmarsh sasv to that 
and others are sure to follow suit. 

—Paul Del Rossi, who was graduated from the High 
School just nine years ago. looks to be going to break 
the age barrier for School Committeeman much the 
same as did John Sullivan with the Selectmen last 
year. It is particularly meaningful that he left Win- 
chester for Harvard with a Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation start, and that he is returning quickly to 
pay back this investment with service to the Town. 


—Edward O'Connell's victory tells the story that 
one need not be established to get in. To the issue- 
less Librarv Trustee race he brought a determination 
to win— with door bell ringing, days at the dump and 
poll |>oIiticking giving to that office a sense of im- 
portance. 

—Two teachers ran for School Committee, each 
making good inroads with voters of different per- 
suasions. No one questioned the right of a teacher to 
be considered for this important board. 

If there is something special to read into Monday's 
three top wins, it is from the fact that all three men 
were and are still stellar athletes. Sherm Saltmarsh 
Jliot swift and sure as a right wing on B.C.'s nation- 
ally top 1953 sextet. Last summer, as previously, he 
won top racing honors with the Winnipesaukce 
Watur Ski Racing Association. Paul Del Rossi started 
cutting down batters on the Manchester Field mound, 
did it across the Ivy League and pitched for two 
sears in the New York Yankee's farm system. Ed 
O’Connell, a former Tufts' track captain and I'.S. 
champ in the 12 mile run, last year took the New 
England title in the MA Master's mile.

"We don't want to ram it down your throats, that's 
why," was the answer of a School Committee member 
when asked at the department's budget review hear- 
ing a week ago tonight why the administration and 
Committee chose to put themselves on the block on 
their budget whan by State law they have the authori- 
ty to go ahead with or without Town Meeting vote. 

Thursday night six Committee members and four 
school administration members faced only about three 
times their number in an audience at McCall JHS. 
Their preparation was complete, well articulated. It 
followed no less than three working sessions with the 
Finance Committee trying to pare the budget. School 
people, apparently under the instigation of Dr. Kle- 
mer, are making every |x>ssible effort this year to 
communicate with the public. For this they score a 
straight A. 

The storm aftermath was some excuse for not at- 
tending Thursday. People are too tired to absorb. But 
the appallingly small number at a hearing, the mat- 
erial of which represents $.47 of every tax dollar, 
seems like more than the bad luck of a storm. It is an 
apathy hard to understand’ given the portent of the 
largest budget, put together with the grim State fiscal 
situation. 


Mr. Schroeder’s discourse on the untenable situ- 
ation for School Committees, as the Teachers' Asso- 
ciations on die one hand get higher salaries within 
bargaining and on the other pressure the State for 
minimum salaries and hold on to tenure, was listened 
to hard. John Dolan's take-off on the subject of bar- 
gaining and where it is heading over the next 10 
years, had close attention. A lot of you would do it 
too. in your own businesses, he reminded the audi- 
ence. 

Dr. klemer was consistent and firm. He is fighting 
for a constructive and practical program. He |x>int- 
t‘d out the poor distribution of tax burden in Massa- 
chusetts relative to other states, but also its high per- 
capita wealth— ninth. I-'eeling f or the positive on the 
teachers' pay questions, he said. "It is not all grim. 
There is a qualitative difference (developing in leach- 
ing) ... It is going up because of the competi- 
tion ...” 

The whole evening was a panorama of the schools' 
place in the Town budget with more than half the 
time saved for questions. It is a crime more were not 
there. Several other smaller meetings are announced 
this week. One hopes the voters make some amends.

THE BRANDYWINE TRADITION 

by Henry C. Pitt 

Chndds Ford lies on the bank of the Brandywine 
creek twenty-six miles southwest of Philadelphia in a 
pastoral setting of hills and valley. For some sixty 
years, the major growth industry has been the Wyeth 
family, starting with N. C. Wyeth, the illustrator of 
children’s classics, as well as an outstanding pictorial- 
ist of the onrly Wild West. Ilis son, Andrew Wyeth is 
now considered America’s foremost practitioner of 
the representative style in art and Jamie Wyeth, An- 
drew’s son, already at 22 has had nation-wide exhi- 
bits of his portraits. 

The author, an art professor in Philadelphia and 
a native, discusses their regional tradition by intro- 
ducing the reader to the early colonization of the 
valley. Tho fame of the Conestoga wagons built by 
the German immigrants, the introduction by the 
Sweded of the log cabin, and the Revolutionary battle 
fought there, have produced a strong sense of the 
American past. 

Mr. Pitz discusses the influence of N. C. Wyeth’s 
teacher, Howard Pyle on his pupil as well as on less 
well-known illustrators. Howard Pyle is perhaps best 
known for his dual talent of writing and drawing. 
His early exposure to London's Punch, Illustrated 
London News as well as Harper's monthly helped in 
later years to fuse his concept of pictures springing 
from literary ideas. During the 1890’s when the 
United States was eager for pietorial illustration 
he filled this need prodigiously. His depiction in illus- 
tration and narration of the medieval legends in his 
King Arthur series were certaily well known to all 
school children. His books continue to remain in print. 
In his role as teacher he formed an unusual art school 
in Wilmington, Delaware, charging no tuition and 
handpicking a group of young artists who fast became 
his disciples, and his studios at Chadds Ford became 
a thriving art school during the summer months. 

Newell Convers Wyeth left a Boston art school in 
the early 1900’s after hearing glowing accounts of 
Howard Pyle from two friends who had been his 
pupils. He immediately took to his teacher, although 
of an entirely different temperament. Pyle was intro- 
spective and quiet, Wyeth, blustery and gregarious. 
Under Pyle’s tutelage he became an important con- 
tributor in illustration of tho period and the Brandy- 
wine valley became the subjects of his easel paintings 
carried on by his son and grandson. Pyle, N. C. Wyeth 
as well as Andrew Wyeth have had to overcome tho 
doctrinaire critics who use the word “illustrator” as 
a denigrating label. As of tho moment, Andrew 
Wyeth is becoming a “national culture idol” as Kath- 
arine Kuh, the art critic states it ilerogatorily. When 
the public were aroused by Frost's poems, the critics 
pounced, but reconsidered later. Whether Andrew 
Wyeth’s works will survive time and the critics re- 
mains to be seen.

At other meetings Mr. Littleton 
has appeared less enthusiastic 
tohnn either the School administra- 
tion or School Committee about 
MaryclifT. The subject ie expected 
to arise at the open meeting Tues- 
day. 

The published report bases its 
projections on a total school popu- 
lation of approximately 3,800 in 
the elementary school by 1980. 
(Present capacity of school build- 
ings is 2,840.) It indicates where 
school facilities ought to be ex- 
panded to accommodate the popu- 
lation increase. 

The ESBC bases ills analysis 
of the increase on the Snow Re- 
port previously done for the Town 
which estimated the number of 
houses that could be built on the 
available land in Winchester 
under existing zoning arrange- 
ments, and multiplied by the num- 
ber of children expected in each 
dwelling based on prior experi- 
ence. 

The recommendations call for 
an expansion of Mystic School to 
a population of 550 from its pres- 
ent capacity of 347; expansion of 
Washington School from 327 too 
550; Wyman School from 333 to 
550; Vinson-Owen School from 
550 to 700; and Noonan School 
from 220 too 300. 

McCall 

The ESBC indicates that Mc- 
Call School should be used pri- 
marily for the accommodation of 
upper elementary grade pupils 
and for temporary additional 
classrooms as additions are plan- 
ned and built. 

Its report recommends Lincoln 
School ultimately be retired due 
to its age and the fact that the 
area does not need three 550 pupil 
schools, classrooms are small and 
it would be expensive to put it 
into good up-to-date condition. 

Commenting on Marycliff, the 
report notes its acquisition would 
probably obviate the necessity of 
expanding .the Wyman School 
from 333 .to 550 pupils. 

Land Needed 

In order to satisfy, at least 
partially, the requirements of the 
Sltalte for acreage for the addi- 
tions to various schools the re- 
port calls for planned acquisition 
of property adjacent to the Wash- 
ington School, Wyman, Vinson- 
Owen, Noonan, and Mystic. 

Police Chief 
Gives Tips On 
Winter Driving 

Chief of Police Joseph J. Derro 
has deflated the “old wives’ tale” 
that letting air out of tires in- 
creases traction on ice or snow. 

Reducing tire pressures does 
virtually no good, ho emphasizi'il. 
It only increases tire wear. More- 
over, 'the loss of the tire’s rigidity 
makes the oar more unstable ami 
can actually promote skidding. 

Chief Derro cited another mis- 
conception drivers should weigh 
carefully as a winter driving tech- 
nique— the one saying that added 
weight in the trunk will give the 
oar more traction and pulling 
power. 

While it is true, he said, that 
extra weight in the trunk will in- 
crease traction a small degree, un- 
fortunately it also increases the 
tendency for the car too go into a 
side skid; and it makes controlling 
a skid more difficult once it docs 
start. 

“People believe these mistaken 
ideas. Yet ithey have been tested 
and found wanting by the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on 
Winter Driving Hazards,” he said. 

There’s a dangerous way and 
a safe way, he said, and he quoted 
batter solutions to winter traction 
problems recommended by the 
skid-testers. 

To got going in snow or slush, 
first turn the front wheels from 
side to side too clear the sides of 
the tires. Then use the gas pedal 
gently. Start in drive, or use second 
gear with a manual transmission. 
Try to apply just enough gas to 
turn the wheels. 

Spinning the wheels only makes 
things slicker and digs the car in 
deeper. 

Rocking the car back and forth 
by shifting to forward and then 
reverse can help get the car under- 
way — but read the owner’s manual 
first for advice on how to rock the 
oar without damage to the trans- 
mission. Sand, salt, or a metal mat, 
or a piece of carpeting under the 
rear wheels can help. 

But to keep from getting stuck 
in ithe first place, carry tire chains 
in the trunk und put them on when 
the going gabs tough and before the 
ear gets bogged down in deep snow. 

Onee underway, stay stoudy. 
Avoid sudden changes in either 
speed or direction. 

If the car starts to 3kid, steer 
immediately in the direction the 
rear end is sliding. Don't oversteer. 
The instant you feel the car coming 
out of it, straighten the wheels.

But the Committee also admitted 
it is hard oxnctly to estimate sav- 
ings. 

Adopting a DPW necessitates 
Legislative action nnd the war- 
rant article asks authority to go 
ahead on. this. 

The released statement from 
three of the commissions involved 
in the proposed change follows: 

“We read with interest the re- 
port of .the Town Government 
Study Committee for a Depart- 
ment of Public Works printed 
recently in the Star. With the 
conclusion of the Committee, ami 
Its recommendation to establish 
such a department, we cannot 
agree. 

“While a Department of Public 
Works may appear to be good for 
•the Town, it should not come to 
pass in the manner suggested. 
The disadvantages, in our judg- 
ment, outweigh the advantages. 

“Some of the arguments made 
in favor of the plan are itha/t tohe 
Town would save money; increase 
efficiency; better coordinate de- 
partments; enjoy central purchas- 
ing: center control in the hands of 
a top-grade, well-paid, director of 
Public Works; place eventual re- 
sponsibility upon the five-member 
Board of Selectmen, which would 
therefore, stimulate interest and 
participation in Town elections. 
The.se are high-sounding prin- 
ciples but as a practical matter, 
consider the disadvantages. 

“Nowhere is there conclusive 
evidence a Department of Public 
Works would save money. The 
Committee’s proposal does not go 
into finances and specific savings. 
What is to be the salary of the 
director? Will he not have as- 
sistants, — which he will select, 
probably not from your Town 
labor force, — and at what figure ? 
What then becomes the position 
of your present foremen and sup- 
ervisory help in the existing Town 
departments concerned? 

“Please bear in mind also that 
your Personnel Board has not 
only a ssilary structure to which 
the Town is committed, but also 
job descriptions. Do we now re- 
structure both ? 

“Relative to efficiency and co- 
ordination of departments, we 
suggest there exists complete de- 
partmental cooperation now. Wit- 
ness the care and custody of our 
Town as contrasted with those 
around us during tohe recent 
storms. This was accomplished by 
cooperation. 

"But not all help is interchange- 
able. For example, a meter reader 
in one of our present departments 
which would be affected, could not 
necessarily be expected to operate 
a snow plow. Yet a director of 
a Public Works Department could 
order him to do so. 

“The present proposal would 
concentrate in the hands of five 
selectmen complete control of all 
departments concerned, — Water 
and Sewer, Park, Cemetery, Sani- 
tation, Forestry, Custodians, ate. 
The Selectmen are already over- 
burdened. To relieve them off some 
of toheir duties we now have 
a full-time executive secretary. 
Shall we now give them more 
duties too perform? 

“Would not the reduction from 
18 elective positions on the vari- 
ous boards involved to five 3uch 
elected positions, decrease inter- 
est in, knowledge of, and parti- 
cipation in Town affairs mther 
than increasing the same? Wo 
think it would. There exists, more- 
over, a continuity on some of 
these Boards which we consider 
beneficial to our Town. This con- 
tinuity would disappear with the 
loss of valuable experience in 
Town affairs if the Committee’s 
recommendation is accepted. 

“In sum then we object to the 
Committee’s suggestion because 
it places planning and administra- 
tion in the same hands; it re- 
quires state action and therefore 
can be altered by state action; its 
alleged benefits are illusory. It 
fails to mention that increased 
help for school grounds mainte- 
nance -would be necessary. 

“The above is submitted by us 
for your consideration. We urge 
a vote against the Committee’s 
recommendation.

Slides wore presented showing : 
ehnrts and graphs which showed 
the various items in tho budget. 
Superintendent Donald Klemer 
and Assistant Superintendent 
Clark explained tho illustrations 
in a Huntley-Brinkley type pres- 
entation, taking turns on the dif- 
ferent areas of tho budget. 

According to Dr. Klemer. new 
programs begun during the year 
which the School Committee and 
Administration feel should be con- 
tinued nnd nro included in the 
budget include: the personal eth- 
ics course, social studies and sci- 
ence kits, handwriting program, 
in-service programs for teachers, 
English composition progrnm and 
the learning disabilities program. 

Clinrts showed that 83.3CJ- of 
the budget goes to salaries of em- 
ployees, both professional and 
non-instructional, and that these 
amounts are settled upon, through 
negotiation by law and enunot be 
altered. 

Dr. Klemer stated that negotia- 
tions in collective bargaining set- 
tled upon a salary schedule for 
teachers with a first step bach- 
elor’s degree teacher receiving 
$6,900 and a first-step master’s 
degree teacher receiving $7,400. 

Asst. Supt. William Clark pre- 
sented instructional supplies data, 
citing low expenditure over the 
years for textbooks and supplies 
with a resultant condition of not 
having enough books with which 
to work. He suggested the false 
economy of not providing enough 
tools of learning when we spend 
such a large percentage of tho 
budget on the teacher yet fail to 
provide proper equipment for him 
to do his job well. 

Dr. Klemer explained the need 
for additional specialists in art, 
music, and physical education at 
the elementary level due to the 
large number of pupi)9 these peo- 
ple must serve. He also explained 
the problem of having only two 
elementary guidance personnel for 
over 3,000 pupils and the request 
for additional personnel in this 
area. 

Mr. Clark explained the in- 
crease in the maintenance budget 
showing figures over the yeurs 
which were well below the 1 'v of 
evaluation recommended for such 
a budget. 

A five-year plan has been de- 
signed to maintain tho buildings 
at the 1% and first steps of this 
program were incorporated in the 

1968 budget. The program is cur- 
ried on to a limited extent in the 

1969 budget. Ho said the school 
budget shows an increase of 
17.35% over last year, approxi- 
mately the same increase as the 
budget of 1968. 

Dr. Klemer presented the break 
down of salaries of personnel at 
the professional level showing. 

86.8% of the Winchester tax 
dollar goes to teachers’ salaries 

1.9% to Superintendent and 
four who report to him 

3.5% to Principals’ salaries 

1.5% to Assistant Principals’ 
salaries 

.2% to Art, Phys. Ed special- 
ists 

1.9% to Department Heads 

3.4% to Guidance personnel 

1.3% to Library personnel 

The superintendent added that 
Massachusetts is ninth in average 
personnel income in the nation; 
Winchester contributes $.47 of its 
tax dollar to the schools; as a 
states Massachusetts is 22nd na- 
tionally in percent of income go- 
ing to schools. Of the 14 commu- 
nities usually used for comparison 
Winchester is eighth in its ability 
to pay. 

Questions from the residents 
were answered by the School Com- 
mittee and Administration and in- 
cluded such topics as where cuts 
had been made; what was the Fi- 
nance Committee’s position on the 
budgot; how were teachers evalu- 
ated; what is involved in tenure; 
what can be expected in the fu- 
ture us a trend for the budget; 
will there be more language teach- 
ers at the junior high schools, etc. 

Town Meeting representatives 
in attendance commented on the 
quality of tho budget preview 
presentation. Many expressed dis- 
appointment that more concerned 
citizens hud not been present.

Hoop Madness Reigns In Garden 
As 44th Annual Tech Play Opens

The sprawling State Hockey I 
Tournament is now under way,

These games match big schools, 
small schools, fast leagues and slow- 
er ones all in one great melting pot.

The Turnpike boys had only 
three shots in the entire game but 
caged one while the fast-skatir.g 
Catholic crew had 41 but just could- 
n’t tally. 

These facts are pointed out to 
improve the opportunities of the 
smaller schools with less gifted 
squads. As in basketball, the choice 
of tournament competition should 
he determined by the coach and of- 
ficials of the school concerned so 
that should a Lynnfield or Burling- 
ton or Arlington Catholic elect to 
step up to play in a faster division 
the door would be open. Another 
possible change should be the re- 
quirements to qualify from the 
present 75' 1 to include tie games to 
a more realistic figure such as 
65'1 victories.

The grentest basketball show of 
the Henson is now under way at Bos- 
ton Garden as the best of the East- 
ern Massachusetts schoolboy teams 
collide in the 44th annual Tech 
Tourney. 

Henry McCarthy Sr., father of 
the Stoneham coach, started it all 
44 years ngo, and he will once again 
run the show' with his fnmiliar 
tweeds and sporty hat. 

It has grown to be the hallmark 
of success to “Make the Tech," and 
every game that a team wins in it 
is another feather in its cap. The 
chance to play in the Garden, and 
before a large crowd against top 
notch opposition often causes teams 
to rise to previously unreached 
heights and come out as winners. 

■Piny is held in four classes, based 
mostly on the size of the schools 
and the type of opposition that they 
have met. Qualifying is based on a 
70 r ) victory record over a schedule 
announced before the start of the 
campaign. If a team thinks that it 
can move up to a higher cluss it is 
free to do so, but this does not hap- 
pen very often. 

Winchester did try to make It in 
Class A in the mid-fifties and Sil- 
ver Lake jumped from Class C to A 
in 1961, but neither came out with 
the title. 

Lexington Stands Out 

This year the Middlesex League 
will be represented by the gifted 
and rangy Lexington quintet coach- 
ed by Ronnie Massimino which has 
swept through 17 games without 
tasting defeat. 

John Killilea, a veteran of the 
tournament wars, will send a good 
sound Melrose team onto the floor, 
but it seems that the underclass 
players are probably at least a year 
away, and they have failed to cope 
with Lexington twice in regular 
season contests. 

Coach Fred Hergat of Brain- 
tree has always put a clever club 
on the floor and is a regular con- 
tender. Twenty-two times a quali- 
fier and three times a winner, the 
South Shore entry has made the 
finals three times in the past 10 
years, only to lose. If anybody is 
going to upset Lexington, the small- 
er but well trained drilled and 
traditionally strong Braintree team 
might do the trick. Lexington . last 
won the Tech in 1943. 

The only thing that has ever 
piarred play in the Tech has been 
the actions of some of the fans. In 
times past bands, cheer leaders, 
sign and banner carrying support- 
ers and veritable blizzards of paper 
added to the color of the scene. 
Combined with the excellent play it 
was an outstanding spectacle. But 
eventually bottles, spikes and other 
objects showered down onto those 
below and injuries mounted so that 
the paper deluge was barred. Then 
came obnoxious signs and this 
sounded the death knell for all 
identification markers. 

Vandalism increased and roving 
bands ran amuck injuring other 
spectators, band players, cheer 
leaders and even the players. A 
Durfee player was once attacked as 
he entered the Garden for his game. 
One of the more recent things was 
the introduction of off color cheers 
by some of the intown school sup- 
porters. It should be noted that in 
many cases these included “Sub- 
way alumni,” dropouts, and just 
plain trouble makers. The Somer- 
ville crowd hundreds strong gen- 
erally walked or marched the few 
miles to their home town after 
their victories in a monster parade. 

But as the years went by and 
'Somerville ceased to be a peren- 
nial winner they became destructive 
of cars, property and anything in, 
their way even in their own home 
city. As a result Principal Albert 
Giroux threatened to keep the team 
out of the tourney and things quiet- 
ed a bit. But just as in the past 
things were abused by a few and so 
the headmaster has insisted that 
all early Somerville games must be 
played at 6:30 at the latest.

North Andover and Holy Family 
pf New Bedford are tops in Class 
C with undefeated Dover-Sherborn 
showing the way in Class D where 
unexpected opposition may develop 
.from any one of three good Cape 
Ann League teams: Ipswich, North 
Reading and Rockport. 

Five Class A games will have 
been completed before today’s Star 
appears. Catholic Memorial, coach- 
ed by Ronnie Perry, and featuring 
Fran Costello at 6 feet 7 inches who 
has a career total of over 1,000 
points, figures to best Waltham a 
late qualifier but often clever on 
defense. Brockton is favored to 
down Malden hut Art Boyle is a 
resourceful coach and his team is 
fresh from five victories required 
to qualify in its last six games. 
Paul Abare at 6 feet 7 inches and 
Jim Pagliccia 6 feet 4 inches and 
215 Ilia may throw in enough points 
and their tough rebounding should 
slow down the Shoe City boys. Dick 
Barriss, whose brothers paced Mai- 
den’s two Tech titlists in 1960 and 
1964 is a clever play maker and has 
a very dangerous shooting eye. 

Boston English, 1968 winners, 
although not as flashy as last year’s 
quintet appears to have too many 
guns for Lynn English, especially 
since the North Shore League has 
been unable to make the finals in 
years and their representatives 
.usually are first round casualties. 
Somerville and Lynn Classical ap- 
pear fairly ever- but Classical has 
a marvelous shot in Pete Mazareas 
who has averaged 30 points per 
game. This is by no means a great 
.Somerville team but experience, 
pride, and a legion of devoted sup- 
porters may carry them through 
in spite of a none too impressive 
defense. 

North Quincy headed by a great 
play maker and competitor, Bob 
Sleeth and with a pair of sharp- 
shooters in Constantine ar.d Jelli- 
son should best Archbishop Wil- 
liams. But Coach Boh Nolan must 
slay the jinx that has haunted near- 
ly two decades of North Quincy 
tennis — they are consistent winners 
through the season, play excellent 
bull, and buve all kinds of spirit, 
only to rude out in the early stages 
of Tech play. 

In the other three Class A games 
Boston Tech should toy with Attle- 
boro which after qualifying was 
well beaten by Class C North Attle- 
Iboro, a non-qualifier, for the first 
,time in twenty-two years. Boston 
iCollege High and Rindge Tech 
could prove interesting but the 
Cambridge club seems to have a 
bit the better of it. Medford which 
hasn’t qualified in some 14 years is 
willing but Durfee is strong and 
tournament wise, so a Medford win 
would be an upset for the Trem- 
blay coached Blue and White Mus- 
tangs. 

There will be plenty of fast ac- 
tion in all of these contests, maybe 
some upsets, but for any true 
schoolboy hoop followers these 
games make pro basketball a hum 
drum affair.

Hoehn Wins 
Tennis Tourney 

Ted Hoehn, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward G. Hoehn of 11 Pine Street, 
recently became the 1969 New Eng- 
land Men’s Indoor Singles tennis 
champion when he defeated Chum 
Steele of Cambridge.

New Center 
Is Opened 
For Drug Addicts 

Lawrence D. Gaughan. admini- 
strator, Drug Addiction Rehabili- 
tation Board, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cole Smith, superintendent, Mas- 
sachusetts Correctional Institution 
at Framingham, have stated that 
an intensive-care .treatment center 
for female drug addicts was opened 
.at this institution on March 2. 

This unit consists now of a 
twenty-bed inpatient ward for per- 
sons committed under the drug 
laws. 

The Board intends to provide 
treatment centers for all of the 
drug addicts in the Commonwealth 
with diversified facilities structur- 
ed .to treat specific patients. 

The opening of this additional 
intensive-care unit reflects the 
policy of the Board that addicts in 
Massachusetts will receive treat- 
ment whether they are at liberty in 
the community, hospitalized or -in- 
carcerated. 

Other facilities available for the 
-treatment of drug addicts are: Bos- 
ton City Hospital, Boston State 
Hospital, Springfield Hospital Med- 
ical Center, and Northampton State 
Hospital. 

Presently, surveys are being con- 
ducted in Essex, Middlesex, Ply- 
mouth and Bristol counties to de- 
termine the epidemiological char- 
acteristics of the drug addiction 
population and the suitable re- 
sources available.

Tax Deduction 
Supporting Parents 

Special tax Tules apply when 
children jointly support their father 
or mother, William E. Williams, 
district d rector of Internal Revenue 
for Massachusetts, has said. 

Even though not one of them 
provided more than half the parent’s 
support for the year, tax laws pro- 
vide that one of the children may 
claim the parent’s exemption for 
tax purposes, Mr. Williams said. 

To do this, the child claiming 
the exemption must have contri- 
buted at least 10 percent of the 
parent’s support ami the other de- 
pendency requirements must have 
been mat. 

Mr. Williams said that in itihesc 
circumstances, the children can 
decide among themselves which 
will claim the tax exemption. The 
others are then required Ito fill out 
a special form stating that they 
will not claim the exemption. These 
forms are filed with the return of 
the one claiming the exemption. 

IRS Publication 501, “Your Ex-

Mental Health 
Adds Services For 
Young Retarded 

Thirty seven new pre-school 
nursery clinics for mentally re- 
tarded children have just been 
established by the Deirartment of 
Mental Health, bringing to 70 the 
number of facilities now serving 
about 801) children throughout the 
state. 

They were made possible by a 
special act 'of the Legislature. They 
are geared ito prepare ithe mentally 
retarded child for special classes 
in public schools. 

“Most of our pre-school nursery 
schools 'are not located on state 
property, ” said Director John 
Ogonik of Medford. “They are 
in churches and neighborhood 
houses. The state pays the salaries 
of all teachers and of most of the 
assistant teachers. The remaining 
assistants’ salaries are paid by 
local associations for retarded 
Children.” 

The state and the local school 
departments split the cost of trans- 
porting children to and from the 
nurseries. 

The yearly cost per child attend- 
ing community clinical nursery 
school is about $1,000 plus trans- 
portation costs. This amount, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ogonik. provides 
for the salaries of the teacher, the 
assistant, the custodian, one eighth 
of a supervising head 'teacher’s 
time, and one-half of a clinical staff 
person’s time to provide supporting 
clinical services. 

This amount — about $18,000 for 
a unit serving 18 children — includes 
the initial equipment necessary for 
a nursery school, annual replace- 
ment of equipment a-nd yearly sup- 
plies. Not included in these costs 
are rent of the facility, central 
supervision of the program, clerical 
staff, special instructors, and re- 
search and evaluation costs. 

Morning nursery classes are 
limited to 12 children. Smaller 
groups of children who need a 
modified program meet in the 
afternoon in some communities. 

Home Teaching 

Home teaching services are of- 
fered to children under four in 
some areas. 

Mr. Ogonik said that the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health received a 
grant of $-12,000 from the Depart- 
ment of Education’s division of 
special education to establish seven 
day-care centers — one in each of 
the seven mental health regions — 
for mentally retarded children be- 
tween seven and 1G. The Depart- 
ment will soon seek legislation ap- 
proval of 14 additional day care 
centers, he said. 

“Up to now,” said Mr. Ogonik, 
“parents haul no alternative but to 
keep these youngsters at home, 
since they were excluded from pub- 
lic schools. Day care centers are 
an alternative to institutionaliza- 
tion, and an incentive for (the 
parents of mentally retarded child- 
ren to keep their children in the 
home.” 

“The overall goal of the nursery 
school programs, pre-school and 
day care, is to enable each child 
to achieve his maximum potemtial 
and to support and strengthen ithe 
parents in fostering the child's 
growth,” he added. 

William A. Fraenkel, Ph.D., as- 
sistant commissioner for mental 
retardation, said: 

"Retarded children can be help- 
ed. The majority of our pre-schoo-l 
youngsters go on to the special 
classes in the public schools; and. 
with additional education and train- 
ing, most can become productive 
workers.”

The first criminal procedure 
i indbook geared bo the on-the-job 
needs of the police officer has been 
sent to every policeman in the 
Commonwealth by the Committee 
>a Law Enforcement and Admini- 
■ ration of Criminal Justice, ae- 
irding to Sheldon Krantz, the 
nnmittee’s executive director. 

The pocketsized “Enforcing The 
Criminal Law,” prepared by the 
Criminal Division of the Attorney 
General’s Office, states and inter- 
prets the State laws and proce- 
dures for arrest, search and seizure 
after arrest. 

The Sears- Roebuck Foundation 
has funded the initial printing of 
30,000 copies of the handbook which 
covers the State’s 15,000 policemen. 
Copies will also be sent to sheriffs, 
district attorneys, chairmen of 
boards of selectmen, judges, the 
Department of Correction, the De- 
partment of Probation, the Parole 
Board, the Division of Youth Ser- 
vice and the attorneys general and 
criminal justice planning agencies 
in other states. 

Mr. Krantz explained that the 
ultimate goal which will be im- 
plemented by the Committee of 
Law Enforcement is a small loose- 
leaf binder with separate sections 
to be continually updated as crimi- 
nal laws and procedures change. 

Ho added that new material 
covering such topics as crowd con- 
trol and civil disorders will be add- 
ed. 

The handbook took the Criminal

Motorists Urged 
To Prevent 
CO Poisoning 

The Massachusetts Division of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion has advised motorists to check 
their cars and their driving habits 
against the danger of poisoning 
from carbon monoxide exhaust 
fumes. 

The recent announcement by Gen- 
eral Motors to recall nearly five 
million cars for service to prevent 
possible exhaust emissions from en- 
tering the vehicles demonstrates 
that carbon monoxide can seep into 
a car’s passenger compartment even 
through the smallest holes, said 
Robert S. Kretschmar, general man- 
ager of AAA’s Massachusetts Divi- 
sion. 

Mr. Kretschmar pointed out that 
the symbol for carbon monoxide is 
CO. “That's easy to remember be- 
cause gas is colorless and odorless. 
It is also tasteless. 

“A hatfull of carbon monoxide 
inside your ear can kill you. A cup- 
full will bring on sickness.” 

Warning signs of carbon monox- 
ide poisoning are: 

Gradually becoming aware of 
a headache 

Tightness across the forehead 
Trouble with vision — harder 
to see and to focUB 

• Creeping feeling of nausea 
Here are some suggestions from 

the AAA to prevent carbon monox- 
ide poisoning: 

• Never run the motor while the 
car is in a closed garage. Open the 
door before starting the car, but re- 
member that leaving the garage 
door open may not be enough to pre- 
vent a build-up of the dangerous 
fumes. 

If the car is buried in snow, 
make sure the exhaust tail pipe is 
uncovered and open before turning 
on the engine. 

When sitting in a parked car, 
shut off the engine. 

Keep distance from the car 
ahead when held up in traffic. Car- 
bon monoxide can enter the car 
from the exhaust of the car ahead. 
This is especially true if the car 
heater/defroster is turned on. 

• Drive with a car window partly 
open, when there is a possibility 
that the car's ventilation is blocked 
with snow. 

• Have the exhaust system of the 
car inspected to eliminate seepage. 

• Buy one of the carbon monox- 
ide detectors available from auto- 
motive supply stores and mail order 
houses (approximate cost $1) and 
put it inside the car. The small plas-

Unless the lawn is completely in- 
vaded with weeds, don't dig it up 
and reseed. Planting a new lawn 
will simply produce a new infesta- 
tion because every foot of topsoil 
contains thousands of weed seeds, 
these seeds never germinate unless 
they are brought to the surface 
and exposed to light, air and mois- 
ture. 

Spring is the proper time to 
apply a preventive “pre-emergence” 
crab grass killer, according to turf 
agronomists at Anichem Research 
Farm, Ambler, Pennsylvania. Used 
in early spring, this pre-emergence 
crab grass killer will give 95 per 
cent or more control. If the crab 
grass has already appeared, it can 
be eliminated with such chemicals 
as Weedone crab grass killer. 

Modren chemicals react rather 
quickly upon the weeds. Under 
normal growing conditions, a twist- 
ing and curling of weeds should 
occur within a day or two after 
chemical application. 

Regardless of the reaction time, 
the application of modern weed- 
killing Chemicals will eradicate 
serious weekend weeding problems. 


The AAA official said that the 
greatest danger of carbon monox- 
ide is that a driver can’t detect its 
presence — often until too late. 
“Breathing carbon monoxide fumes 
even in small amounts mny impair 
driving actions and judgment 
enough to lead to an accident,” he 
said. 

During the recent snowstorms, 
many motorists who drive to and 
from work sitting in tightly closed 
cars for long periods of time found 
themselves tired and groggy after 
their trips. They may have had a 
slight touch of carbon monoxide poi- 
soning.”

Co-op Banks 
Show Growth 

Unprecedented competition for 
thrifit deposits has failed to stunt 
in any appreciable way the healthy 
growth of Massachusetts’ home 
grown thrift and mortgage lend- 
ing institutions, the co-operative 
bank sysbem. 

A year-end review of the eo-op- 
urabive banks’ specialized activities 
revealed that during the twelve 
months of 1968 the rate of growth 
in assets of the 154 member banks 
had jumped from 4.39% to 6.30%, 
bringing the total growth in assets 
for 1968 to $120,500,000 and the 
combined assets of the banks to 
an all time high of $2,033,400,000. 

Growth in combined savings de- 
posits showed an even greater rate 
of increase from 6.55% in the pre- 
vious year to 6.21% on December 
30, 1968, or an increase of $105,- 
•100,000, bringing the total of sav- 
ings deposits up to $1 billion, 
804 million belonging to 889,000 de 
positions. 

On the other side of the ledger 
the co-operative banks issued new 
mortgages amounting to $88,300,- 
000 for an increase of 5.46%, rais- 
ing the total home mortgage in- 
vestment to $1 billion, 705 million 
dollars.

B&M Trains To Halt 
For WHS Underpass 

A 59-hour halt in Boston and Maine through rail traffic is set 
for Friday, March - 1 as engineers for the Secondary School Building 
Committee and those of the Railroad get ready to Iniild the pedestrian 
tunnel to connect the new high school building with its playing fields. 


Front 6 p.nt. Friday until 5 a.m. 
Monday, March 24, B and M pas- 
sengers heading north of Win- 
chester will be bussed around the 
road-bed block up to the Win- 
chester Highlands stop. South- 
bound travel will do the reverse. 

A special plow detail last Fri- 
day started the operation. Satur- 
day the area was loaded with 
gravel. 

This week workers start bring- 
ing in and assembling the sec- 
tions of galvanized steel pipe 
from which are being constructed 
the 13-foot in diameter under- 
pass. 

At the go-signal at 6 p.m. on 
the 21st, B and M engineers will 
lift the tracks. The banking will 
be removed; the pipe pu'lled into 
place by heavy equipment; and 
the bank then replaced. 


According to Arthur E. Dunbar, 
chairman of the high school 
Building Committee, the opera- 
tion will go on, barring heavy 
flooding. 

“The cooperation that the Bos- 
ton and Maine has given us in 
planning for this operation has 
been excellent,” said the chair- 
man, “We would like publicly to 
compliment them on their assis- 
tance and public spirit. Both have 
been invaluable to the Town of 
Winchester.” 

The SSBC has been meeting 
every week recently with the 
Permanent Building Committee 
and with architects and engineers. 
Snow conditions could add some 
time onto the spring date for 
putting out bids. The builders 
still hope, however, for a mid- 
April bid date. 


Welfare Announces 


Medicaid Cutbacks

Winchester residents registered with the Public Welfare Office as 
eligible for Medicaid have been sent a letter notifying them of changes 
in policy relating to eligibility, according to William P. Supple, director 
of the office here. 


In line with the proposed cut- 
backs in Medicaid, the State has 
notified the local offices that the 
$65 per month alloted for em- 
ployment expenses in figuring 
available income will be eliminat- 
ed. 

According to the new policy, 
only compulsory deduction of 
Social Security taxes and Federal 
and State income taxes, retire- 
ment contributions, health insur- 
ance premiums and employment 
expenses of $2.50 per week, may 
be deducted in figuring income 


available for payment of medical 
expenses. 

Mr. Supple reports that from 
the inception of Medicaid on Sep- 
tember 1, 1966 through June 30, 
1968, some $496,514 was paid in 
medical assistance for Winchester 
residents. 

At the present time, there are 
190 families with 691 children on 
the list of those Winchester resi- 
dents eligible to receive Medicaid 
payments. (This figure does not 
include those families receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children).

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ABM Meeting 
Hears Pros, Cons 
Of ‘Sentinel’ 

”If we built the ABM, we would 
fantastically escalate the arms 
race,” Boston University Profes- 
sor Edgar M. Bottome told about 
150 residents at a meeting Thurs- 
day night sponsored by the Win- 
chester Committee on ABM. 

Five panelists, with credentials 
from engineering, sociology and 
political science, lectured the 
group at the Church of the Epi- 
phany on the pros and cons of the 
proposed ABM system which 
would involve sites in North An- 
dover and in Lynnfield. 

Richard W. Freeman Jr. of 14 
Franklin Road, in introducing the 
speakers, told the group the com- 
mittee hoped to “provide a bbttor 
understanding of both sides of the 
ABM problem.” 

In his introductory remarks, 

Mr. Freeman reported Congress- 
man Torbert Macdonald hopes to 
have a Seventh District hearing 
on the ABM before Congressional 
hearings on the subject begin. 

Prof. Bottome, an assistant pro- 
fessor of political science at B. U. 
and a specialist in American de- 
fense policy, told the group, “We 
have already spent more money 
on ABM than we spend in an en- 
tire year on federal aid to educa- 
tion.” 

His only concern, he added, is 
not with the cost but with the fact 
that it “does not add one iota to 
the basic security of the country.”

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Snows To Cost 
More Than $1 
On Tax Rate 

Before the Board of Selectmen 
Monday Highway Superintendent 
Robert O’Brien defined the mone- 
tary eome-uppance of this win- 
ter’s snows when added to what 
we can look at for 1969 as a whole 
year: more than $1 on the tax 
rate. 

As a sample, the salt budget 
alone had been estimated at $69,- 
000 through December, 1969.

Guidance Needs 
Reported To 
School Comm. 

Guidance programs at the ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
levels in Winchester were the sub- 
ject of discussion Monday night 
at a regular meeting of the 
School Cimmittee at the McCall 
Junior High School. 

At the same meeting, Dr. Don- 
ald Klemer, superintendent of 
schools, told the committee he feels 
tho town will be given permission 
by the State Commissioner of 
Education to waive the 180 day 
requirement. In the elementary 
schools, the present calendar is 
two days short as a result of 
storm days. 

Mrs. Gloria R. Keville, elemen- 
tary school guidance specialist, in 
her report told the committe “. . . 
of our 3,000 students, probably 
1100 of them need soma kind of 
guidance.” 

Guidance should involve all 
children, not just the problems, 
Mrs. Keville said. 

She added that future failure 
was most easily prevented in the 
elementary grades and that gui- 
dance efforts should stress the ele- 
mentary grades. 

Eugene I. Prior, guidance de- 
partment head at the High School, 
commented on the “school-career 
explo” presented by the guidance 
department this year.

Winchester can look to a tax rate of about $44.00 — or a jump of $6.60 over last year, according 
to the Finance Committee's report, in the mail yesterday barely in time for tonight’s Town Meetings. 

The gavel for the Meetings comes at 7:45 in the High School auditorium. Moderator Harrison Chad- 
wick is expected to move into the Special Town Meeting warrant on the Marycliff Acatlcmy study and 
then go into the 35-article regular session. 


Delays on the printed Finance 
Committee report came close to 
postponing the Town Meeting — 
as has been the case this year in 
one or two other area towns. 

Acting chairman Robert Gren- 
zeback of (the Finance Committee 
reported^that Town Meeting mem- 
bers earlier received typed copies 
of the Fin Com report through 
article seven of the warrant. 

Mary citizens may not yet have 
received the report, which was ito 
have been distributed to Town 
Meeting Members yesterday. 

The estimated tak rate is fur- 
ther complicated by 'the fact that 
ithe State’s so-called “cherry 
sheCt” is not expected to arrive 
with the Town’s reimbursement 
notice unttil well after Town 
Meeting. 

“Things got bogged down in 
logistics,” said vice chairman Mr. 
Grenzeback in speaking of the 
sum of factors which delayed 
the report. He is acting in the 
absence from (town of Ormond 
Hessler, Finance Committee 
chairman.

Tonight’s Town Meetings will 
be broadcast over the High School 
radio station, WHSR-FM at 91.9 
megacycles. 

Marycliff 

The one-article Special Town 
Meeting which should open the 
evening was introduced jointly 
by the Selectmen and the School 
Committee. 

It asks the Town study the ac- 
quisition of Marycilff Academy 
for use as a school, and for an 
option authorization so that this 
can be done. 

It reflects the high interest in 
Town in the subject and the en- 
thusiasm of the School Commit- 
tee and administration and the 
Selectmen. 

At a hearing on the long-range 
planning report of the Elemen- 
tary School Building Committee 
Tuesday night in the Town Hall, 
that group’s chairman, Earle 
Littleton, noted the ESBC’s in- 
tention to support the study. 

Mr. Littleton, however, con- 
tinues to qualify his enthusiasm 
for the purchase. 

Orange Stakes: 
Learn Them 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
has urged parents to tell their 
children not to play with the 
orange stakes placed around town 
to mark tho location of fire hy- 
drants. 

The stakes have been placed by 
the firefighters to mark all hy- 
drants, including those already 
free of snow, clearly to indicate 
their locations. 


“Some people think that if we 
buy Marycliff, we won’t have to 
do anything else,” he said, going 
on (bo staite (that since there is rro 
Stake building assistance with 
•the purchase, it should be assess- 
ed against the price of new con- 
struction by adding the purchase 
price Ito estimated renovation 
costs and divide by 350 estimated 
pupil capacity. 

“You shouldnn’t pay more than 
$500,000 for it,” he said. 

The Tuesday school building 
hearing, attended by about 45 
persons, also brought out the fact 
that, in the Building Committee’s 
opinion, Marycliff would serve to 
house only pupils from East of 
Cambridge Street. 

“We have got to enlarge Vin- 
son-Owen anyway,” Mr. Little- 
ton said, and reiterated his 
group’s plan for the enlargement 
of Mystic as its first step. 

(The Town Meeting discussion 
of the over-all elementary plan- 
ning is included in Article 30 of 
the regular Town Meeting and 
not expected to be met in the 
first two sessions.”) 

Personnel Report 

Tonight's meeting should hear 
the report of Chairman Robert 
Ericson of Personnel, and include 
bargaining reports. The written 
final report of this Board details 
the new educational “self-im- 
provement” program for the 
Police (which will later apply 
to Firefighters) and Mr. Ericson 
is expected to tell the Town’s 


Representatives about this plan. 

An expression by the Firefight- 
ers’ local union as to their posi- 
tion on salaries and why they 
have not signed, is also anticipat- 
ed here. 

The Planning Board will look 
to aid for the business district 
in Its article (7) asking a com- 
mittee study this question. 

School Budget 

Budgets come up for a review 
under article 8. The School De- 
partment budget, up 17% again 
this year, will go to the floor 
with a cross suggestion from the 
Finance Committee that it be 
cut $100,000. 

“We want them to cut from 
their programs money allocated 
into new programs,” said Mr. 
Grenzeback on this subject. 

Under number 8 the Town will 
also hear the details of the whop- 
ping big snow and ice cost this 
year — expected to go well over 
$300,000. 

Article 9, under Town Govern- 
ment Study Committee sponsor- 
ship, should see a broad discus- 
sion of the issues involved in the 
suggested move to a Department 
of Public Works. 

Although seasoned observers 
do not expect the Meeting to get 
beyond article 9 in its first two 
sessions, they are optimistic that 
the 1969 Town Meeting will be 
done in many fewer than the 
marathon nine-session 1968 ses- 
sion.

English Composition

Of the many young couples who 
will be getting married this year 
in Winchester, what proportion of 
them will live to celebrate their 
golden wedding anniversary? 

The answer, based upon recent 
national studies, is — more than a 
third of them. The assumption that 
goes with it, of course, is that no 
divorce or annulment intervenes 
along the way. In that event, all 
bets are off. 

The likelihood that both husband 
and wife will survive to mark that 
50-year milestone is more than 
twice as favorable as it was for 
their grandparents, when they got 
married. 

The improvement in the pros- 
pects for a longer life span is the 
result of spectacular achievements 
in the fields of health, biology and 
medicine during the last few dec- 
ades. 

Just what the chances are of a 
person’s reaching the various land- 
mark stages in life are detailed in 
the latest studies made by insur- 
ance statisticians and others. 

For the average Winchester 
couple just getting married, where 
the bridegroom is 22 and the bride 
19 (there are some 190 young men 
and 210 young women locally at 
those ages at present) — the odds 
are about seven, out of 10 that both 
of them will be around in the year 
2010 to make the bride’s 60th birth- 
day. 

For their grandparents, the odds 
were only 5 out of 10 that they 
Would reach that point. 

The prospects of living to the re- 
tirement age of 65 are also greater 
than ever, the figures show. 

Of the 200 young men in the local 
area who are now 18 and are going 
to work or into the armed forces or 
to college, the indications are that 
some 140 of them will reach 65. 

At that point, their chances of 
living an additional 10 years are 
listed as better than six out of 10. 

Of particular importance to a 
man are the first 30 years or so of 
married life, when there are likely 
to be dependent children in the fam- 
ily. It is a period of maximum eco- 
nomic responsibility. 

For the 190 men in Winchester 
who have arrived at ago 22 and are 
at the marrying stage, the statis- 
tics vbow that no less than 89 per- 
cent of them will be on hand to wit- 
ness the marriage of their youngest 
children. This occurs, on the aver- 
age, when the father is about 53 
years old. 


Mass. Taxpayers 
Stand Against 
State Pay Raise 

“Each state worker should be 
paid the going rate for his work — 
no more and no less,” Massachu- 
setts Taxpayers Foundation Execu- 
tive Vice President Frank J. Zeo 
said when he recently testified be- 
fore the General Court’s Public 
Service Committee in favor of a 
proposed $41.6 million state em- 
ployee’s pay raise. 

Mr. Zeo called the $88 million 
pay boost sought by the state em- 
ployee’s union "unrealistic and 
wasteful.” He said the Foundation 
is opposed to it because state 
workers would then earn substan- 
tially more than they could earn 
for similar jobs outside. 

Mr. Zoe said the Foundation rec- 
ognizes the need to make state 
salaries fully competitive job-for- 
job with salaries outside the state 
service “but, with the state payroll 
increasing at a rate of more than 
$3 million per month, we must also 
consider the needs of the state, and 
the hard-pressed taxpayer.” 

He said the union’s pay increase 
plan, which calls for 20 percent or 
$20 per week whichever is higher, 
is “unrelated either to consumer 
price levels or to pay rates in out- 
side employment.” 

“Underpayment of our state 
workers — even with the job securi- 
ty and very liberal fringe benefits 
that the state offers — is as short- 
sighted and foolish a policy as the 
overpayments which the unions 
would impose on us,” Mr. Zeo said. 
He said the Foundation believes 
that the bill filed for the Bureau 
of Personnel will bring about an 
adjustment of pay scales that will 
eliminate inequities and permit the 
state to compete for the talent 
needed to manage its billion dol- 
lar operation.

Did the rains last spring cause 
your cellar to flood and ruin the 
new playroom ? 

Was your wife’s handbag and its 
contents, including $142 in cash, 
stolen while she was Christmas- 
Shopping last December? 

Damage to personal property by 
storms, floods, fires and other 
natural acts are known as casualty 
losses, as arc losses due to theft. 
Damage to your auto is also, con- 
sidered a casualty boss unless the 
accident was caused by your own 
willful negligence. 

On income tax returns due on or 
before April 15, you can deduct 
personal casualty losses and losses 
due to theft in excess of $100 which 
are not covered by insurance, ac- 
cording to George Brody, CPA, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Federal Taxation of the Massachu- 
setts Society of CPAs. 

Only the owner of the damaged 
or stolen property can claim the 
deduction. In the case of the stolen 
purse, you cannot claim the deduc- 
tion in the event your wife files a 
separate return. In addition, you 
should also be able to prove that 
you actually suffered the loss (re- 
ported it to the police, for example) 
and be able .to establish the amount 
of the loss (fair market value, cost 
of repairs, etc.). 

Casualty and theft losses to busi- 
ness property which are not cover- 
ed by insurance are deductible with- 
out regard to the $100 limitation. 

Debts Differ 

A bad debt must be claimed in 
the tax year or it becomes worth- 
less. Gifts cannot be claimed as 
bad debits. Neither can loans to 
children, as the Internal Revenue 
Service says they must be consider- 
ed gifts. 

Non-business bad debts are de- 
ductible as short-term capital 
losses and should be reported in 
Schedule D and offset against 
short-term capital gains. These in 
turn are subject to the limitations 
on deductions for capital losses. 

In the event a non-business bad 
debt is the only item reported in 
Schedule D, it can be deducted from 
reported income to a limit of $1,000. 
If it is more than $1,000, the ex- 
cess can be carried over as a 
short-torm loss on next year’s re- 
turn and the yenr following, if 
necessary, until it has been de- 
ducted in full. 

Taxes Count 

You can deduct most state and 
local taxes when you itemize your 
deductions. This includes payments 
withheld from wages for state or 
local income taxes, as well as pay- 
ments made on estimated state and 
local income taxes during 1968. 

State and local gasoline taxes 
can be deducted, as well as personal 
property and general sales taxes. 
Real estate taxes can be deducted 
only by the owner of the property. 

Other items you can deduct in- 
clude: dues to a union or profes- 
sional society, the cost of tools and 
equipment needed in your job when 
furnished at your own expense, the 
fees paid to employment agencies 
for help in finding a new job. 

You can also deduct the cost of 
professional courses and instruc- 
tion needed to maintain or improve 
professional skills. You must have 


been employed or self-employed at 
the time ithe courses were taken and 
been able to meet the minimum 
standards of skill and proficiency 
required by your job or profession. 

Salesmen who use their own cars 
for business and are not reimbursed 
by their employers for travel ex- 
penses can deduct ten cents a mile 
for the first 15,000 miles traveled 
and seven cents a mile after that. 
They should be prepared, however, 
to substantiate any deduction 
claimed with a detailed record of 
their actual business mileage dur- 
ing the year.

Living With 
Your Heart

Angina (angina pectoris) is 
recurring, distressing discomfort 
usually felt in the chest when the 
heart is called on to do more work. 

Its symptoms — usually distinctive 
— sometimes are difficult to identify, 
making what you tell your doctor 
especially important to his diagno- 
sis. 

Angina pain has been described 
as a squeezing sensation, pressure, 
burning, tightness, heaviness, op- 
pression. Usually felt behind the 
breastbone, it sometimes spreads to 
arms, neck, jaws or upper back. 

It’s important to remember not 
all chest pain is due to angina. It 
could be simple heartburn or indi- 
gestion. Only your doctor can tell. 

Physical effort — walking up an 
incline or hurrying for a bus — can, 
produce anginal discomfort. Emo- 
tional upsets, a heavy meal, bracing 
a brisk wind can bring it on. Iron- 
ically, it can come, too, when you’re 
lying in bed. 

Study has shown in a mnjority 
of cases of angina the coronary 
arteries have been affected by athe- 
rosclerosis (hardening of the arte- 
ries). 

The heart pumps blood through 
the arteries, nourishing and bring- 
ing oxygen to the body cells. To do 
this, it must have a continuous flow 
of blood through its own network of 
arteries, the coronary arteries. 

In atherosclerosis inner linings 
of the arteries become thickened 
and roughened by fatty deposits 
such as cholesterol, narrowing the 
passageway and interfering with 
blood flow. 

Angina can come from other 
things besides atherosclerosis. 
Many people have angina, but do 
not have any currently recognize- 
able forms of organic disease. 

Between 15 and 20 percent of my 
patients, when studied by angio- 
graphy, (visualization of the blood 
vessels of the heart, a means of 
determining presence of atheroscle- 
rosis) exhibit perfect blood vessels.

FBI’s Report 
Says Crime Rise 
UP 17% In 1968 

Serious crime in the United 
States increased 17 percent in 19G8 
when compared with 1967 according 
to figures made available today 
through the FBI’s Uniform Crime 
Reports and released by Attorney 
General .John N. Mitchell. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said all Crime Index offenses reg- 
istered substantial increases in vol- 
ume. Crimes of violence were up 
19 percent, led by robbery up 29 
percent, murder and forcible rape 
up 14 percent each, and aggravat- 
ed assault up 12 percent. The 
crimes against property rose by 
17 percent as a group. Individually, 
larceny $50 and over in value rose 
21 percent, auto theft up 18 per- 
cent, and burglary was up 13 per- 
cent. 

Mr. Hoover stated crime increas- 
es were reported by all city popu- 
lation groups, with the sharpest 
change in volume noted in the large 
core cities 250,000 and over in pop- 
ulation up 18 percent. The subur- 
ban areas recorded an overall in- 
crease of 18 percent, while the rural 
areas were up 12 percent in vol- 
ume. 

The crime increases, according 
to Mr. Hoover, were constant 
throughout the United States. The 
North Central States had an over- 
all increase of 13 percent, the 
Southern States 16 percent 'in- 
crease, the Western States 18 per- 
cent increase, while the heavily 
populated Northeastern States re- 
corded an average increase of 21 
percent. 

The FBI Director noted that the 
violent crime of armed robbery had 
a sharp upswing of 34 percent and 
armed robbery made up 01 per- 
cent of all robbery offenses. Seri- 
ous assaults where a gun was used 
us the weapon rose 24 percent and 
nearly one out of every four ag- 
gravated assaults was committed 
with a gun. 

The figures released by the FBI 
disclose that in 1908 police arrests 
for all criminal acts, excluding traf- 
fic offenses, increased 4 percent. 
Arrests of adults rose 3 percent, 
while arrests of juveniles continued 
to climb in 1908 with an 11 per- 
cent rise. 

Final crime figures and crime 
rates per unit of population will 
be uvuiluble in the detailed annual 
Uniform Crime Reports scheduled 
for release in the Summer of 1969.

DPW: Facing The Hard Facts? 


The concept of a Department of Public Works will 
he l>efore the Town Meeting tonight or Monday 
and we can think of few things on the warrant which 
deserve a more full and dispassionate discussion. 

Under article 9. the Town Government Study 
Committee (created hv the 1968 -Town Meeting) will 
ask the Town Meeting to vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to file a petition with the General Court 
to establish a Public Works Department. 

"The Town Government Committee. . .feels that 
Winchester has readied the point now where a 
(DPW') will give the citizens of the town a more 
responsive and elhtient operation.” concluded the 
TC.SC's report, published in the Star of January 23. 

"You have to keep restructuring government.” said 
Moderator Harrison Chadwick in support of DPW 
before the Selectmen in January. He pointed to the 
effectiveness of DPW in several surrounding towns 
and noted, "It's hard to see how anyone can feel you 
won't gain in strength by (this) . . .” 

Chairman of Study Committee, former Selectmen’s 
chairman and business executive Robert Armstrong, 
has led the push for DPW. emphasizing cfficcncy in 
planning, economy in purchasing and best use of 
personnel. 

The plan asks the new department include the 
departments of Highway. Sanitation. Forestry. Water 
and Sewer, Cemetery, Park, and the custodians of 
the Town Hall. 

It would put the Board of Selectmen to serve as 
the advisory board of Public Works. It would ap- 
point a director of Public Works. It would dictate 
that the Town's labor force in these combined 
departments be reduced only by attrition. 


The study group's report reviewed the history of 
rhe development of the Town's multiple hoards, 
noting, "As these services developed. Town Meetings 
often created a new entity to assume the responsibi- 
lity. . ." 

Results, contend DPW proponents, make for dupli- 
cation of purchasing and lack of coordination of 
elfort. They reflect an approach to government 
which leaves much to be desired when compared to 
that of any business of comparable— or nearly a 
million and a half, budget. 

Publicly opposing the DPW are the commissioners 
of Cemetery. Park and Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments who call the "alleged benefits" accruing there- 
from "illusory" and who point to the multiple 
citizen involvement in the separate boards and the 
continuity which exists in many as arguments in 
favor of retaining the structure as is. 

Whereas the pro-DPW persons cite the fact that 
presently there are two departments (sometimes 
more) planting grass, two digging up the streets 
and four purchasing: the anti-DPWer points out 
that “a meter reader in one (department. . .) could 
not necessarily be expected to operate a snow plow.” 

The Town is growing by leaps and bounds. Its 
services and budgets increase rapidly month by 
month. So far. it has had a history of good return 
for the money. 

Unless some more telling arguments are presented 
against what appears to be a logical restructuring 
in the name of better government, practical central- 
ization and less expenditure, we would hope to see 
Winchester accept the cold, hard facts of growth 
and go for die change, albeit reluctantly. 


The Legislators 


Called by the Town Clerk. Precinct III Town 
Meeting Members vote tonight to resolve the 11th 
place tie vote between 75-year-old Lowell Smith, 
elected last week to a fourth consecutive five-year 
term on the Cemetery Commission and 48-year old 
Robert Danley, who has lived in town for a relatively 
short time. 

Aside from its inherent interest, the vote on the 
tie points up the responsibility of precinct leaders 
in other instances where a resignation or death 
dictates a replacement. For die most part the pre- 


cincts have a good reputation for proper procedure 
and adequate consideration of persons who have 
shown their interest by getting nominations and 
running for office. There have been cases reported, 
however, wherein some very cavalier treatment has 
been given defeated nominees. 

As Winchester's business gets bigger, its governing 
process must constantly improve. Particularly as its 
administration becomes more centralized, must its 
town-wide legislators he strong, articulate, diverse 
and faithful in attendance to give true representa- 
tion.

Use Experience, Involve Public 
Is Exhortation Of Dudley Kimball 


Editor of the Star: 

For more than 15 years I have expounded the idea 
that die greatest weakness in Winchester government 
was the unwritten rule that no finance committeeman 
will be reappointed and no selectman will run for 
rcelection. It was gratifying to see such an impressive 
roster of former selectmen endorse the idea diat 
experience is a virtue. 

The voters also have overwhelmingly agreed to 
the idea the first time they have had the opportunity. 
It surely follows that diose responsible for the ap- 
pointive office of finance committee will read into 
this a mandate to reappoint or draft former members 
to add experience to that most important body. Ap- 
pointment of a full complement of new faces would 
Ire a disastrous setback to the concept that experienc- 
ed people is our greatest need in these trying days. 
The Moderator, chairman of the Selectmen and 
chairman of the Finance Committee have this re- 
sponsibility. To them the voters have, by implication, 
assigned the task of selecting the best available ex- 
perienced people to serve again. None has denied 
that a member of the Finance Committee readies his 
full effectiveness only in the last year of his three- 
year term. 

I cite many other signs of progress. No longer is 
the Finance Committee an echo of the Selectmen. No 
longer do we have a "rubber stamp” Town Meeting. 
More members seem to study and understand the 
warrant articles. They do more independent think- 
ing. Nor do they seem to worry quite so much about 
controversial standing votes. In my day, too many 
members really didn't understand some articles. That 
posed the problem of how unobtrusively to vote an 
the winning side, as that seemed more important 
than to decide whidi position was correct. 

We began to publish attendance figures, where- 
upon many members ol long standing who never 
went to lown Meeting suddenly decided not to 
iuii again. 1 he une big step needed is for the 
citizens to know die voting record ol their represen- 
tatives. We could then quickly really obtain what we 
call representative government. Maybe that will 
come. . . . 

Reducing the time spoil in town meetings is a 
challenge lot all. Greater experience through longer 
service on die part of members ol the Finance and 
tire bclecLLUtn's oihcc should help, i would also 


welcome the practice of having various members of 
the Board of Selectmen take part in handling some 
of the articles. Besides the general knowledge which 
they have, each could have a bit of expertise in a 
fewer areas, which should be beneficial to the town. 

The sdiool budget about which we all mutter but 
do little to grasp, since we have been powerless to 
influence it, seems to invite open discussion this 
year. The School Committee wants to climb from 
its ivory tower and seeks a consensus. We have not 
seized the opportunity. Perhaps we do not think it 
is for real. . . . 

Now dial it has started, the School Committee 
should continue its efforts to involve the public, 
disappointing as its first efforts have been. If its 
approach continues, the relationship should improve, 
and what the majority wants for its school system 
will be reflected in the budget. We are faced with 
an impossible task of reconciling a huge capital 
budget with an expanding and improving operating 
program. Any compromise is bound to mean a bigger 
budget regardless— how much bigger will at least be 
by a more widespread intelligent appraisal. 

Public participation in problems of curriculum 
and other operating facets of our school program 
seems to rest in a Citizens Advisory Committee. This 
like Topsy, seems to have just grown. I visualize 
that it might be restructured to insure that it 
properly represents various points of view. It must 
avoid being a sounding board for the School Com- 
mittee. It could well make independent reports more 
frequently and be the balance wheel of public opin- 
ion. 

In conclusion, we have had progress, hut more on 
the order of loo little too late. Many problems had 
bben postponed just because Selectmen passed on 
their problems to their successors, as they knew they 
wouldn't be on hand to help solve them. Further 
delay on the part of the inexperienced newcomers 
to face up to them just meant lurihcr postponement 
and higher costs. 

Let us continue to put our house in order, for 
even the most complacent of our electorate are be- 
ginning to realize what it has and can continue to 
cost to be indifferent.

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Certified Public Accountants Clarify 
Charitable Deduction Rules Of IRS 


(This is the second of a series of 
articles prepared by the Massachu- 
setts Society of CPAs on money- 
saving tax “tips” in the prepara- 
tion of the 1010 Federal Individual 
Income Tax Return.) 

Are you claiming a charitable 
deduction on your Federal ‘income 
tax return for that portrait of 
“Uncle Leo, the General,” which 
you donated to the State historical 
society in 1968? 

Then you should know that the 
Internal Revnue Service has tight- 
ened up its procedures for estab- 
lishing the fair-market value of 
art objects for which such deduc- 
tions are claimed, according to Rob- 
ert Boyer, CPA, president of the 
Massachusetts Society of CPAs. 

The IRS now requires a descrip- 
tion of the donated work of art, 
how it was acquired, cost, proof 
of authenticity, and a signed ap- 
praisal, if any, in all cases of do- 
nations worth more than $200. 

In general, you can deduct up to 
20 percent (30 percent in many in- 
stances) of your adjusted gross in- 
come for contributions to qualified 
charities. Be prepared, however, to 
verify such contributions in the 
event you are called in for an au- 
dit of your return. In addition .to 
ithe expert’s appraisal mentioned 
above, cancelled cheeks, money-or- 
der stubs, receipts, etc. will do fine. 

Facts On Charity 

The IRS has now announced, offi- 
cial policy on what it will allow 
for charitable contributions in the 
event you are unable to substan- 
tiate the fact that they were made 
in the amounts claimed. In the 
past, however, it has been known in 


certain districts to attempt to limit 
charitable contributions which a 
taxpayer cannot substantiate to 
$78 a year ($1 a week for church 
donations and 50 cents a week for 
miscellaneous charities.) 

Your chariatble contributions 
must have been made either in 
money or property. Stocks pur- 
chased for $200, for example, but 
worth $600 when donated to your 
church building fund last year, are 
claimed as a $600 donation. 

Contributions must be claimed 
for the year in which they were 
made. A $10 charitable donation 
made by check and mailed as late 
as last December 31, should be 
claimed on your return due on or 
before April 15, even though it 
did not clear your bank until Jan- 
uary 5. 

You cannot deduct contributions 
to friends and relatives, political 
organizations or candidates in 1968, 
social clubs, labor organizations 
and chambers of commerce. 

No Blood Count 

The market value of blood do- 
nated to the Red Cross or a hos- 
pital blood bank is not deductible. 
Neither is the value of the time 
or service given voluntarily to a 
charitable organization or agency. 

You can, however, deduct out-of- 
pocket expenses in donating such 
services. For example, if you reg- 
ularly drove volunteer donors to a 
Red Cross blood bank in your car, 
you can deduct a mileage fee of 
five cents a mile as a charitable 
contribution. Reasonable expenses 
for meals and lodging while away 
from home on volunteer service for 
a charitable organization are also 
deductible. 

Tuition paid to a parochial 
school for your child’s education 
is not deductible as a contribution 
to a religious organization. It is a 


personal, non-deductible, living ex- 
pense, according to IRS. 

Contributions to a nonprofit 
cemetery, where the funds are ir- 
revocably dedicated to the perpet- 
ual care and maintenance of the 
cemetery as a whole, are deducti- 
care of a particular grave, crypt 
ble. Nat so contributions for the 
or burial plot, however. 

In certain instances, to cover do- 
nations to charities receiving their 
support from the general public, 
such os churches, tax-exempt edu- 
cational institutions and hospitals, 
medical research facilities, and col- 
lege endowment organizations, as 
much as 30 percent of your ad- 
justed income can be claimed as a 
charitable deduction. 

Carry-over 

In the event your contribution 
took you above the 30 percent ceil- 
ing, you are entitled to carry over 
the excess as a deduction on your 
return for the 1969 tax year. It 
would well be worthwhile, however, 
to consult your local Internal Re- 
venue office, a CPA or other quali- 
fied tax authority on the proper 
procedure for filing this year’s re- 
turn. 

This carry-over privilege, which 
can be spread over the next five 
years, applies only to contributions 
to organizations and institutions 
supported by the general public. 
It does not cover contributions 
made to most private foundations.

THE WINDING STAIR 


by Jana Aiken Hodge 

This is the time of year, what with shovelling snow, 
making out income tax returns, taking exams and all 
the other vexntions of late winter, that a good melo- 
dramatic adventure story is just what is needed. 
The Winding Stair by Jane Aiken Hodge is just such 
a talc. 

Juana Brett is a half-English, half-Portuguese 
young lady living in the early nineteenth century. 
She is miserable because she has been uprooted from 
warm, sunny Portugal, where she only now realizes 
how happy she was, and brought to England to live 
with her father and his new wife and her two pretty 
daughters. She dislikes the cold, damp, English cli- 
mate. Her stepmother is shrewish and her father a 
weakling who cannot or will not stand up for her. 
Her stepsisters are pink and white doll-like creatures 
who, she feels, contrast to their advantage to her tall 
figure and dark strong features. Her worst cross is 
that she stammers when she speaks English. 

It is at this point that the mysterious Gair Varlow 
enters her life and changes it completely. It is 
through his intervention, although she does not at 
the time realize it, that she returns to Portugal and 
the romantic castle on the rock where her despotic 
Grandmother Brett rules her descendents with an 
autocratic hand. The family consists of Juana’s mad 
Aunt Elvira, Uncle Prospero and Uncle Miguel, who 
is a suspicously impious priest. Besides there are 
two young cousins, Robert and Peter, rather foppish 
young men attached to the Portuguese court. Juana 
finds to her surprise that now she must call them 
Roberto and Pedro, stressing the Portuguese side of 
the family and playing down the English. 

Although Portugal and England had long been 
friends and traditional allies, conditions were begin- 
ning to change in the beginning of the 1800’s. Na- 
poleon was rapidly swallowing up Europe. England, 
fighting a war of survival, had hoped to organize 
Portugal’s resistance to French demands. The Portu- 
guese royal family, the House of Braganza which at 
the time consisted of the quite insane Queen Maria, 
who was kept locked up, her not very intelligent son, 
Dom John, who ruled in her stead as Prince Regent, 
and his Spanish wife, Carlota Joaquina, who despised 
him and openly plotted against him, was not a rally- 
ing point for Portuguese patriots. The government 
was weakened with indifference, incompetence and 
downright treachery. 

It was against this background that Juana Brett 
found herself assisting her grandmother as a secret 
agent for England along with Gair Varlow, who had 
unaccountably turned up in the vicinity. Unwillingly 
she had fallen in love with him. Her reluctance is 
understandable considering his unblushing pretense 
of courting her in order to pass on secret information. 
This was the only way a man could have even a slight 
chance of privacy with an unmarried young woman, 
and according to the strict rules of etiquette of the 
time even this was frowned upon. 

Juana’s life became even more complex when a 
handsome youtlg cousin appeared unexpectedly and 
fell madly in love with her. Through him she was 
given a terrifying' 'glimpse of what was in store for 
her as her aging grandmother became less and less 
able to handle the burdens of being an undercover 
agent. 

There is plenty of excitement in this story, enough 
love interest for the romanticist, and a smattering of 
history. Altogether it is suitable for a leisurely eve- 
ning at home when you are snowed in.

Mrs. Brink Notes 
Inadequacies Of 
LWV Candidates 

Editor of the Star: 

I enclose for reprint a copy of a 
letter sent recently to Mrs. Rich- 
ard Thimvn, chairman of the Vot- 
ers’ Service group of the League 
of Women Voters. 

“Dear Mrs. Thuma, 

“Since the League of Women 
Voters is dedicated to providing 
non-pnrtisan voters service, may I 
suggest ways in which I believe 
this service could be improved? 

“When planning next year’s Can- 
didates’ Night, could the date be 
set far enough in advance of the 
election so an alternate “.storm 
date” could be designated? Many 
citizens in town were astonished 
that Candidates’ Night of Febru- 
ary 25 had not been re-scheduled, 
since many town streets were still 
unplowed, and since we had all 
been urged to avoid all except the 
nioslt critical travel. It is interest- 
ing to surmise how different re- 
sults of the I960 electron might 
have been had more voters had 
the opportunity to see and hear 
the candidates and ask questions 
of them. 

“Another suggestion is that the 
Star publish the answers to the 
League’s question to candidates for 
Town Meeting concerning what the 
candidate wished to tell the voters 
in his precinct about himself. Those 
answers from candidates for town- 
wide offices, i.e. Selectmen, School 
Committee, ate., were printed in 
the Star. However, Town Meeting 
members answers were distributed 
only at the poorly attended Candi- 
dates’ Night I think it was planned 
to have the mimeographed sheets 
distributed to homes in town by 
Girl Scouts, but because of the ex- 
treme problem of snow this was 
not done. At least no distribution 
was made in my neighborhood. It 
seems that the Stoar should print 
the answers from the candidates 
for Town Meeting as a public ser- 
vice. 

“It is very important that the 
League and the Star provide com- 
plete and impartial information to 
the voters. Only if we have an in- 
formed citizenry can we have truly 
effective town government.

Dr. Storer Community Leader 

The retiring minister is well 
known throughout the town for 
his broad commitment to the 
whole community.

Dr. Storer, a bachelor, came 
here from the First Parish in Dor- 
chester September I, 1950. 

A recipient of an. honorary doc- 
tor of divinity from Tufts in 1961, 
he strengthened the religious edu- 
cation program within the local 
Unitarian Church and himself 
taught high school Bible classes. 
Tho church school now enrolls 
about 300 students. 

To accommodate church school 
and other activities, Dr. Storer 
led his parish to enlarge church 
building facilities. The Metcalf 
Hall wing was reconstructed ir, 
1958 after a lay committee, with- 
out professional assistance, raised 
$ 120 , 000 . 

In 1952 the Players group was 
reinstituted, duo to Dr. Storer’s 
interest in the theatre. The play- 
ers have prospered. Dr. Storer, an 
accomplished actor, has directed 
many productions himself. 

A pioneer in the sacred dar.ee, 
the retiring pastor organized and 
directed the Motion Choir and 
gave interdenominational impetus 
to this art in the Boston area. 

In 19 years the budget has in- 
creased from ubout $30,000 to 
$70,000. In 1960 the Permanent 
Funds stood at $81,000, with a 
debt, due to necessury building 
renovation, of $33,000. In 1969 the 
debt is cleared and the book value 
of the Permanent Fund is $203,- 
000 . 
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Dr. Storer plans to travel for a 
year and then return to live in tho 
area.

“The additional aid to the 12 
participating cities and towns is 
authorized under Chapter 719 of 
the General Laws. The amount 
each community will receive this 
year, for the first time, repre- 
sents 15 per cent over the state’s 
Chapter 70 reimbursement or 
school aid, as it is commonly call- 
ed. 

“Winchester’s Chapter 70 en- 
titlement is $390,225.60 so that 
the additional aid under Chapter 
719 will entitle the town to a 
new total of $448,885.86 which 
may be used in reducing local 
costs. 

“This additional windfall, which 
comes directly to the local com- 
munities participating in the 
regional school project, is sepa- 
rate from the 40 per cent state 
reimbursement for construction 
costs, and the state’s 50 per cent 
share of the operating costs of 
the school. 

"Even more aid is forthcoming 
from the state, according to Mos- 
chella, in the form of 100 per 
cent reimbursement for transport- 
tation of students, as well as 
federal assistance towards project 
pluinning coats, construction and 
equipment. . .”

Also on the list of those eligible 
for medical assistance here are 
85 persons over 65 years of age 
and 12 receiving disability assis- 
tance. 

No cases presently on the eligi- 
bility list will be eliminated, ac- 
cording to Mr. Supple. Assistance 
each month, however, will be less, 
since the new method of figuring 
available income will lessen the 
amount Medicaid will pay on 
medical bills. 

The Medicaid program, how- 
ever, as it stands now can be a 
“mecca for dishonest people,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Supple. 

In many cases, the opportunity 
for dishonesty in obtaining Medi- 
caid funds comes in the applica- 
tion procedure. The form requires 
the applicant to state income and 
resources; however, the Welfare 
officials may not check the in- 
formation without permission of 
the applicant. 

If Welfare officials question the 
validity of the figures, and toe 
applicant will not give permission 
for the figures to be checked, toe 
only recourse for the Welfare 
officials would be to declare the 
applicant ineligible, according to 
Mr. Supple. 

Effect Of Cutback 

The amount of medical assis- 
tance in Winchester can be cut 
without hurting those who really 
need the aid, Mr. Supple said. 

The Medicaid program is pres- 
ently designed to assist in meet- 
ing the medical bills of those 
people who have a steady income 
but whose wages are not suffi- 
cient completely to meet medical 
expenses. 

For those eligible for the pro- 
gram, Medicaid assists meeting 
medical bills which the applicant 
is unable to pay in a given month. 

Professional people, including 
doctors, nurses, dentists and drug- 
gists, are paid directly by Medi- 
caid according to a fee schedule 
established by Medicaid with help 
from an advisory committee of 
medical people. 

The fee schedule allows Medi- 
caid to pay $5 per office visit for 
a general practitioner and $7 per 
office visit for a specialist; $7 per 
home visit for a G. P. and $10 for 
a specialist. If the general practi- 
tioner’s regular office fee is $9 
a visit, the person on Medicaid 
must pay the difference between 
the amount paid by Medicaid and 
the amount of the fee charged. 
Consequently, it is difficult for a 
professional to charge an exorbi- 
tant fee with the feeling “Medi- 
caid will pick up the tab.” 

Some Problems 

In Winchester, according to Mr. 
Supple, some problems have 
arisen with doctors who refuse 
to send bills directly to the Wel- 
fare Office rather than to the 
patient. The Welfare Office pays 
the bills directly to the doctor 
without going through the patient. 

Since the Winchester Welfare 
office is small, its staff is able to 
audit every bill received for ser- 
vices* rendered to patients on 
Medicaid. This is not possible in 
larger cities because the large 
number of accounts handled and 
only spot checks on the bills are 
run by such cities as Medford, 
Boston and Somerville. 

Earlier reports of the Welfare 
scandal in Boston could have been 
the result of people taking advan- 
tage of this spot-check procedure, 
Mr. Supple said. 

Commenting on the study of 
Welfare programs called for by 
State Senator Beryl Cohen of 
Brookline, Mr. Supple said the 
Commonwealth should have looked 
at the program in terms of cost 
more carefully before it was be- 
gun. 


“Our job is to give them an in- 
vitation to come over . . . and 
when, wo go in by chopper, often 
at night, we’ll come down in to 
from 500 to 800 feet with all our 
noisemakers going and then broad- 
cast from our loudspeaker units 
. . . the system can be heard 
from 1,200 to 2,000 feet — it’s very 
effective.” 

When going in by air the ser- 
geant’s units drop leaflets — maybe 
270,000 a drop. And if fired on, 
they’ll got out as fast as possible, 
this is where the Winchester 
soldier’s appreciation of the chop- 
per pilots developed. 

“A lot of them are very young,” 
says the 20-year-old “They treat 
the choppers like hot rods — have 
Snoopy drawings and flowers all 
over them and on their helmets. . . 
They’ll go in anywhere to get 
somebody in trouble. . .They really 
have guts. . .The choppers are as 
reliable as their drivers. 

When on ground maneuvers, 
Sgt. O’Neil gets closer to the 
natives and likes them very much. 
He admires the way the U. S. 
military is striving to take care of 
the civilians in its care and feels 
very close to the children especi- 
ally. 

“We bathed her and made her 
n dress out of an old T shirt,” he 
related of a seven-year-old girl 
found with her young mother as a 
VC captive when his unit took 
over a base area. 

“She'd never seen a G. I. — but 
she clung to me all day and 
wouldn’t let me go. . .They’re a 
very emotional people.” 

On His Metal 
As English Teacher 

— One time Jack ran into a 
priest who talked him into help- 
ing for a month or two with 
teaching some children. 

His experience led him to know 
how bright are some of the young 
South Vietnamese. “They caught 
on quicker than you’d believe — 
and would ask me questions I had 
to work to answer.”

A high point for Jack was the 
day he was riding back into Quan 
Loi after a patrol operation. 

He looked up, and (there crossing 
the street on crutches was WHS 
classmate Dan McGee. 

“I couldn’t believe it. . .it was 
fantastic. . .we nearly went 
crazy.” said Jack who had a whole 
day to spend with his former class 
president, neighbor ar-d childhood 
friend, who was on crutches only

Any Difference? 

Challenging the group, Prof. 
Bottome said, “By 1975 China will 
have 25 ICBM’s ( intercontinental 
ballistic missiles). Docs anyone 
here think they will be so irra- 
tional as to drop one? And if they 
did, would our ABM make any 
difference?” 

Prof. Bottome, also told tho 
group, “We are going to have to 
learn to live with the Chinese as 
a major thermonuclear power.” 

Dr. Patrick J. Friel, vice-pres- 
ident of Block Engineering, Cam- 
bridge, and former deputy assis- 
tant secretary of the Army for 
Ballistic Missile Defense, speak- 
ing in favor of a “thin, thin” ABM 
system, cited four possibilities in 
the area of defense against China. 

The areas include defending 
ourselves by massive attack 
(bombing) ; by using counterforce 
(sending out our own missiles) ; 
by having a limited defense 
against their missiles (ABM) ; or 
by doing nothing. 

If the U. S. and the Soviet 
Union both built a limited defense 
system, it would make it prohibit- 
ively expansive for countries with 
less resources to enter the thermo- 
nuclear club. Dr. Friel said. 

Advocates Limited Defense 

To told the group he believes 
there are good reasons for a lim- 
ited defense system, but the 
ABM at present is too complex to 
use in such a system. 

Dr. Friel would advocate simpli- 
fying the present ABM by chang- 
ing the missiles slightly, to pro- 
vide a thin defense against such 
countries as China. 

The system could then be locat- 
ed in the central United States 
away from the population cen- 
ters. This would defend against 
small forces; the others would 
take something else, he added. 

“It’s a little hard to know how 
to oppose the system, “Prof. 
George W. Rathgens of MIT said. 

The former deputy director of 
the Advanced Research, Projects 
Agency and the former director 
of the Systems Evaluation Divi- 
sion of the Institute for Defense 
Analysis, Prof. Rathjens feels the 
government should not go ahead 
with the ABM project. 

Knowing how to oppose the 
ABM is difficult, he said, because 
no one has a concrete idea what 
it’s to be used for. 

The government’s ideas for its 
use have included defense against 
China; defense against Russia, 
which it couldn’t provide; and de- 
fense of our own Minuteman mis- 
siles in the Midwest, according to 
Prof. Rathjens. 

His technical arguments were 
that even the Chinese could render 
the system useless; with decoys 
and blackout techniques and that 
the system can never be adequate- 
ly tested since no one knows what 
actual conditions will exist. 

Political Aspects 

Discussing the political aspects 
of the problem was Prof. Paul 
Kecskemeti, a visiting professor 
of sociology and political science 
at Brandeis University and MIT. 
A former member of the Rand 
Corporation, Prof. Kecskemeti is 
the author of “Strategic Surren- 
der.” 

Prof. Kecskemeti believes that 
the ABM will have a de-stabiliz- 
ing effect on the political balance 
currently established. 

Since none of the countries are 
at this time completely monopolis- 
tic, Prof. Kecskemeti feels no sin- 
gle country would commit national 
suicide by using total nuclear ag- 
gression. 

The countries are interwoven 
economically, and to ruin another 
country would cause ruin in the 
first, he said. 

The ABM’s do-stabilizing effect 
would occur, according to Prof. 
Kecskemeti, if only one country 
had it. 

Howard Hubbard, who is with 
the MIT Instrumentation Labora- 
tory, warned that the United 
States was already beginning a 
stronger defense system involving 
multiple warhead missiles which 
could strike more than a single 
city at a time.

Methodists Accept $14,475 Goal 
As National Reconciliation Share 

“A New Church for a New 
World!” is a current theme as Uni- 
ted Methodists begin moving to- 
ward the fulfillment of what they 
are calling, “our responsibility for 
the Christian ministry in century 
twenty.” 

Methodists all across this land 
are raising $20,000,000 over a per- 
iod of four years — a fund to be 
known as The Fund for Reconcili- 
ation. “The Methodist Church will 
be reaching out in mission to those 
in need,” report local leaders. 

“Methodist Bishops and minis- 
ters have presented sacrificial gifts 
and now members are responding. 

This money will be raised by pled- 
ges over and above regular contri- 
butions, from every member and 
congregation in United Metho- 
dism.” 

On March 23 parish homes will 
be visited here and across the na- 
tion. One half of the money raised 
will remain with the Methodist 
Conference in Massachusetts for 
use in meeting emergency social 
needs. The balance will be dis- 
tributed through a committee nam- 
ed by the Council of Bishops to 
help meet situations emerging from 
the current crisis in the nation. 

The money will be used for scho- 
larships and educational loans, day 
care centers, job training, housing 
construction and rehabilitation. Not 
only will it be u^ed in the ghetto, 
but also to bring peace. For in- 
stance, $2,000,000,000 has already 
been earmarked to be used in Viet- 
nam as soon as peace is negotiated. 

The New England Conference of 
the United Methodist Church has 
a goal of $1,500,000. The goal for 
the Crawford Memorial United Me- 
thodist Church, accepted at the an- 
nual meeting Tuesday, March 4, is 
$14,475. Methodists are pledging 
amounts equivalent to a month’s 
salary and budgeting this total in 
weekly or monthly payments over 
four years.

You and your partner sit meek- 
ly by, while the opponents hid all 
around you. Seated west at your 
left is one of the better players of 
the female variety who, for the 
moment, shall remain nameless. 
The moment is up. Her initials 
are J. W. As dealer, not vulnerable, 
she bids one spade. Her partner 
gives her a vote of confidence, with 
2 spades. She now bids 3 diamonds, 
and hears 3 hearts from partner. 
She finds this intriguing, and now 
asks for aces, with 4 N T. The 
5 club reply is bad news, and she 
now bids 5 diamonds. At this point, 
R. H. sitting east has reached the 
muttering stage, and mutters: 
“What in the world” (approxi- 
mately) “kind of bidding is this? 
5NT” And all pass. 

Now! — would you care to ponder 
what happened to the nice spade 
fit? Or, for short: Who has all 
the spades? If it were your lead as 
north, and you were looking at 
A K 8 of spades, would you toy 
with the idea of pushing the king, 
for a quick peek at the situation?

When the queen drops, it doesn’t 
take a genius to figure where the 
3 and 2 must he. And if pnrtner 
doesn’t have the J 9 over dummy's 
10, he’d be out of his head to play 
the 5 on the first round. So you’ll 
play out the spades for the first 
5 tricks, and probably cash the 
club ace for a four trick set be- 
fore the unhappy declarer can get 
started. But it’s a cold night, and 
partner leads fourth highest dia- 
mond. After watching 7 diamonds 
and 4 hearts go by, you win the 
last two acers. You’ll never see a 
bigger, fatter, colder, ZERO. Have 
you been psyched lately?

Capital Gains — Short-term capi- 
tal gains (profit on sale of stocks 
and other property) are fully tax- 
ed. just as ordinary income. How- 
ever, only 50 percent of net long- 
term gains are taxed. 

The stock or other property must 
have been held for more than six 
calendar months for the profit to 
be treated as a long-term capital 
gain. Don’t count the day of pur- 
chase but include the day of sale 
in determining whether it was held 
for more than six calendar months. 

Profit on a stock bought on April 
30, 1968 and sold on October 31, is 
a short-term captia] j*ain. It is a 
long-term capital gain, however, if 
the selling date was November 1. 

Sick Pay (during absences from 
work due to illness or injury) — 
If your employer paid 75 percent 
or less of your weekly salary, and 
you were hospitalized for at least 
one day during the period of ab- 
sence, up to $75 of each weekly 
payment during the first thirty 
days of absence is excludable from 
your total income in figuring your 
tax. If you weren’t hospitalized, 
the exclusion starts with the sec- 
ond week’s payment. 

Payments during the first thirty

Be sure your name ds spell- 
ed correctly and that you give the 
right address and social security 
or employer identification number, 
Don’t forget to attach your em- 
ployer’s W-2 withholding form and 
to sign and date your return. 

Check your arithmetic carefully 
and be sure to use the right tax 
table in figuring your tax. 

And don’t wait until the last 
minute. By preparing your return 
well before the April 15 deadline, 
you can give yourself a chance to 
check your work carefully at your 
leisure It will also give you time 
to consult your Internal Revenue 
office, a CPA or other qualified 
tax authority about any questions 
which may arise about the correct- 
ness of your return.

Twelve hundred persons choked 
,to death > n *968 on foreign objects 
lodging in their throats, the Amer- 
ican Red Cross warns. 

Small children and wearers of 
dentures arc especially prone to 
this kind of fatal accident. 

Some 700 of the victims were 
und (, r live years of age and 300 
were over 45, John T. Goetz, east- 
ern urea director of Red Cross 
safety programs has said, adding 
that many of the latter were men 
and women who wore dentures. 

In its first aid courses the Red 
Cross gives special emphasis to 
the prevention of choking accidents. 

Mr. Goetz explained that there 
is danger with young children since 
infants do not get all their baby 
.tooth until they are two years old 
and the chewing habit is not firmly 
established until they are four. 

“Small children will put practi- 
cally anything in their mouths, as 
every mother knows. They have a 
tendency to swallow automatically; 
.therefore, they will try to swallow 
an inedible object instead of spit- 
ting it ouit, as an adult would,” he 
said. 

Children often inhale foreign ob- 
jects into the air passages. These 
must be promptly removed before 
they cause respiratory problems or 
even death, he added. 

Mr. Goeitz suggested these per- 
cautions to help prevent choking 
accidents among children: 

Children under four should not 
be given nuts, raw fruits, or raw 
vegetables. These foods require 
grinding action of molars. 

Foreign objects that an infant 
could put in its mouth should be 
kept out of reach. 

Older children must be prevented 
from putting small objects in a 
baby’s mouth. 

Keep safety pins closed — they 
constitute less of a hazard if swal- 
lowed accidentally. 

Buy infants only sturdy toys, 
without small parts that might be- 
come detached and swallowed. 

Never stimulate a child to laugh 
or cry when he has food in his 
mouth. Fatal choking might result. 

When choking accidents occur, 
consult a physician immediately, 
even if the symptoms, such as 
coughing, subside. If natural 
breathing stops, start artificial res- 
piration by the mouth-to-mouth 
method at once. 

Mr. Goetz offered these safety 
suggestions for adults, especially 
denture wearers: 

Bones are the foreign bodies 
which most commonly affect den- 
ture wearers. Extra precautions 
should be taken to remove these 
from such prepared dishes as 
chicken sandwiches, salads, or soup. 
Careful chewing habits should be 
cultivated. 

When dentures are needed, they 
should be used and proper fitting 
maintained. Painful chewing can 
cause mastication to be incomplete. 

Denture wearers should chew 
their food approximately twice as 
long as they did when they had 
their natural teeth, to aid digestion 
and prevent swallowing of incom- 
pletely chewed food. 

Loose or cracked dentures can 
themselves become foreign objects 
in the mouth as the result of blows, 
falls, excitements or chewing sticky 
foods. 

Do not hold pins, nails or simi- 
lar objects in the mouth — you may 
swallow them accidentally. Also, 
children may imitate you with 
serious or fatal results. 

Any person who has swallowed 
or choked on a foreign object and 
has not been able to cough it up 
should consult a physician. It is 
a serious mistake to wait for other 
symptoms before calling a doctor. 


Snow Aids Plants 

With the recent snow storms, 
many homeowners worry about 
protecting their favorite trees and 
shrubs. 

To save outdoor shrubs until 
spring, the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society, presently plan- 
ning its 98th annual Garden and 
Flower Show March 15-23, at Suf- 
folk Downs, offers the following 
tips to homeowners. 

When branches are weighted 
down by heavy snow and ice, ever- 
greens and shrubs should be brush- 
ed with a broom, working care- 
fully to protect the brittle limbs. 

In instanses where damage has 
already occurred, broken limbs 
should be pruned and painted with 
protective substance. A supporting 
splint may be applied to a branch 
sagging under the weight of ice 
that cannot be removed. 

Avoid the use of salt on walks 
immediately adjacent to evergreens, 
shrubs and perennial gardens. The 
salt builds up in the soil around 
the roots and may kill or damage 
the plant. 

While the snow might do damage, 
Carlton B. Lees, executive director 
of the society, points out that it 
does have its benefits to gardens. 

“Snow can be a blessing for 
plants, serving as a humid blanket, 
controlling temperature and re- 
ducing de-hydration from wind,” 
Mr. Lees said.

Prizes Taxable 

Massachusetts taxpayers who 
were lucky winners in lotteries, 
sweepstakes, raffles or give-away 
shows should report the fair market 
value of the prize on federal in- 
come tax returns, William E. Wil- 
liams, district director of Internal 
Revenue for Massachusetts, says. 

If the prize is an item of mer- 
chandise its fair market value 
should be reported. Generally, the 
fair market value is what the item 
would cost if the taxpayer were to 
purchase it at a retail store. 

Mr. W’illiams said salesmen who 
win prizes or receive awards in 
company sales or promotion con- 
tests are also subject to tax on the 
value of the prize. Such gifts would 
include vacation trips to resort 
areas, shares of stock or merchan- 
dise. 

Awards received by employees 
for contributions to company sug- 
gestion plans are also taxable and 
should be reported as income on 
returns. 

Prizes received in recognition of 
past achievements in religious, 
charitable, scientific, educational, 
artistic, literary or civic fields, 
without action on the recipient’s 
part are not taxable.

Questions For CONCERN 


CONCERN, Winchester’s Com- 
mittee on New Concepts of Edu- 
cational and Therapeutic Needs, 
is currently answering under this 
heading questions mailed to its 
mailbox, Winchester Post Office 
Box 293 (signed or anonymous) ; 
or questions put to any one of its 
members. 

Today’s question is: “What is 
-the most harmful drug?” 

Sophomores at WHS who are 
participating in the Student 
Council Drug Program arc given 
the following explanation, accord- 
ing to Peter Knight, president 
of the senior class and member 
of CONCERN; 

“This is a fairly common ques- 
tion among teenagers and is in 
fact also a rather foolish one. 
It is almost like asking what is 
more painful, breaking an arm or 
breaking a leg. Of course both 
are very painful and the degree 
of puin is irrelevant. All drugs 
are harmful, but do their damage 
in many ways. 

“Marijuana does not seem to 
do -any physical damage. 1 ho 
greatest harm in taking mari- 
juana, and many will greatly re- 
pudiate this, is that at *“ine 
stage, or in some relationship 
with a friend, a marijuana user 
is urged to go on to higher drugs. 
Once he is persuaded onto these 
drugs, the physical harm will re- 
sult. 

“The addicting drugs such as 
opium, heroin and morphine, also 
do not do the vast physical de- 
struction that LSD and Speed do. 

“The addicting drugs do most 
of their harm in destroying the 
life of the user as he is furred 
to live each day for his next tu. 


Many would argue that this phy- 
sical dependence is more harmful 
than the physical deterioration of 
other drugs because the heroin 
addict cannot carry on a normal 
life whereas an “acid head" could 
possibly hold a job. This argu- 
ment though, seems to be as ir- 
relavan-t as the pain question. 

“When you ask about physical 
damage, the most harmful drug 
is not LSD as most would think, 
but is rather methydrine, more 
commonly know as “speed.” Speed 
is a stimulant that speeds up 
your whole metabolism. Your 
heart beats faster, your lungs 
take in air more rapidly, your 
mind thinks faster, and in general 
your whole body is made to func- 
tion faster. 

“Speed is especially harmful 
to people with heart conditions as 
this speeding up can easily cause 
heart attacks. Speed also does 
damage to the kidneys, lungs, 
and brain as well as the heart. 
In general, “speed” causes a slow 
deterioration of all the body 
organs and the user will eventual- 
ly die. In fuot with repeated use, 
the speed abuser will not live 
for more than 5 years!" 

CONCERN again urges citi- 
zens to view a teen-oriented look 
at the drug problem by watching 
the series of programs being pre- 
sented by WGBH-TV entitled 
“Drugs, Use and Abuse.” 

The first of the half hour stu- 
dent programs will be shown on 
Monday, March 24 at 2 p.m. oil 
channel 2. ft will be repeated on 
Tuesduy at 10 a.m., Channel 2 
and 7:30 p.m. Channel 44; 
Wednesday at 2 p.m., Channel 2: 
Thursday at 9 a.m., Channel 2 
and 7:30 p.m., Channel 44: und 
Friday at 8:16 a.m. and 2:15 pan. 
on Channel 2. 


The Conservation Commission, 
Stephen A. Moore, chairman, has 
four articles in -the regular Town 
Meeting warrant and in the war- 
rant for the special session call- 
ed for tonight.

Its report ito the Selectmen and 
Town Meeting members follows, 
defining its requests, for which 
the total probable cost to the 
Town is estimated alt $12,650: 

“The Conservation Commission 
has continued during the past 
year, with the development of a 
natural resource plan for Win- 
chester, as an essential part of 
the commission’s program for the 
development, preservation, and 
utilization of these resources. 

The Natural Resource Inven- 
tory of Winchester has been 
completed, and distributed (at no 
cost to the town), and the second 
phase of the planning program is 
in progress. This program in- 
cludes long range financial plans, 
acquisition and development pri- 
orities, and detailed utilization 
analysis and plans. 

“Acquisition of two parcels of 
land for conservation purpose 
will be asked for at this year’s 
town meeting. 

"Both parcels are a part of an 
integrated plan for a green belt 
west of Cambridge Street. This 
green belt, reaching from the 
Lexington border to the Woburn 
border, encompasses Smith Pond, 
the feeder stream for the pond, a 
part of the Turkey Ridge area, 
and Sucker Brook. 

"Article 15 of the regular town 
mooting is for a parcel of 10.5 
acres beween High Street Ex- 
tension and the Lexington border. 
This parcel will give the town 
access to more than 100 acres of 
Lexington conservation land, and 
will contain and preserve the 
feeder stream for the Smith 
Pond.

Cost Of The Ties 


On a May day in 1835- everyone in town lined 
the bright, new rail tracks to sec the first train pull 
into Winchester from Boston. Since then the rail- 
road has been a large factor in the economic life of 
the town and since then it has been taken for 
granted. 

"In the beginning it was thought of as a means 
of transporting freight only.” says Chapman's "His- 
tory of Winchester." curiously connecting early rail 
ownership philosophy with the current thinking 
which has threatened the service over the past few 
years. 

In most recent years we have had the service by 
virtue of the support of the State and the Metropoli- 
tan Boston Transportation Authority. But even so, 
all but those closely interested still look the other 
way. They take the town's rail service for granted. 

It will be hard to continue this thinking if. as 
voted by the MBTA Advisory Board Friday, the rail 
commuter support plan is adopted the local assess- 
ment for which could cost Winchester $229,712 a 
year — or about S629 a day for its share of the estimat- 
ed commuter deficit. 

Boston is no longer taking it for granted. Tired 
of the assessment formula which has had it carrying 
50% of the pay load for railroads when about 13% 
of the passengers arc Bostonians, it is putting up a 
stiff fight to push it off onto the suburbs. 


The State, which has been paying 90 percent of 
the cost, said last July in so many words, “count us 
out.” 

"We have had a bargain.” says Representative 
Chadwick, acknowledging our good luck up till now. 
"The burden has been shifted from the cities to 
the towns" says MBTA Board member Sherman 
Salunarsh. in substantive agreement. 

Both Winchester MBTA planning associates are 
hopeful that the Legislature will modify the assess- 
ment formula somewhat to lighten the burden on 
the towns. The new formula is based 75% on Federal 
Census commuter count and 25% on riders board- 
ing express stations. It would send Woburn a 
bill for about $175,000 and Melrose one for $364, 
600— or roughly a S6 tab on its tax rate. It would cut 
Boston from nearly S2 million down to $457,000. 
The Boston Globe says bluntly of it, "T he new 
formula is a fair one. The Legislature should ap- 
prove the new plan and place the financial burden 
where it belongs, fn the suburbs." 

That the cost and importance of our vital ties to 
the inner city come into focus this year is symlrolic 
of many other things. To maintain it will cost us 
dear. To let it die would cost us dear. Face-up time 
is here. 


Editorial Comments 


When President Nixon was about to take over the 
White House, Time magazine’s cover story had this 
paragraph: "After studying the evolution of Cabinets 
from George Washington's first appointees onward, 
Political Scientist Richard F. Fenno Jr. wrote: ‘The 
Cabinet is the show window of the Administration, 
and a favorable reception for the group will be an 
asset the President can use to augment his own pub- 
lic image.’ " Professor Fenno is a native and WHS 
graduate now' teaching at the University of Rochester. 
He has authored a book entitled, “Tile President's 
Cabinet." When contacted as suggested by one of 
his classmates here, he answered the Star that he was 
not yet ready to comment on the new Cabinet. We 
hope to hear from him sometime on this subject. 

Further tying Winchester to high governmental 
positions is a communiciation received this week 
from Mrs. Dorothy Law-son McCall, granddaughter- 
in-law to Winchester's Governor Sam McCall and 
mother of Oregon's Governor Tom McCall. Mrs. 
McCall first answered our query about writing us a 
few Winchester recollections by saying she is at work 
on a book in which many will be included— "The 
Copper King’s Daughter." The copper king, of 
course was Winchester's Thomas W. Lawson. She 
included a clip from an Oregon paper announcing 
that her youngest son, Samuel Walker McCall, pro- 
fessor of political science at Bakersfield College in 
California, is currently teaching a course on "The 
New American President" examining the office of 
the Presidency and the newly-elected man in office. 
* » •

Again going back to last week, we would note 
that in order to include Dudley Kimball’s letter, we 
had to shorten it by three paragraphs. And relating 
it to Mr. Borggaard’s communication this week, it 
seems appropriate to note that Mr. Kimball had 
said, '‘Special committees appointed for particular 
objectives are on the wane;" and, “the formation of 
permanent committees has been a great help in 
restoring confidence even in such controversial mat- 
ters as school buildings.” For our money, the Mary- 
cliff Acquisition Committee appointed at the Special 
Town Meeting was well designed. The Permanent 
Building Committee is its basis, and a member of 
the Elementary School Building Committee has al- 
ready been named to the new group. The additional 
members add perspective and breadth of view — 
something important to have before, not after, the 
fact.

For ichat was apparently a sum of reasons, the 
Finance Committee report was not received in the 
Winchester Post Office until 10:30 a.m. the day of 
the Town Meeting (not the day before as stated 
last week) . It was this fact, and not the alleged 
lateness of the Meeting warrant which prompted 
the Selectmen to adjourn the Town Meeting for a 
week. In its report, the Committee gives its break- 
down and reasoning for a recommended $100,000 
cut in tthe School budget. It makes simple reading in 
black and white— so simple that one wonders if the 
reasoning may not be oversimple. It will be important 
to hear both sides of this issue.

We Already 

Editor of the Star: 

It was with much interest that I read this last 
paragraph in the editorial in the Star of March 13th 
under the title, DPW: Facing the Hard Facts? 

"Unless some more telling arguments are present- 
ed against what appears to be a logical restructuring 
in the name ol better government, practical centraliza- 
tion and less expenditure, we would hope to see 
Winchester accept the cold hard facts of growth and 
go lor the change, albeit reluctantly.” 

This all sounds good and was thought so in March 
1947 when an Article was voted at that Town Meet- 
ing Lo establish a Public Works Council to hold 
regular meetings in January, April, July and October. 

According to the Article, “Its function shall Ire the 
coordination for the use of apparatus, equipment 
and labor by the several town departments in con- 
struction, repair and maintenance of town and pulrlic 
works, and the collective purchasing of materials 
and supplies therefor, in such manner as it shall 
determine most advantageous and economical. It 
shall make a report in writing annually in season 
lor printing with the reports of town officers.” 

At one time the Council did hold meetings but not 
in late years. In lact some ol our Selectmen apparent- 
ly knew nothing ol the Council as no meetings have 
been recorded since 1958.

and Cemetery Departments have been cooperating in 
tlie use of men and equipment when needed with- 
out extra cost to the Town which would inevitably 
result if Windiester hired a DPW executive and 
staff. 

Winchester has become the type of town it has 
due to the interest its citi/ons have shown by serving 
on the various town boards, giving freely of their 
time and talents. If certain of these boards are 
abolished as recommended by the Town Government 
Committee and the operation of these departments 
turned over to die Selectmen with a Inew DPW ex- 
ecutive in charge an additional secretary will be 
needed, office space and sooner or later an assistant, 
as it would be unrealistic to expect one man to 
oversee all of our town services with only the help 
ol a part-time board. How, then, will the town save 
money, as suggested by the Town Government Com- 
mittee in their report? 

Another paragraph in this same editorial stales, 
"The Town is growing by leaps and bounds. Its 
services and budgets increase rapidly month by 
month. So far. it has had a history of good return 
for the money.” If this is so, let’s keep it that way 
by continuing to lake advantage of the "unpaid 
talents" supplied by 13 elected unpaid board mem- 
bers and not get into a .new department with an 
executive and staff which will certainly grow in 
size and cost.

Too Fast For 
Mr. Borggaard 

Editor of the Star: 

I found myself distinctly in the 
minority — all alone, in fact — after 
my negative voite on the Marycliff 
issue last Thursday night. This kind 
of loneliness doesn't bother mo too 
much; I have been alone before 
and shall be again before I die, I 
expect. However, if you will boar 
with me I will try to explain why 
I voted as I did. 

First, let me say that my in- 
stincts tell me that we should buy 
the Marycliff property or any oth- 
er similar property, if and when wc 
need it and it becomes available 
on the market. I am all for it, if 
and when it can be clearly demon- 
strated. ( 1) that we do have a need 
for it, either now or in the future, 
(2) that it is suitable, and. (3) 
that it is a good bargain. Here, 
by a "good bargain” I mean the 
absolute rock-bottom price that the 
property in question would fetch 
in the open market. For these rea- 
sons, and no others, should we buy 
it. 

I came to the meeting Thursday 
night prepared to listen and to 
learn, In view of the amount of 
money involved — thousands, at 

least, perhaps a million or more, 
in the end, I expected to hear a 
really lengthy and comprehensive 
discussion of the matter under con- 
sideration, pro and con; discussion 
as to the value, the probable need 
for renovation, alteration, and so 
on; feasibility that the property 
could be used as it is right now 
to relieve the pressure of over- 
attendance at other schools, etc., 
etc. 

I wanted to be satisfied on these 
matters, and I was not prepared 
for the cut and dried, razzle-dazzle 
presentation that the matter was 
given. Unfortunately, I cannot think 
that fast; my questions went un- 
answered and I was far from sat- 
isfied. “When in doubt, do nothing” 
— well, that’s what I did! Here 
are some of my reasons: 

(1) We accepted an option to 
buy at the “asking price,” without 
an appraisal having been conduct- 
ed on our behalf, and for our 
protection. How do we know that 
we got the best price possible? 
Are we qualified to judge such 
matters ? We set it up, in fact, so 
that the appraisal is to be made 
for us after we have become com- 
mitted. Why? I am not convinced 
we needed to have hurried so! 

(2) We by r passed our regularly 
constituted elementary school build- 
ing committee, whose job it is to 
investigate such matters for us and 
to advise us as to then opinions 
and conclusions after dee consider- 
ation of all the facts; and we set 
up in their stead a special, cumber- 
some, jerry-built, temporary com- 
mittee whose sole function is to 
handle this one job and this one 
job alone. Why? What is so spe- 
cial about this one job? 

(3) I agree that we should pay 
a fair price for this very excellent 
property if we do buy it. But how 
is a fair price to be determined, 
everything considered? How much 
is a second-hand school house, 25- 
years-old, worth today in the open 
market? We hear talk in Town 
Meetings frequently to the effect 
that any school building that is 
30 years old is obsolete and in need 
of replacement. The people who 
make these statements are usually 
those who are connected with the 
education business itself, in one 
way or another, and could be pre- 
sumed .to know what they are talk- 
ing about — so, if we believe them, 
then how much are these school 
buildings actually worth? I think 
it is a legitimate question! 

(4) What about all that beauti- 
ful land — how much is that worth ? 
Is it worth a dollar a foot ? Would 
that be a fair price? $-11,280.00 
per acre? $411,160.00 for those 9 
and one half acres of side-hill land. 
Would this be a fair price? More? 
Less ? I do not know, I am merely 
asking— surely, some one should 
ask! 

(5) How much for the buildings'? 
They are school buildings; obvious- 
ly, they cannot be used for any 
other purpose. This raises the ques- 
tion, who needs school buildings 
in Winchester, Mass., other than 
Winchester, Mass., itself? if the 
answer is, nobody, then that factor. 


the factor of an extremely limited 
market, should be reflected in the 
purchase price! 

(6) “Well,” I hear the question 
asked, “What if a real estate oper- 
ator buys it, and develops it for 
residential purposes?” I answer, 
simply, that this prospect is, indeed, 
possible; but in my humble opinion, 
improbable. In the first place, he 
would have to buy the buildings 
with the land in order to get the 
land. After having bought them 
they would be of no use to him 
whatsoever; in fact, he would find 
them to be an extremely expensive 
liability. He would have to de- 
molish them, break up the founda- 
tions, fill in the cellars, and then 
haul away the excess rubble. He 
would then be obligated to put in 
streets, sewers, curbings, utilities, 
landscaping and grading, and all 
the other costly things that go 
with large scale developing today. 
All of these things would tend to 
make the venture extremely ex- 
pensive and hazardous, in my opin- 
ion. 

Now, most people, I am sure, 
can think all of these things out 
in a matter of seconds — or at least, 
in a half hour or so; but I just 
cannot think that fast, so I could 
not go along with them. I am still 
far from convinced that we did the 
right thing by acting so hastily; 
I think we could have saved our- 
selves some money — quite a bit of 
money, in fact — had we been will- 
ing to wait and to dicker a little 
before we committed ourselves. 
(Of course we can still forfeit our 
$2,500 “binder” and start all over 
again, if that should prove to be 
to our advantage.)

Taxpayers Stand 
Against State Pay Raises,” which 
quoted Frank Zeo’s statements on 
a pay raise for State Employees. 

First of all. Who does Mr. Zeo’s 
organization represent? How many 
taxpaying citizens reading this ar- 
ticle belong to “bis” organization? 
Or is it an organization backed by 
big business? I would like to know 
the facts about this, myself. 

Mr. Zeo referred to the $88 mil- 
lion pay boast for State employees 
as wasteful. Does he forget that 
we State workers also have to pay 
taxes — that in the last 'two years 
the cost of living has risen almost 
10 percent? 

It’s been 'Several years now, since 
we’ve received our last raise, and 
when we did get our last raise we 
were no where near to a competi- 
tive salary with private industry. 
In the meantime, while everyone 
else wa3 getting a salary increase, 
we were left behind. 

Our neighbors to the South ( Con- 
necticut) got a sizeable adjustment 
in salary last year and this year 
they’re up for another 30 percent 
raise. They are at least close to 
private industry. 

As for fringe benefits, now, al- 
most every employer offers -bene- 
fits equal to or better than Massa- 
chusetts’. 

Let’s look at some departments. 
A Junior Civil Engineer (D.P.W.) 
with a B.S. degree starts with a 
salary of approximately $7,300 per 
year, with a 9 percent increase it 
would -still be less than $8,000. Is 
that equal -to private industry? 

How about the State Police, the 
“cream of the crop.” Everyone 
knows what they have to go 
through. (But then again, no po- 
liceman is really paid enough.) Or 
how about the people working in 
our mental institutions, they’re not 
even in the ball park. Those are 
just a few. 

Everyone read about the “whoop- 
ing” raises our Governor advised 
for administrative and Department 
heads. What was said about that? 
What is good for the goose is good 
for the gander. We are only “career 
employees.” 

I know after reading the above 
paragraphs some will probably say 
“well, if you’re not happy, leave.” 
AH well and good. But, just think, 
if every State employee took that 
statement for what it is worth, 
who would run the show? 

I know you can’t take it with 
you, but I would like to see it be- 
fore I leave.

NEW AND SELECTED POEMS 


6j/ Jean Garrigue 

It is most difficult to try and write about poems. 
Maybe not so much after the poet is dead and has 
become a legend like Dylan Thomas. While a poet’s 
still alive, we’re not quite sure he has fully arrived 
except perhaps for Robert Frost or Robert Lowell 
or Denise Levertov. 

Yet it is becoming more and more fashionable for 
critical and literary studies of poets to follow, if 
not hot on the heels of their published works, at least 
lukewarm. Such a serious study might be done for 
the poetry of Jean Garrigue, and of her latest vol- 
ume, “New and Selected Poems.” 

We can’t tease our mind into a professional crit- 
ical or philosophical overlook. But her felicity with 
language and turn of phrase make her poems delight- 
ful, and very human. Here is a selection called “The 
Beginning,” which is plirt of a longer poem: 

You 

Came drifting up to me 

As a cat will seek a new home 

When a summer master’s left. 

And I was charmed by that, 

I did not ponder riddles, I esteemed 

The surfaced play, the light 

Inconsequential thing 

And wished to be a matchfire for a moth. 


If she can. put a bit of magic into commonplace 
things, she can also evoke an air of mystery and 
suspense as she does in "A Dream:” 


In that deep sleep I knew not 
Of what I dreamed or why 
Until a waking tempted me 
Along rare heights to go 
Into a tent of cloud or snow 
Not unlike a sailing silk, 

A secret thing on, shuttling element 
Adrift and of an eastern stamp. 

All else was bird-still, cold and white 
Beneath an undiscovered moon 
That yet gave out a stealth of light 
A mist rose to with giddy turn . . .

Fierce memory that is 
Co-genitor with dream 
Did you speak out to me, 

Another thing from another world . . .

A poem is like a picture: it’s worth a thousand 
words, and some of that may be caught here in the 
beginning of “Rain Song:”

Durer’s brown hares were in a cage 
With their long soft ears laid flat.

An in this poem she poses a question: 


If we would not lose time, what would we be? 

That which no doubt we are. 

But does it alter? Perhaps. 

If between being and doing there were not a gulf. 

The animals for whom we have too much respect 
of a sentimental variety 

Supposedly dwell in the mindless flow. Is being 
mindless purity? 

So abstractions and ideas can tease a poet’s mind, 
and the full meaning of a poem teases the reader’s 
as well. When, is a poet using words as symbols? 
Is it true in a poem, “The Brook,” which begins: 

The brook contains its landing under water. 

There each leaf above is thus 

Engrossed by shadow under 

Nor there the stone can sunder 

Filaments that make the structure ... 

Her poetry has an immediacy, a quality that gets 
through and adds a new dimension to our existence.

1963 Report On D.P. W. 
Recalled By Mr. Rotondi 


Iti 1903 Eugene R. Rrttwwii, pre- 
sently n Town Meeting Member 
from Preeine.t 1, chaired a live-man 
committee entitled the “Public 
Works Study Committee,” which 
reported in to Ithe annual Meeting 
of that year. 

The Committee report did “not 
(at this time) recommend favorable 
action on the adoption of a hoard 
of public works as set forth in 
section (the General Laws).” 

It included, however, a .report 
of “positive convictions” on the 
subject. In addition it asked for 
central maintenance for all town 
vehicles; more forceful supervision 
of available manpower; and better 
cooperation between all depart- 
ments among other things. 

Mr. Roltondi dissented from his 
group’s report and submitted a 
minority report to the Town. He 
has available for study copies of 
both reports. 

Want DPW Board 
Mr. Rotondi’s report was (and 
still is) clearly in favor of a 
Board of Public Works due to its 
“greater efficiency. . .leading to in- 
creased value at minimum costs.” 
He pointed, in 19(13, to lack of 
cooperation between departments 
at some times and noted that “A 
Board of Public Works will not 
call for the elrmirtaftion of any 
personnel now employed in key 
positions of departments involved.” 
His report also attacked the “ex- 
cessive overtime” he contended ex- 
isted in ithe departments and en- 
visaged the engineering for the 
Tow n to be encompassed in ithe 
DPW f which the 1969 request does 
not). 

Mr. Rotondi is still in favor of 
a DPW. He expects to speak on 
Town Meeting floor on the subject. 
He does not agree that the Select- 
men should make up an advisory 
board for this department but 
holds to a separate DPW board

Mr. Saraco 
Speaks At 
VNA Meeting 

Michael D. Saraco, director of 
the Winchester Board of Health 
spoke to the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation at the Monthly Board 
meeting in the Unitarian Church 
on Friday, March 14th. 

Mr. Saraco id secretary of the 
executive board of the Massachu- 
setts Health Officers Association 
and is currently serving as a mem- 
ber of ithe State Advfsory Commit- 
tee on Public and Environmental 
Health Courses of Community Col- 
leges .throughout the state. 

Health education and services 
go hand in hand, Mr. Saraco said. 
Cooperation between all health 
agencies both public supported and 
volunteer is necessary for public 
health education. Through this 
pluralistic approach, we can achi- 
eve our long range goals, he added. 

Mr. Saraco brought to the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association news of 
current public health legislation, 
concerning medicaid being taken 
out of Welfare and transferred into 
Public Health. Regardless of the 
outcome of this bill, determination 
of eligibility still would rest on the 
Welfare Department. There would 
be no effect on our local Board of 
Health. 

The greatest problem, Mr. Saraco 
noted, would be methods of pay- 
ments, therefore, the state plans 
to contract payments out to a 
large Health Insurance Company 
that has advanced computerized 
methods of payment. 

Mosquito Control 

Locally, Mr. Saraco described the 
mosquito control program. This 
year Winchester is embarking On a 
larvaeide program, which will in- 
volve spraying town owned areas 
that are likely to be breeding spots 
for mosquitoes. He asked public 
cooperation in April, May and June 
in eliminating stagnant areas 
where larvae may be found. 

Mr. Saraco also said the incinera- 
tor would be out of action for 18 
weeks. Every effort will be made to 
enable residents to dump into the 
incinerator and rubbish will be 
collected from there and spread 
into sanitary landfill during this 
period. 

No outdoor burning will be al- 
lowed as Winchester is a member 
of the Metropolitan Air Pollution 
Control District. 

Mrs. Charles L. Moore, president 
of the Visiting Nurse Association, 
presided over the meeting. A re- 
port of other committees preceded 
Mr. Saraco’s speech. It was noted 
that a letter of thanks went to En 
Ka for their donation to the visit- 
ing Nurses, which was used for 
furnishings in the Visiting Nurse 
office on Fairmount Street.

The Times goes on to credit 
Henny with much of the success 
Winchester has had in all sports 
in the last two decades, and to 
remind of the feeder programs he 
set up reaching down into elemen- 
tary schools and of how “his 
generosity more or less backfired 
on him” as he allowed others to 
copy his system and eventually to 
catch up with the Snchems. 

Top Team

Total Cost (excluding taxes),

Probable Fed. and State Re- 
imbursement, $19,350. 

Probable Cost to Town, $6,650. 

This area is considered by the 
Conservation Commission to have 
the highest priority. 

“Article 1 of the Special Town 
Meeting on March 20 is for a 
parcel of. 5 acres on Sucker Brook, 
between Ridge Street and Cam- 
bridge Street on the Woburn bor- 
der. 

Total Cost (excluding taxes), 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Probable Fed. and State Reim- 
bursement, $14,000. 

Probable Cost to Town. $6,000. 

“This area is an important seg- 
ment of the proposed Sucker 
Brook green belt, extending from 
the proposeil Vinson-Owen ex- 
pansion site to the Woburn line. 
Sucker Brook rises in a bog area 
just north of Olde Lyme Road, 
flows down a steep slope where 
a small waterfall occurs during 
the spring, past a birch grove, 
and through a swamp in a small 
valley on the Woburn line. 

“A dam in Woburn could create 
a pond of about 7 acres ip this 
area, suitable for Ashing and 
skating, a waterfowl area, ami a 
focal point for a picnic area. The 
land on the Woburn side is in- 
cluded in the Woburn Master Plan 
as a conservation area. 

“This parcel is now up for sale 
(since January — too late for the 
regular Annual Town Meeting), 
and the price has been agreed 
upon with the owner. An access 
easement is included. 

Indefinite Postponement 

“Article 16 and 17 will be in- 
difinitely postponed, since agree- 
ment could not be reached with 
the owners. 

“Two federal programs are 
available, each paying 50% of the 
cost of acquisition and legal cosits. 
The state program is for 50% of 
the non-federal share of the ac- 
quisition cost. The maximum 
total which can be obtained is 
75% of the acquisition cost, plus 
50% of the legal costs. 

“The acquisition costs include 
any court settlement above and 
beyond the appraised value. These 
programs leave the town with 
control of the use of the land. 
The Conservation Commission has 
been notified that reimbursements 
totaling $8,450 have been approv- 
ed for a previous $11,000 land 
purchase. Part of this amount 
has been received.” 

Vocational Head 
To Be Chosen 
This Week 

Four candidates will be tested 
and rated on March 22 to select 
a director for the Northeast Met- 
ropolitan Regional Vocational 
School now under construction in 
Wakefield to serve Winchester 
and 11 other communities. 

The Division of Vocational Edu- 
cation of the State Department 
of Education will conduct the 
written examination from 10 a.m. 
to noon at Lynnfield High School. 

At 1:30 p.m. the same day, two 
representatives of the state 
agency and three representatives 
of the Regional School Commit- 
tee will comprise a rating board 
for an oral examination of the 
candidates. 

The four candidates will then 
face a final interview before the 
entire Committee, including Cap- 
tain J. Edward Sharkey, USN 
(Ret.), Winchester’s newly elect- 
ed representative. Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Donald A. Klemer 
has also been invited to partici- 
pate in the final screening of the 
candidates, along with the other 
area superintendents. 

Only one of the candidates is 
from Massachusetts, while the 
others are from Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and Vermont. These 
four, whose names have not been 
revealed by the Committee, were 
screened from an original list 
of more than 50 applicants for 
the post from across the country. 

Although the Committee will 
settle on its top choice after the 
day-long examinations on March 
22, a formal vote won’t be taken 
until the annual organizational 
meeting of the School Board on 
April 1 at Malden High School. 

At the last regular meeting of 
the Regional Board, held March 
13 in Malden, the Committee 
voted unanimously to reduce the 
1969 operating budget by $139, 
500 for a new total operating 
budget figure of $421,730.58. This 
action was the result of an an- 
nounced delay of the school open- 
ing ami represents reductions in 
salary and other accounts since 
the hiring date of personnel was 
also postponed from July 1 to 
September 1. 

Originally scheduled to open in 
September, 1969, the opening date 
has been delayed until January, 
1970.

Bargain No More 

“We’ve bad a very great bar- 
gain for the last couple of years 
due to the Sitate subsidy, and 
tins will trot come again,” said 
Representative Chadwick, remind- 
ing .thalt “The good thing is that 
the rail plan has a chance to 
prevail.” 

Mr. Chadwick doesn't expect 
that the legislature will accept 
the drastically revised assess- 
ment formula. 

He believes the final assessment 
to Winchester will be “more than 
double but less than quadruple 
the prior $17,128.” and that Bos- 
ton will win its fight to cut its 
share way down, but not to quite 
as much as it appeared to have 
in the vote last week. 

Looks To Legislature 

Mr. Sattmarsh thinks we’ll be 
paying “at least four or five 
times what we have before.” 

“I think it’s going to come 
down to a system wherein the op- 
erating costs will be bom by the 
sum of ithe communities and the 
debt service picked up by the 
State.” 

“I’m hopeful we’ll have far 
more success with the Legisla- 
ture than with the Advisory 
Board . . .the burden has now 
shifted from the major cities to 
the suburbs — but it’s still unfair, 
the pendulum should swing back 
a little more the other way... 
We must have something more 
equitable,” said Mr. Sultmarsh. 

Hot Meeting 

The meeting Friday was as 
heated as the MBTA Advisory 
Board has seen, and it has seen 
some heat. 

Boston, which has carried 50% 
of the rail assessment, led the 
push to give it to the Towns that 
have the service. It was backed 
by the other core cities and 
towns. On paper they were very 
successful. 

Before the group were three 
plans: A, for a minimum capital 
investment program to retain 
commuter railroad service; B, a 
substitute bus service completely 
to replace the trains and, C, a 
maximum capital investment pro- 
gram to keen the trains. 

Mr. Chadwick and Mr. Salt- 
marsh joined with Wakefield’s ex- 
ecutive secretary to the Select- 
men, John McCarthy, to offer a 
motion asking that, under A, the 
present formula for assessing the 
cities and towns be retained until 
a complete study or review could 
be made (by the LegisUuture). 

Cambridge City Manager 
Janies Sullivan then countered 
with a substitute motion asking, 
in fact, that nothing be done. 

Mr. .Sultmarsh rose to chal- 
lenge the “do nothing” move and 
call it irresponsible. Since the 
MBTA Advisory Board had last 
spring been explicitly told by the 
Legislature that it must do some- 
thing 

He also said the Legislature is 
batter equipped than the Board to 
research the problem. 

The Cambridge motion was 
withdrawn. But the Board next 
voted down the Wakefield-Win- 
cheater motion. It then went on 
to vote ithe so-called Plan A plan.

a member to be appointed by the 
Moderator and one by each of the 
following boards: Selectmen, 
School Committee, Finance Com- 
mittee, Planning Board. The 
motion also asked appropriation 
of $2,500 for a 90-dny option. 

John Dolan, retiring School 
Committee member, came to the 
podium microphone. 

He re\ lowed the availability of 
Marycliff to the Town, noting 
that a day before the official 
notice of the school’s closing, a 
"representative” of Marycliff con- 
tacted the School administration. 

Sulisequently, he said, the 
school authorities together with 
other board representatives view- 
ed the school and took every stop 
possible to convey the high in- 
terest of the Town in the proposi- 
tion. 

Asking $850,000 

Asking price is $850,000. Mr. 
Dolan reported, and this price is 
that which Has been the basis 
for discussion, he told one ques- 
tioner. 

Soleotmen’s Chairman Charles 
Doucette Jr. reported his Board 
unanimously behind the night’s 
motion, as did Chairman Barbara 
Mulsh of the School Committee, 
and Rolent Grenzebach speaking 
for the Finance Committee. 

Earle Littleton, speaking for 
the Elementary School Building 
Committee spoke its support. 

He added that he was, however, 
“disturbed by the procedure” to 
be followed from the time the 
option is taken and the purchase 
or possible purchase.

000 .) 

Realtor Richard Murphy press- 
ed on the same issue and got from 
Mr. Dolan a statement that it is 
“net a take-it-or-leave-it reality.” 

In answer to High School Build- 
ing Committee Chairman Arthur 
Dunbar, Mr. Dolan averred that 
the Acquisition Committee would 
have no authority to negotiate as 
a real estate agent. 

Mr. Dunbar followed this up by 
asking questions aimed at “Mak- 
ing sure there is really enough 
money (in the motion) to do it” 
properly. 

Dir. Dolan answered that mon- 
ies for architectural studies 
previously appropriated were al- 
ready at use, and Mr. Littleton 
told the Members that Architect 
Frank Crimp had already spent 
some time making studies of 
Marycliff. 

The meeting voted affirmative 
with one nay. This forced a stand- 
ing vote and Clarence Borggaard 
got a hand when he stood us the 
only negative vote; 143 voted yes. 

Jeremiah McCarron moved im- 
mediate adjournment of the spe- 
cial meeting.

‘Illegal’ 

“This Meeting is illegal. It 
should stand in adjournment until 
the matter is clarified." 

The Moderator turned to Town. 
Counsel, Leonard Mullen, who re- 
ported the situation had arisen be- 
fore and that the Town by-laws 
state the Selectmen “shall mail 
the warrant seven days before.” 

“They were there on the 18th. 
In my opinion the Selectmen have 
complied with the by-laws.” 

Mr. Hewis asked to speak. 

Selectman John Sullivar- rose 
to object, asking a point of order 
at having a non Town Meeting 
Member (Mr. Hewis) speak. 

The Moderator denied the ob- 
jection, ruling that as no motion 
was before the Meeting, a voting 
member of the Town could speak. 

Mr. Hewis came to the front of 
the auditorium and told the Meet- 
ing that no matter what the by- 
laws say, the General Laws of the 
State dictate that a warrant by 
Selectmen “should be delivered” 
seven days before (the Meeting). 

By-laws may designate ways of 
delivery, he went on, pointing out 
that some Towns use a public 
posting or other ways to comply. 

Going on to speak of the Post 
Office, he said, “Why the 6,900 
pieces of mail lay on the floor. . . 
somebody ought to see,... some- 
body goofed,” he said. 

Adjourned 

Mr. Doucette rose next, and 
without making reference to the 
issue of the legality of the Meet- 
ing, said his board felt that the 
Meeting should be adjourned to 
allow for the Members to study 
the Finance Committee reports, 
not available to that day or just 
before. 

The moderator’s original motion 
relative to consecutive Monday 
and Thursday sessions was then 
amended to include omission of 
Monday night, March 17, and the 
meeting adjourned for the night at 
9:10.

Multiple Listing 
Notes Sales Rise 
In Past Year 

The Multiple Listing Service of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board established an all-time rec- 
ord sales volume during 1968 ac- 
cording to Gordon Thompson, chair- 
man of the Service’s District I, 
of which Winchester is a part. 

“The total dollar volume of sales 
during the 12 month period ending 
December 31, 1968 was $27,708,105. 
This figure represents a 49.2 per- 
cent increase over the 1967 figure 
of $18,572,039. By contrast, the 
1966 figure was $12.3 million.” 

The dollar volume resulted from 
the sale of 1,174 homes in Boston 
and its 56 surrounding cities and 
ibowns, or 306 more homes sold 
through MLS than last year. The 
average price of a home sold 
through MLS last year was $23,- 
601, as compared to the $21,396 
figure for the corresponding period 
in 1967 reported Mr. Thompson. 

The district chairman pointed 
out that the increased average 
sales price does not, of itself, ne- 
cessarily reflect a rising market. 

“What is indicative, however, is 
that more and more higher priced 
homes are being sold through MLS, 
another factor signifying public ac- 
ceptance of the many advantages 
offered by MLS.”

A new Homemaker-Home Health 
Aide Committee, organized by 
United Community Services of 
Metropolitan Boston (USC) and 
headed by Mrs. Alfred E. Fernald 
of 76 Church Street, held its sec- 
ond meeting Wednesday. March 19. 
at the Melrose Red Cross Chapter 
building. 

This committee has been organiz- 
ed to develop o proposal for the 
introduction of Homemaker-Home 
Health Aide services in eight com- 
munities now without these ser- 
vices. 

Communities in this planning ef- 
fort include Melrose, Stoneham, 
Winchester, Woburn, Wakefield, 
Burlington, Reading and North 
Reading. 

Through the efforts of the USC 
North Central Aren Planning Divi- 
sion, headed by Oliver T. Berg- 
strom of 19 Sheffield Road, plans 
have resulted in the formation of 
this new committee. 

The Homemaker-Home Health 
Aide Committee is currently dis- 
cussing issues involved in estab- 
lishing a new non-profit service 
such as sponsorship, administra- 
tive guidelines, services to be of- 
fered, finances and staffing, in- 
cluding recruitment, training and 
supervision of homemakers-home 
health aides. 

The service, when established, 
will provide trained and supervised 
women who will perform certain 
housekeeping duties and personal 
care services in homes where the 
mother is ill or where an ill indi- 
vidual cannot adequately care for 
himself. 

The homemaker-home health aide 
does light housework, cares for 
children and, under the supervision 
of the home health agency, gives 
simple personal care to the patient. 

Committee members include Miss 
Gloria Pearson and Mrs. Donald 
McLean of the Winchester Visit- 
ing Nurse Association and Mrs. 
Margaret Moore of the Winchester 
Hospital.

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Social Security 
Makes Changes 
In Benefits 


John E. Lonergan Jr., Social Se- 
curity district manager in Cam- 
bridge, announced that many peo- 
ple who first became eligible for 
Social Security benefits under the 
1967 amendments to the law have 
already lost one month’s back bene- 
fit payment and stand to lose more 
if they don’t apply for these bene- 
fits before April 1, 1969. 

If a person applies for benefits 
after the month he first becomes 
eligible, he may receive the back 
benefits for up to twelve months 
before the month of his applica. 
tion. The new types of benefits 
were first payable for the month 
of February 1968. 

To be entitled to all back pay- 
ments, a claimant must have ap. 
plied no later than February 28, 
1969, Mr. Lonergan explained. “If 
a person files in March, he will 
have lost only one month’s back 
benefit payment; but for each ad- 
ditional month’s delay, he will lose 
an additional month’s payment,’ 
he said.

Air Force 
Looks For 
More Nurses

Sgt. Winsor stated that contrary 
to popular belief, when an appli- 
cant initiates the paperwork in 
volved in a nurse application the 
applicant is not obligated to the 
Air Force in any way. The appli 
cant is only applying for a position 
the Air Force Nurse Corps. 
Four weeks after the application is 
forwarded to Headquarters, USAF 
the applicant will be notified by 
mail that he/she has been selected 
non-selected. Applicants that 
are accepted are given fifteen days 
time in which to decide for them 
selves if they want -to accept the 
two year appointment.

John E. Lonergan Jr., district 
manager of the Social Security Of- 
flee in Cambridge, has explaned 
retired persons may earn up to 
$1,680 a year without losing any 
social security benefits. 

Even though a person earns con- 
siderably more than $1,680, he may 
still draw some benefits. 

Mr. Lonergan explained that the 
$1,68Q limitation is combined with 
a sliding scale provision. Here’3 
how it works: If a person is work- 
ing regularly and does not earn 
more than $1,680 a year in wages, 
no benefits will be withheld, and ha 
will receive all of his social security 
benefits each month. Should he 
earn more than $1,680 a year. $1 
will h e withheld from his reti. - 
ment benefits for each $2 earned 
between $1,680 and $2,880. 

If he earns more than $2,880, $1 
will be deducted from his benefits 
for each $1 he earns over $2,880. 
Regardless of how much the per- 
son earns in a year, he will re- 
ceive his full social security check 
for any month in which, he does 
not earn more than $140 in wages, 
or perform substantial services as 
a self-employed person. 

Benefit payments will be paid 
for any month in which the person 
is age 72 or over, no matter how 
much he earns after reaching age 
72. 

Mr. Lonergan emphasized that 
earnings ns a retired worker may 
affect his own and his dependent’s 
rights to benefits, but if he re- 
ceives payments ns a dependent or 
survivor, his earnings will affect 
only his own benefit and not those 
of other members of his family. 

Earnings to be Counted? 

Mr. Lonergan explained that 
earnings from work of any kind 
niust be counted, whether or not 
the work is covered by social se- 
curity. Total wages and all net 
earnings from self-employment 
must be added together in figuring 
earnings for the year.

grams, and the so-called taxpayers’ revolt. 

“I am convinced that the democratic form of government 
is not easy or automatic,” he told the 111 present u week ago 
tonight. 

“It is evident,” he said, “that the mood and direction of the 
i country is changing.” 

Many of the people in the country have come to feel that 
programs designed to correct social ills have failed to produce 
results and that the government is spending too much of their 
money. 

“I think people are asking us to pause and re-assess the 
proliferation of programs.” 

He pointed to California’s change in direction largely 
through its own efforts; but he felt Massachusetts to be “on the 
fence.” 

“We are left to our own direction in Town Meeting,” He 
said, averring that the people’s attitude hus gotten through to 
Beucon Hill, but that decisions have not yet been made to give 
direetion to the citizens’ requests. 

Emphasizing his conviction of the importance of making 
local government as efficient as possible, the moderator reminded 
“We’ve been through a period of very free spending.” and that 
on the other hand, some persons now want governmental repre- 
sentatives to do nothing. 

“We must level off and meet the demands of the public. 

“Inflation is a factor we can’t overcome . . . We all hope 
the Federal Government will bring inflation under control . . . 
But inflation is with us, so in trying to carry out the will (of 
the people), we ure dealing with an unknown

Then, he concluded, we are in a difficult position and we 
must do our very best. Then 1 think the people must understand 
that we have exercised our best judgement in spite of the un- 
known factors which are beyond our control.”

The 196!) Town Meeting goes into its third regular session tonight. Separate motions Monday 
asked for a change of schedule to add Saturday meetings, and a change to scratch tonights and next 
Thursday’s meetings. Both were defeated. 

The biggest Town services budget voted Monday was that for snow and ice removal, which now reads 
5351,159 after an amendment Monday to cover the increase due to the record February storms. 

In the area of wages, the Town Meeting voted all Personnel Board recommendations which do not 
include those for the still unsigned Firefighters. They equalized the pay of the Fire and Police Chiefs; 
questioned the salary maximum for Selectmen's executive secretary; voted a Personnel-recommended 
new policy to pay for advanced police “improvement” study program. 

Last week's Special Meeting voted to buy a parcel of land on the Woburn line for conservation. It 
also went with die Methods and Procedures Committee's request for more money to rent, instead of buy, 
the Town's computer.

Father James A. Garrity of 
St. Mary’s Church opened the 
second session of the regular 
Town Meeting at 7:55 p.m. Mon- 
day night and was welcomed to 
Town by Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick who noted he had come 
from “our parent municipality.”

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Conservation 
Buys Land At 
Thursday Special 

The special session of Town 
Meeting which opened the evening 
a week ago tonight voted an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 to purchase 
about five acres on Sucker Brook, 
between Ridge Street and Cam- 
bridge Street on the Woburn bor- 
der. 

The first reader of the Chris- 
tian Science Church, Clarence 
Feldmunn, gave the opening pray- 
er to open the session at 8 p.m. 

The land, owned by William 
Muley, was asked us the north- 
ernmost parcel of a green belt 
which the Commission hopes to 
establish, running from the Lex- 
ington line south of Johnson.

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Robert Mulford Pushes Youth Service Bill 


Speaking Monday at a State 
House hearing on a bill to re- 
organize the Stute’s Youth Service 
Board, Robert M. Mulford of 
Pierrepont Road, director of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, 
told the legislators that the prob- 
lems of the Division of Youth 
Service could not be solved under 
the present structure. 

“Hardworking, c o m p e t e n t 
people are handicapped by this 
very structure und personnel,” he 
suid of the current situation. 

Mr. Mulford, who is also spokes- 
man for the Massachusetts Com- 
mittee on Children and Youth, co- 
sponsors of the S. 1001 bill with 
a group of legislators, asked its 
approval as it offers “flexibility, 
protection and a total new ap- 
proach to administrative struc- 
ture.” 

The bill calls for a modern re- 
habilitative program aimed ut suc- 
cessful integration of children in- 
to the community. 

Heurd before the Committee on 
Stute Administration, the measure 
calls for the creation of a pro- 
gressive department of Youth 
Services with sharp focuB on de- 
velopment of effective new pro- 
grams und approaches in the 
treatment of delinquents. 

Gov. FYanci8 W. Sargent also 
mude his first appearance be- 
fore a legislative committee this 
year. He told the Committee that 
the present Division of Youth 
Services is a “failure” because 
it offers youth custody instead of 
service.

Dr. Gibson Talks To Teachers

Teachers Hear 
Dr. Gibson 

At the released time session Wed- 
nesday, March 19, elementary 
school teachers dealt with the top- 
ic of inter-group relations. 

The program was organized by 
the Social Studies Department and 
was conducted by Dr. John S. Gib- 
son of the Lincoln-Filene Center 
for Citizenship and Public Affairs 
of Tufts University. 

The afternoon began with a film 
depicting difficulties encountered by 
blacks in dealing with whites. The 
film stimulated questions from the 
teachers. 

Major Morris, a Negro staff 
member of the Lincoln-Filene Cen- 
ter, accompanied Dr. Gibson and an- 
swered some of the questions posed 
by the teachers. It was his opinion 
that blacks can understand the 
white way of life because they live 
in a nation where TV, radio, books, 
and everyday life is based on the 
wants and needs of the white ma- 
jority. 

However, whites appear to know 
little about and understand less 
about the black man and his way of 
life. Learning about getting along 
with others, and studying and vis- 


iting the city and its people were 
offered as possible solutions. 

Dr. Gibson spoke to the teachers 
stressing the importance of work- 
ing towards better group relations 
at the elementary level, rather than 
at a later time. It is his idea that 
merely teaching a course about the 
black man or his history is insuf- 
ficient. 

Dr. Gibson’s program includes 
the development of attitudes and 
feelings, sensitizing children to 
their own feelings and to the feel- 
ings of others. This training, he 
said, is essential in elementary 
school since at the junior and sen- 
ior high school level youngsters 
have learned to conceal their feel- 
ings and assume the hypocrisy prev- 
alent in the adult world. 

The elementary teachers heard a 
discussion by a panel composed of 
Winchester teachers who took the 
inter-group relations course taught 
by Dr. Gibson. The panel included: 
Miss May Milliken, director of so- 
cial sutdies; Miss Susan Kress, 
Muraco School; Mrs. Patricia Mc- 
gonagle, Noonan School; Mrs. Lou- 
ise Barker, Wyman School; Mrs. 
Ruth Folkert, Wyman; and Mrs 
Mary De Salvo, Lincoln School.

Aimed At By 
‘Monitor’ Series 

Shocking conditions surrounding 
children in jails, detention center 
and reform schools throughout the 
country will be highlighted in a 
new series beginning Monday, 
March 31, in The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

“Children in Trouble: A National 
Scandal” has been written by Ilow- 
are James, a Monitor reporter, 
whose previous series “Crisis in 
the Courts” won him a Pulitzer 
prize. Information about tie 
series is available at -the focal 
Christian Science Reading Room, 
4 Mit. Vernon Street. 

Facts not previously brought to 
light concerning Ithe inadequacies 
of juvenile courts ami institutions 
will be poured out in this 15-week 
series running Mondays in the 
Monitor. 

Experts have told Mr. James 
that thi3 will be the first truly 
comprehensive overview of juvenile 
problems ever published. 

Mr. James has discovered that 
laws are being ignored, few judges 
are qualified to handle juvenile 
cases, conditions are sub-standard, 
and treatment often cruel. 

Governor Peterson of Delaware 
has already pledged corrective ac- 
tion in his state as a result of evi- 
dence presented by the Monitor re- 
porter concerning brutal treatment 
of boys in the state reform school. 

The Monitor became involved 
when its reporter found that the 
Juvenile courts are in a mess, run- 
ning on guesswork, and that no 
other major news media had taken 
such an interest in the problem. 

This major series is in keeping 
with The Christian Science Moni- 
tor’s stated purpose: “to injure no 
man, but to bless all mankind.” 

It is expected -that the expose 
and the constructive action ideas 
which the reporter will present, 
will help to bring healing to a ma- 
jor social ill of our time.

Critical Of 

Marycliff 

Procedure 

Editor of the Star: 

I appreciate Mr. Barggaard's 
explanation about his vote on the 
Marycliff affair. I would like to hear 
some 200 explanations for the af- 
firmative vote. 

The authors of such an important 
and rush article had n moral re- 
sponsibility to set forth both sides 
of the story in a fair fashion. They 
had visited the school and had had 
time to evaluate the problems in- 
volved — problems that they should 
have wanted to be fully debated — 
answers freely given to the type of 
question set forth ir, Mr. Borg- 
gaard’s letter. I really believe that 
Town Meeting is fully qualified to 
ratify or reject an article honestly 
presented. The sponsors evidently 
do not think so in this case. 

Ostensiby, asking for $2500 for 
an option is hardly worth fighting 
about. No old timer doubts that 
history will repeat itself, and we 
will soor, be asking for $875,000 less 
possibly a token reduction. There 
will be a vague estimate as to the 
cost of adapting a 20-year-old pri- 
vate school to our modern needs 
and how well it will meet these 
needs. Fear of a taxpayer revolt 
may be why they rushed to push the 
panic button. Obviously the article 
should not have asked for $2500 to 
secure an option. 

A committee dedicated to Win- 
chester should first have secured 
an appropriation to hire an inde- 
pendent appraiser who would have 
nothing to lose if he didn’t agree 
with the preconceived appraisal. 

An independent school architect, 
harder to come by, would evaluate 
the additional costs involved. This 
requires money that would be 
well spent. It was not requested. I 
am sure “independents” will be 
found, at no cost to the Town. 

I will have no faith in the results. 
At the right price this purchase 
may be an acceptable deal. At the 
asking price it may not be a justi- 
fiable compromise of our needs. 

Due to the tactics thus far shown 
by the authors of this article, I 
place the committee in the category 
of “special,” for which I have no 
use. We know most of the answers 
before it starts to work. 

I urge the Star to ireport the 
“open” meetings requited ry law 
of this committee. Town Meeting 
members will want to know devel- 
opments so that they will not be 
asked to ratify a "fait accompli.” 
If they did act contrarily, it might 
prove a bit awkward. .Maybe the 
committee should request an appro- 
priation to hire a public relations 
man.

I arrived home this past weekend 
to a new home ait 64 Fletcher 
Street. The joy of ithe new home 
was marred only by the burned 
dwelling at 56 and 58 Fletcher 
Street. 

What troubles me deeply is the 
fact that the dwelling next door 
is a tremendous fire hazard to us 
and to the adjoining neighbors. 

Apparently I am not alone in 
this thinking for, last May ap- 
proximately one month after the 
Easter eve holocaust that destroy- 
ed 56, 58, and 64 Fletcher Street, 
the Fire Chief informed my father 
that if he did not soon take steps 
to repair or demolish our home he 
would condemn our property as a 
fire hazard.

Miss May Milliken of the Social 
Studies Curriculum Council re- 
ported to the Committee on the 
progress made to date by the 
Council. 

Describing the new program, 
Miss Milliken told the Committee 
that until the Council wus formed 
in 1966, the social studies program 
in Winchester was based on rec- 
ommendations made in 1916. 

Tho program was based on the 
1916 assumption that most stu- 
dents do not stay in school through 
grade 12 and that many drop out 
after the sixth and eighth grades. 

The new program on the ele- 
mentary school level involves stud- 
ies of families around the world 
with exposure to other cultures 
and economies. For 'these studies, 
the Council has developed kits on 
different countries which circulate 
among ithe various 'schools. 

Miss Milliken closed her presen- 
tation by telling the Committee, 
“If you stand still (in curriculum 
development), you move behind.” 

The Committee also heard a re- 
port from Jim Mallon on the dress 
code in effect at the High School. 
Action on Ithe code, however, was 
tabled for the next meeting of the 
Committee when it will be discuss- 
ed and reported.

RICHER THAN ALL HIS TRIBE 


by Nicholas Montearralt 

With lucid detachment, Nicholas Montsarrat gives 
the U. N. tho shellacking of its life in this book. The 
emerging African nations don't come off a bit well, 
either. The characters arc so well drawn and diverse 
and their personal concerns so real, that the book 
docs not rend like a political diatribe at all. Any 
bitterness seems to belong to the people involved, not 
to the author. 

The affairs of the island of Pharamnul, an emerg- 
ing African nation first introduced in The Tribe That- 
Lost Its Head, provides the plot for Richer Than All 
His Tribe. The hook opens on Independence Day, in- 
troducing the Earl of Urle ( a British leftist), Phnr- 
antaul’s first Governor-General, and his extraordinary 
wife, Bolio, as First Lady, with Chief Dinamaula as 
Prime Minister, ingredients for trouble right there. 
The Maulns, North and South, are present in profu- 
sion, though very few c|f them have the faintest ink- 
ling of what Independence Day can possibly mean. 
But they revere Dinamaula as their hereditary Chief, 
and if he accepts the mystery, so will they. Five 
years hefore, David Bracken, the Chief Secretary, 
had had to escort Dinamaula to exile in England. 
Now all is forgiven and forgotten? Not quite. 

An election makes Dinamaula the first President, 
and of course he must go to the U. N. despite David’s 
discouragement. With him is Lieutenant Paul Jor- 
dan, Royal Navy, his principal Aide de Camp. Dina- 
maula quickly discovers that the big, wealthy nations 
will bid against each other to curry his favor, and 
financial aid which Pharamaul can never repay is 
pressed upon him. He discovers the delights of ex- 
travagance and the corruption of power. His com- 
rades among the leaders of other new African nations 
show him the way to assert himself. He is approach- 
ed by firms offering him percentages for monopolies 
and he enjoys the game. At the same time, Paul 
Jordan meets a lovely young Chinese-American girl, 
Frances Hoy, a U. N. secretary, and one of the most 
delightful romances in modern fiction begins. 

In. Pharamaul nil is not well. The South Maulas 
consider the North non-Maula. The North Maula 
Chief, Banka, is us conservative as Dinamaula is 
autocratic. On the President’s return from the U. N., 
Chief Banka forms an opposition party in the legis- 
lature. So no railway goes to the north, no money, 
handed out by the big nations, is forthcoming for its 
needs. David Bracken tries to advise cooperation and 
moderation — fruitlessly, 'Dinamaula has the bit in 
his teeth, his exile in England is to be revenged, and 
his humiliation erased by absolute power. He out- 
laws the opposition, jails any dissidents and has his 
police kill indiscriminately. The English advisors are 
all dismissed and leave for homo — their careers 
ruined. Pharamaul becomes a police state with Dina- 
maula absolute dictator and a mass murder of North 
Maulas, come in protest at his injustices, provides a 
shocking climax. 

That sudden freedom goes to the head, that injus- 
tice breeds revenge, thut the segregated, freed, will 
turn on their oppressors and tht power corrupts, 
cannot he news. But it is here made flesh in an exceed- 
ingly well-written tale.

Thitry-seven budgets were vot- 
ed without discussion. 

Opening discussion on the Se- 
lectmen’s budget was Arthur 
Hewis who asked an amendment 
reducing it by $4,000 in the per- 
sonnel services item of the ex- 
ecutive secretary’s salary. 

Averring his respect for the 
present secretary, Mr. Hewis 
stated his belief that the posi- 
tions of Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
director of Public Health and 
Police and Fire Departments 
chiefs demand as much responsi- 
bility and attention to detail as 
that of the executive secretary. 

His amendment was defeated 
by voice. 

Selectmen are required by law 
to tax the Town for property, 
Chairman Charles Doucette told 
Mr. Donaghey in answer to a 
question on the Selectmen’s rental 
budget. 

Query On Assessors 

The budget of the Assessors, 
huving been deferred in the first 
go-round, was deferred for a sec- 
ond time in the evening When it 
evolved that no assessor was 
present. 

New salaries for Assessors, bo 
start April 1, are $3,710 for the 
cbarrmian, $2,700 for the two 
other members. 

Mrs. Doris Emmons asked if 
till the assessors are full time; 
and, after some questioning by 
William Ryerson and Otto Schae- 
fer, it appealed the Meeting 
wished to know more about the 
attendance of all three assessors 
before voting the budget. 

A 108 to 31 vote deferred it a 
second time. 

Planning Board; Dogs 

Before a vote of the $10,850 
Planning Board budget, Mr. Chap- 
man answered a question of for- 
mer Finance Conunitbee Chair- 
man Richard Dexter about unex- 
pended 1968 monies and also 'told 
him that the ’69 appropriation 
would be enough bo “finish up the 
zoning requirements.” 

Before voting the $2,600 for 
the services of a dog officer, Mr. 
Doucette told Henry Heitz that 
the increase over the 1968 re- 
quest for $1,181 was due to the 
fact the Town was without u dog 
officer for several months last 
year. 

Fire Department 

The Selectmen amended the 
File Department budget in per- I 
sonnel service raising this to 
$422,986, reflecting the cost of 
58 exitra tours of duty resulting 
from the heavy snows. 

They noted, when questioned 
before the accepting vote that the 
present budget reflects salaries 
for Firelighters presently ill 
effect. 


This budget was not accepted 
until after discussion and rejec- 
tion of a motion by Mr. Freeman 
asking the plan to remove 200 
trees and plant only 100 be put 
in lialance and extra monies be 
appropriated to plant more trees. 

Health; Sewer; Sanitation 

Right after the voting of ithe 
Building budget, John Bradley 
raised a question to the Board of 
Health relative to planning for 
Leonard Pool facilities so as to 
keep them open to accommodate 
bathers as long as bathing is al- 
lowed in the interest of waiter 
cleanliness. 

Newly elected Board chairman, 
Vapfckes K. Karaian, said the 
Health Board would consider the 
suggestion. The $34,034 asked was 
voted. 

The Sewer budget was amended 
also bo reflect a reduction trans- 
fer of appropriation to snow and 
[ieo for personnel payments, as 
wits that under Sanitation. 

Under the latter, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Herberich asked if preven- 
tive maintenance had been includ- 
ed for the incinerator and was 
answered that part of it is there. 

She then asked for an explana- 
tion of the apparent lack of care 
of the newly planted trees on its 
site. Chairman Doucette said his 
Board had to hold itself respon- 
sible, and that it hoped for better 
results under the proposed sec- 
ond shift. 

Former Highway superinten- 
dent James Wakefield wished to 
know if the second shift was to 
have temoprary personnel, and the 
Selectmen's chairman told him it 
was that Board’s intent to hire 
temporarily at first until there 
was a more definite idea of how 
the second shift would work out. 

Thomas G. Callahan, elected to 
Precinct II just prior to the meet- 
ing, called the overtime budget 
(in 1968 $13,608) “alarming,” and 
asked that all the departments 
be more prudent. 

Highways, Bridges 

Members Kenneth Donaghey 
and Henry Heitz shared concern 
about the $15,089 earmarked for 
“other leaves” in the Highway 
personal services item. Comptrol- 
ler James Costello explained that 
this represented a book-keeping 
device (on its way out) for sep- 
arating out the sick leaves. 

Robert Winn asked the Modera- 
tor if, as a Representative he 
could not aid with a bill to widen 
the bridge at Swuinton Street. He 
was not given much encourage- 
ment.

Mr. Doucette broke down for 
the Mem be is the substantial in- 
creases to be amended into the 
Winchester’s 1969 snow and ice 
budget due to the record snows 
of last month.

Lease, Not Buy 

Chairman John Collier ctumo to 
the podium next to present the 
appropriation request for the 
Methods and Procedure Commit- 
tee: $55,000. 

“We have decided we’H be bet- 
ter off leasing it another year. . . 
We want to see it a little longer, 
said Mr. Collier, in indirect ac- 
knowledgement that the planned 
1969 purchase of the Honeywell 
110 computer would not be re- 
quested, but that the Town was 
instead being asked to fund a 
second year’s lease. 

“Data processing has had a 
good year,” he said, Essential- 

ly all of the objectives have been 
realized.” 

He recounted thnrt it has pro- 
cessed the real estate bills, cen- 
sus, water billing; that it is 
about to do the payroll and in 
the fall will start on -the school 
attendance, work maintenances 
and accounts payable. 

“The year has not been without 
problems,” he allowed, noting

and was about $3,000 ahead of its 
budget. 

“The cooperation of all Town 
boards has been -tremendous,” he 
concluded.

1 
Clarence Feldmann queried if 
the second year’s rental would 
come off the purchase price as 
did the first. Mr. Collier replied 
that 80% of the first year cost 
ami 60% of -the second could be 
deducted. 

Wait And See 

“We still think it’s wise to 
wait and see. We can’t say posi- 
tively that it’s a good decision 
(to buy) yeit.” he added. 

Rental would be $33,600 and 
the data programming manager 
$14,900, Mr. Collier said as part of 
his answer to Clarence Borg- 
gaard’s request for a budget 
breakdown. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Herberich asked 
for specifics on how the computes, 
saves.' 

Mr. Collier said that one posi- 
tion otherwise needed in the As- 
sessor’s office had been precluded; 
that the School budget wais down 
$9,948 due to its use; and that 
one large bookkeeping machine 
in the Comptroller’s office would 
have had to be replaced if not 
for the Honeywell. 

George Barbara asked the “rea- 
sonable” life of a computer. Mr. 
Collier answered eight to 10 years 
for its physical life, but indefi- 
nite on its “technological” life. 
Richard Freeman wanted its 
utilization factor;” and whether 
or not there were plans for time- 
sharing (i.e. revenue) with other 
towns ami or to use it within the 
school curriculum. 

Mr. Collier said utilization was 
relatively low, somewhere be- 
tween 50 and 60%; that there 
wore overtures from three towns 
for use, but that -as -to time shar- 
ing it “would not lend itself’’ (-to 
this as the -term is understood in 
-the industry); and that he hoped 
the schools would use it for train- 
ing — -that this could be done with 
their having a full day-time shift 
and the Town scheduling everting 
time. 

He then answered James Lane 
by saying that the computer bud- 
get would be in a regular budget 
next year - and -told another ques- 
tioner that an outright purchase 
of the Honeywell on April 30 
would cost the Town about $90,- 
000 . 

Vote Lease 

At -this point Mr. Hewis rose 
to question and the Moderator 
said, “The chair has seated Mr. 
Hewis and has no intention of 
recognizing him until after the 
recess.” Mr. Hewis sat down. 

The computer budget was vot- 
ed with no discussion. 

Mr. Ericson Reports 

Personnel Board Chairman 
Robont C. Ericson, who concluded 
his presentation by announcing 
his resignation as chairman and 
•the election of Nelson M. Bell to 
succeed him, rose next to present 
-the report on Town wages and 
ito report a total wage appropria- 
tion of $127,000. 

Alexander J. Fay, Samuel J. 
Reid and Ralph V. Wilhelm have 
worked with the chairman and 
Mr. Bell to reach agreements 
with municipal employees this 
year. 

A unanimous vote of the Meet- 
ing came first on a motion to 
ask the Personnel Board report 
be completed annually on or be- 
fore 30 days before the annual 
Town Meeting— setting a firm 
deadline for bargaining units. 

In introductory remarks, Mr. 
Ericson reminded that the most 
important responsibility of his 
advisory board is to be indepen- 
dent and fair to employees and 
taxpayers alike.

Subject Of Firefighters Precluded 
“The law clearly places the 
task of achieving agreement on 
the bargaining table and not in 
Town Meeting,” said the Person- 
nel chairman putting to rest any 
ideas that discussion of the un- 
resolved wage contract with the 
Firefighters would erupt on the 
floor of the Meeting. 

“Negotiations continue. . .there 
is some agreement. . . (the issues) 
arc confidential and detailed,” he 
added. 

Mr. Ericson reported to the 
Members, however, that if there 
is no agreement after a reason- 
able time has elapsed, either side 
may petition the State Board for 
mediation. 

Executive Secretary Salary 

Right after a short recess, 
Manuel Rainha, keeping the meet- 
ing on the subject of personal 
services, queried the Selectmen as 
to ‘the definition of the job of ex- 
ecutive secretary to the Board of 
Selectmen, an item in the Person- 
nel report which put the maxi- 
mum salary for this job ait $16,- 
753. 

Selectmen’s Chairman Charles 
Doucette reviewed: The 1967 

Town Meeting voted -the position 
at $12,000, but few were inter- 
ested at that price; -the 1968 
Meeting, -therefore raised it to 
$15,000; the present secretary 
was then hired -at $14,000. 

“He is ithe Board’s chief ad- 
ministrator,” Mr. Doucette said, 
describing as his duties his re- 
search and reports to the Board 
at all meetings; consultation with 
Town officers; representation be- 
fore other Boards and State Leg- 
islature and responsibility for 
minor complaints which before he 
came were all on -the agenda. 

Ralph Atkinson asked if -the 
Board had delegated any of its 
authority to the executive secre- 
tary and was answered, “no.” 
Robert Winn noted the grati- 
tude of Precinct 6 to Edward Don- 
nelly, the present incumbent of 
the office, relative to action on 
the Cross Street overpass. 

Food Service Worker 

Mr. Hewis next challenged the 
Personnel Board’s wages for food 
service workers in the school 
cafeteria, calling them “the low- 
est rated in Town” and noting 
the lack of political power of this 
group. 

He stated he thought they were 
adloted $1.65 an hour, but was 
corrected by School Committee- 
man Richard Schroeder who not- 
ed them to be the second highest 
paid of 12 comparable communi- 
ties and Mr. Ericson, who said 
the lowest rating is $2.01 and the 
maximum $2.99, for managers. 

Fire Chief Equalized 

Mr. Ericson next called atten- 
tion to the rise in rates of pay 
to off-duty policemen appearing 
in court. 

Mr. Doucette, then spoke for 
the Selectmen and asked Person- 
nel amendment to revise the sal- 
ary for Hie Fire Chief from the 
recommended $13,000 -to $13,375, 
or the same as to be paid the 
Police Chief. 

Mr. Ericson, noting the sensi- 
tivity of the situation and his 
Board’s “respect for -the Seleot- 
men’s position,” said Personnel 
“does not oppose the amendment.” 
Ormond Hessler said the same 
thing for the Finance Oommittee. 

Mrs. Herberich tried for an of- 
ficial comment as to whether or 
not an inference could be drawn 
about “the either uniformed meni- 
bers” (of the Fire Department), 
but was cut off. Henry Heitz, 
pointing to the animosity which 
he felt had developed between the 
departments (since the 1968 
granting of higher wages to the 
police than -to the firefighters) 
®i.id the Town should correct past 
mistakes and vote for a change. 

A voice vote approved the 
amendment and equalized the pay 
of the chiefs.

Arthur Hewis asked, from the 
non-Meeting Members area, what 
strings, if any, would accrue from 
Federal or State aid.

School Administrators 
Talk On Budget Planning 


Superintendent of Schools, Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer and Assistant 
Superintendent William F. Clark 
addressed the general meeting of 
the Winchester League of Women 
Voters an Wednesday, March 19. 
Their topics included the budget, 
school population and Marycliff. 

Dr. Klemer discussed highlights 
of the budget and elaborated upon 
five-year plans prepared by de- 
partment heads throughout the 
system. 

These plans outline the direct- 
ions in which the curricula should 
change and grow. He announced 
the intention to make these long 
range plans available to residents 
through publication in a series in 
the monthly newsletter, “Footnotes 
on Education.” 

Assistant Superintendent Clark 
addressed himself to space needs as 
detailed by the Snow population 
study and more recently by con- 
sultant-demographer, Dr. William 
Nash, and indicated ultimate needs 
for 7,500 seats in the school sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Clark explained that if 
Marycliff Academy is purchased it 
will not obviate the need for further 
school construction. “We’ll buy 
ourselves a little breathing space, 
a little time,” according to Mr. 
Clark. 

In the discussion which followed, 
the School Department Admini- 
strators heard many viewpoints 


from the assembled members. Some 
suggested that the “breathing 
9pace” which the Marycliff acquisi- 
tion would provide could be used 
to reassess the wishes of the town. 

For example, several questions 
arose regarding putting modern 
additions on fifty-year old school 
buildings. Some of those present 
suggested that additions could be 
put on the newest existing facili- 
ties where land is available — name- 
ly, Muraco, Vinson-Owen, and 
Lynch. It was hypothesized that 
savings could be realized by con- 
structon on fewer and better sites 

Other patterns of change for 
the town were suggested in the 
discussion including a lessening of 
resistance to bussing for grades 
four through six. Neighborhood 
schools and lunches at home for 
the upper elementary grades were 
suggested to be of diminishing im- 
portance to a large group of moth- 
ers. Evidence of the feeling ap- 
peared in the strong drive for a 
school lunch program, according 
to many present at the meeting.

Half of the money raised will be 
used by the United Methodists 
within the state.

$700,000 has been earmarked for 
a Commission on Religion and Race 
to deal with the remaining practice 
of racism within the structures of 
the United Methodist Church. 
$2,000,000 will be used for recon- 
ciliation and rehabilitation im- 
mediately following the negotiation 
of peace in Vietnam. $1,500,000 will 
fund the United Methodist Volun- 
tary Service bo enable young men 
and women to serve on a subsis- 
tanee basis in areas of acute need 
in ghettos and in rural slums. 

Other local and national projects 
will include scholarships and edu- 
cational loans, day care centers 
job training, business and home 
ownership loans, and support of 
community workers.

sponsible for the running of the 
Tech” from its originator and on- 
ly director Henry McCarthy Sr. 
down through the lowest member 
of the Boston Garden staff, it is 
fair to point out that every pos- 
sible precaution is being taken. 
This includes special details of po- 
lice, a large contingent of plain 
clothesmen and detectives and a 
very efficient walkie-talkie system. 

But in spite of all these, row- 
dyism is growing more rampant, 
injuries ito spectators are on the 
increase, and vandalism inside and 
outside the Garden is assuming as- 
tounding proportions. 

Happened Before 

It is not necessary to point out 
the beating of -a Somerville player. 
Such things have happened before 
and will continue. It could just as 
well be -a hand player, a cheer lead- 
er or your son or daughter. The 
trouble seekers don’t pick out their 
victims in advance — anybody who 
happens to be in their way will do 
be he old or young. 

It was too bad -that Somerville 
lost young Endicott, but Joe Adams 
of Durfee got a much more serious 
beating many years ago. Then it 
was said that something had to be 
done but it wasn’t. 

Encouraged by the lack of suc- 
cess of coping with such menaces 
every hoodlum in Greater Boston 
who has nothing better to do finds 
his way to the tourney and waits 
for the slightest excuse to vent his 
tndencies toward mayhem. 

They carry all the traditional 
weapons such os knives, bottles, 
garrison belts and pieces of brass 
or -steel augmented on occiision by 
blackjacks, clubs etc. 

Even the slightest provocation 
will galvanize them into action, as 
happened in the Lynn English-Bos- 
ton Tech game this year. A crowd 
of rabid Lynn rooters gathered in 
back of the basket started chanting 
‘We’re number one” at a crowd 
of Tech students and hangers-on in 
the balcony. Moments later a mob 
of the latter raced down the stairs 
into the stadium section and down 
over the wall near the organ to 
rush into combat action. 

Police tried hard to keep them 
back but like Abtila’s Huns they 
pressed through and started a doz- 
en # fights. Et looked like a real 
brawl for several minutes until 
Coach Joe Murphy of Tech took a 
time out and his big center Ollie 
Wise came down in front of the 
mob and said, “AH you Tech guys, 
get back into your seats.” The 
group dropped the conflict and fol 
lowed his order. The player had 
succeeded where regular authori- 
ties were having their hands full. 

Dangerous Damage 

Another facet of mob activity is 
that of tearing up fixtures in the 
lavatories and smashing of plate 
glass windows and fluorescent 
lights. Then there is the ripping 
down of light fixtures and fire ex- 
tinguishers and throwing them 
down flights of stairs in the faces 
of the upcoming crowd. There is no 
thought of how they will land or 
on whom, its just nice, clean fun 
(???) 

At this point it must be pointed 
out that in the games there is sel- 
dom even the slightest hint of vio- 
lence or punch throwing. The boys 
are there to play basketball and 
although the action is tense and 
often rugged it does not approach 
even the mildest of the extra-cur- 
ricular skirmishes in the stands, on 
the ramps or on the roads to and 
from the Garden. 

The coaches and officials keep 
the games well in hand and the 
players are almost always out- 
standing examples of good s|xxnts- 
manship. 

Now that these facts have been 
made clear let us approach the real 
issue — what is .to be done? This 
has been thrashed out pro and con 
in informal discussions, at coaches 
mootings at officials’ gatherings, 
at mootings of the Secondary 
School Headmasters’ Association 
and on street corners. There have 
been many suggestions ranging 
from the complete elimination of 
the “Tech,” down through playing 
it in college gymnasiums, to doing 
nothing about it. 

The bust course is impossible in 
a sane society and the first might 
be extreme, so what can and should 
lie done? 

Decentralization 

One of the leaders of the de- 
centralization and or elimination 
of the “Tech” is Melrose coach 
John Killileu. Some years ago as 
the president of the Basketbull 
Couches Association he presented 
certain proposals to the govern- 
ing body of all schoolboy sports, 
'the Headmasters Association, for- 
mally the Massachusetts Second- 
ary School Principal’s Association. 
But to date there has been no 
positive action. 

It is ho|>ed that this situation 
will be taken up in the immediate 
future so that something tangible 
can be done before the coming of 
another “Tech.” The Garden ofti-| 
inis must know well in advance in

schools realize very little financial 
gain, the bulk of the profit going 
to the Headmasters’ Association 
for their other athletic awards anti 
scholarship lunds. both commend- 
able uses. 

The preliminary games in the 
Class C anti Class D tourney are 
usually played in various neutral 
high school gymnasiums and there 
has hardly ever been anything in 
the way of undesirable happenings. 

Maybe the same could be done in

Thus might work with the host 
school having its staff to supervise 
the notion but one faculty mana- 
ger asks with fair reasoning “Who 
wants those outside gongs tearing 
up his oity and stores?” Of course 
this might be resolved by special 
police details and by strictly limit- 
ing ticket sales to legitinmte stu- 
dents to be passed upon by the 
contending school officials at the 
gate. 

Conch Kill ilea favors having all 
the larger preliminaries nt the 
local college gymnasiums with only 
one game to be played at each. For 
example Malden and Brockton 
would play art Brandeis or Winches- 
ter and Newbury port at Boston 
State College. The only grimes to be 
played on the Garden floor in 'either 
instance would be the semi-finals 
or even better only the finals. 

He is also a disciple of the move 
toward a state wide open tourna- 
ment in two classes with which he 
had good experience while coaching 
his Championship team ait Oldtown 
in the Pine Tree State. Such open 
tournaments are favored by many 
coaches in all sports including 
football. However, such arrange- 
ments require careful planning lest 
they develop into something les 
than desirable as was the case 
when the New England tounieys in 
hockey and basketball went down 
the drain.

As an antidote for 
some of idle dubious officiating it 
thought that coaches of each

Another matter which some 
eoaehers favor is the strict limiting 
of high school eligibility to three 
years of sports. In other words no 
freshman could be used unless they 
were to forego a year of eligibility 
later. They point to Lee of Lex- 
ington and Gaskins of -the Catholic 
Memorial champions who will he 
around three more years while 
many other schools have their 
ninth graders (freshman) ploying 
junior high school basketball. The 
extra year renders the competent 
player to be the equal of the aver- 
age college freshman when he is a 
senior. 

Still another suggestion is in- 
creased faculty supervision with 
men teachers being paid to sit in 
sections with the students. A ratio 
of at least one teacher to 20 or 25 
is advocated with pay from this 
strenous extra-curricular activity j 
to come out of the gate receipts. As j 
added insurance it is suggested I 
that leaders in other sports, stu- ; 
dent council members etc., be asked 
to assist in keeping things in 
order. 

All these things are pointed out 
to show that people are thinking 
about the sorry situation facing 
the “Tech.” 

Nobody wants to condemn it as 
a fixture unless some adequate 
substitute in the form of a well 
organized open .tournament is work- 
ed out. 

But time is going by, and im- 
mediate action is necessary if the 
gloomy prognostications outlined 
at the start of this article are to 
be avoided. 

Please, coaches, faculty man- 
agers, officials and especially head- 
masters let’s get things moving. 
Sports are essential but are they 
really and truly of such importance 
as bo cause rioting, physical in- 
jury or disability and possibly even 
death ?
